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LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL 

Baltimore,  December  i,  1944 
To  The  Maryland  Historical  Society 
Gentlemen  : 

The  volume  of  the  Archives  of  Maryland  which  is  now  presented  by  the 
Publications  Committee  to  the  Maryland  Historical  Society  is  the  Proceedings 
and  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  ij66-iy68.  It  is  the  sixty-first 
volume  of  the  general  series  and  the  twenty-eighth  volume  dealing  with  As- 
sembly affairs. 

The  three  years  from  1766  to  1768  inclusive,  which  this  volume  covers,  were 
politically  tranquil  except  at  the  beginning  and  at  the  end  of  the  period.  The 
opening  of  the  year  1766  saw  the  repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act  and  the  subsidence 
of  public  resentment,  and  it  was  not  until  the  close  of  1768  that  Maryland 
became  fully  conscious  of  the  far  reaching  political  implications  of  the  recent 
passage  by  Parliament  of  the  Townshend  revenue  acts,  imposing  duties  upon 
tea,  glass,  paper  and  painters'  colors  brought  into  the  colonies,  although  the 
import  of  these  acts  was  before  long  to  produce  uproar  and  violence  through 
the  colonies  greater  than  had  the  Stamp  Act. 

In  the  interval  between  the  repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act  and  the  passage  of  the 
Townshend  Acts,  the  relations  of  Maryland  and  the  mother  country  were  ex- 
cellent, and  efforts  were  even  being  directed  by  the  Lower  House  to  make  use 
of  the  Crown  as  a  means  of  curbing  what  were  looked  upon  by  the  people  as 
encroachments  upon  their  rights  by  the  Lord  Proprietary.  Most  of  these 
grievances  of  the  people  were  economic  and  involved  the  retention  by  the 
Proprietary  of  monies  derived  from  various  licenses,  fines,  duties,  and  taxes 
claimed  by  him  under  his  charter,  and  by  the  people  as  belonging  to  them. 
There  was  also  widespread  resentment  at  the  concentration  of  power  at  An- 
napolis in  the  hands  of  the  Proprietary  group,  or  what  was  known  as  the  court 
party,  the  members  of  which  held  nearly  all  the  lucrative  civil  and  judicial 
ofifices.  During  the  1766- 1768  period,  however,  these  long  standing  conflicting 
claims  became  less  vocal  and  the  clashes  between  the  Governor  and  the  Upper 
House  as  representing  the  Proprietary  interest  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Lower 
House  on  the  other  as  representing  the  people,  although  no  less  frequent,  were 
less  acrimonious,  so  that  these  years  as  reflected  in  the  Assembly  may  perhaps 
be  described  as  politically  an  era  of  apparent  good  feeling.  To  be  sure,  the 
Lower  House  continued  to  pass  controversial  bills  curtailing  Proprietary  privi- 
leges, and  the  LTpper  House  to  reject  them,  but  these  legislative  moves  were 
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largely  to  keep  alive  the  respective  claims  of  each  side,  and  did  not  give  rise 
to  the  exchange  of  the  acrimonious  messages  between  the  two  houses  which 
had  characterized  preceding  sessions,  in  which  claims  had  been  advanced  with 
heat  and  rejected  with  scorn. 

The  determination  on  the  part  of  the  Lower  House,  as  representing  the 
people,  was  as  strong  as  ever  to  secure  an  appropriation  for  the  support  of  an 
agent  or  representative  in  London,  who  would  present  before  the  Crown  their 
various  grievances  against  the  Lord  Proprietary,  in  the  hope  that  relief  might 
be  in  this  way  secured.  But,  thwarted  by  the  continued  refusal  of  the  Upper 
House  to  authorize  an  appropriation  providing  a  support  for  such  an  agent,  at 
the  1766  session,  the  Lower  House  launched  a  scheme,  which  proved  to  be 
unsuccessful,  to  obtain  funds  for  this  purpose  by  a  popular  subscription  and 
by  a  "Liberty  Lottery". 

The  principal  disputes  between  the  people  and  the  Lord  Proprietary  which 
were  brought  forward  during  this  period  were  the  disposition  of  license  fees 
from  ordinaries  or  inns  and  other  sources,  and  the  dispute  as  to  whether  the 
salary  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Upper  House  should  be  paid  by  the  public  or  by 
the  Proprietary,  a  quarrel  which  for  ten  years  had  held  up  the  adoption  of  the 
Journal  of  Accounts  and  payment  of  the  public  debt.  Both  of  these  contro- 
versies were  settled  during  this  period.  An  opinion  by  Daniel  Dulany,  the 
outstanding  colonial  lawyer  of  his  day  and  the  legal  advisor  of  the  Proprietary, 
finally  settled  the  dispute  about  the  licenses, Dulany  declaring  that  as  these  were 
not  specifically  reserved  to  him  by  the  Charter  there  was  no  means  by  which 
the  Proprietary's  claim  to  them  could  under  the  common  law  be  legally  sus- 
tained and  enforced  in  the  courts.  A  compromise  in  regard  to  the  payment 
of  the  salary  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Upper  House  was  effected  by  an  agreement 
between  the  two  houses  to  refer  this  dispute  to  arbitration  by  the  King  in 
Council.  This  agreement  also  carried  with  it  provision  for  payment  of  the 
long  over-due  public  debt,  which  the  Upper  House  had  for  so  many  years 
refused  to  approve  unless  the  salary  of  its  Clerk  were  included.  To  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debt  on  these  terms  the  Lower  House  had,  as  a  matter  of  prin- 
ciple, with  equal  determination  refused  to  accede  until  arbitration  of  the  salary 
question  had  been  agreed  upon. 

In  order  to  prepare  its  side  of  the  case  in  the  controversy  over  the  payment 
of  the  salary  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Upper  House,  a  committee  of  the  Lower 
House  during  the  recess  of  the  Assembly  demanded  access  to  the  records  of 
the  Governor  and  of  the  Privy  Council.  This  was  refused  by  Governor  Sharpe 
and  by  the  Provincial  Secretary,  Daniel  Dulany,  on  the  grounds  that  such  a 
committee  had  no  authority  to  demand  the  right  "to  rummage"  at  large  through 
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these  records,  but  Dulany  said  that  as  to  any  specific  records  requested  by  the 
gentlemen  who  formed  the  committee  as  individuals,  he  would  be  glad  to 
furnish  them  copies.  It  may  be  added  that  nothing  further  was  heard  of  this 
demand. 

It  has  been  said  with  some  truth  that  Maryland  did  not  react  as  violently 
against  the  Stamp  Act  as  did  some  of  the  northern  colonies.  This  is  un- 
questionably true,  but  most  of  those  who  repeat  this  charge  in  a  derogatory 
way,  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  people  of  Maryland  were  more  immediately 
interested  in  the  century-old  struggle  against  what  they  called  Proprietary 
exactions  and  pretensions,  which  affected  them  both  spiritually  and  economi- 
cally, and  it  was  to  the  Crown  alone  that  they  could  look  for  possible  relief 
from  their  grievances.  The  passage  of  the  Stamp  Act  has  been  a  jolt  to  this 
shortsighted  point  of  view,  but  when  American  protests  so  promptly  brought 
Parliamentary  relief,  Marylanders  were  ready  to  forget  their  grievances  against 
the  mother  country  and  to  again  take  up  their  quarrels  with  the  Proprietary. 
Echoes  of  the  Stamp  Act  excitement  are  to  be  found  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  Assembly  in  1766.  A  bill  to  reimburse  the  Annapolis  stamp  distributor, 
Zachariah  Hood,  who  had  been  hanged  in  efifigy,  for  damages  done  to  his 
property  by  the  mob,  and  also  for  the  payment  of  damages  to  the  owner  of 
the  house  which  he  rented  as  an  office,  passed  both  houses  apparently  without 
dissenting  votes. 

The  Lx)wer  House  bill,  known  as  the  "z\ct  of  Gratitude",  in  which  was 
expressed  the  appreciation  of  the  Province  to  those  leaders  in  Parliament  who 
had  opposed  the  passage  of  the  Stamp  Act  and  helped  to  secure  its  repeal, 
would  certainly  also  have  passed  the  Upper  House,  had  there  not  been  an 
impasse  between  the  two  houses,  not  as  to  the  principle  involved,  but  because 
under  the  bill  the  Lower  House  not  only  assumed  exclusive  control  of  its 
administration,  but  refused  to  allow  the  upper  chamber  to  make  any  amend- 
ments whatever  in  it  on  the  ground  that  it  was  a  bill  appropriating  money. 
Under  the  terms  of  the  rejected  "Act  of  Gratitude"  a  marble  statue  of  Pitt, 
Earl  of  Chatham,  and  a  portrait  of  Piatt,  Lord  Camden,  were  to  be  ordered 
and  set  up  in  xAnnapolis ;  and  incorporated  in  it  were  resolutions  expressive 
of  the  esteem  in  which  were  held  certain  other  prominent  members  of  Parlia- 
ment named  in  the  measure  who  aided  repeal.  Both  houses,  however,  sent 
separate  addresses  to  George  III,  thanking  him  for  his  aid  in  furthering  repeal. 

Towards  the  close  of  our  three-year  period,  Parliament  passed  the  Town- 
shend  Acts,  imposing  import  duties  on  tea  and  various  other  articles  brought 
into  the  colonies,  but  as  these  acts  had  not  yet  been  enforced,  their  far  reaching 
significance  was  not  appreciated,  and  little  attention  was  paid  to  them  until  a 
letter  from  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives  relating  to  them  was 
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received  and  gave  rise  to  violent  repercussions.  This  was  a  circular  letter, 
addressed  to  the  lower  branches  of  the  assemblies  of  all  the  American  colonies 
suggesting  that  concerted  action  be  taken  against  the  Townshend  Acts.  Even 
this  letter  did  not  stir  up  the  Maryland  delegates  when  it  was  first  read  at  the 
opening  of  the  1768  session,  for  we  find  no  attention  was  paid  to  it  until  just 
at  the  close  of  the  session,  when  a  message  from  Governor  Sharpe  in  regard 
to  the  Massachusetts  letter  produced  rather  dramatic  results.  Sharpe  stated 
that  he  had  just  received  a  command  from  the  King  to  order  the  Lower  House 
to  pay  no  attention  to  the  seditious  Massachusetts  letter  and  to  make  no  reply 
to  it.  Resolutions  indignantly  protesting  against  these  commands  were  at  once 
passed  and  a  petition  of  protest  to  the  King  was  adopted.  The  Speaker  was 
directed  to  reply  favorably  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Massachusetts  House. 
Sharpe  then  addressed  the  Assembly,  telling  the  Lower  House  that  the  King 
had  further  commanded  him  to  dissolve  the  Assembly,  if  the  house  were  dis- 
posed to  take  favorable  action  upon  the  seditious  letter,  and  he  thereupon  pro- 
rogued it.  But  prorogation  came  a  little  late,  as  the  resolution  and  the  petition 
to  the  King  had  already  been  adopted,  and  an  order  passed  directing  the  Speaker 
to  reply  sympathetically  to  the  communication  from  Massachusetts. 

A  number  of  matters  of  great  importance  to  the  Province  were  considered 
and  acted  upon  by  the  Assembly  at  the  sessions  held  during  the  1766- 1768 
period.  Perhaps  the  most  important  of  these  was  the  passage  in  1766  of  an 
act  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  public  debt,  accumulated  over  a  ten- 
year  period,  which  had  reached  in  amount  8,800,000  pounds  of  tobacco,  equiva- 
lent to  £55,000  Maryland  current  money  or  £41,250  sterling.  Too  large  to 
be  paid  by  public  levy,  provision  was  made  for  its  payment  by  the  issue  of 
ten-year  Bills  of  Credit  in  the  form  of  paper  currency.  These  were  more  than 
amply  secured  by  Bank  of  England  Stock  and  uninvested  funds  owned  by  the 
Province  in  the  hands  of  trustees  in  London,  the  stock  alone  having  a  market 
value  of  over  £41,000  sterling ;  to  this  as  a  sinking  fund  there  were  to  be  added 
the  annual  dividends  on  the  stock.  While  the  credit  of  some  of  the  colonies 
had  become  so  bad  that  Parliament  had  recently  passed  an  act  prohibiting  the 
issuance  in  the  colonies  of  paper  money  for  use  as  legal  tender,  the  credit  of 
Maryland,  amply  secured  as  it  was,  had,  and  continued  to  have,  high  standing 
until  the  Revolution  demoralized  all  American  currencies.  It  is  of  interest  that 
previous  issues  of  Bills  of  Credit  had  been  in  terms  of  pounds  and  shillings, 
Provincial  currency.  This  new  issue  of  paper  money,  to  run  for  ten  years,  was 
issued  in  terms  of  dollars,  at  the  rate  of  four  shillings  six  pence  sterling  to 
the  dollar. 

A  number  of  bills  relating  to  parishes  and  churches  were  passed,  most  of 
these  providing  for  the  erection  of  new  churches  and  chapels  of  ease.    It  was 
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during  this  period  that  a  serious  attempt  was  made  to  exercise  some  degree  of 
supervision  and  control  over  the  clergy  of  the  Established  Church.  These  owed 
their  appointments  to  the  Proprietary,  and  once  installed,  could  not  be  removed, 
even  when  they  proved  unworthy  of  the  positions  which  they  held.  Several 
instances  of  flagrant  misbehavior  by  the  rectors  of  Maryland  parishes  became 
notorious  during  this  period.  An  effort  was  made  at  the  1768  Assembly  to 
secure  the  passage  of  an  act  providing  supervision  and  regulation  of  the  clergy 
by  a  commission  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  headed  by  him  and  having 
on  it  both  clerical  and  lay  representatives,  but  it  was  not  until  later  that  such 
legislation  was  secured.  A  curious  act  was  one  passed  at  the  1768  session, 
which  released  a  clergyman  in  prison  for  debt,  with  the  proviso  that  the  greater 
part  of  his  salary  as  rector  should  be  paid  over  to  his  creditors  until  the  debts 
were  liquidated. 

It  was  during  this  period  that  provision  was  first  made  in  Maryland  for 
the  institutional  care  of  the  poor,  the  ill,  and  the  mentally  defective  in  alms 
houses,  and  for  the  custody  of  vagrants  and  beggars  in  work  houses,  which 
were  to  be  erected  in  five  of  the  wealthier  counties.  Before  this  the  poor  and 
dependent  sick  had  been  placed  out  for  care  in  private  families,  and  the  cost 
of  this  care  paid  for  by  the  several  counties. 

Although  attempts  had  been  made  at  recent  sessions  to  secure  the  passage 
of  fish  conservation  measures,  it  was  not  until  this  period  that  legislation  was 
finally  obtained  prohibiting  the  erection  of  dams  and  fish  weirs  on  the  Susque- 
hanna, Potomac,  and  Patuxent  rivers,  which  prevented  the  passage  of  fish  up 
and  down  these  streams.  These  acts  passed  at  the  1768  session  were  the  first 
Maryland  laws  for  the  conservation  of  its  natural  resources. 

It  was  in  this  period  that  the  last  remnants  of  members  of  the  once  powerful 
tribe  of  Nanticoke  Indians  left  Maryland.  The  migration  of  the  Nanticokes 
from  Dorchester  County  to  the  headwaters  of  the  Susquehanna  River  in  New 
York  to  join  their  brothers  of  the  Six  Nations  had  been  steadily  going  on  for 
the  two  previous  decades.  It  was  in  the  year  1766  that  the  last  pitiful  remnants 
of  this  tribe  left  the  Province  to  join  their  tribe  in  New  York.  An  act  was 
passed  paying  a  small  sum  of  money  to  the  tribe  for  relinquishing  any  rights 
they  might  have  in  their  Maryland  reservations. 

The  first  public  health  law,  one  providing  for  a  quarantine  against  infected 
ships,  was  passed  in  the  year  1766.  Epidemics  had  been  introduced  into  the 
Province  by  overcrowded  ships  bringing  felons  from  English  jails  to  be  sold 
as  servants  to  the  planters.  The  passage  of  the  Quarantine  Law  was  bitterly 
resented  by  the  English  contractors  who  made  large  profits  from  the  shipment 
and  sale  of  these  criminals,  and  efforts,  fortunately  unsuccessful,  were  made 
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in  England  to  have  the  law  as  passed  by  the  Assembly  annulled  by  the  Pro- 
prietary, and  when  he  refused,  by  the  Crown. 

An  act  relating  to  the  marriage  of  Charles  Carroll  of  Carrollton  arouses 
one's  interest.  A  bill  was  introduced  and  passed  at  the  1768  Assembly 
under  which  Mary  Darnall,  then  a  girl  of  nineteen  years,  in  consideration  of  a 
settlement  upon  her  of  £300  a  year  by  her  prospective  husband,  waived  all  her 
dower  rights.  Nowhere  in  the  bill  is  the  name  of  her  husband-to-be  disclosed. 
It  would  appear  that  the  wedding  was  actually  held  up  for  a  few  days  until 
the  act  was  finally  passed.  The  reason  why  Daniel  Dulany  voted  against  the  bill 
on  legal  grounds  are  of  interest  and  are  explained  in  the  Introduction. 

Baltimore  Town  is  brought  to  our  attention  by  the  passage  of  two  acts  affect- 
ing it.  Petitions  were  circulated  throughout  Baltimore  County,  which  then 
included  what  is  now  Harford  and  parts  of  Carroll  counties,  seeking  to  have 
the  county  seat  removed  from  the  dying  town  of  Joppa  to  the  rapidly  growing 
Baltimore  Town.  These  petitions,  asking  for  the  removal  of  the  county  seat 
from  Joppa  to  Baltimore,  bore  the  names  of  2271  signers.  Many  of  these 
were  Germans  living  in  Baltimore  Town  and  the  sections  to  the  west  of  the 
town.  Petitions  were  circulated  in  both  English  and  German.  Petitions  oppos- 
ing removal  were  also  presented  bearing  the  names  of  901  signers.  Most  of 
these,  as  one  would  expect,  were  residents  of  what  is  now  Harford  County. 
Hearings  were  held  before  the  Assembly  and  an  act  passed,  authorizing  the 
removal  of  the  county  seat,  and  the  erection  of  the  court  house  and  prison  in 
Baltii^ore  Town.  Better  accommodations  for  suitors,  witnesses,  and  jurymen 
in  Baltimore  with  its  many  inns  and  the  increasing  population  of  this  part  of 
the  county,  and  the  inadequate  and  delapidated  court  house  at  Joppa,  were 
among  the  reasons  urged  for  removal.  Also  showing  the  increasing  importance 
of  Baltimore  as  a  commercial  center  and  port,  was  the  passage  in  1768  of  an  act 
providing  for  the  inspection  and  grading  of  flour  and  various  other  commodi- 
ties dealt  in  there.  It  was  to  the  rapidly  developing  export  trade  in  flour  that 
Baltimore  largely  owed  its  prosperity  at  this  date. 

Disputed  elections  of  delegates  from  Baltimore  County  resulted  in  the  four 
members  returned  as  elected  from  this  county,  being  on  two  separate  occasions 
unseated.  In  the  first  instance  the  Lower  House  declared  their  seats  vacated 
because  liquor  had  been  so  freely  used  among  the  voters  on  election  day  as  to 
be  construed  a  form  of  election  bribery.  In  the  second  instance,  in  1769,  it 
appears  that  the  sheriff  had  not  properly  conducted  the  election.  The  details  of 
these  irregular  elections  as  revealed  at  hearings  before  the  house  are  amusing. 
The  output  of  legislation  for  this  three  year  period  was  sixty-four  acts 
passed ;  these  were  general  laws,  local  laws  and  private  laws.  In  addition  one 
act  was  passed  by  both  houses  which  received  the  veto  of  Governor  Sharpe, 
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acting  under  orders  from  the  Lord  Proprietary.  Many  of  these  acts  were  not 
new  laws  but  were  continuances  of  old  laws  about  to  expire,  or  acts  supple- 
mentary to  existing  laws.  Some  nine  bills  which  passed  the  Lower  House  were 
rejected  in  the  upper  chamber.  Bills  thus  rejected  will  usually  be  found  to  have 
more  significance,  politically,  economically,  and  socially,  as  regards  future 
trends,  than  those  which  are  readily  agreed  upon  by  a  body  such  as  the  Lower 
House  and  the  Upper  House  representing  the  vested  interests  of  the  Lord 
Proprietary. 

We  owe  to  no  less  a  personage  than  Thomas  Jefferson  the  only  con- 
temporary description,  and  that  an  amusing  one,  which  has  come  down  to  us, 
of  a  meeting  of  a  pre-Revolutionary  Maryland  General  Assembly.  This  was 
written  by  Jefiferson,  when  in  May,  1766,  as  a  young  man  of  twenty-three,  he 
for  the  first  time  left  the  bounds  of  Virginia,  and  visited  Annapolis,  Phila- 
delphia, and  New  York.  That  he  held  no  mean  opinion  of  the  House  of 
Burgesses  of  his  beloved  Virginia  is  shown  by  what  he  characteristically  said 
of  it  when  first  elected  a  burgess  some  three  years  later.  It  was,  he  declared, 
"the  most  distinguished  body  of  men  ever  assembled  to  legislate".  It  would 
indeed  have  been  impossible  for  another  Colonial  legislative  assembly  to  mea- 
sure up  to  such  a  standard,  and  certainly  in  his  opinion,  as  will  be  seen,  Mary- 
land fell  far  short  of  it.  Jefiferson  wrote  from  Annapolis,  on  May  25,  1766, 
just  two  days  before  the  May  session  of  this  year  came  to  an  end,  his  impression 
of  the  spectacle  he  had  just  witnessed.  The  letter  from  which  this  description 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Maryland  House  was  taken  was  addressed  by  Jefferson 
to  a  cousin,  John  Page  of  Virginia.  It  will  be  found  reprinted  in  full  in  the 
Bulletin  of  the  New  York  Public  Library  (Vol.  II,  1898,  page  176-177). 

"I  will  now  give  you  some  account  of  what  I  have  seen  in  this  metropolis. 
The  assembly  happens  to  be  sitting  at  this  time.  Their  upper  and  lower  house, 
as  they  call  them,  sit  in  different  houses.  I  went  into  the  lower,  sitting  in  an 
old  courthouse,  which,  judging  from  it's  form  and  appearance,  was  built  in  the 
year  one.  I  was  surprised  on  approaching  it  to  hear  as  great  a  noise  and  hubbub 
as  you  will  usually  observe  at  a  publick  meeting  of  the  planters  in  Virginia. 
The  first  object  which  struck  me  after  my  entrance  was  the  figure  of  a  little 
old  man  dressed  but  indifferently,  with  a  yellow  queiie  wig  on,  and  mounted 
in  the  judge's  chair.  This  the  gentleman  who  walked  with  me  informed  me  was 
the  speaker,  a  man  of  a  very  fair  character,  but  who  by  the  bye  has  very  little 
the  air  of  a  speaker.  At  one  of  the  justices'  bench  stood  a  man  whom  in  another 
place  I  should  from  his  dress  and  phis  have  taken  for  Goodall  the  lawyer  in 
Williamsburgh,  reading  a  bill  then  before  the  house  with  a  schoolboy  tone  and 
an  abrupt  pause  at  every  half  dozen  words.  This  I  found  to  be  the  clerk  of  the 
assembly.  The  mob  (for  such  was  their  appearance)  sat  covered  on  the  jus- 
tices' and  lawyers'  benches,  and  were  divided  into  little  clubs  amusing  them- 
selves in  the  common  chit  chat  way.    I  was  surprised  to  see  them  address  the 
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speaker  without  rising  from  their  seats,  and  three,  four,  and  five  at  a  time  with- 
out being  checked.  When  a  motion  was  made,  the  speaker  instead  of  putting 
the  question  in  the  usual  form,  only  asked  the  gentlemen  whether  they  chose 
that  such  or  such  a  thing  be  done,  and  was  answered  by  a  yes  sir,  or  no  sir : 
and  tho'  the  voices  appeared  frequently  to  be  divided,  they  never  would  go  to 
the  trouble  of  dividing  the  house,  but  the  clerk  entered  the  resolutions,  I  sup- 
posed, as  he  thought  proper.  In  short  everything  seems  to  be  carried  without 
the  house  in  general's  knowing  what  was  proposed." 

It  would  appear  from  Jefferson's  account  that  the  disorder  which  still  marks 
the  closing  days  of  a  legislative  session  of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  Maryland 
has  a  tradition  of  at  least  some  two  centuries  behind  it.  Oversensitive  Mary- 
landers  will  perhaps  be  not  a  little  shocked  by  his  description  of  that  Eastern 
Shore  aristocrat  Speaker  Robert  Lloyd  of  "Hope",  Queen  Anne's  County,  as 
"the  figure  of  a  little  old  man  dressed  but  indififerently  with  a  yellow  queiiie 
wig  on  .  .  .  and  with  very  little  the  air  of  a  speaker".  It  also  seems  fair  to 
assume  that  the  reader  of  the  bill  "with  a  schoolboy  tone  and  an  abrupt  pause 
at  every  half  dozen  words"  was  Turbutt  Wright,  Clerk  of  the  house. 

Another  figure  of  much  greater  importance  in  colonial  public  affairs  than 
the  then  comparatively  unknown  Jefferson,  also  crossed  the  scene  of  Mary- 
land politics  at  this  period.  This  was  Benjamin  Franklin.  A  war  of  pamphlet- 
eers was  waged  in  the  years  1764  and  1765  between  the  popular  party  and 
the  Upper  House  which  voiced  the  Proprietary  interests.  An  especially  violent 
attack  upon  the  Proprietary  government  of  Maryland  was  made  in  1764  in  a 
pamphlet  Remarks  upon  a  Message,  written  by  an  anonymous  author,  or 
authors,  and  without  indication  as  to  where  it  was  printed.  Proof  has  recently 
come  to  light  showing  that  this  was  printed  by  the  firm  of  Franklin  &  Hall 
of  Philadelphia,  and  there  is  some  reason  to  believe  that  Franklin  himself  may 
have  had  a  hand  in  its  writing.  He  was  then  the  leader  in  the  movement  to 
have  the  Crown  put  an  end  to  the  Proprietary  government  of  the  Penns  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  it  was  obviously  to  his  interest  to  discredit  this  anachronistic 
form  of  government  in  an  adjoining  province. 

There  will  be  found  discussed  in  the  Introduction  the  more  important  matters 
which  came  before  the  General  Assembly  and  the  laws  which  were  passed 
during  the  period  covered  by  this  volume.  These  are  listed  in  the  Table  of 
Contents.  The  source  material  used  in  the  preparation  of  the  volume  is  identical 
with  that  which  has  been  described  in  the  Letter  of  Transmittal  of  Volume  LIX 
of  the  Archives,  to  which  the  interested  reader  is  referred.  As  has  been  cus- 
tomary in  preceding  volumes  of  the  Assembly  series  when  messages  and  ad- 
dresses are  recorded  in  the  journals  of  both  houses,  they  are  printed,  if  short, 
in  the  proceedings  of  both  houses,  but  if  long,  they  are  printed  in  full  in  the 
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proceedings  of  the  house  in  which  they  originated,  only  the  opening  paragraph 
being  reproduced  in  the  proceedings  of  the  house  to  which  they  are  addressed. 
The  material  to  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  which  is  derived  from  various 
sources,  relates  directly  to  Assembly  affairs. 

The  Committee  on  Publications  is  indebted  to  Dr.  Elizabeth  Merritt  for  the 
preparation  of  the  index  of  this  volume ;  and  to  Mrs.  Vivian  E.  Barnes  for  her 
help  in  preparing  the  copy,  in  reading  the  proof,  and  in  locating  the  material 
which  appears  in  the  Appendix. 

There  has  been  great  difficulty  in  deciphering  many  signatures  among  the 
thirty-three  hundred  and  more  inhabitants  of  Baltimore  County  who  signed 
the  petitions  for  and  against  the  removal  of  the  county  seat  from  Joppa  to 
Baltimore  Town,  and  the  petition  for  authority  to  employ  an  organist  at  St. 
Paul's  Church.  Many  of  the  names  in  German  script  are  illegible  and  others 
can  only  be  read  with  great  difficulty.  The  editor  is  indebted  for  invaluable  help 
in  deciphering  these  names  to  Mr.  Charles  T.  Zahn,  whose  knowledge  of  Mary- 
land names  of  German  origin  is  outstanding.  He  is  also  indebted  to  Mr.  Wil- 
liam B.  Marye,  whose  familiarity  with  eighteenth  century  Baltimore  County 
names  is  unique,  for  interpreting  many  English  names  that  to  the  less  informed 
reader  are  undecipherable. 

The  next  volume  of  the  Archives  will  be  the  Proceedings  and  Acts  of  the 
General  Assembly  1169-1770.

INTRODUCTION 

During  the  1766- 1768  period  there  were  three  sessions  of  the  General  As- 
sembly. Two  of  these  were  held  in  the  year  1766  and  one  in  1768.  The  session 
held  in  May,  1766,  was  a  short  one,  consideration  of  most  of  the  business 
before  the  Assembly  being  deferred  until  the  November-December  meeting. 
There  was  no  session  in  1767,  but  at  the  close  of  the  year  a  new  Assembly  was 
elected.  It  was  this  new  Assembly  which  held  its  first  meeting  in  the  early  sum- 
mer of  1768.  On  the  whole  the  relations  between  the  Lower  House  representing 
the  people  at  large  on  one  hand,  and  the  Governor  and  Upper  House  represent- 
ing the  interests  of  Frederick,  Lord  Baltimore,  the  Proprietary,  on  the  other, 
were  less  unfriendly  than  they  had  been  for  several  years. 

SESSION    OF    MAY,    1 766 

The  session  of  the  Assembly  which  had  come  to  an  end  on  December  20, 
1765,  was  prorogued  by  Governor  Sharpe  to  meet  again  on  the  first  Monday 
in  March,  1766  (Arch.  Aid.  LIX,  261).  But  the  Governor,  on  February  loth, 
postponed  the  date  of  meeting,  and  prorogued  it  until  May  5th.  Evidently, 
when  that  day  arrived,  there  were  not  sufficient  numbers  of  the  Lower  House 
present  for  holding  a  meeting  as  it  was  on  four  successive  days  again  prorogued 
until  it  finally  began  its  session  on  May  9,  1766,  with  thirty-six  of  the  fifty-eight 
delegates  present  (Arch.  Md.  XXXII,  118).  This  was  the  third  meeting  of 
the  Assembly  which  had  been  elected  in  the  autumn  of  1764. 

Nine  members  of  the  Upper  House  were  present  at  various  times  during  this 
May  session.  Col.  Edward  Lloyd  of  Wye  House,  a  councillor  since  1743,  did 
not  once  take  his  seat.  The  two  vacancies  caused  by  the  deaths  of  Philip  Key 
and  Stephen  Bordley,  had  not  yet  been  filled.  James  Holliday  had  been  offered 
one  of  these  seats  in  the  Council  and  the  Upper  House,  but  had  declined  appoint- 
ment {Arch.  Md.  XIV,  188,  202,  208,  217,  281,  311).  Appointment  to  the 
Council  of  course  carried  with  it  a  seat  in  the  Upper  House  as  the  personnel  of 
the  two  bodies  was  identical. 

During  the  last  session  Col.  Henry  Travers,  a  delegate  from  Dorchester 
County,  had  died  (Arch.  Md.  LIX,  251),  and  Col.  John  Henry,  who  had  been 
elected  in  his  place,  was  sworn  in  (p.  4).  No  other  change  in  the  personnel 
of  the  Lower  House  had  occurred  since  the  previous  meeting. 

The  session  opened  in  the  usual  way  (pp.  17-18).  The  Lower  House  sent 
two  of  its  members  to  notify  the  Governor  that  there  was  present  in  the  Stadt 
House  "A  Sufficient  number  of  Delegates  to  compose  a  Lower  House".  Two 
members  of  the  Upper  House  were  then  sent  to  acquaint  the  Speaker  that  the 
Governor  required  the  immediate  attendance  of  the  Lower  House  in  the  Upper 
House  (pp.  17-19).  Here  Sharpe  delivered  a  speech  to  the  members  of  both 
houses.  He  said  that  he  had  called  a  session  at  this  time  because  he  had  found 
by  experience  that  many  members  could  not  attend  at  the  season  of  the  year 
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when  the  preceding  Assembly  had  been  held  (November-December),  and  that 
he  hoped  that  the  one  now  opened  would  be  more  convenient  for  the  members  of 
both  houses  to  frame  such  new  acts  and  to  continue  such  old  laws,  now  about 
to  expire,  as  the  present  circumstances  of  the  country  required.  The  Governor 
did  not  doubt  but  that  the  proceedings  would  show  "that  you  come  together 
with  minds  sincerely  disposed  to  Promote  the  Tranquility  and  Welfare  of  the 
Province",  (p.  i8).  Upon  retiring,  the  Lower  House  had  the  speech  read  to 
them  and  ordered  that  it  lie  upon  the  table. 

The  Lower  House  then  requested  the  Reverend  Mr.  Robert  Read  to  read 
Divine  Service  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  at  five  in  the  afternoon  during 
the  session  (p.  138).  Robert  Read  [Reade],  who  had  succeeded  the  Reverend 
David  Love  as  chaplain  of  the  Lower  House,  was  a  Virginian  by  birth,  had 
been  educated  at  William  and  Mary  College,  Williamsburg,  and  was  apparently 
but  a  recent  arrival  in  Maryland  at  the  time  of  his  appointment  to  read  "Divine 
Service"  twice  daily  to  the  Lower  House.  He  seems  to  have  held  no  clerical 
charge  in  Maryland  at  this  time,  although  he  may  have  been  serving  temporarily 
as  a  curate  in  one  of  the  neighboring  parishes.  It  may  be  added  that  on  January 
13,  1767,  he  was  licensed  by  Governor  Sharpe  to  preach  in  Coventry  Parish, 
Somerset  and  Worcester  Counties:  on  November  9,  1767,  he  was  inducted  as 
rector  of  All  Hallows',  Worcester  County;  less  than  a  month  later  he  became 
rector  of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Kent  County;  and  in  1774,  is  known  to  have  also 
been  conducting  a  school  in  Kent  not  far  from  Rock  Hall  (Md.  Hist.  Mag. 
XXVLi93i;355.356). 

The  Governor's  speech  was  read  a  second  time  in  the  Lower  House,  and  a 
committee  of  seven,  headed  by  William  Murdock  of  Prince  George's,  was 
ordered  to  prepare  an  address  in  reply.  The  address  thus  prepared  was  pre- 
sented and  adopted  on  the  day  following,  and  delivered  to  the  Governor  in  the 
Conference  Chamber.  The  usual  formal  thanks  were  returned  to  his  Excellency 
for  his  speech.  The  address  disclosed,  however,  that  the  members  did  not  agree 
with  the  Governor  that  May  was  the  best  season  to  call  them  together.  The 
members  saw  no  reason  why  they  might  not  have  been  called  together  towards 
the  end  of  September  or  early  in  October  as  less  inconvenient  to  them,  although 
"his  good  intention"  was  not  doubted.  It  was  hoped  that  their  proceedings 
would  justify  the  favorable  opinion  the  Governor  held  of  their  good  intentions 
(pp.  20-21).  The  Upper  House,  in  its  address,  simply  thanked  the  Governor 
for  calling  them  together  upon  the  "Supposition  that  it  would  be  more  Con- 
venient for  the  Members  in  General  to  meet  now  than  later",  and  that  they 
would  embrace  the  opportunity  to  pass  such  laws  as  would  promote  the  welfare 
of  the  Province  (p.  4).  The  Governor,  evidently  surprised  that  his  selection 
of  the  time  of  meeting  had  not  been  favorably  received  by  the  Lower  House, 
sent  a  message  thanking  the  house  for  its  address,  and  saying,  "I  thought  that 
in  meeting  you  at  this  time  I  was  gratifying  the  desire  of  your  Constituents 
and  taking  a  step  that  would  be  very  agreeable  to  yourselves"  (p.  22). 

Col.  Robert  Lloyd  of  "Hope",  Queen  Anne's  County,  continued  as  Speaker, 
and  Michael  Macnemara  as  Clerk  of  the  Lower  House,  as  did  Robert  Saunders 
and  Cornelius  Howard  as  Sergeant-at-arms  and  Doorkeeper,  respectively.    Dr. 
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Upton  Scott  was  the  Clerk  of  the  Upper  House  and  of  the  Council.  On  the 
opening  day  of  the  session  the  Lower  House  adopted  the  rules  of  order  which 
had  been  used  at  preceding  sessions.  On  the  same  day  it  appointed  on  its  im- 
portant Committee  on  Accounts  John  Goldsborough  of  Talbot,  Daniel  Sullivan 
of  Dorchester,  Thomas  Wright  of  Queen  Anne's,  John  Hanson,  Jr.,  of  Charles, 
and  Robert  Goldsborough  of  Dorchester  (p.  19).  Thomas  Duckett  was  ap- 
pointed clerk  of  this  committee  (p.  22).  This  committee  would  have  charge 
of  the  preparation  of  the  Journal  of  Accounts  which  had  been  for  the  past  ten 
years  the  cause  of  perhaps  the  most  acrimonious  disputes  between  the  two 
houses.  On  May  16,  the  Lower  House  ordered  the  Committee  on  Accounts 
to  close  the  Journal  as  of  May  20th,  and  to  receive  no  claims  against  the  public 
thereafter  (p.  26).  A  large  committee  of  twelve,  headed  by  Robert  Tyler  of 
Prince  George's,  and  to  which  additional  members  were  later  added,  was  ap- 
pointed to  "Inspect  and  Report  upon  the  Condition  of  the  Papers  and  Records 
in  the  various  Public  Offices,"  and  to  submit  "an  exact  List  of  the  several 
books  of  Record  remaining  in  the  separate  Offices."  Two  additional  members 
were  later  added  to  this  large  committee  (pp.  23,  25).  The  report  of  the  com- 
mittee disclosing  the  neglect  of  the  public  records  will  be  discussed  elsewhere 
(pp.  Ixxxiv-lxxxv,  18,  23,  33-46,  61,  62). 

On  motion  of  Colonel  Edward  Tilghman  of  Queen  Anne's,  an  outstanding 
popular  leader  in  the  house,  an  old  and  acrimonious  dispute  between  the  Lord 
Proprietary  and  the  Lower  House  which  had  for  more  than  a  half  century 
been  productive  of  much  ill-feeling,  was  tossed  into  the  legislative  hopper.  This 
involved  the  Proprietary's  claim  to  various  licenses,  fines,  and  forfeitures,  as 
well  as  to  part  of  the  12  pence  export  duty  on  tobacco,  and  a  committee  was 
ordered  to  inquire  under  what  laws  he  claimed  and  received  these  monies.  A 
large  committee  was  appointed,  headed  by  Colonel  Edward  Tilghman,  and  on  it 
with  other  prominent  members  of  the  country  or  popular  party  are  especially 
to  be  noted  Hammond,  Hollyday,  John  Hall  (of  Annapolis),  John  Hall 
(of  Baltimore  County),  Chase.  Ringgold,  Murdock,  Wolstenholme,  Wilson, 
Worthington,  Hanson,  and  Henry  Hall,  with  power  to  summon  witnesses,  and 
obtain  all  necessary  papers  and  records  for  their  inquiry,  and  to  report  to  the 
house  (p.  21).  That  the  house  exceeded  its  authority  in  attempting  to  clothe 
its  committee  with  these  plenary  powers  of  search  will  be  seen  from  what 
followed.  A  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  inquire  what  laws  were  about 
to  expire  by  time  limitations,  headed  by  John  Goldsborough  (p.  22). 

Anne  Arundel  County  jail  conditions.  A  committee  on  Aggrievances  and 
Courts  of  Justice,  headed  by  Murdock,  was  appointed,  to  which  additional 
members  were  later  added  (pp.  20,  27).  This  committee  was  directed  to  in- 
vestigate immediately  the  charges  brought  by  the  prisoners  in  the  Anne  Arundel 
County  jail  in  regard  to  deplorable  conditions  existing  there  (p.  27).  The 
committee  promptly  reported  that  it  had  inquired  into  the  facts  alleged  in  the 
petition  of  the  prisoners  (doubtless  nearly  all  prisoners  for  debt),  and  that 
upon  visiting  the  jail,  had  found  that  it  "is  kept  so  filthy  and  Nasty  that  it  is 
excessively  Nauseous  In  so  much  that  Your  Committee  are  Apprehensive  that 
the  Prisoners  are  in  Great  danger  from  its  ofifensive  Stench."'    In  the  absence 
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of  the  Sheriff  who  was  then  out  of  town,  the  committee  had  learned  from  the 
Jailer  that  the  prisoners  had  no  allowance  of  "vittles",  but  were  each  allowed  for 
sustenance  only  thirteen  "coppers"  a  week  and  salt  and  water,  until  a  week  be- 
fore, when  two  "coppers'"  had  been  added  for  their  whole  maintenance;  and 
that  but  four  cords  of  wood  had  been  allowed  them  since  Christmas,  nearly 
five  months  before,  and  that  they  had  been  kept  without  wood,  except  what 
they  could  beg  from  passersby  from  the  prison  windows  ever  since  the  month 
of  March ;  that  they  have  no  other  means  to  spend  their  allowance  for  pro- 
visions "but  by  entrusting  it  to  Passers  bye  and  therefore  they  are  constrained 
to  lay  it  out  in  Bakers  Bread,  the  small  quantity  of  which  that  can  be  Pur- 
chased for  their  Allowance  they  Assert,  and  your  Committee  believe,  is  not 
Sufficient  of  itself  to  support  Nature"  (pp.  27-28).  On  reading  the  report 
of  the  committee,  the  house  ordered  that  the  Sergeant-at-arms  summon  Joseph 
Galloway,  Esq.,  High  Sheriff  of  Anne  Arundel  County,  before  the  bar  of  the 
house  to  answer  the  complaint  of  the  prisoners.  Galloway  seems  to  have  once 
eluded  the  Sergeant-at-arms,  but  was  finally  brought  before  the  bar  of  the 
house,  where  he  and  various  witnesses  were  heard  (p.  47).  The  house  there- 
upon resolved  that  "the  said  Joseph  Galloway  hath  not  complied  with  his  Duty 
as  Sheriff  and  that  he  be  Acquainted  therewith  by  the  Speaker  with  a  Caution 
to  be  more  careful  in  Discharge  of  his  Duty  in  relation  to  the  Prisoners  and 
Public  Gaol  for  the  future."  The  only  punishment  inflicted  upon  him  was  the 
requirement  that  he  pay  the  usual  fee  to  the  officers  of  the  Lower  House  for 
the  trouble  which  had  been  given  them  in  summoning  witnesses  (p.  49).  Three 
years  later  similar  charges  were  brought  by  the  Lower  House  against  Richard 
Lee,  Sheriff  of  St  Mary's  County,  for  conditions  found  in  the  jail  of  that 
county  {Votes  and  Proceeding  of  the  Loiver  House  for  iy6c),  p.  235). 

Licences  from  ordinaries  and  hazvkers  and  pedlars.  The  long  standing  griev- 
ances between  the  Proprietary  and  the  people  were  again  brought  before  the 
Lower  House  when,  on  May  17th,  on  motion  of  Thomas  Ringgold,  a  com- 
mittee of  three,  headed  by  Ringgold,  with  Johnson  and  John  Hall  as  associates, 
was  ordered  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  regulating  ordinaries  or  inns ;  and  on  the 
same  day  a  committee  of  five,  also  headed  by  Ringgold,  with  Wilson,  Hollyday, 
John  Hall,  and  Chase,  were  ordered  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  licensing  hawkers  and 
peddlers.  The  constitutional  question  at  issue  in  both  these  bills  was  of  course 
the  claim  of  the  Proprietary  that  the  license  fees  and  fines  belonged  to  him 
and  not  to  the  public  (pp.  cii-cv,  22).  The  bills  were  brought  in  a  few  days  later. 
It  seemed  likely  that  the  bill  for  licensing  ordinaries  stood  a  good  chance  for 
passage  at  this  session,  since  Daniel  Dulany  recently  had  given  his  opinion  to 
the  Proprietary  that  there  was  no  legal  means  by  which  the  latter  could  enforce 
payment  to  himself  of  these  licenses  and  fines.  But  the  bill  as  passed  by  the 
Lower  House  at  this  May,  1766,  session,  of  which  there  is  no  copy,  was 
amended  in  so  many  details  by  the  Upper  House,  that  when  returned  it  was 
rejected  by  the  lower  chamber  (pp.  22,  27,  30,  48,  49-50,  59-60).  It  was  to 
come  up  again  at  the  next  session  and  once  more  to  meet  a  similar  fate,  but 
to  be  finally  passed  at  the  1768  Assembly. 

Baltimore  Town.    Two  petitions  from  inhabitants  of  Baltimore  Town  were 
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presented  at  this  session  which  were  not  then  acted  upon  l)ut  did  receive  favor- 
able action  at  later  sessions.  One  of  these  was  from  the  inhabitants  of  Baltimore 
Town  asking  relief  from  a  miry  marsh  (Harrison's  Marsh)  which  was  a 
serious  nuisance  to  the  town  (pp.  6,  28,  55,  62).  At  the  session  held  later  in 
1766  legislation  was  secured  which  resulted  in  the  filling  in  of  the  marsh  and 
making  the  reclaimed  land  an  addition  to  the  town  (pp.  xc-xci) .  The  other  peti- 
tion was  from  the  merchants  of  Baltimore,  upon  which  no  action  was  taken  at 
this  session  nor  at  the  session  held  later  in  the  year,  but  which  did  result  in 
the  passage  in  1768  of  a  law  for  the  inspection  of  flour  and  various  other 
commodities  sold  in  Baltimore  or  shipped  from  it  (pp.  xxxix,  Hi,  445-453). 

The  Journal  of  Accounts  providing  for  payment  of  the  Provincial  debt, 
which  had  been  accumulating  for  ten  years,  came  up  again  at  this  session  but 
action  upon  it  was  not  taken  until  the  November-December  Assembly  (pp.  11, 
12,  26,  55,  58).  It  is  discussed  fully  in  a  later  section  of  this  Introduction 
(pp.  Ixiii-lxvi).  A  resolve  of  the  Lower  House  at  this  session  which  came  to 
have  the  efifect  of  a  standing  rule,  was  that  "for  the  future  this  House  will  not 
take  into  Consideration  any  Petition  from  Inhabitants  of  any  County  or  Parish 
relative  to  the  miposing  any  kind  of  Taxes  or  erecting  any  publick  Buildings 
or  other  matter  any  way  respecting  the  general  interest",  unless  the  petition 
be  advertised  at  all  churches,  chapels  and  at  the  Court  house  of  the  county 
for  at  least  two  months  before  presentation  (pp.  63-64). 

Stamp  Act  echoes.  On  May  21,  1766,  Edward  Tilghman  moved,  and  it  was  so 
ordered,  that  the  Lower  House  take  under  consideration  "the  Noble,  generous, 
and  Spirited  Conduct  of  the  friends  of  Liberty  in  Great  Britain  in  Support 
of  the  Interests  of  America",  but  after  discussion,  consideration  of  the  question 
was  postponed  until  the  next  session,  when  it  was  expected  that  the  house 
would  have  further  information  for  its  guidance  (pp.  46,  60).  The  journals 
of  the  next  session  reveal  that  the  Lower  House  wished  to  express  its  appre- 
ciation and  gratitude  to  Pitt  and  Camden  and  other  "Friends  of  Liberty"  in 
the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  for  their  help  in  bringing  about  the  repeal 
of  the  Stamp  Act  (pp.  Iviii-lix) .  At  this  session  the  perennial  bill  for  the  support 
of  a  provincial  agent  in  Great  Britain  was  again  passed  by  the  Lower  House 
and  rejected  by  the  upper  chamber  (pp.  52,  12,  58).  Another  bill  in  con- 
troversy between  the  two  houses,  that  for  licensing  hawkers  and  peddlers, 
already  mentioned  in  a  preceding  paragraph,  was  passed  in  the  Lower  House 
by  a  vote  of  27  to  10,  but  was  rejected  in  this  house  after  the  upper  chamber 
had  amended  it  in  several  particulars,  one  amendment  providing  that  the 
license  money  should  be  used  as  the  Assembly  might  direct,  instead  of  being 
used  for  the  public  schools  as  the  Lower  House  wished  (pp.  25,  32,  8,  53). 

Another  echo  of  the  Stamp  Act  excitement  is  to  be  found  in  the  action  of 
the  Lower  House  on  May  20,  1766,  when  a  letter  addressed  to  Murdock,  Tilgh- 
man, and  Ringgold,  the  Maryland  representatives  at  the  Stamp  Act  Congress 
held  in  New  York  in  October,  1765,  from  James  Otis  of  Massachusetts,  asking 
their  help  in  having  "an  Allowance  made  to  the  Clerk  of  the  late  Congress  at 
New  York  by  this  Province",  was  referred  to  the  General  Assembly,  but  the 
house  resolved  that  it  would  make  no  further  allowances  than  those  already 
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granted  (pp.  38-39).  The  failure  of  Jonas  Green,  the  pubHc  printer,  to  insert 
in  the  printed  Votes  and  Proceedings  of  the  Lower  House  for  the  preceding 
session  certain  accounts  of  the  clerks  of  the  Upper  House  brought  him  before 
the  bar  of  the  house,  and  resulted  in  his  narrowly  escaping  censure  (pp.  Ixxxiv, 
23).  At  this  session  numerous  imprisoned  debtors  petitioned  the  Assembly 
for  relief.  Many  of  these  had  their  names  included  in  the  bill  which  was 
passed  for  the  relief  of  various  languishing  prisoners  (pp.  9-10,  24-25,  26, 
29,  30,  47,  50,  52-53,  68-73).  ^  bill  of  a  more  general  character  for  the 
benefit  of  insolvent  debtors  was  also  introduced  at  this  session,  but  con- 
sideration of  it  was  postponed  until  the  next  Assembly  (pp.  26,  58).  Peti- 
tions from  sundry  militia  officers  asking  for  back  pay  for  services  in  the 
late  war  were  presented  (pp.  7,  9,  32,  53,  54,  55).  The  committee  ap- 
pointed to  inspect  the  public  offices  and  records  made  a  very  full  report 
which  was  presented  to  the  Lower  House  on  May  21st.  This  report  showed 
that  it  had  done  its  work  thoroughly.  It  was  especially  severe  in  its  criticism 
of  the  way  in  which  the  records  were  kept  and  transcribed  in  the  Commis- 
sary's office  and  in  the  Land  Office.  Appended  to  the  report  was  a  very  long 
list  itemizing  the  various  libers  to  be  found  in  the  several  offices,  which  is 
really  a  full  inventory  of  the  public  records  of  the  Province  (pp.  33-46). 
This  report  will  be  discussed  at  greater  length  in  a  later  section  of  this  Intro- 
duction (pp.  Ixxxiii-lxxxiv). 

Legislation.  At  this  short,  May,  1766,  session,  eight  acts  were  passed, 
of  which  five  were  general  laws,  one  a  local  law,  and  two  private  laws.  Only 
one  of  all  of  these  may  be  considered  of  much  importance — that  for  the 
trial  of  matters  of  fact  in  the  counties  where  they  had  arisen,  which  will 
be  presently  referred  to.  One  of  the  general  laws,  that  to  prevent  disabled 
and  superannuated  slaves  being  set  free,  was  a  continuance  of  an  old  law 
(p.  66).  Another  act,  supplementary  to  "An  Act  for  the  speedy  trial  of 
criminals  and  ascertaining  their  punishments",  provided  that  legal  costs  in- 
curred in  the  criminal  prosecution  of  negro  slaves  be  charged  to  the  several 
counties  (pp.  82-83).  The  act  for  the  relief  of  various  languishing  prisoners 
in  the  several  county  jails  released  thirty-two  insolvent  debtors,  two  of  them 
women,  and  was  identical  in  phraseology  with  similar  acts  passed  at  pre- 
ceding sessions  (pp.  68-73).  The  Act  for  "reviving  and  continuing  of  actions 
and  processes  in  several  of  the  courts",  which  were  depending  in  the  High 
Court  of  Appeals  held  in  February  and  in  the  nine  county  courts  named  in 
the  act  held  in  November  or  March  last,  revived  and  continued  all  such 
actions  to  future  dates  named  in  the  act  (pp.  83-84).  This  act  was  made 
necessary  because  the  courts  had  not  functioned  during  the  Stamp  Act 
excitement. 

The  act  "for  the  trial  of  mutters  of  fact  in  the  several  counties  where  they 
had  arisen"  was  passed  after  a  controversy  between  the  two  houses  extending 
over  a  period  of  many  years.  The  Lower  House  insisted  that  the  trial  of 
facts  in  the  neighborhood  where  they  arose  was  essential  to  the  security  of 
the  lives,  liberties,  fortunes,  and  estates  of  the  people,  and  was  in  conformity 
with  the  British  Constitution,  and  that  holding  the  trials  in  the  Provincial 
Court  in  Annapolis  was  not  only  unjustified  on  these  grounds  but  also  added 
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to  the  delay  and  expense.  The  act  provided  that  all  cases,  whether  criminal 
or  civil,  which  existing  law  required  to  be  tried  in  the  Provincial  Court,  might 
be  heard  before  two  itinerant  justices  of  the  Provincial  Court  to  be  designated 
by  the  Governor,  sitting  in  the  various  counties  as  justices  of  assize,  nisi 
prius,  and  of  oyer  and  termina  and  jail  delivery.  These  courts  were,  however, 
not  to  encroach  upon  the  existing  jurisdiction  of  the  county  courts.  The  act, 
a  lengthy  one,  made  detailed  provisions  as  to  the  time  and  place  of  holding 
court,  the  qualifications  and  duties  of  grand  and  petit  jurors,  the  summoning 
of  witnesses,  and  reference  of  doubtful  cases  to  the  Provincial  Court  itself 
(pp.  75-82). 

A  local  law  was  passed  to  enable  the  vestrymen  of  St.  Paul's  Parish  to 
nominate  tobacco  warehouse  inspectors  in  Baltimore  Town  which,  it  appears, 
they  had  "omitted"  to  do  as  required  by  law;  each  vestryman,  for  failure 
to  do  so,  was  thereafter  punishable  by  a  fine  of  5000  pounds  of  tobacco 
(pp.  86-87). 

Two  private  acts  were  passed.  One  of  these  directed  the  recording  of  the 
will  of  Brigadier  General  Henry  Bouquet  in  the  Prerogative  Court  at  An- 
napolis. Bouquet,  who  had  served  with  distinction  in  the  Seven  Years  War, 
had  died  in  Philadelphia,  June  25,  1763,  leaving  his  entire  estate  to  Frederick 
Haldimand,  who  petitioned  the  Assembly  for  authority  to  record  the  will  in 
Maryland  (p.  9,  54,  55).  The  act  was  passed  to  validate  Bouquet's  bequest 
to  Haldjmand  of  lands  in  Maryland  belonging  to  him  (pp.  73-74).  It  will  be 
realized  that  in  1762,  the  Assembly  had  passed  an  act  naturalizing  Bouquet,  a 
"foreigner  of  the  Reformed  or  Protestant  Religion",  and  it  was  necessary 
that  he  be  naturalized  so  that  he  might  legally  hold  a  tract  of  over  4000  acres 
near  Elizabeth  Town  (Hagerstown),  called  "Long  Meadow  Enlarged",  which 
he  had  purchased  from  Daniel  Dulany  (Arch.  Md.  LVIII,  xxiv-xxv,  206- 
207).  The  recording  of  Bouquet's  will  was  required  to  give  Haldimand  a 
good  title.  The  other  private  act  was  to  vest  the  title  in  a  certain  lot  or  parcel  of 
land  in  John  Jeremiah  Myar  of  Frederick  County.  The  petition  of  Myar, 
asking  for  legislation  in  connection  with  the  title  to  a  certain  lot  on  First  Street 
in  Frederick  Town,  had  come  up  at  the  November-December,  1765,  session,  and 
a  committee  had  been  appointed  to  report  upon  it.  No  report  was  made  at  this 
session,  however,  but  when  it  came  up  again  at  the  May,  1766,  session,  it  was 
shown  that  on  April  14,  1762,  a  certain  Daniel  Davis  entered  into  a  contract  to 
sell  the  property  for  £650,  Pennsylvania  currency,  and  had  given  bond  to  do  so, 
but  that  Davis,  having  died  in  1765,  leaving  three  daughters  under  age,  an  act 
validating  the  sale  was  required  (pp.  26,  27,  29,  30,  31,  50,  51,  66,  67). 

The  May  Assembly  remained  in  session  only  seventeen  days,  doubtless  for 
the  reason  that  has  already  been  mentioned,  that  this  was  an  inconvenient 
season  for  the  members  to  be  away  from  their  plantations.  Action  upon 
most  of  the  important  business  which  came  before  the  Assembly  was  deferred 
until  the  next  session.  On  May  27,  the  Governor  prorogued  the  Assembly 
to  meet  on  October  27,  1766,  but  it  did  not  actually  come  together  until 
four  days  later  on  November  ist  (p.  65). 
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SESSION  OF  NOVEMBER-DECEMBER,    1 766 

The  May,  1766,  session  of  the  Assembly  which  came  to  an  end  on  the 
29th,  had  been  prorogued  to  meet  again  on  October  27,  1766,  but  doubtless 
because  there  were  not  "a  sufficient  number  of  delegates  present  to  compose 
a  Lower  House",  to  use  the  conventional  expression,  which  seems  to  have 
meant  at  least  half  the  membership,  it  was  prorogued  day  by  day  by  Gov- 
ernor Sharpe  until  November  i,  when  it  finally  met  (Arch.  Md.  XIV;  164- 
165).  This  was  the  fourth  and  last  meeting  of  the  Assembly  which  had  been 
elected  in  1764. 

There  was  a  small  attendance  of  members  of  the  Upper  House  at  this 
session,  which  normally  had  a  membership  of  twelve.  In  addition  to  the 
President,  Benjamin  Tasker,  there  were  present  only  Benedict  Calvert,  Daniel 
Dulany,  Richard  Lee,  John  Ridout,  and  Henry  Hooper.  There  were  still 
vacancies  in  the  Council  and  Upper  House  caused  by  the  deaths  in  1764  of 
Philip  Key  and  Stephen  Bordley,  which  had  not  yet  been  filled ;  and  another 
caused  by  the  death  of  Robert  Jenkins  Henry  who  had  died  just  before  the 
beginning  of  the  session.  Charles  Hammond  and  Charles  Goldsborough  seem 
to  have  been  too  ill  to  attend,  and  Edward  Lloyd,  at  odds  with  John  Morton 
Jordan,  the  recently  appointed  special  revenue  officer  of  the  Proprietary, 
absented  himself  as  he  had  done  at  the  previous  session.  Letters  from  Sharpe 
about  this  date  continually  urged  upon  the  Lord  Proprietary  the  importance 
of  filling  the  vacancies,  and  suggested  prominent  persons  sympathetic  with  the 
Proprietary  interest  from  whom  selections  for  the  three  vacancies  might  be 
made.  Those  suggested  by  him  from  whom  a  choice  might  be  made  were  Robert 
Goldsborough,  Walter  Dulany,  John  Beale  Bordley,  Henry  Hollyday,  George 
Plater,  and  Charles  Graham  {Arch.  Md.  XIV,  333-335).  Later,  Bordley  in 
1768,  and  Walter  Dulany,  in  1767,  were  appointed.  Before  that  session  opened 
the  portrait  of  Frederick,  Lord  Baltimore,  and  his  coat  of  arms,  which  he 
had  recently  sent  to  be  hung  in  the  Council  Chamber,  where  the  Upper  House 
also  sat,  had  been  received  and  acknowledged  by  Sharpe   (Arch.  Md.  XIV, 

273.309)- 

There  were  a  few  changes  in  the  membership  of  the  Lower  House,  special 
elections  having  been  held  to  fill  three  vacancies  caused  by  death.  A  few  days 
before  the  November-December,  1765,  session  came  to  an  end.  Col.  Henry 
Travers,  a  member  from  Dorchester  County,  died  at  Annapolis  of  smallpox 
and  the  Lower  House  on  December  18,  ordered  an  election  to  be  held  to  fill 
his  place  (Arch.  Md.  LIX,  251).  Col.  John  Henry  succeeded  him,  sitting  for 
the  first  time  in  the  November-December,  1766,  Assembly  (pp.  119,  191). 
Thomas  Key  of  St.  Mary's  County  was  chosen  at  a  special  election  hdd  in 
June,  1766,  to  succeed  his  brother  Edmund  Key  who  had  died  May  nth. 
Thomas  Key  took  his  seat  at  the  November-December,  1766,  session  (pp.  93, 
143;  Md.  Gaz.  May  8  and  June  26,  1766).  The  committee  on  elections  re- 
ported that  the  writs  of  election  of  both  Henry  and  Key  were  returned  although 
the  endorsements  were  not  duly  entered  (p.  203),  but  both  elections  were 
accepted.  A  writ  of  election  was  ordered  November  29,  1766,  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  James  Heath  of  Baltimore  County  (p.   196).    Heath 
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died  on  November  27  at  his  plantation  in  Baltimore  County  while  the  Assembly 
was  in  session  {Md.  Gac.  Dec.  4,  1766).  The  Maryland  Gazette  for  Jan.  27, 
1767,  duly  records  that  Captain  John  Hammond  Dorsey  was  elected  in  the 
room  of  Mr.  James  Heath ;  but  he  did  not  take  his  seat,  as  this  Assembly  was 
dissolved  before  another  meeting  of  it  was  held. 

Sharpe  opened  the  session  with  the  usual  opening  speech  delivered  before 
both  houses.  He  had  called  the  Assembly  together,  he  said,  at  the  season  which 
he  knew  was  most  agreeable  to  them,  and  he  was  persuaded  they  would  endeavor 
to  improve  the  good  understanding  that  had  subsisted  between  the  two  houses 
at  the  last  session ;  and  he  assured  them  that  it  was  his  desire  to  act  agreeably 
to  their  inclination,  and  the  height  of  his  ambition  to  merit  their  good  opinion. 
He  also  told  them  that  he  had  received  from  the  King's  Minister  copies  of 
the  acts  of  Parliament  lately  passed  to  the  advantage  of  the  colonies,  which 
he  was  notifying  by  proclamation,  and  he  took  the  opportunity  to  congratulate 
them  on  the  happy  turn  of  afifairs  in  favor  of  the  colonies  (p.  138).  These  acts 
of  Parliament  related  to  the  repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act,  and  to  colonial  trade, 
and  had  been  passed  at  the  last  Parliament  {Arch.  Md.  XXXH,  150-151, 
160-163). 

The  Lower  House  organized  in  the  usual  way,  as  has  already  been  described 
at  the  May  session  (pp.  17-19),  except  as  to  the  swearing  in  of  the  members. 
It  was  customary  for  members  of  the  Lower  House  to  be  sworn  in  only  at 
the  first  meeting  following  the  election  of  a  new  Assembly,  and  it  will  be 
recalled  that  the  members  of  this  house  had  already  been  sworn  at  the  opening 
of  the  May,  1765,  session,  but  under  an  act  passed  by  the  last  Parliament 
changing  the  form  of  one  of  the  oaths  required  to  be  taken  by  all  public 
officials,  they  were  again  sworn  in  before  two  members  of  the  Upper  House 
and  the  Clerk.  This  change  was  in  the  form  of  the  oath  of  abjuration  and 
assurance,  which  all  the  members  took  in  its  new  form  (p.  138).  Michael 
Macnemara  continued  as  Clerk  of  the  Lower  House.  The  Reverend  Robert 
Read,  who  had  served  as  chaplain  of  the  May  session,  was  again  selected  to 
"read  Divine  Service  morning  and  afternoon"  (p.  138). 

The  new  oath  of  abjuration  was  also  administered  to  Robert  Saunders,  the 
Sergeant-at-arms,  and  to  Cornelius  Howard,  the  Doorkeeper,  as  well  as  to 
the  clerks  of  the  several  Lower  House  committees,  viz.,  John  Duckett,  Turbutt 
Wright,  Thomas  Duckett,  and  Henry  Wilkins. 

The  Lower  House  replied  in  an  address  to  the  opening  speech  of  Governor 
Sharpe.  The  Governor  was  thanked  for  his  speech,  the  house  declaring  that 
it  was  its  ambition  to  merit  his  good  opinion  as  well  as  the  approbation  of 
their  constituents,  and  to  preserve  the  harmony  between  the  several  branches 
of  the  legislature  which  was  essentially  necessary  for  the  general  interest. 
The  house  added  that,  although  an  earlier  meeting  of  the  Assembly  would 
have  been  more  agreeable  to  them,  they  were  sensible  that  this  would  not 
have  been  practical,  because  the  courts  of  law,  having  sat  in  September,  this 
would  have  interfered  with  an  earlier  meeting.  Sentiments  of  loyalty  and 
gratitude  were  expressed  for  the  King  and  Parliament  (pp.  140-141).  This 
last  reference  was  of  course  to  the  repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act,  only  recently 
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announced.  The  Governor  graciously  acknowledged  this  address  in  a  friendly 
message  (p.  145). 

Committees  of  the  Lower  House  were  then  appointed  as  follows  :  The  Com- 
mittee on  Accounts,  headed  by  Daniel  Sulivane ;  the  Committee  on  Aggriev- 
ances  and  Courts  of  Justice  by  Edward  Tilghman;  the  Committee  to  Inspect 
Arms  and  Ammunition  by  William  Adams  (p.  140)  ;  the  Committee  on  Elec- 
tions and  Privileges  by  Henry  Hollyday  (p.  141)  ;  the  Committee  to  report  on 
Laws  about  to  Expire  by  Charles  Grahame ;  the  Committee  to  Inquire  by  what 
Laws  the  Proprietary  Appropriated  Certain  Fines  and  Duties  by  Edward 
Tilghman  (p.  142)  ;  the  Committee  to  Inspect  the  Public  Offices  and  Records 
by  Robert  Tyler  (p.  18).  Special  committees  were  appointed  from  time  to 
time  during  the  session  to  consider  various  other  matters  as  they  came  up. 

On  November  3,  1766,  "Several  letters  from  Charles  Garth  Esq''  directed 
to  the  Honourable  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  .  .  .  were  communi- 
cated by  M""  Speaker,  and  were  severally  read  (p.  139).  As  these  letters  from 
Garth,  who  had  been  appointed  by  the  Assembly  as  its  agent  to  help  secure  the 
repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act,  are  not  entered  in  the  Journal  of  the  house  there  is 
some  uncertainty  as  to  whether  they  are  identical  with  the  two  lengthy  letters 
from  Garth  on  the  repeal  of  the  act,  dated  London,  February  26,  1766,  and 
March  5,  1766,  respectively,  which  were  addressed  to  "Messes,  Tilghman  & 
Murdock  &  Ringgold",  the  members  of  the  Lower  House  committee,  appointed 
to  correspond  with  Garth  at  the  November-December,  1765,  session  (Arch. 
Md.  LIX,  257),  and  again  at  the  May,  1766,  session  (p.  63).  These  two 
letters  from  Garth,  which  are  now  in  the  Library  of  the  Maryland  Historical 
Society,  have  been  printed  in  the  Maryland  Historical  Magazine  VI,  191 1, 
pp.  282-305),  and  are  discussed  elsewhere  in  this  Introduction  (p.  Iv).  It 
will  be  noted  that  they  are  addressed  to  the  members  of  the  Lower  House 
committee,  while  the  letters  referred  to  in  the  journal  of  this  session  are 
recorded  as  having  been  directed  to  the  Speaker.  Later  in  the  session,  on 
December  3,  the  Lower  House  added  John  Hall  to  the  committee  of  three 
which  had  been  appointed  in  1765  to  correspond  with  Garth  during  the  recess 
of  the  Assembly,  and  the  committee  was  directed  to  bring  before  the  house 
the  draft  of  an  answer  to  Garth,  to  be  sent  to  him  by  the  house  in  the  name 
of  the  Speaker  (pp.  203,  218).  This  answer,  when  presented,  was  formally 
approved  by  the  house,  but  is  not  to  be  found  recorded  in  its  journal. 

The  most  pressing  matter  before  the  November-December,  1766,  session, 
was,  in  the  minds  of  the  public,  the  necessity  for  making  provision  for  the 
payment  of  the  public  debt,  which  had  now  been  piling  up  for  a  period  of  ten 
years,  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  houses  to  agree  upon  a  Journal  of  Accounts, 
because  of  the  long  standing  dispute  between  the  two  houses  as  to  whether 
certain  items,  and  more  especially  the  salary  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Upper  House, 
were  to  be  paid  by  the  Proprietary  or  by  the  public.  The  public  debt  had  now 
reached  such  large  proportions,  and  the  public  creditors  had  become  so  ag- 
gressively insistent,  that  the  two  houses  at  this  session  agreed  to  refer  the 
dispute  about  the  payment  of  the  Clerk's  salary  to  the  Crown  for  arbitration, 
and  to  pass  at  once  an  act,  with  this  item  omitted,  providing  for  the  immediate 
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payment  of  the  remainder  of  the  large  public  debt,  amounting  to  5,623,499 
pounds  of  tobacco  and  1 1,904  jwunds  sterling.  After  compromising  on  various 
minor  items  in  dispute,  the  Journal  of  Accounts,  in  which  the  various  debts 
were  listed  in  detail,  was  agreed  upon,  the  money  for  this  purpose  to  be  raised 
by  an  issue  of  dollar  bills  of  credit,  amounting  to  173,733  dollars,  a  "dollar" 
being  valued  at  four  shillings,  six  pence  in  London  bills  of  exchange,  these 
bills  of  credit  to  be  secured  by  Bank  of  England  stock  held  in  London  in 
the  hands  of  trustees.  This  matter  is  discussed  at  greater  length  later  in  this 
Introduction  (pp.  Ixiii,  c-cii). 

The  exchange  of  messages  and  addresses  between  the  Upper  and  Lower 
House  on  the  one  hand,  and  between  Governor  Sharpe  and  the  two  houses 
on  the  other,  were  at  this  session  much  fewer,  shorter,  and  in  better  temper 
than  had  been  the  case  for  many  years.  The  dispute  with  the  mother  country, 
aroused  by  the  Stamp  Act,  for  the  present  occupied  the  public  mind  more 
than  did  the  various  controversies  between  the  people  and  the  Proprietary. 
Although  resolves  were  passed,  and  a  few  addresses  were  sent  by  the  Lower 
House  bearing  upon  these  controversies  with  the  Proprietary,  they  were 
largely  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  record  alive  against  "Proprietary  pre- 
tensions." An  exception  was  the  still  insistent  demand  of  the  Lower  House 
that  it  be  represented  in  England  by  a  Provincial  Agent,  who  could  voice  there 
before  the  Crown  as  arbitrator  the  disputes  between  the  people  and  the  Pro- 
prietary. Another  method  of  keeping  the  record  straight  with  the  public  took 
the  form  of  the  passage  by  the  Lower  House  at  this,  as  it  had  at  successive 
previous  sessions,  of  bills  aimed  at  curbing  "Proprietary  pretensions",  bills 
which  it  knew  well  would  certainly  be  rejected  by  the  Upper  House.  There 
were  seventeen  bills  of  such  a  kind  passed  by  the  Lower  House  at  this  session. 

Acting  upon  a  suggestion  made  to  Sharpe  by  Hugh  Hamersley,  the  Pro- 
prietary's Secretary  for  Maryland,  that  the  Assembly  express  its  gratitude 
to  the  King  for  the  repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act,  both  houses  adopted  and  sent 
separate  addresses  to  King.  The  Upper  House  sent  its  address  to  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary, requesting  him  to  present  this  to  the  King  (pp.  Ivii-lviii,  134-135, 
176-177,  206).  The  Lower  House  address  was  transmitted  to  the  Crown 
through  Charles  Garth,  agent  in  London  of  the  Lower  House  in  Stamp  Act 
affairs.  These  addresses  to  the  King  are  discussed  more  fully  later  (p.  Ivii). 
The  Lower  House  also  adopted  a  resolution,  followed  by  the  passage  of  a 
bill,  expressing  its  gratitude  to  Pitt,  Camden,  and  Charles  Garth,  as  well  as 
to  several  other  prominent  men  in  both  houses  of  Parliament,  who  had  op- 
posed the  passage  of  the  Stamp  Act  and  had  been  active  in  securing  its  repeal. 
Known  as  the  "Act  of  Gratitude",  after  extolling  these  leaders  for  their 
patriotism  and  expressing  the  profound  gratitude  of  the  people  of  Maryland, 
the  bill  provided  for  the  purchase  of  a  statute  of  Pitt  and  of  a  portrait  of 
Camden,  and  recorded  formal  expressions  of  appreciation  to  various  other 
"distinguishing  worthies  in  the  House  of  Peers  and  the  House  of  Commons" 
who  had  opposed  the  Stamp  Act  (pp.  188-189).  The  Act  of  Gratitude  to 
Pitt,  Camden  and  others  passed  the  Lower  House  unanimously,  but  was 
promptly  rejected  by  the  Upper  House  on  the  ostensible  ground  that  under 
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the  bill  the  Lower  House  sought  to  appropriate  public  money  without  the 
approval  and  supervision  of  the  upper  chamber  (pp.  127,  128,  209-210).  This 
is  discussed  later  in  this  introduction  (pp.  Iviii-lix). 

Early  in  the  session,  on  November  8,  1766,  the  Lower  House  addressed 
the  Governor,  asking  him  to  inform  the  house  the  amount  which  had  been 
collected  during  the  past  seven  years  from  fines,  amerciaments,  and  the  twelve- 
pence  export  duty  on  tobacco  (p.  148).  On  the  same  day  the  Governor  sent  a 
message  in  reply  and  with  it  a  statement  showing  the  total  amount  collected 
from  fines  and  from  the  tobacco  duty  for  eleven  years,  and  promised  to  send 
an  account  showing  the  Provincial  Court  amerciaments,  as  soon  as  the  figures 
could  be  obtained  (p.  149).  These  accounts  giving  the  figures  are  not  entered, 
however,  in  the  journal  of  the  Lower  House.  On  November  15th,  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Lower  House,  headed  by  Edward  Tilghman,  appointed  to  inquire 
by  what  law  or  custom  these  fines,  amerciaments  and  duties  were  appropriated 
for  his  own  use  by  the  Lord  Proprietary  and  not  turned  over  to  the  public, 
rendered  a  very  lengthy  report.  This  traced  in  detail  the  history  of  the  dis- 
pute, which  dated  from  the  year  171 5,  when  political  control  of  the  Province 
had  been  restored  by  the  Crown  to  the  Calvert  family.  The  right  of  the  people 
to  the  fines  and  duties  was  claimed  under  the  British  Constitution  and  the 
Maryland  charter,  as  well  as  under  subsequent  legislation,  and  was  declared 
by  the  committee  to  be  unquestionable.  With  the  report,  to  support  these 
claims,  were  filed  extracts  from  the  journals  of  the  two  houses  for  the  years 
1715  and  1716  (pp.  159-167). 

On  November  1 5th,  Sharpe  sent  a  message  to  the  Lower  House  that  he  was 
giving  it  notice  in  advance  so  as  to  prevent  delay  in  the  public  business,  that 
it  was  necessary  for  him  to  go  across  the  Bay  on  the  21st  or  22nd  of  November, 
and  that  he  did  not  think  he  would  be  able  to  return  until  the  end  of  the  month 
(p.  169).  In  an  address  in  reply,  the  Lower  House  declared  "we  expect  that 
the  Public  Business  will  be  concluded  by  the  latter  End  of  next  week  and 
assure  your  Excellency  that  we  will  exert  our  Endeavors  for  that  Purpose" 
(pp.  169,  170).  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Assembly  did  not  adjourn  until 
December  6th.  We  learn  from  a  letter  from  Sharpe  to  Hamersley,  dated 
November  20th,  that  he,  together  with  Daniel  Dulany  and  John  Morton  Jordan, 
the  Proprietary's  revenue  agent,  were  about  to  cross  the  Bay  to  attend  the  sale 
of  the  Manor  of  Kent,  a  large  Proprietary  manor  on  the  Eastern  Shore,  be- 
longing to  Frederick,  Lord  Baltimore,  who  at  this  time  was  disposing  of  his 
Proprietary  manorial  holdings  in  Maryland  {Arch.  Md.  XIV,  348). 

Sharpe,  on  November  17th,  1766,  in  a  message  to  the  Lower  House,  declared 
that  during  the  late  war  he  had  expended  £70  currency  for  hiring  expresses 
sent  to  the  frontier  "on  account  of  the  Public  Services",  for  which  he  felt 
he  should  be  reimbursed  (p.  170).  It  would  appear  that  additions  were  made 
to  the  Journal  of  Accounts  to  carry  this  item  (pp.  191-192). 

Echoes  of  the  Stamp  Act.  Again  on  December  18,  1766,  Sharpe  sent  a 
message  to  the  Lower  House  stating  that  he  had  received  a  letter  from  one 
of  his  Majesty's  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  together  with  copies  of  two 
acts  of  Parliament  passed  at  the  last  session,  and  several  votes  and  resolves 
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of  the  House  of  Commons  relating  to  the  colonies,  which  he  was  sending  to 
the  Lower  House  for  their  consideration,  satisfied  that  nowhere  in  the  Ameri- 
can colonies  have  subjects  more  gratitude  and  loyalty  for  the  King,  affectionate 
regard  for  the  mother  country,  and  respect  for  Parliament,  than  have  the  in- 
habitants of  Maryland ;  that  he  had  expressed  those  sentiments  to  his  Majesty's 
minister,  and  he  felt  sure  the  Lower  House  would  "not  choose  to  fall  short 
in  any  Respect  of  the  Royal  Expectations"  (p.  172).  None  of  the  papers 
accompanying  the  Governor's  message  are  recorded  in  the  journal  of  the 
Lower  House,  but  will  be  found  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Council.  From 
the  wording  of  the  reply  of  the  Lower  House  there  is  no  question  that  the 
letter  of  the  Secretary  of  State  referred  to  was  the  circular  letter,  addressed 
to  the  several  colonial  governors,  which  Sharpe  had  received  from  General 
H[enry]  S[eymour]  Conway,  dated  at  St.  James,  London,  March  31,  1766 
{Arch.  Md.  XIV,  296-297),  and  to  which  he  replied  on  June  27,  1766  (ibid. 
314-315),  although  there  are  letters  of  about  this  date,  from  Lord  Welbourne 
and  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  relating  to  this  same  matter  (ibid.  315,  358-359). 
As  the  result  of  the  message  from  Sharpe  a  motion  was  made  in  the  Lower 
House  on  the  following  day  that  a  message  to  the  Governor  be  prepared,  and 
that  this  house  request  the  Upper  House  to  join  with  it  in  an  address  to  the 
King ;  and  a  committee  headed  by  Ringgold  was  appointed  to  prepare  such 
an  address  (pp.  Ivii,  176).  It  was  not,  however,  until  December  6th,  the 
closing  day  of  the  session,  that  the  Lower  House  sent  the  Governor  its  reply 
to  the  minister's  references  to  Stamp  Act  disorders.  After  referring  to  the 
letter  of  Secretary  Conway,  which  intimated  the  colonies  should  pay  any 
damages  which  had  been  suffered  by  individuals  from  mob  violence,  and 
appreciation  of  Sharpe's  reply  to  him,  the  house  declared  that  the  observa- 
tions made  by  the  Secretary  about  serious  outbreaks  in  the  colonies  resulting 
from  the  Stamp  Act  could  not  be  made  applicable  to  Maryland,  as  the  only 
incident  of  the  kind,  a  trivial  one,  which  had  occurred  in  Maryland,  had  been 
the  pulling  down  of  an  old  house  rented  to  the  Stamp  Distributor  (p.  212). 
Maryland  manufactures.  There  was  an  exchange  of  messages  and  addresses 
between  the  Governor  and  the  Lower  House  as  the  result  of  an  inquiry  made 
by  the  Lords  of  Trade  and  Plantation  in  regard  to  manufacturing  in  the 
American  colonies.  The  letter  to  Sharpe  from  the  Lords,  apparently  a  circular 
letter  sent  to  all  the  governors,  dated  Whitehall,  August  i,  1766,  is  not  recorded 
in  the  journal  of  the  house,  but  will  be  found  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Council 
{Arch.  Md.  XXXII,  169).  Sharpe,  in  his  message  to  the  Lower  House,  dated 
December  3rd,  which  summarizes  the  inquiries  made  in  the  letter,  says  that 
there  is  desired  by  the  Lords  "a  particular  and  exact  Account  of  the  several 
Manufactures,  which  have  been  set  up,  and  carried  on  within  this  Province, 
since  the  Year  1734,  and  of  the  Public  Encouragements  which  have  been 
given  thereto",  this  information  being  wanted  by  the  Lords  to  be  laid  before 
the  House  of  Commons.  The  Governor  concluded  by  saying  that  as  the 
delegates  resided  in  different  parts  of  the  Province  and  from  their  acquaintance 
among  the  public,  they  will  be  in  the  best  position  to  give  this  information 
without  delay  (p.  200).    Plans  were  being  laid  at  this  time  by  Parliament  to 
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tax  the  colonies,  and  it  seems  likely  that  a  duty  on  manufactured  goods  may 
have  then  been  under  consideration  as  a  possible  source  of  revenue.  The 
Lower  House,  in  its  reply,  dated  December  6th,  said  that  as  his  Excellency 
was  aware,  there  was  nothing  that  deserved  the  name  of  manufactory  in 
Maryland,  the  inhabitants  "from  the  first  to  the  lowest  Rank,  are  generally 
cloathed  in  British  Manufactures",  although  several  families  "make  some  of 
the  coarse  Cloathing" ;  and  that  there  was  a  "small  Bounty  lately  paid  by  the 
County  Court  on  a  few  Pieces  of  Linen."  It  added  that  more  cannot  be  im- 
ported than  can  be  paid  for  by  our  own  exports,  and  that  the  burden  on  Tobacco 
is  such  and  the  profit  to  the  planter  so  small,  that  together  with  the  increase  of 
the  price  of  imports  and  the  decline  in  their  quality,  it  will  soon  be  necessary 
for  the  inhabitants  to  clothe  themselves  (p.  213). 

Bounties  on  linen.  The  reference  in  the  Lower  House  message  to  the  boun- 
ties paid  on  linen  was  to  the  act  of  1765.  An  unsuccessful  attempt  was  made 
to  repeal  this  law,  which  had  obviously  soon  become  an  unpopular  one,  under 
which  bounties  were  offered  for  linen  manufactured  in  private  homes.  This 
act  had  been  passed  at  the  November-December,  1765,  session  with  the  mis- 
leading title,  "An  Act  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Poor  and  Encouragement  of 
Industry"  {Arch.  Md.  LIX ;  xxxii-xxxiii,  267-269).  A  bill  to  repeal  the  act, 
introduced  with  the  approval  of  the  Lower  House  by  William  Allen  of  Worces- 
ter County,  failed  of  passage  in  this  house  (pp.  142,  179).  Immediately 
thereafter  Allen  brought  in  another  bill  repealing  the  act  as  far  as  it  applied 
to  Dorchester,  Somerset,  Calvert  and  Worcester  Counties,  which  was  promptly 
passed  and  sent  to  the  Upper  House  where  it  was  as  promptly  rejected  (pp.  179, 
180,  no).  The  Upper  chamber  may  have  felt  that  the  attempt  to  encourage 
linen  manufacture  had  not  been  given  a  sufficient  trial.  Originally  passed  in 
1765  with  a  time  limitation  of  five  years,  the  law  was  not  extended,  when 
in  1770  it  expired. 

Trustees  in  London.  Among  the  last  addresses  of  the  Assembly  to  the 
Governor  was  a  joint  address  of  both  houses,  and  sent  with  it  was  a  joint 
address  to  the  Lord  Proprietary,  requesting  him  to  appoint  and  supervise 
trustees  in  London,  who  should  receive  and  invest  the  dividends  from  the 
Bank  of  England  stock  belonging  to  the  Province,  and  also  to  exercise  certain 
other  trusts  in  England  under  the  law  just  passed  for  the  payment  of  the 
public  debt,  and  for  emitting  bills  of  credit  for  this  purpose  (pp.  218-219). 
When  the  Upper  House  had  first  suggested  to  the  lower  chamber  that  the 
two  houses  should  jointly,  out  of  respect  to  the  Lord  Proprietary,  ask  him  to 
undertake  these  supervisory  duties,  the  Lower  House  felt  that  such  a  formal 
request  was  unnecessary,  as  the  Proprietary  had  exercised  this  supervision 
under  the  former  paper  currency,  or  bills  of  credit,  act,  and  that  the  new  act 
merely  implied  a  continuance  of  this  trust;  but  it  expressed  a  willingness  to 
join  in  the  request  if  the  Upper  House  would  prepare  the  address  (p.  215). 
The  last  message  of  the  session  was  that  of  Governor  Sharpe  to  the  two 
houses,  proroguing  the  Assembly. 

Legislation.  Fifteen  of  the  twenty-seven  acts  passed  at  the  November- 
December,  1766,  session,  were  new  laws,  the  remainder  being  either  continu- 
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ances  of  old  laws  or  acts  supplementing  them.  Of  these  twenty-seven  acts, 
nineteen  were  general  laws,  seven  were  local  laws,  and  one  a  private  law.  Brief 
references  to  some  of  these  fifteen  new  laws  will  be  made  here,  but  some  of  the 
more  important  new  acts  are  discussed  in  greater  detail  in  other  sections  of  the 
Introduction.  Mention  has  already  been  made  in  a  previous  paragraph  to  the 
passage  of  the  most  important  act  of  the  session,  that  providing  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  public  debt  of  the  Province  by  the  issue  of  bills  of  credit  (pp.  264- 
275).   This  receives  special  consideration  later  (pp.  c-cii). 

Quarantine  law.  The  law  establishing  a  quarantine  against  ships  carrying 
infectious  diseases,  especially  directed  against  overcrowded  vessels  bringing  in 
felons  from  England  to  be  sold  as  servants,  was  the  first  Maryland  law  passed 
for  such  a  purpose  (pp.  262-264).  Its  passage,  favored  by  the  Governor,  the 
Assembly,  and  the  people  at  large,  aroused  the  opposition  of  the  British  shipping 
contractors,  engaged  in  this  profitable  but  nauseous  trade,  and  was  followed 
by  unsuccessful  attempts  made  in  England  by  the  contractors  to  have  the  act 
dissented  to  by  the  Proprietary,  or  if  that  failed,  by  the  Crown.  The  quaran- 
tine law  and  its  repercussions  in  England  are  discussed  later  (pp.  xciii-xcv). 

Apprentices.  A  bill  for  apprenticing  children,  whose  fathers  had  removed 
from  the  counties  where  the  children  resided  and  who  were  thus  likely  to 
become  public  charges,  which  had  been  passed  by  the  Lower  House  at  the 
November-December,  1765,  session,  and  been  rejected  by  the  Upper  House 
for  reasons  not  disclosed  by  the  record,  has  been  discussed  in  the  Introduction 
to  a  preceding  volume  of  the  Archives  (LIX,  xxv).  It  was  doubtless  the  same 
bill  which  was  brought  in  again  at  the  November-December,  1766,  session,  . 
under  the  title  "An  Act  to  Ease  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  and  to  Em- 
power the  Justices  of  the  Several  Counties  to  bind  out  the  persons  therein 
mentioned  as  Apprentices."  Its  purpose  was  to  relieve  the  public  from  the  cost 
of  providing  for  their  care.  It  promptly  passed  the  Lower  House,  but  when 
it  reached  the  Upper  House  was  amended  in  several  details.  The  bill  as  passed 
provided  that  when  fathers  had  removed  without  giving  security  for  the 
support  of  their  children,  the  justices  of  the  county  courts,  in  cases  where  there 
was  not  sufficient  estate  for  the  care  of  children,  should  bind  them  out  to  some 
mariner,  handicraft  tradesman,  or  other  person  who  was  a  Protestant,  to  be 
taught  "Trades  and  may  not  be  Rigorously  used  or  Turned  to  common  Labour 
at  the  Ax  or  Hoe."  Boys  were  to  be  bound  until  twenty-one  years  old,  and 
girls  until  eighteen  or  marriage.  An  amendment  added  by  the  Upper  House 
provided  that  if  the  court  should  find  that  the  child's  mother  were  living  in  the 
same  county  and  when  summoned  before  the  court,  was  able  to  furnish  security 
for  its  maintenance,  she  was  to  have  its  custody.  The  act  further  provided 
that  if  the  father  returned  and  could  maintain  the  children,  the  court  might 
annul  the  apprenticeship  (pp.  114,  154,  187,  190,  235,  238).  As  the  act 
does  not  provide  that  a  deserted  child,  if  of  Roman  Catholic  birth,  should 
be  bound  out  to  a  master  or  mistress  of  the  same  faith,  one  wonders  if  the 
absence  of  such  a  provision  had  caused  the  rejection  of  the  bill  by  the  Upper 
House  at  the  1765  session,  but  finding  that  the  Lower  House  was  obdurate 
on  this  point,  it  had,  at  the  1766  session,  passed  the  bill  without  such  a  pro- 
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vision,  as  better  than  no  bill  at  all.  The  usual  act  for  the  relief  of  sundry 
"languishing  prisoners"  for  debt  was  passed  and  will  be  discussed  in  another 
section  (pp.  Ixxvi-lxxviii).  There  was  considerable  difference  of  opinion  be- 
tween the  two  houses  as  to  whether  or  not  certain  individuals  should,  or  should 
not,  be  afforded  relief,  with  the  resulting  exchange  of  messages  (pp.  247,  252). 
The  law  providing  for  the  publication  of  the  Session  Laws  and  the  Votes  and 
Proceedings  of  the  Lower  House  by  Jonas  Green,  was  identical  with  previous 
similar  acts  (pp.  238-241). 

Breaking  entail  by  common  recovery.  An  act  to  "aid  defective  common 
recoveries"  was  passed  at  this  session.  This  was  a  device  to  circumvent 
the  law  of  entail,  and  as  weakening  primogeniture  had  social  significance. 
Conveyance  of  land  under  common  recovery  was  effected  under  a  legal 
fiction  by  which  entail  might  be  docked  and  a  good  title  be  thus  given  a 
purchaser  to  entailed  land.  A  fictitious  tripartite  suit  for  common  recovery 
was  in  Maryland  instituted  in  the  Provincial  Court,  and  by  judgment  of  the 
court  the  entail  might  be  broken  and  a  good  title  by  the  purchaser  thus 
secured.  The  steps  in  the  fictitious  suit  by  which  judgment  to  this  end  might  be 
secured  are  too  involved  in  legal  verbiage  to  be  entered  into  here.  The  pre- 
amble to  the  act  shows,  however,  that,  prior  to  its  passage,  title  by  common 
recovery  in  Maryland  was  subject  to  the  English  laws  on  recoveries  as  amended 
by  the  Act  of  29  Charles  II;  and  that  numerous  conveyances  under  common 
recovery  to  various  lands  had  been  made  in  the  Province,  but  in  many  instances 
these  were  so  defectively  drawn,  that  the  titles  were,  therefore,  questionable. 
■This  act  was  passed  to  validate  such  defective  instruments  as  had  been  made 
in  the  past  or  might  be  made  thereafter  (pp.  252-253). 

The  alienation  fee.  At  this  session,  a  bill  supplementary  to  the  act  of  1714 
for  quieting  possessions,  enrolling  conveyances,  and  securing  the  estates  of 
purchasers,  was  introduced  in,  and  passed  by,  the  Lower  House.  After  sundry 
trifling  amendments  had  been  added  on  the  floor  of  the  latter  house  it  was 
passed  by  the  Upper  House  and  became  a  law.  There  was  no  provision  in  the 
act  to  require  the  payment  of  the  alienation  fee  to  the  Proprietary  (pp.  171, 
181,  185,  186,  233-335).  '^  b^'l  with  the  same  title,  which  at  the  November- 
December,  1763,  session,  was  passed  by  the  Lower  House,  amended  by  the 
Upper  House,  and  then  rejected  in  the  house  of  its  origin  because  of  these 
amendments,  figures  rather  inconspicuously  in  the  journals  of  the  two  houses 
at  that  time,  but  was  a  matter  of  no  little  concern  to  the  Proprietary  interest 
{Arch.  Md.  LIX ;  Ixviii).  Both  these  bills  required  that  all  papers  aft'ecting 
the  titles  to  land  be  recorded  in  a  court  of  record.  As  the  bill  passed  the  Lower 
House  in  1766,  however,  it  made  no  provision  for  the  payment,  before  a 
conveyance  might  be  recorded,  of  the  alienation  fee,  a  land  transfer  tax  which 
it  had  been  necessary  to  pay  to  the  Lord  Proprietary  since  the  establishment 
of  the  Province.  The  payment  of  this  fee  was  objectionable  to  the  Lower 
House,  and  its  leaders  felt  that  if  a  new  recording  act  could  be  passed  in  which 
no  mention  of  an  alienation  fee  were  made,  this  might  be  a  first  step  towards 
its  elimination.  The  Proprietary  had  directed  the  Governor  and  the  Council 
not  to  assent  to  any  bill  which  did  not  include  a  specific  requirement  that  a  fee 
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be  paid  before  a  conveyance  to  land  be  recorded.  In  a  previous  volume  will  be 
found  "Instructions"'  to  this  effect,  issued  by  Frederick,  Lord  Baltimore,  the 
Proprietary  (Arch.  Md.  LIX,  pp.  356-358).  In  explanation  of  this  change  of 
front  on  the  part  of  the  Proprietary  it  should  be  said  that  Daniel  Dulany 
on  September  10,  1764,  had  advised  the  Proprietary  that  he  was  entitled  to 
collect  the  alienation  fee  under  his  charter  rights,  and  that  even  if  an  act  were 
passed  making  no  provision  for  its  payment,  he  would  still  have  the  power  to 
collect  it  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  {Arch.  Md.  LIX,  Ixviii,  357-358:  The 
Calvert  Papers,  No.  2,  Md.  Hist.  Soc.  1894,  234-239).  With  Dulany's  opinion 
it  was  felt  by  the  Proprietary  the  act  could  be  safely  passed. 

Water  mills.  The  construction  of  water  mills  had  been  encouraged  by  an 
act  passed  in  1704,  granting  various  extensive  privileges  to  those  erecting 
mills,  and  by  supplementary  acts  passed  in  1753  and  1756  the  rates  of  toll 
that  might  be  charged  by  millers  were  redefined,  and  the  erection  of  roads 
and  bridges  over  mill  dams  and  mill  races  recjuired.  At  this  1766  session  an 
act  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  22  to  14  repealing  all  parts  of  the  law  of  1704  for 
the  encouragement  of  the  erection  of  water  mills,  except  that  section  limiting 
the  rates  of  toll  tor  milling  (pp.  167,  230).  While  the  reason  for  repeal  is 
not  disclosed  in  the  journals  of  the  two  houses,  or  in  the.  act  itself,  it  seems 
certain  that  growing  interest  in  fish  conservation,  as  shown  by  bills  introduced 
at  this  session  and  those  passed  at  the  next  Assembly,  had  directed  attention 
to  the  damage  done  to  "the  breed  of  fish"  by  dams  on  important  water  courses 
(pp.  xcvii-xcviii,  230,  Arch.  Md.  LIX,  xxxiii). 

The  rest  of  the  acts  passed  at  the  November-December,  1766,  session, 
numbering  seven,  were  local  and  private  laws.  The  most  important  and  far 
reaching  of  these  was  in  the  nature  of  both  a  local  and  a  private  act,  requiring 
Thomas  Harrison  and  other  land  owners  "to  remove  a  nuisance  in  Baltimore 
Town,  by  filling  in  a  salt  water  marsh  known  as  "Harrison's  Marsh"  on  the 
east  side  of  Baltimore  Town,  bounded  in  a  general  way  by  Jones  Falls.  Fred- 
erick Street,  and  the  harbor,  and  to  permit  the  owners  to  lay  out  streets,  lanes 
and  alleys,  and  sell  building  lots,  the  land  thus  reclaimed  to  become  part  of 
Baltimore  (pp.  253-258).  As  an  interesting  chapter  of  early  Baltimore  history, 
this  is  discussed  quite  fully  in  a  special  section  (pp.  xc-xci). 

Baltimore  Comity  roads.  An  act  for  amending  (improving)  and  repairing 
the  public  roads  of  Baltimore  County,  passed  at  this  session  by  the  deciding 
vote  of  the  Speaker,  provided  for  the  appointment  by  the  justices  of  that 
county  of  "overseers  of  roads"  in  various  sections  of  the  county.  These  over- 
seers were  to  keep  the  roads  cleared  to  a  required  width,  and  to  keep  the  road- 
beds, bridges,  and  causeways  in  repair.  Wagons  and  carts  loaded  with  iron 
ore  or  pig  iron  might  not  travel  on  the  public  roads  with  wheel  treads  less  than 
five  inches  wide.  A  road  tax  of  10  pounds  of  tobacco  was  levied  on  all  the 
taxable  inhabitants  of  the  county.  The  overseers  were  to  be  paid  60  pounds 
of  tobacco  a  day  for  their  services.  An  interesting  feature  of  the  law  is  that 
compulsory  labor  on  roads,  hitherto  provided  for  by  law,  was  abolished,  and 
laborers  working  on  the  roads  were  to  be  paid  wages  for  their  work  on  orders 
of  the  overseers  upon  the  county  court   (pp.  259-262).    As  originally  drawn 
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the  bill  applied  to  both  Baltimore  and  Frederick  counties,  but  by  a  vote  of  17  to 
14  the  latter  county  was  eliminated  (p.  208).  A  motion  by  Thomas  Cockey 
Deye  that  a  tax  upon  pig  and  bar  iron  exported  from  Baltimore  County  be 
laid  for  the  support  of  the  roads,  was,  in  a  tied  vote,  defeated  by  the  vote  of 
the  Speaker  (pp.  207-208).  The  bill  itself  was  only  passed  when  the  speaker 
cast  the  deciding  vote  (p.  210). 

Parish  legislation.  At  this  session  four  parishes,  Christ  Church,  Queen 
Anne's  County ;  Chester,  Kent  County ;  Somerset  Parish,  Somerset  County ;  and 
Trinity  Parish,  Charles  County,  sought  legislative  authority  for  various  pur- 
poses. Acts  were  passed  giving  Chester  authority  to  build  a  vestry  house  (pp. 
225-227)  ;  Somerset  to  enlarge  a  church,  and  to  buy  land  and  build  a  chapel  of 
ease  (pp.  227-229)  ;  and  Trinity  to  buy  land  and  build  a  chapel  of  ease  (pp.  231- 
232).  What  Christ  Church  wished  to  do  is  not  revealed  by  the  journals,  but  no 
action  was  taken  by  the  Assembly  upon  its  petition  (p.  loi).  These  parochial 
activities  are  described  in  the  section  on  Parishes,  Churches,  Chapels,  Clergy- 
men, and  Religion  (pp.  Ixix-lxxvi). 

Frederick  County  Icnvs.  Two  local  laws  relating  to  Frederick  County  were 
passed.  One  of  these  provided  for  the  adjournment  of  the  Frederick  County 
Court  and  the  continuance  of  all  cases  then  before  it,  this  action  having  been 
necessary  because  many  members  of  the  Lower  House  by  their  presence  in 
Annapolis  were  not  able  to  attend  to  important  business  pending  in  the  county 
court  there  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  session  (p.  229).  The  other  act  provided 
for  the  building  at  Frederick  Town  of  a  stone  wall  about  the  prison,  a  gate 
house  to  prevent  prison  escapes  which  had  become  frequent,  and  a  jailor's 
house.  A  tax  of  30,000  pounds  of  tobacco  was  levied  for  this  purpose 
(pp.  144,  243). 

Name  of  John  Bealc  Bordlcy.  A  bill  for  "ascertaining  the  name  of  John 
Beale  Bordley"  is  of  interest  in  connection  with  this  notable  early  Marylander, 
who  was  a  prominent  jurist,  lawyer,  councillor,  and  scientific  agriculturist. 
Bordley  petitioned  the  Assembly  at  this  session  to  be  granted  authority  to 
have  settled  by  appropriate  legislation  an  ambiguity  regarding  his  given  name. 
It  is  learned  from  the  preamble  to  the  private  act  which  was  passed  to  this 
end  at  this  session,  that  the  petitioner  had  had  a  brother  named  John,  and 
that  this  had  resulted  in  considerable  confusion.  The  preamble  to  the  act 
■'concerning  the  name  of  John  Beale  Bordley"  states  that  the  petitioner  was 
the  posthumous  son  of  Thomas  Bordley  of  Annapolis,  who  had  died  circa  1726 
while  on  a  visit  to  England,  and  that  he  had  been  christened  John  Beale  Bordley 
in  St.  Anne's  Parish,  Annapolis,  but  because  the  petitioner  had  an  older  brother 
John,  that  he  had  usually  been  simply  called  Beale  until  the  latter's  death,  and 
had  made  contracts  and  purchases,  and  even  sometimes  appeared  in  law  suits 
under  both  the  names  Beale  and  John  Beale.  It  was,  therefore,  enacted,  that 
thereafter  he  should  take  upon  himself  the  name  John  Beale  Bordley,  but  that 
all  legal  obligations  heretofore  entered  into  by  him  under  either  name  should 
have  the  same  legal  effect  (pp.  148,  186,  202,  210,  258-259). 

Continuances  of  laws.  There  were  seven  acts  passed  at  the  November- 
December,  1766,  session  which  were  merely  continuous  of  old  laws  about  to 
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expire,  and  five  acts  supplementing  or  amending  old  laws.  All  of  the  continu- 
ances were  general  laws.  The  most  important  continuance  was  the  very  lengthy 
Tobacco  Act,  which  not  only  provided  for  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  the  staple 
currency  of  the  Province,  but  fixed  the  ratio  of  tobacco  currency  in  terms  of 
foreign  gold  and  silver  coins,  and  also  regulated  the  fees  which  might  be  charged 
by  all  public  officials  (p.  222).  This  Tobacco  Act  was  slightly  changed  by  a  law 
supplementary  to  it  passed  at  this  same  session  (pp.  243-247).  Other  continu- 
ances were  laws  providing  for  the  payment  of  bounties  on  crows,  squirrels, 
and  red  foxes  in  certain  counties  (p.  223)  ;  for  the  recovery  of  small  debts  out 
of  court  (p.  223)  ;  for  fixing  the  gauge  of  barrels  for  pork,  beef,  pitch,  and 
various  other  enumerated  merchandise  (p.  224)  ;  for  remedying  some  evils 
relating  to  servants  (p.  224)  ;  for  ascertaining  the  height  of  fences  on  account 
of  the  multiplicity  of  useless  horses  running  wild  in  the  woods  (pp.  224-225)  ; 
for  relief  from  aggrievances  in  the  prosecution  of  suits  at  law  (p.  230)  ;  for 
imposing  an  additional  tax  of  £2  on  negroes  imported  into  the  Province 
(p.  232).  The  periods  for  which  these  laws  were  extended  varied  from  three 
to  seven  years. 

Supplementary  acts  were  passed  amending  old  laws.  One  of  these  was  "for 
quieting  possessions  and  enrolling  conveyances  of  land'' ;  this  made  it  obligatory 
to  record  in  a  court  of  record  all  conveyances  of  land  for  a  term  of  more 
than  seven  years  (pp.  233-235).  Another  supplementary  act  was  that  making 
changes  in  the  Tobacco  Law,  relating  to  tobacco  warehouses  at  various  places, 
the  salaries  of  inspectors,  and  the  illegal  removal  of  tobacco  from  warehouses 
(pp.  243-247). 

Foxhounds  made  tax  free.  It  will  be  recalled  that  when  the  bill  to  license 
dogs  came  before  the  November-December,  1765,  session,  it  gave  rise  to  pro- 
longed debate  and  sharp  differences  of  opinion,  not  only  between  the  two 
houses,  but  also  among  the  members  of  the  Lower  House  {Arch.  Md.  LIX, 
xxxiv.)  No  measures  except  those  involving  important  controversial  political 
questions  gave  rise  to  so  many  divisions  with  recorded  votes  in  the  Lower 
House  as  did  the  1765  dog  bill.  That  the  dog  law  of  1765  had  gone  a  little  too 
far,  especially  in  its  interference  with  the  favorite  sport  of  Marylanders — fox- 
hunting— is  revealed  by  the  changes  which  the  1766  Assembly  made  in  the 
act  of  the  previous  year.  At  the  November-December,  1766,  session  just  one 
year  after  the  Assembly  had  passed  the  first  dog  licensing  law  entitled  an  "Act 
to  prevent  the  mischiefs  arising  from  the  multiplicity  of  useless  dogs",  a  bill 
was  introduced  in  the  Lower  House  to  repeal  the  entire  law  (pp.  142,  146). 
When  it  came  up  for  consideration,  however,  the  vote  was  23  to  13  against  a 
general  repeal  (p.  179),  but  leave  was  given  to  bring  in  a  bill  supplementary 
to  the  Act  of  1765  (p.  180).  After  the  supplementary  bill  was  brought  in  on 
November  28th,  and  read  the  second  time,  it  was  passed  by  the  recorded  close 
vote  of  16  to  14,  and  sent  to  the  Upper  House,  where  it  was  promptly  assented 
to  (pp.  193,  194,  196,  121).  The  preamble  of  the  act  reveals  the  reasons  why 
the  original  law  was  modified.  This  recites  that  "to  people  living  in  the  Country 
and  having  Families  two  Dogs  at  least  about  one  plantation  are  on  many  Occa- 
sions useful  and  Necessary  and  that  therefore  it  is  reasonable  to  allow  such

people  Two  dogs  to  be  kept  Tax  free,"  and  further  recites  that  the  tax  of  one 
shilling  imposed  in  the  original  act  on  dogs  over  this  allowance  is  not  large 
enough  to  prevent  the  "multiplicity  of  useless  or  supernumerary  dogs."  The 
act  provided  that  heads  of  families  if  living  in  the  country  may  keep  two  dogs 
tax  free  (but  those  in  towns  only  one),  and  that  dogs  above  this  number  are 
to  be  taxed  at  five  shillings  each,  as  are  all  dogs  owned  by  a  single  individual 
not  a  freeholder;  and  that  a  freeholder  who  is  single  may  keep  only  one  dog 
tax  free.  A  very  interesting  exception,  however,  is  to  be  noted  as  follows : 
"whereas  it  is  represented  that  the  keeping  of  Fox  Hounds  for  destroying  of 
Foxes  is  usefull  and  Necessary — therefore  they  should  be  Allowed  to  be  kept 
Tax  free,  Provided  the  Owners  will  keep  them  either  Coupled  or  kennelled 
and  not  suffer  them  to  go  loose  and  at  Large — unless  when  the  Owner  or  some 
other  person  by  his  permission  is  hunting  with  them."  (pp.  241-242).  Was 
this  act  passed  primarily  to  protect  the  hen  house  or  for  the  benefit  and  pleasure 
of  the  foxhunting  delegates? 

Only  one  act,  which  was  classed  by  the  Assembly  as  a  private  law,  and  as 
such  had  clerks'  fees  imposed  upon  it,  was  that  relating  to  the  name  of  John 
Beale  Bordley,  as  already  noted. 

Bills  rejected  at  the  N ovember-Deccmber ,  I/66,  session.  The  conflict  of 
interests  as  well  as  honest  differences  of  opinion  between  the  two  houses  are 
often  best  revealed  by  the  fate  of  bills  originating  in  one  house  and  rejected 
in  the  other,  or  by  amendments  made  to  them  in  the  house  in  which  they  did  not 
originate.  In  the  Maryland  Assembly  nearly  all,  but  not  all,  legislation  had  its 
origin  in  the  Lower  House,  so  rejection  or  amendment  nearly  always  first 
occurred  in  the  upper  chamber.  The  usual  cause  for  disagreement  between  the 
houses  on  proposed  legislation  was  the  fear  on  the  part  of  the  Upper  House 
that  the  Lord  Proprietary's  prerogative  was  being  invaded,  or  because  the  Pro- 
prietary wished  to  prevent  the  extension  of  the  powers  of  the  county  courts  at 
the  expense  of  the  provincial  courts  at  Annapolis,  or  because  the  Lower  House 
resented  any  amendments  by  the  Upper  House  to  bills  carrying  money  appro- 
priations, or  "money  bills"  as  they  were  called. 

Bills  not  passed.  Although  at  the  November-December,  1766,  session,  twenty- 
seven  bills  actually  became  laws,  there  were  seventeen  bills  which  originated  in 
the  Lower  House  that  failed  of  enactment.  Three  of  these  sought  to  license  and 
regulate  innkeepers  and  the  retail  selling  of  liquors,  and  the  licensing  of  hawkers 
and  peddlers  ;  two  bills  attempted  unsuccessfully  either  to  effect  the  death  of,  or 
to  prevent  the  discontinuance  of,  laws  expiring  by  time  limitation:  four  new 
bills  generally  considered  desirable,  but  with  features  objectionable  to  one  of 
the  houses ;  one  meritorious  bill  but  with  a  gesture  having  political  significance ; 
and  one  a  bill  affecting  conflicting  local  interests ;  six  bills  involved  changes 
in  legal  procedure.  In  nearly  all  these  instances  Lower  House  bills  were  either 
rejected  outright  in  the  Upper  House,  or  so  amended  as  to  make  them  unac- 
ceptable to  the  lower  chamber.  These  various  rejected  bills  will  now  be  briefly 
noted. 

x^n  unsuccessful  attempt  was  made  to  repeal  in  its  entirety  the  law  enacted 
in  1765,  with  the  misleading  title,  "an  act  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  and  encour- 
agement of  industry",  but  which  was  really  an  act  providing  for  the  payment  of 
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bounties  on  linen  manufactured  in  the  Province,  and  when  this  attempt  at 
repeal  failed,  it  was  followed  by  an  equally  unsuccessful  attempt  to  exclude 
certain  counties  from  its  operation  (pp.  no,  146,  179,  180,  183).  More  suc- 
cessful was  the  move  to  prevent  the  reenactment  of  the  law  of  1756,  about  to 
expire  by  time  limitation,  to  prevent  Indians  disaffected  to  the  British  interests 
in  America  from  coming  into  the  Province,  an  act  passed  during  the  Seven 
Years  War  to  guard  against  Indian  spies,  but  which  was  no  longer  felt  neces- 
sary (pp.  143,  147,  180).  Two  Lower  House  bills  of  considerable  general 
import  were  killed  at  this  session,  but  were  revived  in  1768  and  became  laws. 
One  of  these  was  the  bill  for  the  preservation  of  the  breed  of  fish,  on  which 
action  had  been  deferred  at  the  1765  session.  When  it  came  up  again  at  the 
1766  assembly  it  passed  the  Lower  House  but  was  so  extensively  amended  in 
the  Upper  House  that  it  was  rejected  in  the  house  in  which  it  originated 
(pp.  196,  124,  199).  A  bill  with  the  same  title,  however,  was  passed  at  the 
1768  session  (pp.  425,  427).  Permission  was  also  granted  in  the  Lower 
House  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  the  better  support  of  the  poor  and  erecting  work- 
houses in  the  counties,  but  there  is  no  record  that  such  a  bill  was  actually  intro- 
duced at  this  session  (p.  181).  The  act  passed  in  1768  for  the  relief  of  the 
poor  in  certain  counties,  and  which  did  provide  for  the  erection  of  work- 
houses, was  doubtless  the  same  bill  as  that  just  referred  to,  but  under  a  different 
title  (pp.  486-495). 

The  perennial  Lower  House  bill  providing  a  support  for  a  Provincial  Agent 
in  London  to  be  appointed  by  that  house,  the  money  to  be  raised  by  an  export 
tax  on  tobacco,  was  as  usual  promptly  killed  in  the  Upper  House  (pp.  143, 
157,  170,  171,  103).  This  bill  is  discussed  in  a  later  section  (pp.  Ixvi-lxix),  as 
is  the  unsuccessful  attempt  by  the  members  of  the  Lower  House,  after  the 
failure  of  the  agency  bill,  to  raise  funds  for  the  purpose  by  a  popular  subscrip- 
tion and  by  a  Liberty  Lottery  (pp.  Ixvii-lxviii,  217-218).  The  Lower  House  bill, 
entitled  "An  Act  of  Gratitude",  expressing  the  feelings  of  appreciation  of  the 
people  of  Maryland  towards  Pitt,  Camden,  and  others  in  parliament  who  had 
helped  secure  the  repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act,  together  with  an  explanation  of  the 
reasons  for  the  death  of  the  bill  in  the  Upper  House,  is  of  no  little  interest,  and 
will  also  be  more  fully  considered  later  (pp.  Iviii-lix).  Three  bills  providing  for 
licensing  innkeepers  and  peddlers  and  the  selling  of  liquors,  the  fees  to  go  to  the 
public  instead  of  to  the  Lord  Proprietary,  were  passed  by  the  Lower  House  and 
killed  in  the  Upper  House.  These  bills  are  also  discussed,  in  the  section  on 
ordinary  licenses,  and  licenses  on  peddlers  (pp.  cii-cv). 

A  local  bill  of  interest  to  students  of  the  history  of  the  commerce  of  Balti- 
more was  introduced  to  prevent  the  exportation  of  ungraded  flour,  staves,  and 
other  merchandise  from  Baltimore  Town,  but  after  introduction  in  the  Lower 
House  it  was  referred  to  the  next  Assembly  (pp.  105,  207).  This  was  really 
a  bill  to  require  inspection  of  flour  and  various  other  articles  of  commerce,  and 
their  grading,  weighing  and  measuring  before  exportation  from,  or  sale  in, 
Baltimore  Town,  which  was  intended  to  protect  its  commercial  good  name.  At 
the  1768  session  it  was  again  introduced  and  became  a  law  (pp.  105,  207).  It 
is  discussed  in  another  section  (pp.  lii-liii). 
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The  bills  involving  changes  in  legal  procedure  which  failed  of  passage  were 
the  following:  (,  i )  For  the  issuing  of  writs  of  replevin  out  of  the  county 
courts  :  a  bill  with  this  title  had  also  failed  of  passage  at  the  preceding  Assembly, 
doubtless  due  to  the  desire  of  the  Proprietary  to  keep  such  matters  in  the  pro- 
vincial courts  at  Annapolis,  over  which  he  had  more  direct  control  than  over  the 
county  courts  (pp.  157,  180,  183).  (2)  For  the  relief  of  creditors  against 
defendants  who  were  non-residents  (p.  181)  :  a  bill  with  this  title  failed  of 
passage  in  the  Lower  House,  nor  had  such  a  bill  come  up  at  previous  sessions. 
(3)  For  the  relief  of  insolvent  debtors :  a  bill  with  this  title  had  been  introduced 
in  the  Lower  House  and  passed  by  it  at  the  November-December,  1766,  session, 
but  had  been  tabled  by  the  Upper  House  (pp.  181,  187.  190,  1 18) ;  it  was  prob- 
ably similar  to  the  act  of  1774.  which  allowed  debtors  under  certain  conditions 
to  bring  their  cases  before  three  justices  of  a  county  court,  without  waiting  for 
direct  legislative  action.  This  bill  is  not  to  be  confused  with  the  acts  passed  by 
the  three  sessions  covered  by  this  volume  "for  the  relief  of  certain  languishing 
prisoners  in  the  several  gaols"  in  which  the  beneficiaries  are  named.  (4)  For 
the  security  of  purchasers  and  others  being  Protestant  claiming  by  or  from 
aliens  ;  this  bill  which  had  been  before  previous  assemblies,  and  was  again  passed 
by  the  Lower  House,  was  as  usual  amended  in  the  L'pper  House  to  protect 
Roman  Catholic  as  well  as  Protestant  purchasers  of  land  from  aliens,  but 
the  Lower  House  again  refused  to  extend  this  protection  to  Catholics,  and 
after  amendment  in  the  upper  chamber,  it  was  unanimously  rejected  below 
(pp.  Ixxii,  181,  182,  184,  187,  114,  118,  190-191).  (5)  for  the  more  speedy 
foreclosure  of  mortgages ;  a  bill  with  this  title  had  come  up  at  the  November- 
December,  1763,  session,  and  action  upon  it  referred  to  the  next  Assembly 
{Arch.  Md.  LIX,  xxxvii)  :  when  it  came  up  again  at  the  November-December, 
1766,  session,  action  upon  it  was  again  deferred  in  the  Lower  House  (pp.  184, 
196,  207),  but  it  was  not  revived  again  in  1768.  (6)  A  supplementary  act  to 
the  act  "for  the  directions  of  sheriffs  and  their  ill  practices" ;  this  was  an 
attempt  by  the  Lower  House  to  supplement  the  act  with  the  above  title  passed 
in  1715  (Arch.  Md.  XXX,  264-270)  :  the  nature  of  the  1766  bill  is  not  dis- 
closed, but  it  was  probably  identical  with  the  act  passed  in  1769,  having  the 
same  title,  which  provided  that  a  sheriff  be  penalized  if  he  did  not  properly 
endorse  certain  legal  papers  which  he  received  (Hanson's  Lazes  of  Maryland, 
1787;  acts  of  1769,  chap.  xv). 

Governor  Sharpe,  having  signed  all  acts  passed  by  the  1768  Assembly,  pro- 
rogued it  to  meet  again  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May,  1767  (p.  221).  But  it 
was  destined  never  to  come  together  again,  for  after  numerous  postponements, 
a  call  for  the  election  of  a  new  Assembly  was  issued  by  the  Governor  in  the 
late  autumn  of  1767.  The  newly  elected  Assembly  did  not  meet  until  May 
24,  1768. 

SESSION  OF  M.\Y-JUNE,    1 768 

When  the  Assembly  elected  in  the  autumn  of  1764,  which  held  its  last 
session  in  November-December,  1766,  ended  that  meeting  on  December  6th, 
it  was  prorogued  by  Governor  Sharpe  to  the  first  Tuesday  in  May  (5th),  1767, 
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but,  as  just  stated,  it  did  not  meet  again.  Following  various  prorogations  in 
1767,  on  April  2,  June  13,  August  22,  September  1 1,  October  10,  and  Novem- 
ber 3,  the  Governor,  after  finally  fixing  upon  December  7th  as  the  date  of 
meeting,  decided  to  dissolve  it,  and  on  November  3,  1767.  ordered  that  writs, 
dated  December  13,  1767,  be  issued  for  new  elections  for  delegates  to  the  Lower 
House  (Arch.  Md.  XXXII,  188,  208,  213,  214,  218).  The  election  results,  as 
elections  leisurely  progressed  in  the  various  counties  during  December,  1767, 
and  January,  1768,  appeared  in  issues  of  the  Maryland  Gasette  for  these 
months. 

Governor  Sharpe,  on  December  4,  1767.  called  the  newly  elected  Assembly 
to  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  February,  but  on  January  4th  prorogued  the 
proposed  meeting  until  the  third  Monday  (  i6th)  of  May  (Arch  Md.  XXXII. 
218.  219,  220)  :  and  again  until  May  24th,  when  the  session  began  with  thirty- 
four  of  the  fifty-eight  members  present  (pp.  325.  326).  Seventeen  months 
had  elapsed  since  the  last  Assembly  had  adjourned  on  December  6.  1765,  but 
there  does  not  seem  to  have  been  any  public  demand  for  an  earlier  meeting. 
Provincial  politics  following  the  repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act  had  been  quiescent 
during  this  relatively  long  period. 

The  members  of  the  Upper  House  who  were  present  at  various  times  during 
this  1768  session  were,  in  addition  to  Governor  Sharpe,  Benjamin  Tasker  the 
President,  Benedict  Calvert,  Daniel  Dulany.  Charles  Hammond.  Samuel  Cham- 
berlaine  and  John  Ridout.  and  the  two  new  members,  Walter  Dulany  and 
John  Beale  Bordley.  Dulany.  who  filled  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Charles  Goldsborough  (Arch.  Md.  XIV,  411),  had  been  sworn  in  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  and  Upper  House  on  February  11.  1767.  and  Bordley,  who 
took  the  place  of  Colonel  Henry  Hooper,  who  had  recently  died  [Arch.  Md. 
XIV.  350),  had  not  been  sworn  in  until  May  24th,  the  opening  day  of  this 
session  {Arch.  Md.  XIV.  350;  XXXII,  179,  2:^2). 

N^either  Edward  Lloyd  nor  Richard  Lee  was  present  at  any  time  during 
this  session.  Since  the  November-December,  1766,  session  two  members  of 
the  L'pper  House  had  died :  Colonel  Henry  Hooper  of  Dorchester,  who  died 
April  20,  1767,  and  Charles  Goldsborough,  also  of  Dorchester,  who  died 
July  16.  1767.  Although  at  this  period  the  membership  of  the  Council  and 
the  Upper  House  was  fixed  at  twelve,  there  were  at  the  opening  of  this 
session  two  other  vacancies  not  yet  filled,  which  were  increased  to  three  by 
the  death  of  Benjamin  Tasker  just  before  the  close  of  the  session.  At  only 
one  meeting  were  there  as  many  as  eight  members  present  (p.  301).  Sharpe, 
writing  to  Hamersley.  the  Proprietary's  Secretary-  for  Maryland  affairs  in 
England,  on  June  22nd.  the  closing  day  of  this  session,  urged  that  the  Pro- 
prietary make  new  appointments  to  fill  these  three  vacancies,  and  quite  graphi- 
cally described  how  old  age,  illness,  and  dissatisfaction  had  cut  down  the 
number  in  attendance  (Arch.  Md.  XIV,  509).  Benjamin  Tasker.  for  forty- 
six  years  a  member  of  the  L'pper  House  and  for  twenty-seven  years  its  Presi- 
dent, had  died  on  June  19.  a  few  days  before  the  session  closed,  after  an  illness 
of  only  a  fortnight.  Tasker.  wrote  Sharpe,  had  "to  the  last  given  punctual 
Attendance :  his  mild  Temper  and  Behavior  to  every  Body  made  him  much 
esteemed."    Colonel  Charles  Hammond,  he  writes,  "who  is  now  the  Senior 
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member  is  very  old  &  infirm  as  is  also  Mr.  [Samuel]  Chamberlaine  who  is 
become  so  deaf  that  as  he  says  himself  he  is  quite  unqualified  &  for  that  Reason 
will  I  believe  desire  permission  to  retire  or  resign."  Colonel  Richard  Lee  "the 
not  old  is  so  often  laid  up  by  the  Gout  that  he  can  seldom  stir  from  home" ; 
and  Colonel  Edward  Lloyd  of  Wye  House  "is  so  much  dissatisfied  with  Things, 
he  has  been  told  were  reported  of  him  by  M''  Jordan  that  I  question  whether 
he  will  choose  to  act  again  in  any  public  Station",  at  least  he  altogether  declined 
giving  any  Attendance  at  the  last  Session  {Arch.  Md.  XIV,  509).  This  was 
John  Morton  Jordan  recently  sent  over  by  Frederick,  the  Lord  Proprietary, 
as  his  special  revenue  officer,  who  had  criticized  Lloyd  for  the  indifiference  with 
which  he  administered  his  office  of  Receiver  General.  With  the  death  of  Tasker 
there  were  only  six  of  the  twelve  members  whose  attendance  could,  there- 
fore, be  counted  upon. 

The  composition  of  the  Lower  House  had  been  considerably  changed  by 
the  election  of  December,  1767.  There  were  twenty-six  new  members,  an 
unusually  large  proportion,  nearly  one-half,  out  of  a  membership  of  fifty-eight. 
A  few  of  these  had,  however,  been  members  of  previous  assemblies,  but  not 
of  that  elected  in  1764.  The  most  prominent  of  these  was  Matthew  Tilghman 
from  Talbot,  often  referred  to  as  the  "Father  of  the  Revolution",  who  later 
became  the  Chairman  of  the  Revolutionary  Convention  of  Maryland.  The  most 
notable  new  member  was  William  Paca  of  Annapolis,  who  was  later  to  sign 
the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  become  Governor  of  Maryland.  Paca 
succeeded  Samuel  Chase  in  this  Assembly  as  one  of  the  two  delegates  from 
Annapolis,  Chase  having  been  chosen  as  one  of  the  four  representatives  from 
Anne  Arundel  County.  Another  notable  new  member  was  Thomas  Jenings, 
elected  from  Frederick  County,  a  young  Englishman,  who  had  recently 
settled  in  Annapolis  and  become  one  of  the  leading  lawyers  of  the  Prov- 
ince, and  who,  on  November  2,  1768,  became  Attorney  General  of  Maryland. 
Benjamin  Mackall  (1745-1804)  "son  of  James  John"  of  "God's  Graces",  Cal- 
vert County,  who  later  became  a  member  of  the  Maryland  Court  of  Appeals, 
was  another  newcomer  in  the  Lower  House ;  he  is  not  identical  with  the  Ben- 
jamin Mackall,  his  cousin,  who  represented  this  same  county  in  immediately 
preceding  assemblies.  Nor  should  the  Stephen  Bordley  (1709- 1776)  who  now 
represented  Kent  County,  be  confused  with  his  first  cousin,  Stephen  Bordley 
(1709-1764)  of  Annapolis,  the  Middle  Templer  and  distinguished  Maryland 
lawyer  and  member  of  the  Council  and  Upper  House.  William  Hayward  of 
Somerset  County,  later  became  a  member  of  the  Governor's  Council,  so  he  was 
doubtless  of  the  Proprietary  faction  in  the  Lower  House.  John  Moale  (1731- 
1798)  who,  with  three  other  members  of  the  Baltimore  County  delegation, 
John  Ridgely,  Robert  Adair  and  Thomas  Cockey  Deye,  was  unseated  because 
too  much  liquor  had  been  given  the  voters  at  their  election,  later  became  the 
presiding  justice  of  the  Baltimore  County  Court  and  Colonel  of  the  Baltimore 
Town  Militia  during  the  Revolution.  Henry  Hooper,  Jr.  (died  1790)  of  Dor- 
chester, son  of  the  recently  deceased  former  speaker  of  the  Lower  House  and 
Councillor  of  the  same  name,  had  a  creditable  legislative  and  military  career. 

Nearly  all  the  leaders  of  the  popular  party  had  again  been  returned.  The 
most  outstanding  of  these  were  William  Smallwood,  Edward  Tilghman,  John

Hanson,  Thomas  Johnson,  Samuel  Chase,  Thomas  Ringgold,  William  Mur- 
dock,  John  Goidsborough,  James  Hollyday,  and  Brice  Thomas  Beale  Worthing- 
ton.  To  this  group  there  were  now  added  William  Paca,  and  Matthew  Tilgh- 
man,  the  last  named  a  prominent  leader  in  former  assemblies.  Sharpe  wrote  to 
Hamersley  about  this  time  that  the  influence  of  Worthington  and  Johnson  in 
the  Lower  House  was  great  (Arch.  Md.  XIV,  460).  Edward  Tiighman  of 
Queen  Anne's,  one  of  the  outstanding  popular  leaders  in  the  house,  must  have 
been  ill  or  out  of  the  Province  as  he  was  not  present  at  any  time  during  this 
session.  The  leaders  of  the  Proprietary  faction,  or  "court  party",  in  the  Lower 
House  were  almost  entirely  from  St.  Mary's,  Calvert,  Worcester,  and  Somerset 
counties.  The  most  influential  were  perhaps  Daniel  Wolstenholme,  Charles 
Grahame,  Samuel  Wilson  and  William  Hayward. 

The  recent  difificulties  with  the  mother  country  incidental  to  the  Stamp  Act 
had  for  the  time  somewhat  thrown  into  the  shade  the  long  standing  struggles 
between  the  Proprietary  or  "court"  interest,  represented  by  the  Governor  and 
the  Upper  House,  and  the  "public"  as  represented  by  the  popular  or  "county" 
party  in  the  Lower  House.  The  recent  election  would  appear  to  have  strength- 
ened the  popular  party,  but  during  this  session  the  political  struggles  between 
the  two  parties  remained  in  the  background,  and  measures  favored  by  the 
public,  while  brought  forward  and  passed  in  a  routine  manner  in  the  Lower 
House,  did  not  in  many  cases,  following  rejection  in  the  upper  chamber,  give 
rise  to  acrimonious  messages,  the  controversial  questions  having  been  brought 
forward  and  voted  upon  in  order  to  keep  the  record  of  the  popular  party  clear. 
Sharpe  wrote  of  this  session  that  "the  greatest  harmony"  prevailed  [Arch.  Md. 
XIV,  506). 

The  Lower  House  organized  on  May  24,  1768,  in  the  usual  way.  Two  mem- 
bers notified  the  Governor  that  there  were  a  sufficient  number  [thirty-four]  of 
delegates  present  in  the  "Stadt  House"  to  compose  an  Assembly.  The  Clerk  of 
the  Upper  House  and  two  of  its  members  were  sent  to  the  Lower  House  and 
administered  the  oaths  to  the  several  members  present :  two  members  of  the 
Upper  House  then  notified  the  delegates  that  the  Governor  required  their  at- 
tendance in  the  Upper  House,  where  they  were  requested  by  the  Governor  to 
return  and  choose  a  speaker.  Robert  Lloyd  was  thereupon  again  unanimously 
elected  Speaker  and  placed  in  the  chair  and  two  members  of  the  Lower  House 
so  notified  the  Governor ;  two  members  of  the  Upper  House  then  notified  the 
delegates  that  the  Governor  again  required  their  presence :  the  delegates  went  to 
the  Upper  House  and  presented  Lloyd  as  their  choice  for  Speaker,  whereupon 
the  Governor  approved  their  choice.  Sharpe  then  made  his  opening  speech  to 
the  members  of  both  houses  (p.  325-327). 

The  Governor  in  this  opening  speech  first  referred  to  letters  he  had  received 
from  Sir  William  Johnson,  the  King's  Superintendent  of  Indian  affairs  for  this 
district,  on  behalf  of  the  [Nanticoke]  Indians,  who  had  removed  to  Otsaningo 
in  the  Province  of  New  York  and  been  incorporated  with  the  Six  Nations,  and 
who  had  petitioned  to  be  allowed  to  sell  their  Maryland  lands.  This  request  of 
the  Nanticokes  and  the  subsequent  action  of  the  Assembly  upon  it,  will  be  dis- 
cussed more  fully  in  a  later  section  on  the  Nanticoke  Indians  (pp.  Ixxviii-lxxxi). 
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The  Governor  also  called  attention  to  the  confusion  in  land  boundaries  due  to 
the  variations  of  the  compass,  and  requested  the  Assembly  to  give  this  matter 
serious  attention.  The  action  which  the  assembly  took  about  compass  variations 
is  also  more  fully  discussed  in  a  later  section  on  this  subject  (pp.  xlix-1).  He 
also  pointed  out  the  defects  in  the  road  laws  and  the  importance  of  keeping  the 
roads  of  the  Province  in  better  repair.  He  suggested  that  the  Assembly  inquire 
into  the  criminal  laws  of  the  Province  which,  he  said,  were  so  confused  that  it 
was  often  a  question  whether  or  not  a  certain  law  was  still  in  force,  resulting 
frequently  in  a  "tenderness  towards  convicted  persons''  that  encouraged  crime. 
He  concluded  with  the  assurance  that  he  would  concur  with  the  Assembly  in 
every  measure  proposed  for  the  public  good  (pp.  327-328).  Both  houses,  in 
separate  addresses,  responded  to  the  opening  speech  of  the  Governor  and  prom- 
ised to  give  his  suggestions  due  consideration  and  to  cooperate  with  him  in  every 
way  possible  (pp.  286,  287,  331,  333).  To  these  two  addresses  the  Governor 
made  polite  acknowledgments  (pp.  287,  337). 

As  other  delegates  dropped  in  later  from  time  to  time,  each,  accompanied 
by  two  delegates,  went  to  the  Upper  House  and  was  sworn  in.  The  Lower 
House  next  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Clerk.  Turbutt  Wright  of  Queen 
Anne's  County  (1741-1783),  a  former  clerk  of  house  committees,  was  chosen. 
The  Governor  was  so  notified  by  two  delegates  and  thereupon  approved  the 
choice.  Wright,  accompanied  by  two  members  then  went  to  the  Upper  House, 
took  the  usual  oaths  and  also  the  oath  of  office ;  the  form  of  the  latter  is  en- 
tered in  the  journal.  Wright  succeeded  Michael  Macnemara,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Lower  House  from  1747  to  1767,  who  had  died  November  4,  1767.  The  house 
reappointed  Robert  Saunders  Sergeant  at  arms,  Cornelius  Howard  Doorkeeper 
(p.  328),  and  John  Duckett,  Edward  Ford,  and  Henry  Wilkins,  clerks  of  its 
several  committees,  who  were  sworn  in  (pp.  331,  322,  349).  It  may  be  added 
here  that  just  before  the  close  of  the  session  Henry  Wilkins,  who  since  1763, 
had  acted  as  a  committee  clerk,  was,  for  reasons  not  stated,  "discharged",  and 
Basil  Wheeler  appointed  in  his  place  (pp.  397,  400,  401).  The  usual  rules  of 
order  were  adopted  (pp.  329,  330).  The  house  passed  the  same  resolves  which 
for  many  years  had  been  adopted  at  the  first  session  following  the  election  of  a 
new  Assembly.  These  have  been  fully  discussed  under  the  two  1 766  sessions  as 
well  as  in  previous  volumes  of  the  Archives,  so  need  not  be  considered  again 
here  {Arch.  Md.  LVI,  xv-xvi ;  LVHI,  xvii ;  LX,  xxiv). 

The  hours  for  meeting  were  fixed  for  nine  in  the  morning  and  two  in  the 
afternoon  (p.  322).  The  Reverend  Mr.  Edmiston  was  directed  to  read  divine 
service  at  a  quarter  to  nine  in  the  morning  and  at  five  in  the  afternoon  (p.  332). 
The  Reverend  William  Edmiston,  recently  appointed  Rector  of  St.  Anne's, 
Annapolis,  was  a  native  of  Nottingham  Township  on  the  disputed  Pennsylvania- 
Maryland  boundary  line.  He  had  a  Presbyterian  background  and  received  his 
A.M.  degree  at  the  College  of  Philadelphia  (University  of  Pennsylvania)  in 
1759.  He  went  to  England  and  was  ordained  a  priest  by  the  Bishop  of  Oxford, 
March  29,  1767.  Sharpe  says  that  he  was  recommended  for  preferment  to 
Frederick,  Lord  Baltimore,  by  Lady  Essex,  and  towards  the  close  of  1767,  came 
to  Maryland  where  he  served  for  a  while  as  curate  of  St.  Anne's  and  St.  James's 
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Parishes,  Anne  Arundel  County  (Arch.  Med.  XIV,  464).  On  March  30,  1768, 
he  became  Rector  of  St.  Anne's;  and  on  May  9,  1770,  Rector  of  St.  Thomas's, 
Green  Spring  Valley,  Baltimore  County.  At  the  opening  of  the  Revolution, 
owing  to  his  active  Tory  sympathies,  he  was  forced  to  resign  as  Rector  of  St. 
Thomas's,  and  in  1775  he  went  to  England. 

The  Lower  House  proceeded  to  appoint  its  various  standing  committees,  the 
delegate  first  named  apparently  acting  as  chairman.  These  committees  with 
their  chairmen  were :  ( i )  Committee  of  Elections  and  Privileges,  William 
Ward  of  Cecil  County  and  four  associates,  (2)  Committee  on  Accounts,  John 
Goldsborough  of  Talbot  County  and  four  associates,  (3)  Committee  on  Griev- 
ances and  Courts  of  Justice,  William  Murdock  of  Prince  George's  and  thirteen 
associates,  (4)  Committee  to  Inspect  the  Several  Public  Offices,  Robert  Tyler 
of  Prince  George's  and  six  associates,  to  which  three  others  were  later  added, 
(5)  Committee  to  enquire  what  laws  will  expire  with  this  session,  Thomas 
Johnson  and  two  associates.  Additional  members  were  added  to  these  com- 
mittees from  time  to  time  (pp.  332,  333).  Special  committees  were  appointed 
during  the  session  to  report  on  various  other  matters  as  they  arose. 

There  was  also  appointed  a  joint  committee  of  the  two  houses  to  inspect  the 
acts  and  proceedings  of  the  commissioners  for  the  payment  of  public  claims 
and  for  emitting  bills  of  credit,  created  under  the  act  of  November-December, 
1766  (pp.  264,  275),  as  in  former  years  there  had  been  a  committee  at  each 
Assembly  appointed  to  inspect  the  old  Office  for  Issuing  Bills  of  Credit,  famil- 
iarly known  as  the  "Loan  Office"  which  had  been  abolished  under  the  act  of 
1765  {Arch.  Md.  LIX,  Ix-lxii).  On  May  26,  1768,  the  Lower  House  appointed 
on  this  joint  committee,  Ringgold,  Dickinson,  Steele,  Worthington  and  Beall,  to 
whom  Graham  was  later  added  (pp.  321,  322,  335,  344)  :  and  on  the  following 
day  the  Upper  House  appointed  two  of  its  members,  Benedict  Calvert  and 
Walter  Dulany  on  it :  Calvert  was  chosen  chairman  of  the  joint  committee 
(pp.  285,  321).  Its  report  will  be  noted  later  (pp.  xcix-c). 

Irregularities  in  election  of  delegates.  The  committee  on  elections  and  privi- 
leges on  May  28th,  reported  to  the  Lower  House  that  it  had  inspected  the  writs 
of  election  for  delegates  directed  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties,  and  had 
found  the  delegates  duly  returned  from  St.  Mary's,  Charles,  Calvert,  Anne 
Arundel,  Queen  Anne's,  Talbot,  Dorchester,  Somerset  and  Kent  counties,  but 
that  there  were  in  the  election  indentures  of  certain  delegates  from  Worcester, 
Baltimore,  Prince  George's,  and  Frederick  Counties,  various  irregularities,  due 
either  to  omission  of  words  or  phrases  in  the  indentures,  or  because  the  names 
of  the  electors  or  of  the  sheriffs  were  not  entered.  None  of  these  errors  were, 
however,  of  sufficient  importance  to  void  the  election  of  any  of  the  delegates 
from  these  four  counties  and  all  were  seated  (pp.  341,  342).  The  unseating 
of  four  delegates  from  Baltimore  County  due  to  the  too  free  use  of  liquor  for 
treating  voters,  construed  by  the  house  as  a  form  of  election  bribery,  as  well  as 
the  complaint  against  the  election  of  delegates  from  Anne  Arundel  County 
(p.  382),  will  be  more  fully  considered  in  another  section  of  this  Introduction 
(pp.  xci-xciii). 
Lighthouse  at  Cape  Henry.    It  may  be  recalled  that  at  the   November- 
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December,  1758,  session,  Governor  Sharpe  had  informed  the  Assembly  that  he 
had  been  commanded  by  the  Lord  Proprietary,  acting  upon  instructions  from 
the  Lords  of  Trade  and  Plantations,  to  recommend  the  imposition  by  Virginia 
and  Maryland  of  a  tonnage  duty  of  twopence  a  pound  on  tobacco  on  vessels  en- 
tering the  Capes,  to  be  used  for  the  erection  of  a  lighthouse  at  Cape  Henry.  The 
Lower  House  had  deferred  consideration  of  the  matter  until  the  next  Assembly 
(Arch.  Md.  LVI,  xxii),  which,  however,  did  not  revive  it.  Now,  after  the 
passage  of  ten  years,  the  question  of  a  lighthouse  at  Cape  Henry  was  again 
brought  before  the  Assembly,  this  time  in  the  form  of  a  letter,  dated  May  5, 
1767,  from  Peyton  Randolph,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Burgesses  of  Virginia, 
addressed  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Lower  House  of  the  Maryland  Assembly,  in 
which  Randolph  expressed  the  belief  that  the  obvious  advantages  to  the  trade 
of  both  colonies  left  him  "no  room  to  doubt  that  your  Legislature  will  readily 
join  us  in  so  useful  an  undertaking."  Transmitted  with  this  letter  was  a  copy 
of  the  resolutions  of  the  House  of  Burgesses  containing  an  outline  of  a  pro- 
posed act  by  Virginia,  in  which  hope  was  expressed  that  Maryland  would  concur 
in  passing  an  act  imposing  a  sixpence  tonnage  charge  on  vessels  leaving  the 
Province  to  help  meet  the  expenses  of  erecting  and  maintaining  a  lighthouse  at 
Cape  Henry  (pp.  334-335).  Nothing  was  done  at  this  session,  however,  but  in 
1773,  the  Maryland  Assembly  did  pass  an  act  appropriating  £3600  current 
money,  the  Virginia  Assembly  having  previously  appropriated  £6000  for  the 
same  purpose,  to  build  and  maintain  a  lighthouse  at  Cape  Henry,  the  money  to 
be  raised  by  a  tonnage  tax  of  fourpence  upon  ships  entering  and  leaving  Mary- 
land and  Virginia  (Hanson's  Lazvs  of  Maryland,  1787;  Act  of  1773,  Chap. 
xxx).  The  difference  in  the  amount  appropriated  by  these  two  colonies  may 
be  the  measure  of  the  respective  seagoing  trade  of  each  province. 

Salaries  for  judges.  The  commissions  and  salaries  paid  to  the  judges  of  the 
Provincial  Court  had  long  been  a  disputed  question  between  the  two  houses,  the 
Lower  House  wishing  to  use  money  from  licenses  and  court  fees  for  fixed 
salaries.  Early  in  the  1768  session  the  Lower  House  appointed  a  large  com- 
mittee, headed  by  Samuel  Chase  with  twelve  associates,  to  which  two  more 
were  later  added,  with  orders  to  draw  up  a  bill  for  regulating  these  commissions 
and  salaries,  and  to  submit  a  report  estimating  the  salaries  now  received  by  the 
three  judges.  The  day  following  the  appointment  of  the  committee  it  made  its 
report,  indicating  that  the  facts  were  already  well  known  to  the  committee 
and  a  report  had  been  prepared  in  advance.  The  report  estimated  the  annual 
amount  required  for  the  support  of  the  judges  to  be:  £666:13:4  as  the 
salary  for  the  chief  judge:  and  £400  for  each  of  the  two  puisne  (associate) 
judges  ;  a  total  of  £1466  :  13  :  4  for  the  three.  It  recommended  that  this  amount 
be  raised  by  taxes  estimated  as  follows  :  from  licenses  on  ordinaries  at  £4  each — 
£800;  on  hawkers  and  peddlers  at  £4  each — £80;  on  "riding  carriage  wheels"  at 
four  shillings  each — £80 :  on  judgments  of  the  Provincial  Court  in  civil  cases 
at  four  shillings  each — £120;  these  taxes  were  estimated  to  have  a  total  yield 
of  £1480.  The  figures  indicate  that  there  were  then  in  the  Province  about  200 
inns  or  ordinaries,  20  hawkers  and  peddlers,  and  2400  riding  carriage  wheels 
liable  to  taxation,  and  that  there  were  about  600  civil  judgments  rendered  an- 
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nually  by  the  Provincial  Court.  A  bill  with  these  provisions  was  brought  into 
the  Lower  House  (p.  383),  but  Sharpe,  writing  to  Hamersley,  said  that 
as  it  "was  of  a  new  and  extraordinary  Nature  it  was  agreed  to  refer  it  over  to 
the  Consideration  of  the  next  Session"  (Arch.  Md.  XV,  508). 

Criminal  laws.  It  will  be  recalled  that  in  his  opening  speech  to  both  houses 
Sharpe  had  requested  the  Assembly  to  review  the  criminal  laws  so  that  all  doubt 
might  be  removed  as  to  what  laws  were  actually  then  in  force,  about  which 
there  were  at  times  differences  of  opinion,  resulting,  he  said,  in  a  "tenderness 
towards  convicted  Persons  they  may  not  seem  to  deserve — [by  which]  En- 
couragement is  possibly  given  to  the  Commission  of  Crimes"  (p.  282).  Sharpe 
presumably  had  reference  not  only  to  the  Maryland  statutes  but  also  to  the 
laws  of  England  which  were  operative  in  the  Province,  unless  superseded  by 
Maryland  statutes.  Both  houses  promised  to  cooperate  with  the  Governor  to 
this  end.  The  Lower  House  towards  the  close  of  the  session  appointed  a  com- 
mittee of  eleven,  headed  by  Thomas  Johnson,  to  investigate  and  report  upon 
the  subject  (p.  369),  but  no  report,  however,  was  made  at  this  session.  There 
is  told  in  some  detail  in  the  journals  of  both  houses  the  story  of  a  blood-thirsty 
attack  upon  two  helpless  women  by  burglars,  one  the  wife  of  Joseph  Calder, 
a  prominent  landowner  and  deputy  surveyor  of  Baltimore  County.  The 
journals  also  tell  of  the  escape  of  two  negro  slave  convicts  with  incendiary 
proclivities,  for  the  apprehension  of  whom  Sharpe  felt  rewards  should  be 
offered.  The  Lower  House  approved  the  offering  of  a  reward  for  the  two 
burglars,  but  for  reasons  which  will  be  explained  elsewhere  did  not  feel  it 
desirable  to  of¥er  one  for  the  apprehension  of  the  negro  slaves.  These  two 
outrages  are  discussed  more  fully  later  in  the  Introduction  (pp.  Ixxxii-lxxxiii). 

Toivnshend  acts.  Of  great  importance  in  relation  to  future  events  leading  up 
to  the  Revolution  were  the  reactions  of  the  Lower  House  to  the  passage  by  Par- 
liament of  the  Townshend  acts,  taxing  tea,  paper,  glass  and  painters'  colors. 
The  significance  of  these  acts  was  brought  forcibly  before  the  Lower  House 
just  prior  to  the  close  of  the  session  in  the  form  of  a  circular  letter  from  the 
Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives  addressed  to  the  Maryland  Lower 
House  suggesting  that  there  be  consultations  between  the  several  colonies  as  to 
the  best  method  of  meeting  this  threat  to  their  liberty.  The  ill-advised  com- 
mands from  the  King  to  the  several  colonial  governors,  requiring  them  to  dis- 
solve immediately  the  Assembly  of  any  colony  which  might  take  favorable  notice 
of  this  letter,  only  fanned  the  flames  of  resentment,  and  in  the  case  of  Maryland 
resulted  in  the  Lower  House  just  before  adjournment  not  only  passing  resolu- 
tions of  protest  and  sending  a  reply  of  hearty  approval  to  Massachusetts,  but  in 
the  adoption  of  a  petition  of  protest  to  George  III  (p.  Ixi).  This  episode, 
an  important  prelude  to  the  Revolution,  is  considered  more  fully  under  the 
Townshend  Acts  (pp.  lix-lxiii). 

Clergy.  The  attention  of  the  Lower  House  was  called  to  the  dissolute  lives  led 
by  certain  of  the  established  clergy  of  the  Church  of  England  in  Maryland 
by  the  report  of  its  Committee  on  Aggrievances,  telling  of  the  reputed  mur- 
der of  a  negro  slave  by  the  Reverend  Richard  Brown,  Rector  of  King 
and  Queen's  Parish,  St.  Mary's  County,  and  his  flight  from  justice.    Aroused 
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by  this  and  other  instances  of  clerical  misbehavior,  at  this  session  a  bill  was 
introduced  to  bring  under  supervision  and  regulation  the  clergy  of  the  Es- 
tablished Church,  who  once  inducted  were  then  under  no  form  of  control.  A 
bill  providing  regulation  and  control  was  passed  by  both  houses,  but  was  vetoed 
by  Governor  Sharpe,  who  really  favored  it,  because  approval  would  have  been 
contrary  to  instructions  from  the  Lord  Proprietary  in  regard  to  all  bills  affecting 
his  prerogative.  Churches,  parishes,  clergymen,  and  the  regulation  of  the  clergy 
are  discussed  at  length  in  a  section  on  these  subjects  (pp.  Ixix-lxxvii). 

Claims  of  militia  ojficers  for  overdue  pay  for  services  rendered  in  the  late  war 
cropped  up  again  at  this  session,  although  the  Journal  of  Accounts  passed 
at  the  last  1766  session  had  taken  care  of  most  of  such  claims.  A  few  officers 
to  whom  payment  had  been  overlooked  when  the  Journal  was  made  up  and 
passed  at  that  session,  brought  their  claims  before  the  1768  Assembly.  Some 
of  these  were  favorably  considered  by  the  Lower  House,  while  action  upon 
others  was  postponed.  The  failure  of  the  Assembly  to  adopt  any  Journal  of 
Accounts  at  the  1768  session,  perhaps  due  to  its  sudden  prorogation  by  the 
Governor,  resulted  in  no  payments  being  made. 

Provincial  agent  in  Great  Britain.  The  Lower  House  resumed  its  long 
struggle  to  secure  an  appropriation  for  the  support  of  an  agent  in  Great 
Britain  to  represent  the  people  before  the  Crown  in  controversies  between 
them  and  the  Proprietary.  The  attempt  made  at  the  last  session  to  secure  funds 
for  the  payment  of  an  agent  by  public  subscriptions  and  by  a  "Maryland  Liberty 
Lottery"  having  failed,  a  bill  imposing  an  export  tax  of  fourpence  on  tobacco 
for  the  support  of  an  agent  was  again  passed  at  the  1768  session  by  the  Lower 
House  to  be  promptly  rejected  in  the  upper  chamber.  The  Lower  House  seems 
to  have  had  in  mind  the  appointment  of  Charles  Garth  for  this  position, 
although  his  name  does  not  actually  appear  in  connection  with  this  position  in 
the  journal  of  the  house.  The  matter  is  discussed  at  greater  length  in  the 
section  on  an  Agent  in  Great  Britain  (pp.  Ixvi-lxix).  As  usual,  a  committee 
of  the  Lower  House  was  appointed  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  the  arms 
and  ammunition  of  the  Province.  The  detailed  provisions  of  this  report  will 
be  found  in  a  section  devoted  to  this  matter  (pp.  Ixxxi-lxxxii). 

The  Journal  of  Accounts  carrying  appropriations  for  the  current  debts  and 
expenses  of  the  Province  was  presented  in  the  Lower  House  on  June  20,  1768 
(p.  402),  but  did  not  pass  either  house,  probably  on  account  of  disputes  about 
certain  items,  or  possibly  because  of  the  sudden  prorogation  of  the  Assembly 
two  days  later  by  Sharpe,  acting  under  the  command  of  the  King,  on  account 
of  the  refusal  of  the  Lower  House  to  ignore  the  letter  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  Massachusetts,  protesting  against  the  Townshend  Acts.  It 
would  appear  that  a  few  of  the  more  pressing  debts  were  taken  care  of  in  a 
special  ordinance  passed  just  before  adjournment  (pp.  402,  405,  415,  318). 
The  Lower  House  refused  even  to  consider  a  petition  from  certain  inhabi- 
tants of  Cecil  County  to  remove  the  Court  House  to  Charles  Town  from 
Head  of  Elk,  because  it  had  not  been  advertised  in  advance,  agreeable  to 
the  resolve  of  the  Lower  House  made  at  the  May,  1766,  session  (pp.  63, 
64,  288,  343,  346).    Perhaps  the  success  of  Baltimore  Town  at  this  same 
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session  in  having  the  Court  House  removed  from  Joppa  to  Baltimore,  may 
have  stimulated  the  people  of  Charles  Town  to  attempt  to  make  that  town  the 
county  seat.  The  petition  of  some  of  the  inhabitants  of  Somerset  and  Worces- 
ter Counties  to  have  a  town  laid  out  at  the  head  of  Wicomico  River  was  re- 
jected without  explanation  in  the  Upper  House  where  it  was  first  presented 
(p.  288).  It  should  be  noted  that  at  this  session,  Stepney  Parish  had  been 
given  authority  to  build  a  chapel  of  ease  at  the  head  of  Wicomico  on  its  south 
side  (436-438). 

Petitions.  It  was  early  in  the  1768  session  that  the  Lower  House,  by  a 
resolve,  adopted  a  standing  rule  that  thereafter,  "no  Private  Petition  shall 
Pass  this  House  unless  the  facts  therein  set  forth  be  fully  proved",  and  it  was 
ordered  that  this  resolve  be  published  in  the  next  Maryland  Gazette  (p.  289). 
Special  committees  seem  to  have  been  regularly  appointed  thereafter  to  report 
upon  the  truth  of  facts  asserted  in  petitions  asking  for  the  passage  of  private 
laws.  The  Lower  House  assessed  the  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  Speaker  and  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  house  in  the  case  of  private  bills  which  were  passed.  These  fees 
at  this  session  varied  from  £15  in  the  case  of  the  Mary  Darnall-Charles  Carroll 
marriage  settlement  act,  to  f  i :  10:  o  in  the  case  of  the  four  other  private  acts 
passed  at  this  session  (pp.  402-403).  The  Upper  House,  as  at  previous  sessions, 
ordered  that  the  fees  to  its  clerk  for  private  laws  be  made  the  same  as  in  the 
lower  chamber  (p.  315). 

Variations  of  the  compass.  It  will  be  recalled  that  variations  of  the  compass 
with  the  resulting  confusion  about  land  boundaries  had  been  pointed  out  by 
Governor  Sharpe  in  his  opening  speech  to  the  1768  Assembly  as  a  great  evil 
requiring  a  remedy,  but  it  was  "difficult  to  point  out  One  adequate  and  un- 
exceptionable." Sharp  asked  the  Assembly  to  give  attention  to  the  matter  so 
well  worthy  of  its  notice  (p.  282).  On  June  8,  1768,  the  Lower  House  ap- 
pointed a  committee  of  nine,  headed  by  Thomas  Ringgold,  to  confer  with 
Messrs.  Prigg  and  Calder,  mathematicians,  and  to  report  what  were  the  proper 
procedures  to  be  taken  to  remedy  the  evils  arising  therefrom  (pp.  359,  361). 
The  Committee  reported  that  it  had  consulted  these  two  gentlemen  and  had 
been  informed  that  there  is  a  west  variation  of  about  two  and  a  half  to  three 
degrees ;  that  this  variation  is  now  and  has  been  decreasing  ever  since  the  first 
settlement  of  the  Province,  but  that  "the  experiments  and  observations  they 
have  hitherto  made  do  not  sufficiently  authorize  them  to  say  at  what  rate  it 
decreases."  To  determine  these  variations  it  would  be  necessary  to  make  many 
observations  upon  both  ancient  and  modern  surveys.  After  the  rate  of  the 
decrease  of  the  variation  is  determined  a  good  theodolite  should  be  provided 
for  each  county,  a  true  meridian  line  set  up  at  each  court  house  with  three 
pillars  of  duralDle  stone,  and  the  variations  as  found  by  annual  observations 
to  be  recorded  in  books  to  be  kept  among  the  county  records,  and  these  varia- 
tions to  be  considered  the  standard  of  variation  for  each  county.  The  Com- 
mittee felt  that  as  the  "regulation"  of  old  surveys  would  occasion  considerable 
changes  in  many  of  the  bounds  and  present  so  much  difficulty,  it  advised  that 
further  consideration  of  an  evil  which  is  daily  increasing  be  reserved  for  con- 
sideration at  the  next  Assembly  (pp.  282,  286,  326,  359,  361,  375-376).    The 
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"mathematicians"  who  were  consulted  by  the  Lower  House  committee  were 
James  Calder  (1729-1808)  of  Hunting  Ridge,  Baltimore  County,  and  John 
Frederick  Augustus  Prigg  of  Prince  George's  County.  Both  of  these  men 
were  surveyors.  Calder,  who  was  living  in  1768  at  Hunting  Ridge  near  what 
is  now  Catonsville,  and  later  at  "Castle  Calder"  in  upper  Baltimore  County, 
was  a  native  of  Scotland.  He  was  commissioned  Deputy  Surveyor  of  Frederick 
County,  October  20,  1768.  and  of  Baltimore  County,  October  16,  1771  (Md. 
Hist.  Mag.  XXVH,  358:  XXVHI,  30).  It  was  his  wife  who  was  one  of  the 
victims  of  an  attack  upon  her  and  a  young  lady  living  with  her  in  1768,  which 
is  described  in  detail  in  this  volume  (pp.  285,  286).  Prigg  was  commissioned 
Deputy  Surveyor  of  Prince  George's  County  December  2,  1771.  Succeeding 
Assemblies  had  the  question  of  compass  variations  before  them. 

Legislation.  The  output  of  legislation  at  this  1768  session  was  twenty-nine 
acts  passed.  Of  these  nine  may  be  classed  as  "general  laws,"  or  laws  which  if 
not  general,  were  of  such  wide  scope  as  to  be  so  classed ;  thirteen  local  laws ; 
and  seven  private  laws.  No  old  laws  seem  to  have  expired  in  1768  by  time 
limitation;  at  least  no  bills  were  brought  in  for  the  continuance  of  laws  "about 
to  expire". 

General  laws.  To  the  members  of  the  Lower  House,  and  doubtless  to  the 
public  in  general,  by  far  the  most  important  law  politically  was  that  "for  licen- 
sing ordinary  keepers,  hawkers,  peddlers,  and  petty  chapmen".  Since  the 
Protestant  Revolution  of  1689,  the  people  had  claimed  their  right  to  the  license 
fees  and  fines  from  ordinaries  or  inns  which  since  the  political  restoration 
of  the  Province  to  the  Calverts  in  1714  had  been  claimed  by  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary, and  before  17 14  by  the  Provincial  Secretary  appointed  by  the  Crown. 
This  controversy,  from  1689  until  1714,  was  with  the  Provincial  Secretary, 
who  had  claimed  and  retained  them;  and  from  1714  to  1768,  with  increasing 
bitterness,  it  was  waged  between  the  people  and  the  Proprietary.  The  end  had 
come  in  1766  when  Daniel  Dulany  had  given  a  legal  opinion  to  Frederick, 
Lord  Baltimore,  in  which  the  latter  reluctantly  acquiesced,  that  there  was  no 
means  by  which  he  could  enforce  his  claim  to  these  licenses,  fees,  and  fines.  So 
now,  for  the  first  time,  the  Governor  and  the  Upper  House  were  willing  to 
pass  an  act  regulating  inns  and  vesting  the  license  money  in  the  public,  this 
to  be  used  as  the  Assembly  might  direct.  For  many  years  Lower  House  bills 
to  this  end  had  been  regularly  rejected  in  the  Upper  House.  The  end  of  the 
controversy  and  the  1768  licensing  act  are  discussed  later  (pp.  cii-cv).  The 
disposition  of  license  fees  (and  fines  imposed)  from  hawkers,  peddlers  and 
petty  chapmen  had  in  recent  years  also  been  a  matter  of  controversy  be- 
tween the  two  houses,  and  Lower  House  bills  vesting  them  in  the  public  had 
been  regularly  rejected  by  the  Upper  House  for  the  same  reason  as  had  the 
bills  for  licensing  and  regulating  ordinaries.  As  seen  from  the  title  of  the 
ordinary  act  of  1768,  the  licensing  of  ordinaries  and  of  hawkers,  peddlers,  and 
petty  chapmen  were  now  under  it  brought  together  in  one  law  (pp.  473-482). 

Other  general  acts  of  special  interest  passed  at  the  1768  session  were  (i) 
"for  the  relief  of  the  poor  and  erecting  workhouses  in  the  several  counties". 
Heretofore,  poor  relief  had  been  effected  by  the  placing  out  of  all  public  de- 
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pendents  and  paupers  in  private  families,  tlieir  board  being  paid  at  county 
expense.  The  new  law,  which  was  made  to  apply  to  five  of  the  fourteen  coun- 
ties, viz.,  Anne  Arundel,  Prince  George's,  Worcester,  Frederick,  and  Charles, 
provided  for  the  appointment  of  "trustees  of  the  poor"  in  each  of  these  five 
counties,  and  for  the  erection  of  almshouses  for  the  poor,  and  workhouses  for 
vagrants,  beggars,  vagabonds,  and  like  offenders  (pp.  486-495).  This  law  is 
discussed  more  fully  later  in  a  section  devoted  to  it  (pp.  xcv-xcvi). 

The  act  "for  the  relief  of  certain  languishing  prisoners  in  the  several  jails", 
affording  relief  to  108  debtors,  was  of  the  same  character  as  similar  acts  passed 
at  preceding  sessions,  but  afforded  relief  to  a  much  larger  number  than  had 
any  previous  law  (pp.  Ixxvi-lxxviii,  468-473). 

Two  acts  for  the  "preservation  of  the  breed  of  fish"  were  passed.  One  pro- 
hibited the  erection  of  fish  weirs  and  regulated  fishing  with  seines  in  the  Sus- 
quehanna and  Patuxent  rivers  (pp.  425-427).  The  other  designed  "to  prevent 
any  obstruction  to  navigation  in  the  River  Potomack"  between  Wilis  Creek 
(Cumberland)  and  the  Great  Falls  (Georgetown)  (pp.  427-428),  although 
not  so  designated  in  the  title  was  also  a  fish  preservation  measure.  They  have 
already  been  referred  to  in  a  previous  volume  of  the  Archives  (LIX,  xxxiii- 
xxxiv),  and  are  discussed  further  in  the  Introduction  of  this  volume  under 
"Fish  Conservation"  (pp.  xcix-c). 

An  act  "for  granting  to  the  Nanticoke  Indians  a  compensation  for  lands 
therein  mentioned"  is  the  concluding  chapter  of  the  story  of  the  relations  be- 
tween this  once  prominent  tribe  and  the  Province,  a  tribe  which  had  in  the  pre- 
ceding two  decades  migrated  almost  in  its  entirety  to  the  Province  of  New  York 
to  join  their  brothers  of  the  Six  Nations.  Lands  for  their  use  had  been  set  aside 
in  1704  and  subsequently,  on  the  Nanticoke  River  in  Dorchester  County,  and  on 
Broad  Creek  in  Somerset  County,  with  the  proviso  that  these  would  revert  to 
their  former  owners  should  they  be  abandoned  by  the  Nanticokes.  Under  the 
act  of  1768,  in  consideration  of  the  payment  to  them  of  666|  dollars,  the  New 
York  Nanticokes  and  the  few  remaining  in  Maryland  released  all  right  to  their 
lands  in  Maryland  (pp.  429-431).  The  story  of  these  Maryland  Indian  reser- 
vations, the  migration  of  the  Nanticokes  to  New  York,  and  the  negotiations 
for  their  sale  of  their  lands  is  rather  an  interesting  one,  and  is  told  in  greater 
detail  in  the  section  on  this  subject  (pp.  Ixxviii-lxxxi). 

The  act  for  the  "publication  of  the  laws  of  this  Province,  and  for  the 
encouragement  of  Anne  Catharine  Green",  the  printer,  was  identical  in  nearly 
every  respect  with  the  usual  law  of  this  character  passed  at  successive  sessions, 
providing  for  the  printing  of  the  session  laws  and  the  "Votes  and  Proceedings" 
of  the  Lower  House,  except  that  the  name  of  the  printer  was  no  longer  Jonas 
Green,  but  his  widow  Anne  Catharine  Green,  who  had  taken  over  the  printing 
business  at  the  time  of  her  husband's  death  in  1767  (pp.  455-458).  Jonas 
Green's  somewhat  troubled  relations  with  the  Lower  House  during  the  1766- 
1767  period  are  related  in  the  section  on  Public  Printing  and  the  Greens 
(pp.  Ixxxiv-lxxxv). 

The  two  remaining  laws  of  a  general  character  which  were  passed  related  to 
legal  procedure.   One  of  these,  for  "the  recovery  of  certain  amercements  and 
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also  upon  defaults  on  execution",  made  sheriffs  responsible  to  plaintiffs  for  their 
failure  to  produce  in  court  defendants  under  arrest.  The  court  was  empowered 
to  order  judgment  for  the  amount  sued  for,  against  the  person  previously  taken 
in  execution  but  not  produced  in  court,  the  sheriff  to  be  penalized  or  amerced 
for  this  amount,  together  with  costs  (pp.  438-439).  The  other  law  involving 
legal  procedure  was  that  "for  amending  or  declaring  the  law  in  the  cases  therein 
mentioned".  Passed  by  the  Lower  House,  it  was  considerably  amended  in  the 
Upper  House  (pp.  310-31 1,  403,  317).  This  act,  as  finally  agreed  upon, 
changed  or  amended  a  number  of  old  laws  "in  the  cases  therein  mentioned" 
in  the  following  respects,  (a)  The  qualification  that  jurors  in  the  Provincial 
and  county  courts  be  freeholders,  and  that  no  freeholder  might  serve  as  a 
juror  in  any  case,  if  at  the  same  court  sitting  he  was  himself  a  party  to  another 
suit,  was  reaffirmed,  the  act  providing,  however,  that  no  verdict  heretofore 
given  shall  be  set  aside  on  the  ground  that  those  qualifications  had  been  dis- 
regarded, but  did  specifically  reserve  to  the  defendant  thereafter  the  right  to 
challenge  a  juror  on  the  grounds  given  above.  To  avoid  misunderstandings 
which  had  heretofore  arisen  a  freeholder  was  defined  as  a  man  who  held  (or 
whose  wife  held)  at  least  50  acres  of  land,  or  an  "estate  of  freehold"  of  the 
value  of  at  least  £50  sterling,  (b)  Redefined  and  increased  the  security  required 
of  bailsmen  under  former  laws,  (c)  Redefined  stays  of  execution,  (d)  Re- 
quired compliance  with  awards  by  arbitration,  (e)  Added  costs  to  distraints 
by  sheriff's  to  enforce  the  payment  of  public  levies,  (f)  Provided  that  appeals 
to  the  Provincial  Court  found  to  involve  less  than  £20  Sterling  (or  5000  pounds 
of  tobacco)  be  set  aside  by  a  writ  of  procedendo  (pp.  482-485). 

Local  laws.  Of  the  thirteen  local  laws  passed  at  the  1768  session,  the  most 
important  was  that  providing  for  the  removal  of  the  county  seat  of  Baltimore 
County  from  dying  Joppa  to  rapidly  growing  Baltimore  Town.  This  was 
entitled  "An  Act  for  erecting  a  Court  House  and  Public  Prison  in  Baltimore 
County  in  the  Town  of  Bahimore,  and  for  making  sale  of  the  old  Court  House 
and  Prison".  The  lengthy  petitions  presented  to  the  Assembly  by  those  favor- 
ing, and  by  those  opposed  to,  the  change,  and  the  hearings  before  the  two  houses 
show  the  widespread  interest  and  feeling  which  the  proposal  aroused.  This 
public  reaction,  the  various  petitions,  pro  and  con,  and  the  terms  of  the  act 
itself,  are  elsewhere  commented  upon  in  the  section,  Baltimore  Town,  the  New 
County  Seat  (pp.  Ixxxv-xc,  442-445).  As  showing  the  increasing  importance 
of  Baltimore  as  a  trading  center  and  port  of  export  of  flour,  and  the  desire 
to  preserve  its  good  name,  was  the  passage  of  a  law  "to  prevent  the  exportation 
of  flour,  staves  and  shingles  not  merchantable  from  the  Town  of  Baltimore — 
and  to  regulate  the  weight  of  hay,  and  the  measures  of  grain,  salt,  flaxseed,  and 
firewood,  within  the  said  town."  The  preamble  of  the  act  recites  that  it  was 
designed  to  put  an  end  to  the  deceits  of  millers  and  others  in  the  manufacture  of 
flour  for  export,  the  faulty  weights  and  measures  for  hay,  salt  and  flaxseed,  and 
the  deceitful  practices  of  shippers  in  the  handling  of  staves  and  shingles.  It 
authorized  the  appointment  by  the  town  commissioners  of  an  inspector  of 
flour,  and  of  cullers,  garblers,  and  counters  of  staves  and  shingles,  measurers 
of  grain,  salt  and  flaxseed,  weighers  of  hay,  and  wood  corders.    All  casks 
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containing  flour  for  export  after  they  had  been  sampled  and  passed,  were  to 
be  branded  "Baltimore",  and  the  degree  of  fineness  was  also  to  be  branded  an 
the  casks  as  "Superfine",  "I^'ine,"  "Middling",  or  "Ship-stuf?"  ;  all  unmerchant- 
able flour  was  to  be  branded  with  a  "Broad  Arrow,"  and  its  export  by  shipment 
out  of  the  Patapsco  River  was  prohibited.  The  qualifications  of  inspectors,  the 
character  of  inspections,  and  the  fees  to  be  paid  to  inspectors  were  provided 
(pp.  445-453).  The  use  of  the  Broad  Arrow  as  a  mark  of  confiscation  or  of 
public  property  goes  back  in  Maryland  to  the  year  1642  when  the  casks  contain- 
ing tobacco  confiscated  for  debts  due  the  Proprietary,  or  tobacco  not  fit  for 
export,  were  marked  or  branded  with  the  familiar  Broad  Arrow  symbol  {Arch. 
Md.  LXIX,  xxvi).  No  later  use  in  Maryland  of  the  Broad  Arrow  than  is  to  be 
found  in  this  act  is  known  to  the  writer.  Its  use  in  Great  Britain  as  a  symbol  of 
government  ownership  has  continued  into  the  twentieth  century. 

Three  local  laws  relating  to  parishes  and  churches  were  passed  at  the  1768 
session.  These  parishes  were  Chester.  Kent  County,  Stepney,  Somerset  County, 
and  St.  John's,  Queen  Anne's'  County.  Legislation  was  secured  authorizing 
the  purchase  of  church  land,  the  erection  of  new  churches  or  chapels  of  ease, 
and  the  repair  of  old  churches  and  chapels.  These  parochial  acts  are  discussed 
fully  in  the  section  on  Parishes,  Churches,  Chapels,  Clergymen,  and  Religion 
(pp.  Ixix-lxxvi). 

Two  local  acts  for  the  adjournment  and  continuance  of  county  courts,  to 
prevent  the  lapsing  of  suits  then  pending  in  them,  which  would  have  occurred 
had  not  these  acts  authorized  continuance  of  suits  until  a  later  date,  were 
passed,  as  was  an  act  made  necessary  by  the  loss  by  fire  of  certain  of  the  records 
of  the  St.  Mary's  County  court.  These  acts  provided :  ( i )  for  the  "adjourn- 
ment and  continuance"  of  Talbot,  Baltimore  and  Cecil  County  courts  (p.  421)  ; 
(2)  for  the  adjournment  and  continuance  of  the  Frederick  County  court  (pp. 
453-454)  ;  (3)  "to  remedy  the  inconveniences  arising  from  the  loss  of  some 
proceedings  in  St.  Mary's  County  court."  As  regards  the  last  act,  it  appears 
that  fire  had  destroyed  the  house  of  Owen  Allen,  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  St.  Mary's 
County  court,  in  March,  1768,  and  that,  together  with,  the  house,  the  original 
papers  in  several  cases  pending  in  the  court,  were  destroyed.  The  act  provided 
that  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  county  court,  the  SherilY,  and  the  several  attorneys 
there  practicing  be  required  to  deliver  to  Benjamin  Young,  Clerk  of  the  Court, 
"their  several  and  respective  dockets  .  .  .  the  dockets  of  which  shall  appear  to 
have  been  burned  and  lost",  to  the  end  that  the  causes  may  be  continued  (pp. 
423-425). 

Two  local  laws  relating  to  county  public  schools  in  Frederick  and  Kent 
counties  were  enacted.  One  of  these  appointed  seven  new  visitors  of  the 
public  school  in  Frederick  Town,  and  authorized  the  purchase  of  half  an  acre 
for  the  erection  of  a  school,  as  the  old  visitors  had  not  been  able  to  purchase 
the  one  acre  site  authorized  by  the  previous  act  of  1763,  and  "it  is  apprehended 
this  will  be  attended  with  too  much  Expense"  (pp.  4^8-429).  The  other  school 
act,  supplementary  to  a  previous  law  relating  to  the  visitors  of  the  Kent  County 
School,  authorized  the  visitors  to  lay  out  ten  acres  of  school  land,  including  the 
school  house  and  the  Free  School  Spring  for  the  use  of  the  master,  and  to 
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lease  the  remainder  of  the  school  land  for  a  period  of  twenty-one  years,  the 
money  from  these  leases  to  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the  school  (pp.  459- 
460). 

A  local  law  was  enacted  "to  prohibit  raising  of  swine  and  geese  in  George 
Town,  Kent  County,  and  in  Snow  Hill  Town  in  Worcester  County."  This  act 
followed  the  form  usual  in  such  legislation,  requiring  that  swine  and  geese 
be  kept  within  proper  enclosures,  and  if  found  running  at  large  it  was  lawful 
for  any  person  to  shoot  or  otherwise  destroy  them  (p.  441 ) . 

In  the  year  1762  a  local  law  had  been  passed  establishing  a  market  house 
in  Chester  Town  and  providing  rules  for  its  regulation.  This  act  was  passed 
for  a  three-year  period  (Arch.  Md.  LVIII,  209,  211).  Why  it  was  not  con- 
tinued when  it  expired  in  1765  is  not  known,  but  it  had  lapsed  for  three  years 
when,  at  the  1768  session,  an  act  reviving  and  continuing  it  for  another  three- 
year  period  was  passed  (p.  440). 

Private  lazvs.  Seven  private  acts,  a  few  of  them  of  some  general  interest, 
were  passed  at  the  1768  session.  One  of  these  private  acts  was  passed  to 
validate  a  pre-nuptial  agreement  between  Mary  Darnall  and  no  less  a  person 
than  young  Charles  Carroll  of  Carrollton.  No  mention  of  her  intended  hus- 
band's name,  however,  is  to  be  found  in  the  act  itself  (pp.  422-423).  The 
matter  presents  such  peculiar  features  that  it  is  discussed  in  a  separate  section, 
the  Charles  Carroll-Mary  Darnall  Marriage  Settlement  (pp.  xcvi-xcvii). 

The  act  for  the  "relief  of  the  Reverend  John  Macpherson"  of  Charles  County, 
is  remarkable  in  that  it  was  a  measure  to  release  from  imprisonment  for  debt  a 
clergyman  of  the  Established  Church,  the  Rector  of  William  and  Mary  Parish, 
St.  Mary's  County,  and  to  reinstate  him  in  his  parish,  the  Rector  agreeing  to 
mortgage  a  large  part  of  his  future  salary  as  rector  for  the  payment  of  his 
creditors  (pp.  465,  468).  This  strange  case  is  discussed  in  the  section  on 
Languishing  Prisoners  for  Debt  (pp.  Ixxvi-lxxviii). 

An  act  "confirming  to  Spedding  Bromwell  of  Talbot  County  certain  lots 
of  land"  was  passed  to  give  a  good  title  to  Spedding  Bromwell  to  two  lots  in 
the  town  of  Oxford,  Talbot  County,  which  he  had  purchased  in  1763  from 
Jacob  Bromwell  and  paid  for,  but  before  conveyance  was  executed,  Jacob  was 
unfortunately  drowned,  leaving  an  infant  son  as  his  heir  at  law.  The  act  con- 
firmed the  title  in  these  lots  to  Spedding  Bromwell  (p.  454). 

An  act  with  a  long  title,  here  abbreviated,  for  "turning  a  part  of  a  street 
called  East  Street  in  the  City  of  .Annapolis  and  for  confirming  the  title  of 
Thomas  Jenings,  Esq.",  gave  authority  to  Jenings  to  change  the  route  of  East 
Street  which  ran  through  Annapolis  Lot  No.  86,  owned  by  him,  so  that  the 
street  thereafter  would  run  through  Jenings's  land  where  it  bordered  on  lot 
No.  85,  late  in  the  tenure  of  John  Brice,  Esq.,  deceased,  the  bed  of  the  aban- 
doned street  to  be  vested  in  Jenings  (p.  460).  This  change  in  East  Street  is 
of  some  interest  to  students  of  Annapolis  history  as  the  celebrated  Brice  House 
is  located  in  this  immediate  neighborhood.  Another  act  was  passed  with  a  very 
lengthy  title,  which  is  also  here  abbreviated :  "to  empower  Mary  Philpott, 
widow  and  administratrix  of  Brian  Philpott,  late  of  Baltimore  Town,  mer- 
chant, deceased,  to  sell  the  real  estate  of  her  said  husband  for  the  payment  of 
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his  debts",  etc.  It  appears  that  I'hilpott,  the  owner  and  developer  of  a  tract  of 
land  in  that  section  of  Baltimore  lying  between  Jones's  Falls  and  Harford 
Run  in  South  Baltimore,  had  died,  with  claims  against  his  estate  amounting 
to  the  large  sum  of  £4093  119:8  Sterling  and  £1876  :  15:4,  Maryland  currency, 
and  other  open  accounts  against  him ;  and  that  the  apparent  value  of  his  per- 
sonal estate  was  only  about  £1569.  The  act  recites  that  her  husband  had  given 
a  written  memorandum  to  an  attorney  to  draw  a  will  directing  that  certain 
lands  be  sold  for  the  payment  of  his  debts,  but  that  the  will  was  not  executed ; 
that  it  will  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  heir  at  law  that  sufficient  of  these 
lands  be  now  sold  to  pay  the  debts  in  full.  The  act  gave  the  widow  authority 
to  sell  lots  by  public  vendue  sufficient  to  pay  the  debts  (pp.  461-463). 

An  act  for  the  relief  of  Joseph  Scott  of  Worcester  County  is  of  interest  as 
showing  that  the  Province  was  liable  for  the  value  of  a  slave  who  died  after 
commitment  to  prison  on  a  criminal  charge.  It  is  disclosed  that  Scott  was  the 
owner  of  a  negro  man  slave  who  had  been  committed  to  the  custody  of  the 
sheriff  on  suspicion  of  murder,  and  that  while  in  prison  he  had  died.  The  act 
authorized  the  justices  of  Worcester  County  to  determine  the  value  of  the 
slave  at  the  time  of  his  arrest,  and  that  the  owner  be  reimbursed  to  that  amount 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Eastern  Shore  (pp.  439-440). 

The  usual  leisurely  routine  for  the  ending  of  a  session  of  the  Assembly  was 
upset  by  the  defiant  action  of  the  Lower  House  in  its  sympathetic  consideration 
of  the  letter  of  the  Massachusetts  House,  which  made  it  necessary  for  Sharpe, 
acting  under  orders  from  the  Crown,  to  dissolve  it  immediately.  Before  doing 
so,  however,  he  added  his  fiat  to  the  various  bills  awaiting  his  signature, 
although  as  his  address  shows,  with  some  misgiving  on  his  part  whether  he 
should  delay  proroguement  long  enough  to  do  this  (p.  419).  In  a  closing  speech 
he  prorogued  the  Assembly  to  meet  again  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  October, 
1768  (p.  420),  although  it  did  not  actually  come  together  again  until  November 
17,  1769. 

ECHOES  OF  THE  STAMP   ACT 

Echoes  of  the  Stamp  Act  were  heard  at  both  of  the  1766  assemblies.  At  the 
close  of  the  May,  1766,  session,  the  Lower  House  had  appointed  a  committee 
of  three  headed  by  Edward  Tilghman  to  correspond  during  the  recess  of  the 
Assembly  with  Charles  Garth,  Agent  of  Maryland  in  Great  Britain  in  Stamp 
Act  affairs  (p.  63),  and  a  resolution  had  been  adopted,  directing  the  Speaker 
to  "acquaint  Charles  Garth,  Esq.,  that  this  House  unanimously  approve  his 
Conduct,  communicated  in  his  Letters  of  26th  of  February  and  5th  of  March 
last  to  Messrs.  Tilghman,  Murdock  and  Ringgold,  laid  before  this  House" 
(p.  64).  These  letters  from  Garth  do  not  appear  in  the  journal  of  the  Lower 
House  but  have  been  reprinted  in  full  in  the  Maryland  Historical  Magazine 
(Vol.  VI,  191 1,  pp.  282-305).  Earlier  in  this  session  of  the  Assembly  a  letter 
from  James  Otis  of  Massachusetts,  addressed  to  Messrs.  Tilghman,  Murdock 
and  Ringgold,  who  had  been  the  representatives  of  Maryland  at  the  Stamp  Act 
Congress,  asking  that  a  further  allowance  be  made  to  the  clerk  of  the  Congress, 
was  read  to  the  Lower  House,  but  the  house  refused  to  make  any  further  allow- 
ances than  those  that  had  already  been  granted  (pp.  29-30). 
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On  May  25th,  the  Lower  House  ordered  that  there  be  entered  in  its  journa/ 
"the  Whole  Proceedings  of  the  Congress  at  New  York"  (p.  62).  These  are 
duly  entered  at  this  point  in  the  manuscript  journal  but  do  not  appear  in  Green's 
printed  "Votes  and  Proceedings"  for  this  session.  It  would  seem  they  were  not 
printed  by  Green  in  his  "Votes  and  Proceedings"  because  he  was  about  to  print 
them  separately  in  pamphlet  form.  This  pamphlet,  which  is  apparently  the  only 
contemporary  printing  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Congress,  was  issued  by  the 
Green  press  in  September,  1766,  under  the  title:  Proceedings  of  the  Congress 
at  Nezv  York  (Wroth's  History  of  Printing  in  Colonial  Maryland,  1922; 
p.  229). 

At  the  November-December,  1766,  Assembly,  the  Upper  House  and  the 
Lower  House,  in  separate  addresses  to  the  King,  addresses  drawn  up  at  the 
suggestion  of  Hamersley,  the  Proprietary's  Secretary  in  England,  expressed 
their  gratitude  to  the  King  and  to  Parliament  for  repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act 
(p.  134).  The  Lower  House  passed  a  bill,  which  was  killed  in  the  Upper 
House,  thanking  William  Pitt,  Lord  Camden,  and  other  "distinguishing  wor- 
thies in  the  House  of  Peers  and  the  House  of  Commons"  opposed  to  the  Stamp 
Act,  for  their  help  in  effecting  its  repeal,  the  bill  also  providing  for  the  purchase 
of  a  statue  of  Pitt  and  a  portrait  of  Camden  (pp.  209-210).  These  separate 
addresses  to  the  King  are  fully  discussed  in  a  later  section    (pp.  Ivii-lviii). 

Although  there  had  been  relatively  little  mob  disorder  in  Maryland  when 
attempts  had  been  made  to  distribute  the  stamped  paper  at  Annapolis,  Zachariah 
Hood,  the  distributor  for  this  Province,  had  been  hanged  in  eifigy  in  Sep- 
tember, 1765,  and  the  house  occupied  by  him  as  a  distributing  office  destroyed. 
Now  that  repeal  was  effected  and  tempers  had  cooled,  the  Lower  House  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  consider  what  were  the  damages  that  had  been  sustained 
by  the  distributor  and  the  owner  of  the  house,  and  what  action  should  be  taken. 
This  committee  found  that  the  front  room  on  the  lower  floor  of  the  dwelling 
house  in  Annapolis,  owned  by  the  estate  of  Samuel  Gaither,  had  been  used  as  a 
storeroom  by  Hood,  and  that  the  house  had,  in  September,  1765,  been  "pulled 
down  and  torn  to  Pieces  by  a  Number  of  People" ;  that  the  house  belonged  to 
the  estate  of  Samuel  Gaither,  whose  widow,  Ann  Gaither,  occupied  it ;  and 
that  a  certain  Wright  Mills,  a  carpenter,  had  sustained  damage  by  the  loss  of 
his  tools  and  materials  in  the  wreckage  and  for  work  done  by  him  in  fitting 
up  the  front  room  on  the  lower  floor  as  a  storeroom  for  Hood  (pp.  189-190). 
The  Lower  House,  in  a  message  to  the  Upper  House,  asked  that  in  the  Journal 
of  Accounts  damages  of  £100  be  allowed  the  representatives  of  Samuel  Gaither 
for  injury  done  to  the  house  "by  unknown  persons  and  that  £13  '.y:^  for  his 
losses  be  allowed  Wright  Mills"  (pp.  191-192)  ;  and  to  this  the  Upper  House 
agreed  (p.  119).    Hood  does  not  seem  to  have  been  a  loser. 

In  an  address  by  the  Lower  House  to  Sharpe,  dated  December  6,  1766,  the 
house  felicitated  the  Governor,  saying  that  although  the  courts  "were  in  a 
measure  shut  up  and  all  Business  at  a  stand  for  many  months"  during  the 
Stamp  Act  excitement,  there  was  no  injury  done  to  persons  or  property  in  the 
Province,  "except  a  trifling  Loss  that  happened  by  the  pulling  down  of  an  old 
House  rented  to  the  Stamp  Distributor  in  the  month  of  September,   1765" 
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(p.  212).  Sharp  had  written  Hamersley  on  June  15,  1766,  that  public  excite- 
ment had  so  subsided  that  "even  our  Stamp  Master,  M''  Hood,  who  kept  away 
so  long,  has  ventured  back  &  keeps  Store  again  in  this  city"  (Arch.  Md. 
XIV,  313). 

ADDRESSES  OF   BOTH    HOUSES  TO   THE   KING,    1 766 

Addresses  from  the  two  houses  of  the  Assembly  to  the  King  were  no  doubt 
prompted  by  a  wish  expressed  in  a  letter  to  Sharpe,  dated  May  i,  1766,  from 
Hugh  Hamersley,  the  Proprietary's  Secretary  for  Maryland  in  England,  saying 
that,  if  other  American  Provinces  should  address  the  Throne  with  their  thanks- 
givings upon  repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act,  he  hoped  Maryland  would  not  be  the 
last  to  do  so.  To  this  Sharpe  replied  that  "I  shall  in  Consequence  of  the  Inti- 
mations you  give  me  prompt  some  of  the  Assembly  when  we  meet  in  Nov''  to 
express  their  Loyalty,  gratitude  &  Attachm'  to  His  Majesty  &  the  Parliament 
in  a  becoming  Address"  (Arch.  Md.  XIV,  302-303,  326).  Hamersley,  in  a 
subsequent  letter  to  Sharpe,  dated  November  8,  1766,  said  that  he  awaited 
with  impatience  the  Maryland  address  of  gratitude  to  his  Majesty  (ibid,  347). 

On  November  19,  1766,  the  Lower  House  ordered  that  a  message  to 
the  Governor  and  Upper  House  be  prepared  and  sent,  requesting  them  to 
join  with  the  lower  chamber  in  an  address  to  the  King,  and  a  committee  headed 
by  Thomas  Ringgold  was  appointed  to  draw  it  up  (pp.  176,  177).  That  such 
a  message  was  actually  sent  is  not  recorded  in  the  journal,  but  on  December  4, 
Murdock  brought  in  an  address  to  the  King,  which  was  approved  and  ordered 
engrossed,  but  which,  for  some  unknown  reason,  is  not  recorded  in  the  journal 
(p.  206),  as  was  the  address  of  the  Upper  House  in  its  journal  (p.  134).  Nor 
has  the  Lower  House  address  been  found  in  the  Maryland  Gazette  or  elsewhere. 
It  looks  as  if  informal  conferences  had  shown  that  the  two  houses  could  not 
agree  upon  the  form  of  a  joint  address,  and  that  was  the  reason  each  sent  a 
separate  one.  That  separate  addresses  from  both  houses  were  actually  pre- 
sented to  the  King  is  revealed  by  a  letter  from  Frederick,  Lord  Baltimore,  to 
Sharpe,  dated  February  19,  1767,  which  reads  :  "I  presented  myself  the  address 
of  the  Upp.  House  to  the  King :  his  Majesty  received  it  very  graciously ;  I  had 
previously  requested  the  Secretary  of  State  to  observe  it  &  he  pronounced  it  an 
Exceedingly  good  one.  The  Lower  Houses  address  had  been  presented  a  few 
days  before  because  it  arrived  first.  But  that's  immaterial"  {Arch.  Md.  XIV, 
371).  That  the  Lower  House  address  was  to  be  transmitted  to  the  King 
through  Charles  Garth  is  learned  from  a  letter  from  Sharpe  to  Hamersley 
(yirc/t.  Mrf.  XIV,  356). 

The  address  of  the  Upper  House  is  duly  recorded  in  its  journal.  On  Decem- 
ber 6,  1766,  the  house  adopted  a  formal  address  to  the  King,  expressing  deep 
gratitude  to  him  for  the  "recent  and  signal  instance"  of  his  attention  to  the 
welfare  of  his  American  colonies,  and  assured  him  that  they  would  continue 
to  give  "Proofs  of  Our  Zeal.  Loyalty  and  Respect  to  your  Majesty  and  the 
Parliament  of  great  Britain."  The  address  concluded  with  the  hope  that  "your 
Majesty  may  live  long  to  enjoy  the  pleasure,  it  must  afford  you.  to  see  all  your 
Subjects,  throughout  your  extensive  Dominions,  perfectly  happy  under  your 
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mild,  equal  and  auspicious  Government"  (p.  134).  At  the  same  time  the 
Upper  House  sent  an  address  to  the  Lord  Proprietary  through  Governor 
Sliarpe,  requesting  him  to  transmit  their  address  to  the  King  (pp.  134-135). 
For  some  unexplainable  reason  the  address  of  the  Lower  House  to  the  King 
is  not  recorded  in  its  journal,  nor  has  a  copy  of  it  been  found. 

Writing  on  June  11,  1767,  to  Frederick,  Lord  Baltimore,  Sharpe  says  that 
"the  gentlemen  of  the  Council  [and  Upper  House]  resident  in  this  place  are 
much  pleased  with  what  your  Ldp.  has  communicated  to  me  relative  to  their 
Address  to  the  King  on  the  Repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act  &  are  glad  to  hear  that 
both  the  Addresses  from  this  Province  to  the  Throne  arrived  so  opportunely  as 
to  contradict  in  some  measure  the  opinion  which  the  Enemies  of  these  Colonies 
are  industriously  propagating"  (ibid,  397).  It  was  at  this  same  session  that  the 
Lower  House  passed  resolves  and  there  was  also  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An 
Act  of  Gratitude,"  expressive  of  the  warm  feelings  of  the  house  to  Pitt,  Cam- 
den, Garth  and  other  "Friends  of  Liberty"  in  both  houses  of  Parliament  for 
their  part  in  effecting  repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act.  But  the  bill  was  rejected  in 
the  Upper  House  for  reasons  explained  in  the  section  which  follows  (pp.  Iviii- 
lix,  60,  210). 

AN   ACT  OF  GRATITUDE  TO   PITT,   CAMDEN   AND  OTHERS 

Relief  over  the  repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act  and  gratitude  to  those  leaders  in 
Parliament  who  had  brought  about  repeal,  found  expression  in  a  resolution 
adopted  by  the  Lower  House  on  November  26,  1766,  followed  by  the  intro- 
duction of  a  bill  entitled  "An  Act  of  Gratitude  to  the  Right  Honourable  William 
Pitt,  Earl  of  Chatham,  and  the  Right  Honourable  Charles  Pratt,  Lord  Cam- 
den". Resolves  of  the  house  disclose  that  "taking  into  their  most  serious 
Consideration  the  noble  and  spirited  Conduct"  of  the  Earl  of  Chatham  and 
Lord  Camden,  the  late  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas  and  now  Lord 
High  Chancellor  of  England,  in  supporting  the  rights  and  liberties  of  their 
fellow  subjects  in  Great  Britain  and  her  colonies,  uninfluenced  by  narrow  views 
and  local  attachments,  the  members  of  the  Lower  House  "think  themselves 
indispensibly  obliged  to  transmit  to  Posterity  the  grateful  Sentiments  they 
entertain"  for  both  these  patriots.  As  a  monument,  therefore,  to  these  senti- 
ments "and  a  lasting  Testimony  of  the  Gratitude  of  the  Freemen  of  Maryland, 
this  House  hath  unanimously  Resolved,  That  a  Sufficient  Sum  of  Public  Money 
be  appropriated  to  purchase  an  elegant  Marble  Statue  of  the  said  Earl  of 
Chatham,  to  be  set  up  in  such  Place  within  the  City  of  Annapolis,  as  the  Lower 
House  of  Assembly  shall  direct:  (and)  That  the  said  Lord  Camden  be  re- 
quested, to  permit  his  Picture  to  be  taken  from  the  Life,  by  some  eminent 
Hand,  at  the  Expence  of  this  Province,  to  be  placed  in  the  Provincial  Court." 
It  was  further  resolved  that  2250  dollars  be  applied  towards  the  purchase  of  the 
statue  and  the  picture,  the  latter  to  be  in  a  neat  gilt  frame,  the  statue  and 
painting  to  be  consigned  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Lower  House. 

In  addition  to  these  tangible  tokens  of  gratitude  to  Chatham  and  Camden, 
the  house  further  resolved  that  its  most  grateful  thanks  and  sincere  acknowl- 
edgements be  also  presented  by  Mr.  Charles  Garth,  the  agent  of  Maryland  in 
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London  for  Stamp  Act  affairs,  and  to  certain  other  members  of  both  houses  of 
ParUament  for  their  defense  of  the  rights  of  the  colonists  to  whom  they  are 
endeared.  These  specifically  mentioned  in  the  Resolves  were  the  Earl  of  Ches- 
terfield, Lord  Shelbourne,  Secretary  Conway,  General  Howard,  Colonel  Barre, 
Sir  George  Saville,  and  Alderman  Beckford,  and  gratitude  was  also  to  be 
expressed  to  any  others  that  Charles  Garth  might  feel  had  acted  a  like  "glorious 
part"  (pp.  188-189).  ^  bill  to  this  end,  of  which  no  copy  is  known  to  have 
been  preserved,  was  passed  by  the  Lower  House  at  the  November-December, 
1766,  session,  and  sent  to  the  upper  chamber  (pp.  193-194).  Here  it  was 
promptly  returned  with  a  message  that  it  was  rejected  because  the  Lower  House 
had  assumed  the  exclusive  right  of  appropriating  public  money  by  law  ex- 
pressly subject  to  the  disposition  of  the  General  Assembly,  but  with  the  promise 
that  if  a  bill  for  the  same  purposes  consistent  with  the  rights  of  the  Upper 
House  were  passed,  its  assent  would  be  given  (pp.  127-128,  209-210).  Thus 
the  bill  died.  It  will  be  noted  that  under  this  bill,  if  it  followed  the  Lower  House 
resolves,  the  statue  and  portrait  were  to  be  "consigned"  to  the  Speaker,  who 
probably  was  also  entrusted  with  ordering  them,  leaving  the  Governor  and 
Upper  House  oat  of  the  picture. 

TOWNSHEND  ACTS,    MASSACHUSETTS  LETTER,   PETITION  TO  THE   KING 

The  dramatic  events  which  occurred  at  the  close  of  the  1768  session  were 
caused  by  the  spirited  reaction  of  the  Lower  House  to  the  attempt  of  the  Crown 
to  prevent  consideration  by  any  of  the  colonial  assemblies  of  the  circular  letter 
from  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives  to  them,  urging  a  united 
protest  against  the  recently  enacted  Townshend  acts  imposing  duties  upon  tea 
and  certain  other  articles  brought  into  the  colonies.  At  the  opening  of  the  1768 
session.  Speaker  Lloyd  laid  before  the  Lower  House  a  letter  from  Thomas 
Gushing,  Speaker  of  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives,  "respecting 
the  late  acts  of  Parliament  imposing  certain  duties  on  the  colonies  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  raising  revenue",  referring  to  the  recently  enacted  Townshend  acts 
imposing  duties  on  tea,  paper,  glass  and  painters'  colors  brought  into  the  colonies 
(p.  334),  but  for  some  reason  not  clear,  the  letter  itself  was  not  entered  in  the 
journal  of  the  Lower  House.  This  was,  of  course,  the  famous  circular  letter 
known  to  have  been  written  by  Samuel  Adams,  which  was  sent  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts House  to  all  the  other  American  colonies,  and  contributed  so  much 
to  bring  down  the  ire  of  the  British  Government  upon  Massachusetts.  The 
letter,  dated  February  11,  1768,  is,  however,  entered  in  full  in  the  proceedings 
of  the  Council  of  Maryland.  The  letter  pointed  out  that  in  a  matter  of  such 
moment  it  was  desirable  that  representations  of  protest  from  the  sister  colonies 
to  the  Crown  should  harmonize  with  each  other.  It  protested  against  what  it 
called  the  unconstitutional  imposition  of  duties  upon  the  colonies  by  a  Parlia- 
ment in  which  the  taxed  were  not  represented,  and  by  a  body  in  which  they 
could  not  be  effectively  represented.  It  also  protested  against  the  acts  to  prevent 
mutiny  and  desertion  which  required  the  colonies  to  supply  desigiiated  supplies 
for  the  British  troops  quartered  on  them.  The  letter  concluded  by  saying  that 
it  was  not  the  desire  of  Massachusetts  to  assume  leadership,  or  to  dictate  to  the 
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other  American  assemblies  what  they  should  do,  but  rather  to  obtain  an  ex- 
pression of  their  opinion,  and  ends  with  the  usual  protestations  of  "Firm  con- 
fidence in  the  King,  our  common  Head  and  Father"  which  was  felt  by  "his 
distressed  American  Subjects"  (ibid,  Arch.  Md.  XXXII,  240-243). 

No  action  whatever  was  taken  upon  this  letter  by  the  Lower  House  until  near 
the  close  of  the  session,  when  a  preemptory  command  by  the  King  that  the 
letter  must  be  ignored,  inflamed  the  Assembly.  On  June  20,  1768,  before  ad- 
journing, Governor  Sharpe,  who  had  just  received  orders  from  the  ministry  in 
London  in  regard  to  the  Massachusetts  letter,  sent  a  message  to  the  Lower 
House  in  which  he  declared  that  the  King  "hath  been  pleased  to  order  it  to  be 
signified  to  me  that  he  considers  such  measure  [the  iMassachusetts  Letter]  to 
be  of  a  most  dangerous  and  factious  Character  calculated  to  inflame  the  minds 
of  his  good  subjects  in  the  colonies,  to  promote  an  unwarrantable  combination 
to  excite  and  encourage  an  open  opposition  to,  and  denial  of  the  authority  of, 
parliament,  and  to  subvert  the  truest  principles  of  the  constitution."  The  Gov- 
ernor was  also  directed  to  say  to  the  Lower  House  that  the  King  had  no  doubt 
that  the  repeated  evidences  of  respect  shown  by  Maryland  to  the  Crown,  Parlia- 
ment, and  law  would  cause  them  to  show  a  proper  resentment  to  this  attempt 
to  divide  the  colonies  and  the  mother  country,  and  that  "by  taking  no  notice  of 
such  letter — will  be  treating  it  with  the  contempt  it  deserves"  (p.  399).  What 
the  Governor  did  not  divulge  to  the  Lower  House,  although  it  is  certain  that 
knowledge  of  it  had  leaked  out,  was  that  not  only  was  his  message  based  on 
instructions  sent  him  in  a  circular  letter  from  the  Earl  of  Hillsborough,  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  Colonies,  addressed  to  him  and  the  other  colonial  gover- 
nors, dated  Whitehall,  April  21, 1768, but  that  Hillsborough  had  further  directed 
him  under  orders  from  the  King,  that  if  the  Governor  failed  in  his  endeavors, 
and  "there  should  appear  in  the  Assembly  of  your  Province  a  Disposition  to 
Receive  or  give  any  Countenance  to  this  Seditious  Paper,  it  will  be  your  Duty 
to  prevent  any  proceeding  upon  it  by  an  immediate  prorogation  or  Dissolution" 
{Arch.  Md.  XXXII,  239-240).  The  letter  from  Hillsborough  to  the  Governor 
will  also  be  found  printed  in  the  Maryhvid  Gazette  for  July  14,  1768.  This 
order  of  Hillsborough,  commanding  the  several  colonial  governors  to  dissolve 
their  assemblies  if  any  notice  were  taken  of  the  Massachusetts  Letter  made 
prompt  prorogation  mandatory  if  any  notice  were  taken  by  the  Lower  House. 
Thus  warned  the  house  timed  its  moves  most  cautiously. 

It  is  not  clear  what  formal  action,  if  any,  the  Lower  House  would  have  taken 
on  the  Massachusetts  Letter  at  this  session  had  this  threat  of  the  King  not  been 
made,  but  from  the  timing  there  is  some  reason  to  believe  that  a  petition  to  the 
King  was  contemplated,  or  had  actually  been  prepared,  before  matters  were 
brought  to  a  head  by  the  message  of  June  20th  from  Sharpe  to  the  Lower 
House.  Be  that  as  it  may,  events  moved  rapidly  following  the  receipt  of  the 
message.  These  may  be  summarized  as  follows.  The  Sharpe  message,  communi- 
cating the  commands  of  the  King,  was  read  on  June  20th  (p.  399).  On  the 
following  morning  it  was  read  again  and  a  committee  headed  by  Matthew  Tilgh- 
man  was  appointed  to  draft  an  answer  to  the  Governor  (pp.  405-406).  Imme- 
diately thereafter,  Tilghman,  from  the  committee  appointed  June  8  to  draft  a 
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petition  of  protest  to  the  King,  brought  in  the  petition  which  was  without 
division  adopted  (pp.  360,  406-409).  Down  to  this  point  no  mention  of 
the  Massachusetts  Letter  had  been  made,  but  it  was  now  to  be  thrown  into 
the  arena.  On  the  morning  of  June  22nd,  the  address  to  the  Governor,  which 
had  been  prepared  and  which  politely  defied  the  orders  of  the  Crown,  was 
brought  into  the  house  and  by  a  special  order  passed,  engrossed,  and  sent  to 
him  (pp.  413-414).  Immediately  thereafter,  a  series  of  eight  resolves  were 
unanimously  adopted  denying  at  somewhat  tedious  length  the  right  of  Parlia- 
ment to  tax  the  colonies  (pp.  415-417).  Sharpe  promptly  replied  to  the  address 
that  this  defiance  of  the  King's  command  required  that  he  put  an  end  to  the 
session,  which  he  did  immediately,  but  not  until  he  had  signed  certain  bills 
awaiting  his  approval  (pp.  419,  420).  The  petition  to  the  King,  the  address  to 
the  Governor,  the  resolves,  and  the  dissolution  of  the  session  will  now  be  con- 
sidered in  more  detail. 

The  petition  to  the  King  adopted  on  June  21st  is  a  rather  lengthy  one,  and, 
as  already  stated,  contains  no  direct  reference  to  the  Massachusetts  Letter.  It 
opens  with  the  usual  expressions  of  loyalty  to  the  best  of  kings,  and  then  pro- 
ceeds to  assert  at  great  length  the  rights  of  Marylanders  to  freedom  from  taxa- 
tion except  by  their  own  assemblies,  a  right  founded,  it  was  said,  not  only  on 
the  Magna  Charta  and  the  Bill  of  Rights,  to  whose  benefits  they  were  entitled 
as  subjects  of  the  King,  but  as  Marylanders  by  the  Maryland  Charter ;  that 
taxes  imposed  on  them  for  raising  a  revenue  by  a  Parliament  in  which  they 
were  not  represented,  was  a  direct  violation  of  these  rights.  The  petition  closes 
with  the  prayer  that  his  Majesty  will  extend  to  the  faithful  people  of  Mary- 
land the  same  paternal  regard  which  he  has  in  the  past  so  invariably  shown  to 
the  just  rights  of  his  subjects,  and  that  he  will  be  pleased  to  grant  them  relief. 

The  Speaker  of  the  Lower  House,  Robert  Lloyd,  was  ordered  to  have  the 
petition  presented  to  the  King  through  Charles  Garth,  who  had  been  previously 
selected  by  the  Lower  House  to  act  as  its  agent  before  the  Crown  in  its  dis- 
putes with  the  Lord  Proprietary.  That  it  did  not  reach  the  King  in  this  way, 
however,  is  revealed  by  a  letter  from  Hillsborough  to  Sharpe,  dated  November 
15,  1768,  in  which  he  refers  to  the  "unwarrantable  proceeding''  of  the  ^lary- 
land  Assembly,  and  especially  "that  they  have  not  seen  fit  to  decline  sending 
their  Petition  to  his  Majesty  on  the  subject  of  the  late  Acts  of  Parliament, 
either  through  the  Proprietor  or  his  Deputy  in  the  Government  there,  which 
His  Majesty  considers  as  the  only  proper  and  constitutional  channel."  This 
"disrespect  to  the  Crown  and  undutiful  behaviour  on  the  part  of  the  Assembly 
have  not  however  inclined  His  Majesty  to  show  the  least  disregard  to  the 
petition  which  has  been  delivered  to  me  by  M''  Montagu ;  on  the  contrary,  His 
Majesty  has  considered  it  with  attention  and  has  commanded  me  to  signify 
to  you"  his  disapproval  of  the  assertions  and  claims  contained  in  it.  Hills- 
borough adds  that  the  "two  houses  of  Parliament  do  entirely  concur  with  the 
King  in  these  sentiments"  (Arch.  Md.  XIV,  552-553).  The  Mr.  Montagu  who 
presented  the  petition  to  Hillsborough  has  not  been  identified.  There  are  letters 
from  Garth  to  Hillsborough  on  the  subject  of  the  petition,  and  from  Speaker 
Lloyd  to  Garth  attesting  to  its  authenticity  {Md.  Hist.  Mag.  XII,  377-381). 
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On  June  22nd,  a  short  time  before  the  Assembly  was  ready  to  adjourn  the 
Lower  House  notified  the  Governor  that  it  wished  to  present  an  address  to 
him  (p.  412).  This  address  had  on  June  20th  been  ordered  prepared  by  a 
committee  headed  by  Matthew  Tilghman,  and  associated  with  him  Johnson, 
Hall,  Chase,  Jenings,  Ringgold,  and  Gresham  (pp.  405-406).  The  address 
declared  that  "h  is  very  alarming  to  find,  that  at  a  time  when  the  people  of 
America  think  themselves  aggrieved  by  the  late  acts  of  Parliament,  imposing 
taxes  on  them,  for  the  sole  and  express  purpose  of  raising  a  revenue,  and  in  a 
most  dutiful  manner,  are  seeking  redress  from  the  throne,  any  endeavors  to 
unite  in  laying  before  their  Sovereign  what  is  apprehended  to  be  their  just 
complaint  should  be  looked  upon  "as  a  measure  of  most  dangerous  and  factious 
tendency,  calculated  to  inflame  the  minds  of  his  Majesty's  good  subjects  in  the 
colonies,  to  promote  an  unwarrantable  conbination,  excite  and  encourage  an 
open  opposition  to,  and  denial  of,  the  authority  of  parliament,  and  to  subvert 
the  true  principles  of  the  constituion.'  "  The  orders  from  Hillsborough  to  the 
Governor  to  dissolve  the  Assembly  if  any  attention  were  paid  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts letter,  it  was  said,  cannot  but  be  viewed  "as  an  attempt,  in  some  of 
his  Majesty's  ministers,  to  suppress  all  communication  of  sentiments  between 
the  colonies  and  to  prevent  the  united  supplications  of  America,  from  reaching 
the  royal  ear."  As  regards  the  Massachusetts  letter,  the  house  said,  "what  we 
shall  do  upon  this  occasion,  or  whether  ...  we  shall  do  anything  is  not  our 
present  business  to  communicate  to  your  excellency,  but  we  cannot  be  pre- 
vailed on,  to  take  no  notice  of.  or  to  treat  with  the  least  degree  of  contempt, 
a  letter  so  expressive  of  duty  and  loyalty  to  the  Sovereign,  and  so  replete  with 
just  principles  of  liberty",  and  that  when  these  are  threatened,  "we  shall  not 
fail  boldly  to  assert,  and  steadily  endeavor  to  maintain  and  support"  them. 
The  address  contained  the  usual  protestations  of  affectionate  attachment  to 
the  King  (pp.  413-414).  Just  before  this  address  was  presented  to  the  Gov- 
ernor, the  Lower  House  ordered  that  it  and  the  Governor's  reply,  which  of 
course  had  not  yet  been  received,  be  printed  in  the  Maryland  Gazette,  where 
both  appeared  in  the  July  28,  1768,  issue. 

The  reply  to  the  letter  from  the  Massachusetts  House,  dated  June  24,  1768, 
was  signed  by  Robert  Lloyd,  the  Speaker,  and  it  is  to  be  noted  that  it  is  not 
recorded  in  the  journal  of  the  Lower  House,  nor  as  far  as  is  known,  has  it 
been  reprinted  since  it  appeared  at  the  time  in  the  Maryland  Gazette  (July  28, 
1768)  and  in  the  Boston  Gazette  (July  11,  1768).  It  is,  therefore,  reproduced 
in  the  Appendix  of  this  volume  (pp.  518-519).  It  is  addressed  to  Thomas 
Gushing,  Speaker  of  the  Massachusetts  House.  It  acknowledges  the  obligations 
of  the  delegates  to  "a  candid  and  free  Communication  of  Sentiments  of  a  Sister 
Colony,  on  a  Point  so  interesting  to  the  whole;  and  that  their  Opinion  of  the 
Consequences  to  the  Colonies,  of  the  Operation  of  the  several  Acts  of  Parlia- 
ment you  allude  to,  coincide  exactly  with  yours,  and  that  they  are  persuaded 
of  the  Necessity  of  harmonizing  as  much  as  possible,  in  proper  Measures  for 
Redress."  Then  follows  the  usual  protest  against  taxation  of  the  colonies  by 
the  British  Parliament.  The  letter  concludes  by  saying  that  the  petition  of  the 
Lower  House  to  the  King  is  being  transmitted  to  Charles  Garth,  "special  agent 
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of  our  House  of  Delegates''  for  presentation,  and  he  will  be  asked  to  cooperate 
with  your  agent  and  the  agents  of  the  other  colonies  in  endeavoring  to  pro- 
cure relief. 

Just  before  the  Assembly  was  ready  to  adjourn,  and  all  the  regular  business 
of  the  session  had  been  finished,  except  the  formal  assent  of  the  Governor  to  a 
number  of  bills  already  passed  by  both  houses,  the  Lower  House  unanimously 
adopted  eight  formal  resolves  which  not  only  denied  the  right  of  Parliament 
to  impose  taxes  in  Maryland,  but  also  asserted  the  attitude  of  the  house  on 
several  public  questions  in  controversy  between  the  people  and  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary (pp.  416-417).  These  resolves  need  not  be  further  discussed  here  as 
they  are  similar  to  those  passed  at  previous  assemblies,  and  more  especially 
when  the  Stamp  Act  excitement  was  at  its  height ;  they  have  been  discussed  in 
a  previous  volume  {Arch.  Md.  LIX,  xlii). 

Sharpc's  brief  reply  to  the  spirited  message  of  the  Lower  House  declared 
that  he  was  extremely  sorry  that  his  recommendations,  made  by  his  Majesty's 
express  commands,  had  had  no  weight  with  the  house,  and  that  had  it  not 
instantly  on  presenting  the  address  informed  him  that  there  was  no  more  busi- 
ness before  it,  he  would  immediately,  in  obedience  to  his  Majesty's  command, 
have  put  an  end  to  the  session  to  prevent  any  further  proceedings  of  the  house 
on  the  matter  (p.  419).  That  Sharpe  had  misgivings  and  wondered  whether 
he  might  be  censured  for  not  having  dissolved  the  Assembly  immediately  after 
the  address  was  made,  and  without  waiting  to  add  his  "fiat"  to  the  bills  awaiting 
his  signature,  is  shown  by  a  letter  from  him  to  the  Lord  Proprietary  written 
the  day  after  adjournment,  in  which  he  says  "but  had  I  done  so  it  would  only 
in  my  opinion  have  answered  no  other  End  than  to  raise  a  Ferment  here  & 
perhaps  in  the  Neighboring  Colonies  for  the  people  would  be  apt  to  consider 
it  a  Common  Cause."  He  thought  it  would  have  been  best  had  the  Ministry 
entirely  ignored  the  Massachusetts  Letter  {Arch.  Md.  XIV,  511).  That  the 
King  and  Hillsborough  did  not  disapprove  of  Sharpe's  course  is  to  be  seen 
from  a  letter  dated  November  15,  1768,  from  Hillsborough  to  the  Governor 
in  which  he  expresses  complete  satisfaction  with  the  Governor's  behavior 
(^rc/i.  Mrf.  XIV,  561). 

On  the  day  before  adjournment  Speaker  Lloyd  of  the  Lower  House  reported 
that  he  had  received  a  letter  from  the  Speaker  of  the  Virginia  House  of  Bur- 
gesses respecting  the  acts  of  Parliament  imposing  duties  to  be  collected  in 
America  and  the  act  conditionally  suspending  the  legislative  power  of  New 
York.  Lloyd  was  requested  to  write  a  respectful  answer  in  the  name  of  the 
house  (p.  409).  Neither  the  Virginia  letter  nor  the  answer  is  entered  in  the 
journal  of  the  house  nor  have  they  been  found  among  the  Maryland  or  Vir- 
ginia records. 

JOURNAL   OF    ACCOUNTS 

The  dispute  between  the  two  houses  about  the  adoption  of  a  Journal  of 
Accounts  carrying  itemized  appropriations  for  the  expenses  of  the  Provincial 
government,  had  now  for  ten  years  prevented  the  adoption  of  a  Journal  and 
the  payment  of  the  large  debts  due  to  the  public  creditors  covering  this  long 
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period.  The  accumulating  public  debt  now  amounted  to  over  £40,000  current 
money.  Feeling  ran  so  high  that  mob  violence  had  been  threatened  at  a  recent 
session  of  the  Assembly  to  force  an  agreement  between  the  two  houses.  The 
principal  bone  of  contention  was  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  clerk  of 
the  Governor's  Council,  the  Lower  House  insisting  that  this  should  be  paid 
by  the  Lord  Proprietary  whose  creatures  the  Upper  House  and  the  Council 
were,  the  Proprietary  that  it  should  be  paid  out  of  the  public  levy.  The  interested 
reader  is  referred  for  the  history  of  this  dispute  since  1756  to  the  introductions 
of  recent  volumes  of  the  Archives  (LX,  liv ;  LVI,  Ixviii ;  LVH,  Ixix;  LIX, 
Ixix). 

At  the  brief  May,  1766,  session,  the  Journal  of  Accounts  came  only  casually 
to  the  fore  in  the  Assembly  proceedings,  doubtless  since  the  situation  had  be- 
come so  critical,  and  matters  behind  the  scenes  were  so  moving,  that  it  was 
felt  a  compromise  between  the  two  houses  would  be  agreed  upon  when  the 
Assembly  should  meet  again  later  in  the  year.  On  May  24th  the  Journal  was 
brought  into  the  Lower  House  by  John  Goldsborough  of  the  Committee  on 
Accounts,  together  with  a  list  of  debts  due  to  sundry  persons  on  account  of 
the  late  war,  and  was  promptly  adopted  and  sent  to  the  Upper  House.  The 
Upper  House  immediately  returned  the  Journal  with  the  brief  message  that 
while  they  approved  the  Book  of  Accounts  with  its  allowances  made  to  the 
militia  who  had  served  on  the  frontier  in  the  late  war  and  the  money  spent  for 
provisions  and  other  necessities  for  their  use,  as  well  as  the  payment  of  charges 
due  householders  for  quartering  his  Majesty's  troops  in  the  Province,  the 
house  could  not  approve  the  Journal  unless  there  were  included  in  it  the  back 
pay  and  current  allowances  due  to  the  Clerk  of  their  house  (p.  12).  The  Lower 
House  made  no  reply  to  this  message,  nor  is  further  reference  to  the  journal 
at  the  May  session  to  be  found. 

The  November-December,  1766,  Assembly,  was  to  see  the  adoption  of  a 
Journal  of  Accounts  brought  about  by  a  compromise  agreement  between  the 
two  houses  to  refer  to  the  Crown  for  arbitration  the  disputed  question  as  to 
the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  clerk  of  the  Upper  House.  The  accumulated 
public  debt  had  now  become  too  great  to  be  paid  by  public  levy  so  it  was 
further  agreed  that  the  money  for  this  and  other  purposes  be  raised  by  an 
issue  of  Bills  of  Credit,  paper  money,  secured  by  Bank  of  England  stock  owned 
by  the  Province  and  deposited  in  the  hands  of  trustees  in  England. 

The  Journal  on  November  15th  was  brought  into  the  Lower  House  by 
Thomas  Wright  of  Queen  Anne's  County  for  the  Committee  on  Accounts, 
approved,  and  sent  to  the  Upper  House  (p.  167).  In  a  message  the  Upper 
House  dissented  to  its  adoption,  not  only  because  it  contained  no  allowances 
for  the  salary  of  its  clerk,  but  also  because  no  allowance  had  been  made  to  the 
Governor  for  his  Seals  to  the  Proclamations  notifying  the  public  of  the  Acts 
of  Parliament  repealing  the  Stamp  Act,  nor  to  Jonas  Green  for  printing  the 
Proclamations  (p.  102).  Upon  receipt  of  this  message  the  Lower  House,  on 
a  motion  that  a  conference  with  the  Upper  House  on  the  Journal  be  proposed, 
voted  16  to  16  on  the  motion,  the  Speaker  casting  the  deciding  vote  in  the 
negative  (p.  173)  :  but  the  next  day  the  Lower  House  reversed  itself  by  send- 
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ing  a  message  proposing  such  a  conference,  citing  "the  distressed  circumstances 
of  the  Province  and  the  extreme  necessity  of  many  of  the  Creditors  of  the 
PubHc,  occasioned  in  great  Measure  by  the  want  of  the  circulating  Medium 
of  Commerce  and  by  the  non-payment  of  the  public  debt"'  (pp.  174-175).  The 
Upper  House  agreed  to  a  conference  and  appointed  Daniel  Dulany  and  John 
Ridout  as  its  representatives,  and  adopted  "Instructions"  for  their  guidance. 
It  proposed  that  an  appeal  be  made  to  the  King  in  Council  by  the  two  houses 
in  the  matter  of  the  payment  of  the  clerk's  salary,  either  by  an  allowance  of 
an  equal  amount  to  each  house  to  prosecute  the  appeal,  or  without  any  allow- 
ance to  either  house,  the  sum  claimed  by  the  clerk  to  be  held  in  escrow.  The 
Upper  House  was  willing  for  the  present  to  pass  over  the  payment  of  the  Seals 
for  Proclamations  (pp.  107-109). 

The  Lower  House  appointed  Murdock,  Johnson,  Ringgold,  and  John  Hall 
as  its  conferees,  these  receiving  the  "Instructions"  of  that  house.  These  de- 
clared that  the  house  would  not  consider  payment  on  account  of  the  Proclama- 
tions by  the  Governor  of  the  Acts  of  Parliament  relating  to  the  repeal  of  the 
Stamp  Act  as  this  might  be  later  interpreted  as  an  acquiescence  in  the  claim 
that  Parliament  had  a  constitutional  right  to  impose  internal  taxes  on  her 
colonies.  While  reiterating  its  demands  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Upper  House  be 
paid  out  of  the  fines  and  amerciaments  that  now  went  to  the  Lord  Proprietary, 
on  account  of  the  "distressed  circumstances  of  the  Province",  it  suggested  the 
issuance  of  Bills  of  Credit  sufficient  to  pay  the  public  debt  and  the  Clerk's  salary 
if  the  Crown  so  ordered,  and  a  further  allowance  of  £1500  to  enable  the  Lower 
House  to  employ  an  Agent  in  London  for  three  years  (pp.  181,  182).  The 
conferees  met  on  November  19th  and  elected  Daniel  Dulany  chairman,  and 
John  Duckett,  Jr.,  Clerk  of  the  committee.  The  Lower  House  agreed  to  accept 
the  second  proposal  of  the  upper  chamber,  which  was  that  the  matter  of  the 
Clerk's  salary  be  referred  to  the  Crown  (p.  183).  This  was  followed  by  the 
introduction  into  the  Lower  House  on  November  26th  of  an  act  "for  the 
payment  of  the  public  claims  and  for  emitting  Bills  of  Credit"  (p.  191).  After 
passage  of  this  bill  by  the  lower  chamber  it  was  sent  to  the  Upper  House  to  be 
followed  by  a  message  from  it,  suggesting  various  minor  changes  and  simpli- 
fications of  phraseology,  and  also  that  the  agreements  entered  into  between  the 
two  houses  at  the  conference  be  briefly  recited  in  the  act.  Of  course,  no  atten- 
tion whatever  was  paid  by  the  upper  chamber  to  the  suggestion  that  £1500  be 
appropriated  to  provide  for  an  agent  in  London.  The  Lower  House  in  a  curt 
return  message,  requested  the  upper  chamber  to  return  the  bill  with  either  an 
assent  or  a  negative,  as  they  did  not  recognize  the  right  of  that  house  to  change 
or  "limit  the  matter,  manner,  measure  and  time  ...  of  all  Grants,  and  Disposi- 
tions of  Public  Money,"  the  sole  right  to  "form"  all  money  bills  being  vested  in 
the  Lower  House  alone  (p.  205).  Before  sending  this  message  the  house 
adopted  a  series  of  resolves,  affirming  in  detail  its  exclusive  right  over  money 
bills  and  declaring  that  any  defects  of  another  character  in  the  bill  could  be 
rectified  by  subsequent  legislation  (pp.  204-205).  The  Upper  House,  in  a 
temperate  and  conciliatory  reply,  noted  with  great  concern  and  surprise  that 
the  lower  chamber  had  taken  ofifense  at  its  message,  and  said  that  it  had  been 
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framed  so  as  not  to  produce  such  a  result ;  that  the  suggestions  made  were  done 
to  make  the  bill  more  nearly  agree  with  the  conference  agreements.  It  further 
pointed  out  that  in  the  formation  of  the  bill  passed  in  1733  for  the  issuance  of 
£90,000  of  Bills  of  Credit  conferences  were  held,  and  suggestions  made,  by  the 
Upper  House  which  had  been  incorporated  in  the  bill.  While  denying  the  claim 
of  the  Lower  House  to  have  exclusive  right  to  formulate  money  bills,  on 
account  of  the  great  emergency  existing,  assent  was  given  to  the  bill,  but  the 
lower  chamber  was  given  notice,  that  when  the  matter  of  the  clerk's  salary  is 
referred  to  the  Crown,  the  claims  of  the  lower  chamber  to  have  exclusive 
authority  over  money  bills  will  also  be  brought  before  the  King  in  Council  for 
determination  (pp.  128-130).  The  bill  was  then  passed  by  the  Upper  House  for 
the  issuance  of  Bills  of  Credit,  and  the  Journal  of  Accounts  providing  for  the 
payment  of  the  public  debt  assented  to  (p.  214). 

PROVINCIAL  AGENT  IN  GREAT   BRITAIN 

The  old  question  of  the  appointment  of,  and  support  for,  an  agent  in  Great 
Britain  to  represent  the  public  before  the  Crown  in  controversies  between  the 
Lower  House  and  the  Proprietary  interest  as  represented  by  the  Governor  and 
the  Upper  House,  cropped  up  again  at  the  two  1766  sessions  and  at  the  1768 
session,  but  did  not  attain  the  violence  that  it  had  at  numerous  previous  sessions, 
nor  give  rise  to  the  usual  interchange  of  heated  messages  between  the  two 
houses  {Arch.  Md.  LIX,  Ivi).  Its  career  in  the  May,  1766,  Assembly,  followed 
the  usual  routine.  On  May  20th,  Col.  Edward  Tilghman  was  given  leave  to 
bring  into  the  house  a  bill  providing  for  the  support  of  an  agent  of  the  Prov- 
ince in  Great  Britain,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Lower  House,  by  a  levy  of  a  four 
pence  export  duty  on  tobacco  (p.  52).  Such  a  bill  was  brought  in  and  passed 
by  special  order  to  avoid  delay  (p.  52),  and  sent  to  the  Upper  House,  to  meet 
there  its  usual  and  pre-ordained  rejection  (pp.  9,  12).  No  messages,  however, 
passed  between  the  two  houses  on  this  occasion.  Both  were  satisfied  merely  to 
continue  thus  to  place  their  respective  positions  upon  the  record.  The  pro- 
visions of  the  bill  are  not  disclosed,  but  it  was  doubtless  the  same  bill  which, 
under  the  same  title,  had  aroused  so  much  bitterness  at  recent  sessions. 

At  the  November-December,  1766,  session,  a  bill  for  the  support  of  an  agent 
by  a  four  pence  export  duty  on  tobacco,  with  the  same  title,  was  again  brought 
into  the  Lower  House,  passed  (pp.  157,  170),  and  sent  to  the  Upper  House, 
where  it  was  returned  with  a  message,  dated  November  17,  1766,  saying  that, 
to  avoid  repetition  of  the  reasons  for  its  dissent,  the  Upper  House  referred  the 
lower  chamber  to  their  message  of  December  16,  1765,  where  the  reasons 
were  fully  explained,  and  where  also  would  be  found,  "the  Terms  upon  which 
we  would  most  chearfully  agree  to  your  appointment  of  an  Agent"  (pp.  103, 
171).  This,  of  course,  referred  to  the  otYer  of  the  Upper  House  to  provide 
a  support  for  an  agent  who  would  represent  both  houses,  or  for  two  agents, 
one  representing  the  Upper  and  one  the  Lower  House  {Arch.  Md.  LIX;  Ivi- 
Ivii).  It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  at  the  time  the  bill  providing  for  the  issuance 
of  Bills  of  Credit  and  for  approval  of  the  Journal  of  Accounts  had  come 
before  the  conference  between  the  houses,  the  Lower  House  made  a  proposal 
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which  it  knew  would  be  rejected,  that  £1500  in  Bills  of  Credit  be  voted  ior  the 
support  for  three  years  of  a  Lower  House  Agent  in  Great  Britain  (p.  182). 
Without  replying  to  the  Upper  House  message  of  November  17th,  the  Lower 
House,  on  December  6,  1766,  adopted  a  series  of  resolves  on  various  public 
questions  in  controversy  between  the  lower  chamber  and  the  Proprietary,  as 
represented  by  the  Governor  and  the  Upper  House,  showing  the  necessity  for 
an  agent  in  Great  Britain,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Lower  House,  to  represent 
the  people  before  the  Crown.  The  compromise  agreement  between  the  two 
houses  at  this  session  to  refer  the  dispute  as  to  whether  the  salary  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Upper  House  be  paid  by  the  Proprietary  (as  was  the  same  person's  salary 
as  Clerk  of  the  Council ),  or  by  the  public,  made  it  necessary,  the  Lower  House 
said,  to  have  a  representative  in  London  to  present  its  point  of  view  on  this 
question  to  the  Crown. 

The  bill  to  support  an  agent  with  money  derived  from  a  four  pence  export 
tax  on  tobacco  having  been  killed  in  the  Upper  House,  the  Lower  House  changed 
its  tactics  and  declared  in  its  Resolves  that  funds  from  licenses  and  fines,  and 
from  the  existing  twelve  pence  per  hogshead  export  duty  on  toliacco,  which 
now  went  to  the  Proprietary,  but  which  the  Lower  House  declared  really 
belonged  to  the  public,  should  be  used  for  the  support  of  an  agent.  It  also 
resolved  that  until  the  license  money,  fines,  and  tobacco  duty  may  become 
available,  a  novel  method  for  the  support  of  an  agent  be  employed.  This 
was  by  a  lottery  and  by  a  public  subscription.  It  was  further  resolved  that 
Charles  Garth  be  appointed  agent,  and  that  a  committee  be  chosen  to  prepare 
a  statement  presenting  the  case  of  the  Lower  House  to  be  transmitted  to  Garth. 
This  committee  was  to  have  power  to  examine  all  provincial  records,  including 
those  of  the  Governor  and  Privy  Council.  It  was  further  resolved  that  the 
money  to  pay  the  agent  for  the  preparation  and  presentation  of  the  case  be 
raised  by  members  of  the  Lower  House  through  popular  subscriptions  and  by 
a  lottery  by  which  f  1000  current  money  was  to  be  raised.  The  "management 
committee"  for  the  "Liberty  Lottery"  was  to  be  composed  of  William  Murdock, 
Charles  Carroll,  the  Barrister,  Thomas  Sprigg,  William  Paca,  John  Weems, 
Thomas  Gassaway,  of  South  River,  Thomas  Ringgold,  Brice  Thomas  Beall 
Worthington,  Henry  Hall,  John  Hammond,  Thomas  Johnson,  John  Hall  of 
Annapolis,  and  Samuel  Chase.  Carroll,  Sprigg,  Weems  and  Gassaway  were  not 
members  of  the  present  Lower  House,  the  remaining  eight  managers  were. 
There  were  to  be  5000  lottery  tickets  at  thirty  cents  each,  2500  blanks,  2500 
prizes,  the  prizes  varying  from  £500  to  £200  each,  the  drawing  was  to  be  held  at 
the  court  house  at  Annapolis  on  the  last  Monday  in  May,  1767,  or  sooner,  if  the 
tickets  were  sold.  The  managers  were  to  give  bond  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Lower 
House.  Advertisements  of  the  lottery  were  to  be  published  in  the  Maryland 
Gazette,  the  J'irginia  Gaacttc.  and  in  the  Pennsylvania  Journal  (pp.  216-218). 

Commenting  on  the  "Liberty  Lottery",  as  it  was  called,  which  was  advertised 
weekly  in  the  Maryland  Gazette.  Governor  Sharpe  wrote  on  December  8,  1766, 
to  the  Proprietary's  Secretary,  Hugh  Hamersley,  that  the  members  of  the  Lower 
House  had  themselves  contributed  only  £150  to  the  fund  for  the  support  of 
an  agent,  and  had  employed  Garth  as  agent,  and  directed  him  to  prosecute  the 
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appeal  to  the  King  for  the  arbitration  of  the  dispute  with  the  Upper  House 
about  the  salary  of  its  Clerk  (Arch.  Md.  XIV,  356).  Frederick,  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary, complained  bitterly  of  the  "Liberty  Lottery",  which  he  characterized 
as  an  attack  upon  him  "as  if  he  were  a  Bashaw"  (ibid.  371).  Sharpe  wrote 
again  to  Hamersley  on  March  11,  1767,  that  the  scheme  for  the  £1000  lottery 
which  was  advertised  in  the  Gazette  was  going  badly,  and  would  have  gone 
still  worse  had  not  the  Pennsylvanians  bought  whole  books  of  tickets,  and  that 
subscriptions  to  the  fund  had  come  in  but  slowly  (ibid.  384).  When  the  day, 
May  25,  1767,  came  for  the  drawing  to  take  place,  it  was  postponed  because  all 
the  tickets  had  not  been  sold ;  and  Sharpe  questioned  whether  the  leaders  were 
really  anxious  to  push  the  appeal,  so  that  they  could  give  as  the  reason  for 
not  doing  so,  that  their  committee  had  been  denied  access  to  the  public  records 
which  would  have  decided  the  matters  in  dispute  in  their  favor  (ibid.  391). 
When  Sharpe  wrote  again  on  June  9th,  he  referred  to  a  rumor  that  Garth  was 
to  petition  the  Crown  for  an  order  that  the  Assembly  be  required  to  supply 
support  for  an  agent  by  a  special  tax  (ibid.  395,  398).  Failure  of  the  lottery 
scheme  and  the  raising  of  a  £1000  fund  by  subscriptions  for  the  support  of  an 
agent,  forced  the  Lower  House,  at  the  1768  session,  in  order  to  keep  its  record 
with  the  public  clear,  to  attempt  by  other  means  to  raise  funds  for  this  purpose, 
although  it  knew  well  such  an  attempt  would  be  promptly  killed  in  the  upper 
chamber.  A  bill  was  accordingly  drawn  up  by  a  committee,  headed  by  Matthew 
Tilghman,  with  Ringgold,  Hall,  and  Chase  as  the  other  members,  imposing 
a  four  pence  export  duty  on  tobacco,  which  was  promptly  passed  by  the  Lower 
House  and  as  promptly  rejected  by  the  Upper  House  without  amendment,  ex- 
planation, or  the  exchange  of  messages  (pp.  346,  353,  365,  299,  315,  412). 

In  the  seventeen-month  interval  between  the  1766  and  the  1768  sessions, 
a  spirited  dispute  relating  to  the  public  records  occurred  between  the  Lower 
House  on  the  one  hand  and  the  Governor  and  Council  on  the  other.  The  Lower 
House  sought  to  bring  the  agency  question  before  the  King  in  Council  and  to 
secure  an  order  to  the  Upper  House  from  the  Crown  directing  it  to  agree  to 
an  appropriation  by  the  Assembly  for  this  purpose.  To  prepare  a  full  statement 
of  the  agency  question  the  Lower  House  further  resolved  that  its  committee, 
headed  by  the  Speaker,  should  have  authority  to  have  access  to  all  records  in 
any  public  offices  "not  only  of  this  house  but  also  of  the  Upper  House,  Gov- 
ernor and  Council,  and  Governor  and  Privy  Council"  (pp.  216-217),  ^rid  here 
the  Lower  House  found  itself  up  against  a  stone  wall.  Although  it  does  not 
appear  from  the  journals  of  the  Lower  House  for  the  period  covered  by  this 
volume,  it  is  disclosed  by  the  Sharpe  Correspondence  that  the  Governor 
refused  to  allow  the  committee  to  have  access  to  his  personal  records  and  to 
the  records  of  his  "Privy  Council",  which  he  declared  were  Proprietary  and 
not  public  records.  Writing,  March  11,  1767,  to  Hugh  Hamersley,  the  Gov- 
ernor told  of  the  appointment  by  the  Lower  House  of  a  committee  "to  meet 
here  during  the  Recess  of  Assembly  vested  with  full  power  &  Authority  (if  a 
Resolve  of  the  House  could  confer  it)  to  rummage  all  the  publick  Offices,  that 
of  the  Privy  Council  not  excepted,  without  asking  leave  of  me  or  any  One  else, 
which  had  the  Government  submitted  to  or  connived  at  a  Precedent  would  have 
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been  set  for  a  Standing  Committee  in  all  times  hereafter  during  the  Recess  of 
Assemblies,  for  a  Pretence  for  such  Committees  being  appointed  would  never 
be  wanting."  The  Governor  went  on  to  say  that  the  Council  therefore  refused, 
and  the  Register  of  the  Secretary's  office  was  directed  to  refuse,  to  allow  a 
general  search  of  the  records  under  his  care,  and  Daniel  Dulany,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Province,  so  notified  the  committee.  The  Governor  wrote  that  had  the 
Lower  House  thought  fit  to  address  him  for  an  order  to  "discover"  to  desig- 
nated gentlemen  transcripts  of  the  records,  they  would  have  been  supplied, 
but  that  he  would  not  allow  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Lower  House  to 
rummage  the  offices  and  remove  from  them  books  or  papers,  especially  those 
of  the  Privy  Council  (Arch.  Md.  XIV,  385,  386).  Hamersley,  in  a  letter  in 
reply,  dated  July  20,  1767,  commenting  on  this,  said  that  there  was  no  precedent 
for  the  claim  that  the  Lower  House  has  a  right  to  call  for  the  production  of 
original  public  records,  and  that  no  such  claim  has  ever  been  made  by  Parliament, 
nor  has  it  ever  asserted  a  right  to  continue  its  investigation  of  public  affairs 
during  a  recess  (ibid.  406-407). 

The  proceedings  of  the  Council  for  February  19,  1767,  show  that  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Lower  House,  under  this  date,  wrote  to  the  clerk  or  register  of 
the  Secretary's  office,  of  which  Daniel  Dulany  was  Secretary,  requesting  him 
to  bring  before  the  committee  certain  records  and,  at  the  same  time,  sent  him 
a  certified  copy  of  the  Resolves  of  the  Lower  House  upon  which  they  based  their 
authority  to  do  so.  A  meeting  of  the  Council  was  called  and  Dulany  read  to  it 
a  letter  that  had  been  written  by  him  to  the  committee,  which  the  Council  ap- 
proved. In  this  letter  Dulany  declared  that  as  Provincial  Secretary  he  had  given 
a  large  bond  for  the  security  and  care  of  the  records  in  his  office;  that  after  the 
Lower  House  is  prorogued  its  authority  ceases  during  the  recess,  and  that  this 
authority  cannot  be  continued  to  particular  members  of  the  house  by  a  Resolve 
which  is  not  concurred  in  by  the  Upper  House ;  that  his  authority  as  Secretary 
is  derived  from  the  Proprietary  alone  and  not  from  the  Assembly,  and  that 
the  custody  of  books  and  papers  is  in  him  alone ;  that  he  cannot  comply  with 
their  request  as  a  Committee,  but  that  as  individuals,  assuming  no  authority, 
it  will  be  a  pleasure  to  him  to  comply  with  any  reasonable  request  to  examine 
records  that  they  may  make  (Arch.  Md.  XXXII,  180-185). 

Later  references  by  the  Governor  to  this  matter  indicate  that  he  believed 
that  the  demand  for  books  and  papers  was  not  made  in  good  faith  and 
with  the  view  that  it  would  be  complied  with,  but  that  the  Lower  House,  finding 
that  it  could  not  raise  sufficient  funds  for  the  immediate  support  of  an  agent 
in  Great  Britain  by  popular  subscription  and  by  the  "Liberty  Lottery",  sought 
to  give  to  the  public  the  impression  that  their  appeal  to  the  Crown  for  its  back- 
ing to  secure  a  support  for  such  an  agent  had  been  frustrated,  not  because  of  the 
failure  of  these  schemes,  but  because  they  were  not  allowed  to  have  access  to 
the  records  upon  which  a  proper  presentation  of  their  case  could  be  made  to 
the  Crown. 

PARISHES,    CHURCHES,    CHAPELS,    CLERGYMEN,   AND   RELIGION 

An  earnest  endeavor  was  made  by  both  houses  of  the  Assembly  at  the  1768 
session  to  establish  some  form  of  supervision  and  discipline  over  the  clerg)'  of 
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the  Established  Church,  aU  of  whom  owed  their  appointments  to  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary. Under  the  law  the  vestries  of  the  several  parishes  had  no  say  in  the 
selection  of  the  rector  or  curate,  nor  when  once  inducted,  did  either  the  Pro- 
prietary, or  the  Governor,  or  the  vestry  have  power  to  remove  them.  While 
the  great  majority  of  the  clergymen  of  the  established  church  holding  benefices 
in  the  Province  were  conscientious  and  God-fearing  men,  at  this  perioid  an  un- 
usually large  number  of  disreputable  clergymen  were  an  ofifence  to  the  public. 
The  most  conspicuous  and  notorious  of  these  was  the  Reverend  Bennett  Allen, 
then  Rector  of  All  Saints'  Parish,  Frederick  County,  and  other  parishes,  who 
for  years  kept  religious  and  political  affairs  in  Maryland  in  an  uproar.  Another 
flagrant  offender  was  the  Reverend  Nathaniel  Whitaker,  Rector  of  Coventry 
Parish,  Somerset  and  Worcester  Counties,  who  had  recently  died,  and  who 
to  quote  Sharpe,  writing  in  1768,  "by  his  Sottiness  &  immoral  Behavior  had 
long  been  considered  an  intolerable  Burthen  by  the  Parishioners"  {Arch.  Md. 
XIV,  480).  We  also  owe  to  Sharpe  the  following  picturesque  descriptions  of 
three  other  contemporary  clergymen :  the  Reverend  Neill  McCulIum  of  Dor- 
chester Parish,  Dorchester  County;  the  Reverend  Andrew  Lendrum,  of  St. 
George's  Parish,  Baltimore  County ;  and  the  Reverend  Richard  Brown  of 
King  and  Queen  Parish,  St.  Mary's  County.  McCullum  who  "by  reason  of 
his  Sottishness  has  for  many  years  been  absolutely  unable  to  ofificiate  in  the 
Church  or  to  discharge  any  part  of  his  Duty" ;  Lendrum  was  "said  to  be  not 
only  an  habitual  Drunkard  but  also  to  live  in  Adultery"  ;  Brown  had  been  "lately 
accused  of  murdering  one  of  his  Slaves  &  actually  fled  thereupon  to  Virginia 
where  he  remained  several  Months  till  his  Son,  who  could  be  the  only  positive 
Witness  against  him  could  be  ship't  away  thence  to  Scotland  .  .  .  his  Parish- 
ioners consider  him  as  a  very  bad  man  none  of  them  will  even  yet  attend  Divine 
Service  at  his  Church"  (Arch.  Md.  XIV,  480,  507).  The  immoralities  of  the 
Reverend  Richard  Brown,  a  native  of  Charles  County,  Maryland,  are  also  to  be 
found  fully  narrated  in  the  report  upon  him  by  the  Committee  on  Aggrievances 
and  Courts  of  Justice,  filed  in  the  Lower  House  on  June  22,  1768.  It  appears 
that  Brown,  who  had  become  Rector  of  King  and  Queen  Parish,  in  1751,  had 
lived  out  of  his  parish  for  more  than  three  years,  and  this  without  employing  a 
curate  to  officiate  in  his  stead.  Lately  returned  to  his  parish  "his  long  course  of 
immoral  conduct  and  his  being  under  a  prosecution  for  the  supposed  murder  of 
a  negro  has  determined  his  parishioners  universally  not  to  hear  him :  that  the 
growth  of  Popery  and  superstition  are,  as  may  be  expected,  attendant  conse- 
quences of  such  remiss  and  immoral  conduct  on  the  part  of  a  clergyman."  The 
committee  concluded  by  saying  that  their  attention  had  been  directed  to  the 
matter  so  late  that  it  could  not  make  as  full  an  inquiry  and  examination  as  was 
called  for,  but  that  it  felt  a  "strict  inquiry  into  the  causes  of  the  apparent  decay 
of  the  established  religion"  in  the  Province  should  be  made  (pp.  410-41 1). 
It  will  be  remembered  that  St.  Mary's  County  was  the  stronghold  of  Roman 
Catholicism  in  the  Province. 

The  case  of  the  Reverend  John  Macpherson,  a  native  of  Scotland  and  the 
Rector  of  William  and  Mary  Parish,  Charles  County,  who  for  some  time,  had 
been  in  prison  for  debt,  seems  to  have  involved  financial  carelessness,  rather 
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than  other  forms  of  immorality.  Macpherson  had  come  to  Maryland  in  1751 
and  had  been  rector  of  William  and  Mary  Parish,  Charles  County,  since  1757. 
He  had  been,  for  some  time,  a  prisoner  for  debt  in  the  Charles  County  jail, 
when  at  the  1768  session,  he  petitioned  for  relief  (p.  287).  The  Lower  House 
appointed  a  committee  of  five,  with  John  Hanson,  of  Charles  County  as  chair- 
man, to  examine  into  the  matter  and  report  to  the  house  (p.  358).  The  com- 
mittee reported  that  Macpherson  was  so  largely  indebted  to  a  number  of  per- 
sons that  there  was  no  probability  of  his  being  able  to  extricate  himself  without 
legislative  relief.  His  annual  income  as  rector,  derived  from  the  clergy  tax  of 
30  pounds  of  tobacco  per  poll,  levied  upon  the  parish  inhabitants,  was  about 
26,000  pounds,  his  glebe  land  was  now  rented  for  f  10  currency  a  year,  and  he 
also  had  the  income  from  some  thirteen  or  fourteen  working  negroes  belonging 
to  the  glebe  of  the  parish.  What,  if  anything,  he  derived  from  his  interest  in 
the  Cudbear  Works  in  Scotland,  the  committee  had  not  learned  (pp.  366-367). 
The  committee  advised  that  all  this  income  be  assigned  to  trustees  for  the 
benefit  of  his  creditors,  and  an  act  to  this  end  passed.  The  house  concurred  with 
the  report  and  a  bill  was  ordered  to  be  drawn  and  brought  in  for  his  relief 
(p.  383).  After  slight  amendment  in  the  Upper  House  this  bill  was  passed 
(pp.  318,  406).  The  preamble  recited  the  facts  enumerated  above  in  the  report, 
adding  that  Macpherson  had  offered  to  give  up  his  whole  estate,  including  his 
future  income  as  rector  of  William  and  Mary  Parish.  Three  prominent  men 
were  appointed  trustees  for  the  creditors.  The  rector,  who  of  course  retained 
his  benefice,  was  allowed  to  keep  his  wearing  apparel  and  library ;  the  trustees 
were  directed  to  reserve  out  of  his  income  and  pay  to  him  for  his  support  and 
maintenance  11,000  pounds  of  tobacco  out  of  his  estimated  salary  as  rector  of 
26,000  pounds,  the  balance  of  his  income  from  this  and  other  sources  to  be 
paid  annually  to  the  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors.  The  usual  pro- 
visions in  acts  for  insolvent  debtors  for  the  protection  of  both  the  creditors 
and  the  debtor  are  incorporated  in  the  act  (pp.  465-468).  Macpherson  seems 
to  have  continued  to  serve  as  rector  of  this  parish  until  his  death  in  1785. 

Outraged  by  the  offenses  against  decency  by  so  many  clergymen  of  the 
established  church,  a  bill  drawn  up  by  a  committee  consisting  of  such  leading 
members  of  the  Lower  House  as  Johnson,  Hollyday,  Ringgold,  Murdock,  Ed- 
ward Tilghman,  Matthew  Tilghman,  Chase,  Allen,  and  Paca,  was  introduced 
on  June  8,  1768,  as  supplementary  to  the  old  law  for  "establishment  of  re- 
ligious worship  in  the  Province  according  to  the  Church  of  England."  Under 
the  proposed  regulatory  law  all  beneficed  clergy  were  forbidden  to  be  absent 
more  than  two  months  in  any  one  year  from  their  parishes,  this  provision 
being  aimed  at  those  rectors  who  collected  their  full  salaries  and  farmed  out 
their  duties  to  poorly  paid  curates.  A  board  was  to  be  created,  composed  of 
the  Governor,  three  clergymen,  and  three  laymen,  to  be  appointed  by  him, 
"to  exercise  a  Kind  of  Visitorial  Jurisdiction  with  disciplinary  powers  over 
such  Ministers  as  may  be  accused  of  any  notorious  or  scandalous  Behavior" 
(p.  361;  Arch.  Md.  XIV,  504).  This  bill  for  the  regulation  of  the  clergy 
passed  the  Lower  House  by  a  vote  of  35  to  2,  and  also  the  Upper  House,  where 
it  was  strongly  backed  by  both  Dulanys,  after  it  had  been  amended  so  that  it 
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was  not  to  be  operative  until  nine  months  after  its  passage,  before  which  time 
it  was  felt  that  the  Proprietary's  attitude  towards  such  legislation  could  be 
learned  (pp.  304-305,  315,  319,  361,  383,  400,  405,  406,  412,  420).  But 
Sharpe,  although  favorable  to  the  bill,  felt  that  he  should  not  give  his  assent 
to  any  act  that  might  affect  the  prerogative  of  the  Proprietary  even  with  the 
nine-months'  suspension  clause,  until  he  had  learned  the  attitude  of  Frederick, 
Lord  Baltimore,  towards  it.  Under  date  of  June  2t„  1768,  the  Governor 
wrote  the  Proprietary  that  the  bill  had  been  "laid  aside  by  him  until  he  knew 
his  Lordship's  sentiments  upon  it"  (Arch.  Md.  XIV,  510).  It  was  not  until 
three  years  later,  when  the  Proprietary  had  finally  acquiesced  in  its  passage, 
that  legislation  of  the  same  general  character  was  passed  at  the  October- 
November,  1771,  session  (Hanson's  Laws  of  Maryland,  1787;  Acts  of  1771, 
chap.  xxxi). 

Coventry  Parish,  Worcester  County,  had  had  for  twenty  years  as  its  rector, 
the  notorious  Reverend  Nathaniel  Whitaker,  who  died  November  3,  1766. 
After  his  death  Governor  Sharpe  had  written  to  the  Lord  Proprietary  of 
Whitaker,  that  "by  his  Sottishness  and  immoral  Behaviour  [he]  had  long  been 
considered  an  intolerable  Burthen  by  his  Parishioners"  {Arch.  Md.  XIV,  480). 
Daniel  Dulany  referred  to  him  as  "a  Man  not  only  unfit  for  the  Station  in 
which  he  was  placed,  but  so  infamously  profligate  that  it  would  have  been  a 
discredit  to  any  Person  of  Character  to  admit  him  to  the  Regard  and  notice  of  a 
common  acquaintance"  {Arch.  Md.  XXXII,  225).  A  petition,  signed  by  183 
parishioners  of  Coventry  Parish,  of  whom  six  were  vestrymen  and  two  church 
wardens,  dated  May  16,  1767,  is  printed  in  the  Appendix.  It  requests  the  Gov- 
ernor to  appoint  as  Whitaker's  successor  a  rector  who  met  the  approbation  of 
the  parishioners,  and  suggests  the  name  of  the  Reverend  Dr.  Thomas  Bradley 
Chandler  (pp.  513-517).  It  will  be  recalled  that  the  appointment  of  the  clergy 
in  Maryland  was  the  exclusive  prerogative  of  the  Lord  Proprietary  and  one 
which  he  jealously  exercised.  Five  prominent  parishioners  of  Coventry  Parish 
on  November  25,  1766,  two  days  after  Whitaker's  death,  signed  a  letter  to 
Governor  Sharpe,  urging  that  no  appointment  be  made  without  the  approbation 
of  the  congregation.  This  letter  requested  that  the  Reverend  Andrew  Morton  be 
appointed  rector,  the  writers  saying  that  "you  will  not  conceive  that  we  claim 
this  as  an  absolute  right",  but  expressed  the  hope  that  they  may  be  granted 
this  indulgence  as  more  than  twenty  years  had  passed  without  their  having  had 
the  Gospel  preached  to  them  except  by  visiting  clergymen  and  this  at  their 
own  expense  {Arch.  Md.  XIV,  349).  An  undated  letter,  but  one  obviously 
written  somewhat  later,  from  the  vestry  and  church  wardens  of  Coventry  to 
Sharpe,  shows  that  the  Governor  had  without  consulting  the  parishioners  ap- 
pointed the  Reverend  John  Rosse.  This  appointment  resulted  in  such  violent 
opposition  developing  against  him  that  he  had  refused  to  accept  (ibid,  p.  363- 
369,  480-481).  Sharpe  then  appointed  the  Reverend  Philip  Hughes  as  rector. 
His  appointment  seems  at  first  also  to  have  aroused  opposition,  which  however, 
soon  quieted  down  (ibid.  481).  It  was  doubtless  such  episodes  as  these  that 
contributed  to  the  attempt  at  the  1768  session  to  secure  the  passage  of  the  law 
for  the  regulation  of  the  clergy. 
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At  the  May,  1766,  session,  petitions  were  presented  asking  for  legislation 
afifecting  five  parishes,  Chester  in  Kent  County,  Somerset  in  Somerset  County, 
Stepney  in  Somerset  and  Worcester  Counties,  William  and  Mary  in  Charles 
County,  and  St.  Paul's  in  Baltimore  County.  Neither  the  journals  of  the  Upper 
nor  the  Lower  House  for  this  session  disclose  the  nature  of  three  of  these 
several  petitions,  but  the  proceedings  of  the  November-December,  1766,  ses- 
sion, do.  Such  petitions  were  first  presented  in  the  Upper  House,  and,  if 
approved,  were  referred  to  the  Lower  House.  Here  they  might  be  favorably 
acted  upon,  rejected,  or  referred  to  the  next  Assembly.  Chester  Parish  sought 
authority  to  erect  a  Vestry  House  and  enclose  a  churchyard  which  was  not  fav- 
orably acted  upon  at  this  session  (p.  25),  but  at  the  November-December, 
1766,  session,  authority  was  granted;  Somerset  Parish  sought  authority  to 
enlarge  the  Church  at  Monie  and  to  build  a  chapel  of  ease  at  Princess  Anne, 
which  was  not  acted  upon  by  the  Lower  House  at  this  session  (pp.  5,  24), 
but  was  also  granted  at  the  next  session.  The  petition  from  St.  Paul's  Parish, 
Baltimore  County,  related  to  the  nomination  of  inspectors  by  the  vestry  for  the 
Baltimore  Town  tobacco  warehouse,  and  an  act  for  this  end  was  passed  (pp.  85- 
87).  The  Stepney  Parish  petition,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  in  the  Lower 
House  (pp.  7,  28),  doubtless  asked  for  authority  to  build  two  chapels  of  ease, 
one  on  the  Wicomico  River  and  one  near  Spring  Hill,  as  an  act  authorizing 
these  was  passed  at  the  1768  session,  and  will  be  referred  to  presently.  The 
character  of  the  petition  of  William  and  Mary  Parish  in  Charles  County  (pp.  8, 
48)  is  not  disclosed,  nor  does  later  legislation  reveal  its  character. 

Four  parishes  sought  legislation  at  the  November-December,  1766,  session; 
these  were  Christ  Church  Parish,  Queen  Anne's  County,  Chester  Parish,  Kent 
County,  Somerset  Parish,  Somerset  County,  and  Trinity  Parish,  Charles 
County.  A  petition  from  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church  Parish,  Queen  Anne's 
County,  the  nature  of  which  is  not  disclosed,  was  presented  (p.  lOi),  but  no 
action  seems  to  have  been  taken  upon  it.  It  may  be  recalled  that  at  the  Novem- 
ber-December, 1765,  session,  an  act  had  been  passed  changing  the  bounds  of 
this  and  adjoining  parishes  in  Queen  Anne  and  Talbot  Counties  (Arch.  Md. 
LIX,  xviii,  314-319).  At  the  November-December,  1766,  session,  an  act  was 
passed  for  the  erection  of  a  vestry  house  in  connection  with  the  parish  church 
at  LU.  in  Chester  Parish,  Kent  County,  and  for  enclosing  the  churchyard, 
these  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  surplus  left  over  from  the  erection  of  the 
parish  church  (pp.  99,  100,  104,  144,  151,  156,  158,  225-227).  It  will  be 
recalled  that  the  erection  of  a  parish  called  Chester  with  the  parish  church 
at  LU.  and  with  a  chapel  of  ease  at  Chestertown,  had  been  authorized  by  the 
1765  Assembly  {Arch.  Md.  LIX,  Ivii,  299-302).  As  will  presently  be  seen,  at 
the  1768  session  authority  was  sought  and  obtained  to  build  a  new  brick  chapel 
in  Chester  Town  to  replace  the  old  building  used  as  a  chapel,  purchased  under 
authority  of  the  act  of  1765.  At  the  November-December,  1766,  Assembly, 
legislation  was  secured  by  Somerset  Parish  in  Somerset  County  to  permit  the 
abandonment  of  a  chapel  of  ease  known  as  "King's  Mill  Chapel",  because  "it 
is  now  much  decayed  and  in  a  little  time  will  be  dangerous  .  .  .  and  too  small 
for  the  reception  of  the  Congregation  thereto  adjacent,  and  not  so  well  situ- 
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ated  as  might  be,  and  also  that  Monie  Church  in  the  same  Parish  is  too  small 
for  the  Parishioners  that  attend";  and  authority  was  granted  to  abandon  the 
chapel  of  ease  at  King's  Mill  and  to  levy  a  tax  of  144,000  pounds  of  tobacco 
upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  Parish  for  the  purchase  of  land  and  the  erection, 
at  a  cost  of  £800,  of  a  chapel  of  ease  at  Princess  Anne  Town,  and  for  the 
enlargement  of  the  church  at  Monie  at  a  cost  of  £100  (pp.  96,  lOi,  102,  104, 
150,  153,  157,  167,  227-229).  The  parish  authorities  of  Trinity  Parish, 
Charles  County,  and  the  principal  inhabitants  of  Benedict  Hundred  in  that 
parish,  petitioned  the  Assembly  for  permission  to  levy  a  tax  of  50,000  pounds 
of  tobacco  to  purchase  land  and  to  erect  thereon  a  chapel  of  ease  "at  the  west 
entrance  into  Villet's  old  fields  near  the  Main  road  that  leadeth  from  Bryon 
Town  to  Benedict,  the  said  situation  being  Convenient  not  only  for  the 
inhabitants  of  Benedict  Hundred  but  many  others  Contiguous  thereto."  An 
act  to  this  end  was  passed  (pp.  no,  113,  152,  167,  180,  183,  185,  186,231-232). 

At  the  1768  Assembly  matters  relating  to  four  parishes  came  up  for  con- 
sideration. These  were  Chester,  Kent  County;  Stepney,  Someret  County;  St. 
John's,  Queen  Anne's  County;  and  St.  Anne's,  Anne  Arundel  County;  all  of 
which  came  before  the  Assembly  in  the  form  of  petitions  to  the  Upper  House 
by  the  vestries,  church  wardens,  and  inhabitants  of  the  parishes.  H  the  petition 
seemed  meritorious  to  the  upper  chamber  it  referred  it  to  the  Lower  House 
but,  if  not  deemed  worthy  of  consideration,  it  was  at  once  rejected  without 
reference. 

Chester  Parish  sought  and  obtained  in  1768  legislation  authorizing  the  build- 
ing of  a  new  and  larger  chapel  of  ease  in  rapidly  growing  Chestertown.  The 
act  of  1765  had  authorized  the  expenditure  of  50,000  pounds  of  tobacco  to 
enlarge  the  old  building  in  Chestertown  used  as  a  chapel.  This  money,  ap- 
parently, had  not  been  spent  and  it  was  now  proposed  to  add  to  that  amount 
contributions  made  by  "many  well  disposed  people  [who]  have  Voluntarily 
Subscribed  large  Sums  of  Money  to  the  Amount  of  500  Pounds  or  Upward." 
The  chapel  was  to  be  built  on  a  new  site  on  ground  owned  by  the  public  at  the 
corner  of  High  and  Cross  Streets,  the  building  to  be  of  brick  with  a  stone 
foundation,  and  it  was  to  be  sixty  feet  long  by  forty  feet  wide,  and  to  be  two 
stories  high.  Pew  holders  in  the  old  chapel  were  to  have  as  good  pews  in  the 
new  building  as  in  the  old ;  subscribers  to  the  £500  fund  and  residents  of  Ches- 
tertown to  pay  the  cost  of  the  erection  of  the  pews,  these  to  be  drawn  by  lot; 
subscribers  of  over  £10  were  entitled  to  a  full  sized  pew;  those  under  £10  to 
have  a  half  pew.  One  pew  holder,  Thomas  Marsh,  was  to  have  a  preferred 
status,  the  law  providing  that  the  pews  "shall  be  in  all  Numbered  except  the 
one  Mister  Thomas  Marsh  may  Choose  he  having  Previously  subscribed  70 
Pounds  Current  Money  on  Consideration  of  having  his  choice  of  a  Pew  in  the 
said  Chapel"  (p.  434).  Pews  not  otherwise  disposed  of  as  above  might  be 
purchased  in  the  order  of  application  by  any  freeholder  of  the  parish  owning 
at  least  fifty  acres  of  land  (pp.  302,  303,  307,  312,  345,  357,  375,  380,  386, 
391,  395,  432-436).  It  is  to  be  noted  that  at  the  September-November,  1770, 
session,  a  bill  was  passed  authorizing  the  expenditure  of  £360  current  money 
for   furnishing  and  enclosing  the  chapel   at   Chestertown  and  enclosing  the

graveyard  (Hanson's  Laws  of  Maryland,  1787;  September-November,  1770, 
chap.  XV ). 

The  petition  of  the  vestry  and  sundry  inhabitants  of  St.  John's  Parish, 
Queen  Anne's  County,  presented  to  the  Upper  House  on  June  17,  1768,  repre- 
sented that  "the  Parish  Church  is  greatly  impaired  and  there  is  a  necessity 
for  building  a  Chapel  of  Ease  and  that  there  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Vestry 
of  the  said  Parish  about  the  sum  of  Twelve  hundred  Pounds  Current  Money 
to  be  applied  for  that  Purpose — [and  that  as]  there  are  various  Opinions 
amongst  the  Parishioners — whereon  it  may  be  proper  to  place  the  said  Church 
and  Chapel  of  Ease,  it  is  therefore  thought  fit  by  this  General  Assembly  for 
settling  all  differences  amongst  the  Parishioners  that  the  Assembly  decide" 
(pp.  301,  463-464).  The  proceeds  of  a  tax  not  exceeding  100,000  pounds  of 
tobacco  were  authorized,  to  be  added  to  the  £1200  already  in  the  hands  of 
the  Vestry,  to  build  and  furnish  a  parish  church  on  the  two  acres  at  Nine 
Bridges  given  by  Mr.  Thomas  Wright,  and  a  chapel  of  ease  at  Tuckahoe  Bridge 
where  the  present  church  stands.  Authority  was  also  given  to  sell  the  two  acres 
at  Chickens  Bridge  formerly  acquired  for  erecting  a  parish  church  (pp.  464- 
465).  It  is  to  be  noted  in  this  connection  that  at  the  1769  session  an  act  was 
passed  for  determining  the  bounds  of  four  parishes  in  Queen  Anne's  and  Talbot 
Counties,  one  of  which  was  St.  John's  Parish. 

Stepney  Parish  in  Somerset  and  Worcester  Counties,  as  the  result  of  a 
petition  from  the  Vestry  and  inhabitants  (p.  289),  obtained  authority  to  build 
chapels  of  ease  at  the  head  of  Wicomico  River  and  at  Spring  Hill.  The  pre- 
amble of  the  act  recites  that  the  chapel  of  ease  known  as  Godderd's  Chapel 
"is  not  only  much  out  of  Repair  and  unfit  to  attend  divine  Service  therein  but 
inconveniently  situated  for  the  Parishioners  and  that  their  Chapel  of  Ease 
to  be  repaired"  (p.  436).  Authority  was  granted  to  the  justices  of  Somerset  and 
Worcester  Counties  to  levy  a  tax  of  160,000  pounds  of  tobacco  for  this  purpose, 
to  be  apportioned  against  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  Parish  residing  in 
these  two  counties,  100,000  pounds  to  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  of 
two  acres  at  the  head  of  and  on  the  south  side  of  Wicomico  River  in  Somerset 
County  above  the  mill  of  William  Venables  and  for  the  erection  thereon  of  a 
chapel  of  ease ;  the  purchase  of  a  two  acre  lot  and  the  erection  of  a  chapel  of 
ease  near  where  the  Spring-Hill  Chapel  in  Somerset  County  stands  (pp.  436- 
438).  At  the  September,  1770,  session,  authority  was  given  to  Stepney  Par- 
ish to  purchase  a  two  acre  lot  on  the  north  side  of  Broad  Creek  near  the 
bridge,  and  to  erect  thereon  a  chapel  of  ease,  the  justices  of  Somerset  and 
Worcester  counties  respectively  to  levy  a  tax  of  80,000  pounds  of  tobacco  in 
the  years  1770  and  1771  upon  the  taxable  parish  inhabitants  for  that  purpose 
(Hanson's  laws  of  Maryland,  1787;  September,  1770,  chap.  viii).  The  As- 
sembly at  the  1 77 1  session  authorized  an  additional  tax  of  60,000  pounds  of 
tobacco  to  enable  Stepney  Parish  to  complete  three  chapels  of  ease,  one  at 
Spring  Hill,  one  at  the  head  of  Wicomico,  and  one  at  Broad  Creek;  and 
"to  remove  certain  doubts"  declared  the  parish  church  to  be  the  church  at  Green 
Hill  (ibid;  Acts  of  1771 ;  chap.  ix). 

A  petition  from  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  St.  Anne's  Parish  (Anne  Arundel 
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County)  received  by  the  Upper  House  on  June  14,  1768,  was  referred  to  the 
Lower  House  for  consideration  (p.  303).  As  no  mention  of  this  is  entered  in 
the  journal  of  the  Lower  House,  it  is  probable  that  it  was  not  accepted  for 
filing  because  it  had  not  been  presented  within  the  limit  of  time  required  by  the 
rules  of  the  Lower  House  (p.  382).  Its  nature  is  not  disclosed.  The  petition 
of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Baltimore  County,  for  authority  to  levy  a  tax  to  employ 
an  organist  is  discussed  later  (p.  cvi). 

Roman  Catholics.  The  Catholic  question  did  not  flare  up  violently  in  the 
General  Assembly  during  the  1766-68  period,  but  it  looms  in  the  background 
in  two  bills  which  came  before  it.  An  old  bill  "for  the  security  of  purchasers 
and  others  claiming  by  and  from  aliens",  excluding  Roman  Catholics  from 
the  benefits  of  the  act,  had  since  1758  been  regularly  passed  by  the  Lower 
House,  and  as  regularly  rejected  on  this  account  in  the  Upper  House  {Arch. 
Md.  LVI,  Ixiv;  LVHI,  Ixv;  LIX,  xxxv).  The  bill  again  came  before  the 
November-December,  1766,  and  the  May- June,  1768,  sessions,  was  passed 
by  the  Lower  House,  amended  by  the  Upper  House  to  extend  its  benefits  to 
Catholics,  and  rejected  on  this  account  by  the  Lower  House  (pp.  114,  187,  190- 
191,  378,  388,  303,  307).  The  law  providing  for  apprenticing  orphans  and 
children  abandoned  by  fathers,  passed  at  the  November-December,  1766,  ses- 
sion, provided  for  their  placement  in  Protestant  families,  but  made  no  ex- 
ception for  children  of  Roman  Catholic  parents  (pp.  235-238). 

LANGUISHING    PRISONERS    FOR    DEBT 

At  each  of  the  three  sessions  held  during  the  1766- 1768  period  acts  were 
passed  for  the  relief  of  various  "languishing  prisoners"  confined  in  the  several 
county  jails  for  debt.  The  terms  of  all  three  of  the  acts  are  identical  with  those 
passed  at  recent  preceding  sessions.  Such  relief  acts  have  already  been  dis- 
cussed at  length  by  the  editor  in  a  previous  volume  of  the  Archives  (LIX,  lix- 
Ix).  Apparently  all  of  the  cases  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Assembly 
by  petitions  from  individual  debtors,  telling  of  their  sufferings,  the  length  of 
imprisonment,  the  circumstances  resulting  in  their  plight,  and  their  willing- 
ness to  make  all  restitution  possible  to  their  creditors.  For  unexplainable 
reasons  none  of  the  original  petitions  for  this  particular  period  have  been 
preserved.  To  show  the  extent  of  imprisonment  for  debt  in  Maryland  at  this 
time  it  is  to  be  noted  that  in  this  three-year  period  200  debtors  were  released 
by  legislative  action,  and  there  were  many  others  to  whom  relief  was  not 
granted.  To  prevent  petitions  trailing  in  during  the  entire  session,  the  Lower 
House,  towards  the  close  of  the  May,  1766,  Assembly,  passed  a  resolution, 
in  the  form  of  a  standing  rule,  that  thereafter  no  petition  for  the  discharge 
of  a  prisoner  for  debt  would  be  entertained  unless  advertisement  of  inten- 
tion to  apply  for  Assembly  relief  were  "set  up  at  the  Court  House  door"  of 
the  respective  counties  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Assembly, 
and  then  to  be  certified  to  by  at  least  three  justices  of  the  county  (p.  63).  The 
disgraceful  conditions  found  in  the  Anne  Arundel  Coimty  jail  in  1766,  nar- 
rated in  another  section  (pp.  xxi-xxii) ,  tells  of  the  horrible  conditions  in  some  of 
these  county  jails. 
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The  act  of  May,  1766,  as  finally  passed,  granted  relief  to  32  debtors, 
of  whom  two  were  women  (pp.  68-73).  The  bill  for  relief  was  prepared  in 
the  Lower  House  and  promptly  passed,  but  when  it  reached  the  Upper  House 
nine  additional  names  were  added.  Four  of  these  were  stricken  out  by  the 
Lower  House  after  the  bill  was  returned  to  it.  The  grounds  for  striking  out 
these  names  were  as  follows :  Henry  Heinzman  had  declined  to  accept  the 
ofifer  of  his  principal  creditor  to  release  him  from  jail  if  he  would  give  him 
his  bond  ;  John  Davis,  another  prisoner  "hath  been  guilty  of  a  Riot  in  the  gaol"  ; 
George  Beall  not  only  "is  Strongly  Suspected  of  acting  fraudulently  towards 
his  Creditors",  but  has  not  been  recommended  by  the  magistrate  of  his  county, 
nor  have  his  creditors  been  notified ;  John  Berry  has  already  been  released 
(pp.  8,  52).  The  Upper  House  then  accepted  the  bill  as  revised  in  the  Lower 
House,  and  it  was  duly  passed  (p.  10,  53,  54,  68-73). 

The  relief  act  passed  at  the  November-December,  1766,  Assembly  was  for 
the  benefit  of  59  prisoners,  two  of  whom  were  women  (pp.  247-252).  Again  a 
difference  arose  about  some  of  the  debtors  whose  names  had  been  included  in 
the  Lower  House  bill,  resulting  in  the  exchange  of  sharp  messages  between  the 
two  houses.  The  Upper  House  struck  out  the  names  of  Mayberry  Helms,  Jr., 
of  Baltimore  County,  and  of  John  Duncastle  of  Charles  County.  Relief  for 
Helms  had  been  opposed  in  a  petition  filed  by  John  Slye  and  Daniel  Barnett, 
on  the  ground  that  he  had  sought  to  defraud  his  creditors  by  placing  his  property 
in  trust  with  his  father,  Maybury  Helms,  Sr.,  but  after  a  hearing  at  the  bar 
of  the  Lower  House,  it  was  found  "to  the  universal  satisfaction  of  this  House" 
that  no  fraud  had  been  committed  or  intended ;  nor  had  any  reasons  been  shown 
for  refusing  relief  to  John  Duncastle  (pp.  193,  201).  The  Upper  House 
replied  that  its  opposition  for  relief  to  Helms  was  not  based  on  the  Slye 
and  Barnett  representations,  but  on  the  belief  that  he  had  defrauded  no  less 
a  person  than  Nicholas  Maccubbin :  and  that  in  the  case  of  Duncastle,  the 
objector  was  Mr.  David  Ross,  to  whom  Duncastle  had  been  very  unfair 
(p.  126).  The  Upper  House  seems  to  have  had  its  way,  for  the  bill  was 
passed  without  the  reinstatement  the  names  of  Helms  and  Duncastle  (p.  247). 
Nor  are  their  names  to  be  found  in  the  1768  relief  act.  They  may  have  made 
some  settlement  with  their  creditors  and  were  released. 

At  the  1768  session  the  relieving  act  released  108  debtors,  of  whom  two 
were  women.  Petitions  for  relief  had  numbered  119.  The  bill  in  this 
instance  had  easy  sailing,  no  changes  being  made  in  the  original  draft  in 
either  house,  nor  did  any  messages  pass  between  the  two  houses  on  the  sub- 
ject (pp.  296,  468-473).  At  this  same  session  the  Reverend  John  Macpher- 
son,  rector  of  William  and  Mary  Parish,  St.  Mary's  County,  who,  for  some 
time  had  been  a  languishing  prisoner  for  debt  in  the  county  jail,  had  the 
honor  of  having  a  special  act  for  relief  passed  for  his  benefit.  This  gave  him 
the  privilege  of  retaining  his  library,  clothes,  and  a  part  of  the  salarv  he  re- 
ceived as  rector  (p.  465).  Macpherson's  case  is  discussed  more  fully  in  the 
section  on  clergymen  (pp.  Ixix-lxxvi). 

It  may  be  recalled  that  at  the  November-December,  1765,  session,  Parker 
Selby,  a  delegate  from  Worcester  County,  had  introduced  a  bill  in  the  Lower 
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House,  of  a  more  general  scope  than  the  acts  just  discussed,  "for  the  relief 
of  insolvent  debtors",  but  consideration  of  it  had  been  postponed  until  the 
next  session  {Arch.  Md.  LIX,  Ix,  154,  212,  213,  229).  At  the  May,  1766, 
session,  this  bill,  with  the  consent  of  the  house,  was  again  brought  in  by  Selby, 
to  meet  the  same  fate  that  it  had  at  the  previous  session,  action  upon  it  being 
again  postponed  until  the  following  session  (pp.  26,  59).  It  failed  of  passage 
again  at  the  November-December,  1766,  session  (pp.  118,  181,  186-187,  190), 
and  was  not  heard  of  at  the  1768  session.  No  copy  of  either  of  these  bills  has 
been  found,  but  in  1774  a  bill  of  general  scope,  doubtless  along  similar  lines, 
was  passed  under  which  insolvent  debtors,  without  waiting  for  legislative  action, 
could,  under  certain  circumstances,  bring  their  cases  for  determination  before 
three  justices  of  the  county  court  (Hanson's  Laws  of  Maryland,  1787:  Acts 
of  1774,  chap,  xxviii). 

NANTICOKE    INDIANS 

Nanticoke  Indian  afifairs  occupied  much  of  Governor  Sharpe's  attention 
in  his  opening  speech  to  the  1768  Assembly.  He  said  that  "since  the  last 
session  he  had  received  Letters  from  Sir  William  Johnson,  His  Majestys 
Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs  in  this  District  of  North  America,  relative 
to  a  Representation  which  had  been  made  to  him  on  behalf  of  the  Maryland 
Indians,  some  of  whom  are,  it  seems,  desirous  to  remove  to  Ossiningo  [Otsa- 
ningo],  and  be  incorporated  with  the  Six  Nations,  if  they  may  be  permitted  to 
dispose  of  the  Lands,  which,  by  the  Legislature  of  this  Province,  were  hereto- 
fore appropriated  to  the  Use  of  these  Peoples  Ancestors"  (p.  282).  Sir  Wil- 
liam Johnson's  letters,  a  petition  from  the  Nanticoke  Indians,  and  the  fullest 
information  obtainable  concerning  the  Indians,  together  with  a  list  of  the 
Maryland  lands  occupied  by  them  were  sent  by  the  Governor  so  that  the  As- 
sembly could  determine  a  reasonable  compensation  to  them  if  the  laws  restrain- 
ing their  selling  their  lands  were  repealed.  The  Governor  asked  that  this  matter 
be  given  prompt  consideration  because  the  person  [Amos  Ogden]  sent  by  Sir 
William  to  act  for  him  and  for  the  Indians,  was  now  in  the  Province,  await- 
ing their  deliberations  (pp.  281,  282).  Both  houses  promised  prompt  con- 
sideration. The  Upper  House  referred  the  petition  of  the  Indians  and  various 
papers  relating  to  the  matter  to  the  Lower  House,  and  this  house  appointed  a 
special  committee  of  six,  headed  by  Thomas  Johnson,  to  investigate  and  report 
its  findings  (pp.  286,  zZi,  335-337)- 

To  make  the  situation  clear  to  the  reader,  it  should  be  explained  that  a 
migration  north  of  the  Nanticokes  from  Maryland  which  had  begun  about  the 
year  1742,  had  continued  during  the  next  two  decades  until  by  the  year  1768 
the  greater  part  of  the  tribe  had  settled  on  the  headwaters  of  the  Susquehanna 
at  Otsaningo,  the  present  Binghampton  in  Broome  County,  New  York.  This 
migration  had  been  a  leisurely  trek  up  the  Susquehanna  Valley  extending  over 
a  period  of  several  years,  with  long  stops  as  the  Indians  moved  from  place  to 
place  through  Pennsylvania,  carrying  with  them  the  bones  of  their  important 
dead  (Pcnna.  Mag.  of  Hist,  and  Biog.,  1943,  pp.  345-355). 

The  Proceeding.'!  of  the  Council  of  Maryland  and  the  Correspondence  of 
Governor  Sharpe  throw  an   interesting   side   light  upon  this  hegira   of   the 
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Nanticokes.  Sir  William  Johnson  wrote  to  Sharpc  under  date  of  May  i, 
1767,  that  representatives  of  the  Otsaningo  Nanticokes  were  on  their  way  to 
Maryland  for  the  purpose  of  persuading  those  remaining  in  Maryland  to  join 
them.  At  a  Council  meeting  held  on  July  13,  1767,  it  is  recorded  that  Amos 
Ogden,  their  interpreter,  had  arrived  with  a  group  of  eleven  Indians.  The 
Governor  gave  Ogden  and  his  Indians  a  letter  addressed  to  Col.  Henry  Ennals 
and  Charles  Dickinson,  Esquire,  of  Dorchester  County,  asking  them  to  treat 
the  visitors  with  consideration  and  to  make  enquiry  as  to  the  complaints  of  the 
Indians  that  white  squatters  had  settled  on  the  Nanticokes'  Dorchester  County 
lands,  and  saying  that  if  the  Indians  on  the  Nanticoke  and  Choptank  rivers 
wished  to  leave  Maryland  he  was  inclined  to  encourage  them  to  do  so.  The 
Governor  gave  a  pass  to  Ogden  and  the  eleven  Indians  with  him  to  travel  freely 
through  the  Province  to  Dorchester  County  and  to  return.  The  Council  made 
presents  of  match  coats,  blankets,  and  linen,  bought  from  Lancelot  Jacques, 
at  a  cost  of  £12 :  14 :  7  1/2,  to  the  eleven  visiting  Indians  whose  names  are  all 
given  in  the  record  {Arch.  Md.  XXXII,  207-212).  Sharpe  on  August  20, 
1767,  wrote  Sir  William  of  the  meeting,  explaining  the  status  of  the  Nanti- 
coke lands  in  Maryland  {Arch.  Md.  XIV,  418),  and  on  March  25,  1768, 
Sir  William  replied  that  he  had  seen  Captain  Ogden  about  the  matter,  and  was 
now  giving  him  a  power  of  attorney  to  act  for  the  Nanticokes  before  the 
Maryland  Assembly,  and  that  any  money  received  in  settlement  would  on  their 
return  be  promptly  distributed  among  the  Indians  in  his  presence  {Arch. 
Md.  XIV,  471-472).  On  June  27,  1768,  Sharpe  wrote  Johnson  telling  him 
of  the  action  of  the  Assembly  (ibid,  511-512). 

The  Lower  House  committee,  in  its  report,  dated  May  28,  1768,  stated  that 
by  virtue  of  an  act  passed  in  1704,  a  tract  of  land  lying  in  Dorchester  County 
on  the  north  side  of  the  Nanticoke  River,  had  been  set  aside  for  the  use  of  the 
Nanticoke  Indians  as  long  as  they  continued  to  live  on  it ;  that  by  another  act 
passed  in  1723  for  quieting  the  possessions  of  the  Indians  on  the  Nanticoke 
and  Choptank  Rivers,  land  were  confirmed  to  them  and  their  descendants  as 
long  as  they  shall  use  and  not  totally  desert  it ;  by  an  act  passed  in  171 1,  a  tract 
of  2500  acres,  valued  by  a  jury  at  50,000  pounds  of  tobacco,  lying  in  Somerset 
County  on  Broad  Creek,  and  another  of  500  acres,  valued  at  10,000  pounds  of 
tobacco,  on  the  south  side  of  Broad  Creek,  was  laid  out  in  the  same  way  for 
the  use  of  these  Maryland  Indians,  the  Journal  of  Accounts  for  these  years 
showing  that  60,000  pounds  of  tobacco  were  paid  to  the  former  owners  for 
these  tracts,   and  8880  pounds   of  tobacco   for   improvements   and   expenses 

(PP- 335-337)- 

From  the  committee's  report  and  an  accompanying  message  from  the  Lower 
House  to  the  Governor,  it  appeared  that  the  reversionary  interest  of  certain 
of  these  lands,  those  on  the  Nanticoke  River,  was  vested  in  the  heirs  of  Colonel 
John  Rider  of  Dorchester  County,  and  that  Rider's  daughters  and  coheirs — 
Sarah,  wife  of  Robert  Darnall,  Anne,  wife  of  Henry  Steele,  and  Dorothy,  wife 
of  John  Henry — claimed  1664  acres  in  the  bounds  of  the  tract  laid  out  in  1704 
in  Dorchester  County  on  the  north  side  of  the  Nanticoke  River,  which,  they 
asserted,  reverted  to  them  under  the  terms  of  the  act,  whenever  the  Nanticoke 
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Indians  should  desert  it,  it  not  appearing  to  your  committee  that  any  compen- 
sation had  ever  been  paid  to  Colonel  John  Rider  for  the  land.  It  also  appeared 
that  a  certain  George  Kirkman  and  the  heirs  of  Colonel  William  Ennalls  also 
claimed  lands  in  the  Nanticoke  River  reservation,  but  that  these  later  claims 
did  not  seem  to  be  valid  as  the  lands  were  granted  to  them  subsequent  to  the 
passage  of  the  act  of  1704;  nor  does  it  appear  to  the  committee  that  there 
are  any  Indian  claimants  to  these  Nanticoke  River  tracts  granted  in  1704, 
or  to  the  tracts  on  Broad  Creek  granted  in  171 1,  other  than  the  three  who  signed 
the  petition  to  the  Assembly,  namely,  one  Indian  woman  and  two  Indian  boys 
on  the  Nanticoke  River  tract :  and  that  there  are  none  on  the  Broad  Creek  tract 
which  lies  partly  in  Maryland  and  partly  in  Delaware.  The  committee  con- 
cluded by  saying  that  none  of  the  Maryland  Indians,  except  these  three  Nanti- 
coke petitioners  are  anxious  to  remove  out  of  Maryland,  the  Choptank  River 
Indians  choosing  to  live  in  Maryland  and  to  enjoy  the  provisions  made  for 
them  (pp.  335-337)-  The  house  thereupon  voted  to  reject  the  petition  of  the 
Nanticoke  Indians,  and  the  committee  was  ordered  to  prepare  an  address  to 
the  Governor,  giving  the  reasons  for  this  action.  In  this  address  of  the  Lower 
House  it  is  stated  that  the  Nanticoke  River  tract  belonged  to  several  owners ; 
that  the  lands  of  which  the  Rider  heirs  claimed  the  reversion  had  been  taken 
up  many  years  before  the  act  of  1704  was  passed ;  that  the  Lower  House  felt  that 
the  intention  of  these  acts  was  to  provide  a  dwelling  place  and  a  comfortable 
subsistence  for  the  Indians  living  on  the  Nanticoke  and  Choptank  rivers  so 
long  as  they  remained  in  Maryland,  and  that  to  permit  the  very  few  that  are 
now  left  to  sell  these  lands  would  neither  be  for  the  interests  of  the  Indians 
themselves  nor  consistent  with  justice  to  the  public  and  the  individuals  con- 
cerned (pp.  338-339).  Perhaps  the  Lower  House  felt  a  settlement  with  the  few 
Nanticoke  Indians  on  the  basis  of  anything  like  the  then  market  value  of  their 
lands  involved  larger  payments  than  were  felt  justifiable,  and  that  the  claim 
of  their  agent,  Ogden,  was  in  the  nature  of  a  hold-up;  and  also  apparently 
because  the  original  petition  did  not  state  that  practically  the  entire  tribe  already 
had  moved  north. 

Notwithstanding  the  emphatic  rejection  by  the  Lower  House  of  the  Nanti- 
coke petition,  just  ten  days  later,  on  June  7th,  the  Governor  sent  another  message 
to  the  Lower  House,  transmitting  with  it  a  revised  petition  by  Amos  Ogden, 
the  Nanticokes'  agent,  which  recommended  a  settlement  with  the  Indians  on  the 
basis  of  a  small  payment  and  the  passage  of  an  empowering  act.  The  Governor, 
in  his  message  to  the  Lower  House,  said  that  Mr.  Ogden's  revised  petition, 
restated  the  entire  matter  in  a  way  of  which  he  had  not  been  before  apprised, 
and  that  this  might  also  induce  the  house  to  come  to  a  different  resolution.  He 
said  that  Ogden  regretted  that  he  did  not  have  the  opportunity  to  present  the 
matter  personally  to  the  Assembly.  He  explained  that  Ogden  represented 
the  entire  Nanticoke  tribe,  who,  with  the  exception  of  the  old  woman  and  the 
two  children  remaining  in  Maryland,  had  already  actually  incorported  them- 
selves with  the  Six  Nations,  and  that  they  were,  therefore,  "willing  to  accept 
a  very  small  compensation  in  proportion  to  the  actual  value  of  the  lands  in  lieu 
of  any  claim  they  or  their  heirs  may  have — by  virtue  of  the  acts  of  the  As- 
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sembly",  and  that  Ogden,  as  the  attorney  for  the  Nanticoke  tribe,  induding 
the  three  remaining  in  Maryland,  would  relinquish  full  possession  to  those  to 
whom  the  lands,  when  fully  deserted,  would  fall  (pp.  358-359).  This  offer 
by  Ogden  met  the  approval  of  the  I^wer  House,  and  a  committee  of  four, 
headed  by  Johnson,  was  ordered  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  this  end,  a  bill  which,  under 
the  title  "An  Act  for  granting  the  Nanticoke  Indians  a  Compensaticm  for  the 
Lands  therein  mentioned"  was  introduced  and,  after  amendment  in  the  Lower 
House,  was  passed  and  became  a  law  (pp.  359-365,  370,  395,  429-431).  A 
petition  from  Sarah  Darnall  and  the  other  heirs  of  John  Rider,  a  copy  of 
which  has  not  been  preserved,  had  been  previously  presented  on  June  2,  1768, 
to  the  Assembly  (pp.  294,  352)  ;  this  doubdess  asked  for  the  action  which  was 
taken. 

The  act  as  passed  recited  the  several  facts  presented  in  the  various  messages, 
petitions  and  reports  already  noted,  and  authorized  Ogden,  under  a  power  of 
attorney  from  the  few  Nanticokes  remaining  in  Maryland,  in  consideration  of 
the  payment  of  666|  dollars  to  him,  to  release  all  claims  of  the  Nanticoke 
Indians  to  the  three  tracts  of  land  in  Dorchester  County.  The  preamble  declared 
that  this  settlement  was  approved  and  confirmed  by  Sir  William  Johnson,  his 
Majesty's  Superintendent  of  Indian  Afifairs.  The  act  went  on  to  vest  the  three 
tracts  of  land  in  Dorchester  County  in  the  Rider  heirs.  It  also  directed  that 
the  Broad  Creek  lands,  for  which  there  were  no  claimants,  be  sold  to  the 
highest  bidder  and  the  proceeds  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Eastern  Shore 
for  the  use  of  the  Province.  Commissioners  were  appointed  to  carry  the  act 
into  effect  (pp.  429-431).  As  an  echo  of  this  settlement  with  the  Nanticoke 
Indians,  the  Governor,  in  a  message  to  the  Lower  House,  dated  June  13,  1768, 
requested  that  he  be  reimbursed  for  £33 :  12:3,  which  he  had  in  the  previous 
summer,  advanced  for  match-coats,  provisions,  and  conveyances  for  the  In- 
dians who  had  come  from  Ossinningo  [Otsaningo]  to  invite  their  brothers  of 
this  Province  "to  go  back  with  them  and  become  one  people  with  them" 
(p.  374).  By  a  vote  of  20  to  13,  the  Lower  House  agreed  to  make  this  allow- 
ance and  the  sum  of  123^  dollars  was  allowed  the  Governor  by  ordinance 
(pp.  374,  392,  415).  At  the  1769  session  the  commission  reported  to  the 
Assembly  that  they  had  received  £1 152  :  7 :  9  from  sundry  persons  for  the  lands 
directed  to  be  sold — the  Broad  Creek  lands —  and  that  the  expenses  of  the  sale 
were  £76:11:11!  {Votes  and  Proceedings  of  the  Lower  House,  1769; 
page  212). 

ARMS    AND    AMMUNITION 

As  was  usual,  following  the  election  of  a  new  Assembly,  a  Committee  of 
five,  on  this  occasion  headed  by  Thomas  Cresap,  was  appointed  at  the  1768 
session  to  inspect  into  the  state  and  condition  of  the  arms  and  ammunition 
of  the  Province  (p.  346).  Their  report  shows  that  the  military  supplies  were 
stored  in  various  places  in  the  custody  of  the  Provincial  armorer,  whose  name 
is  not  told  us.  Depositories  were:  (i)  Conference  Chamber,  (2)  above  the 
Conference  Chamber,  (3)  the  cellar  under  the  Conference  Chamber,  (4)  the 
Powder  House,  (5)  the  Half -Moon  Battery.  The  arms  and  band  instruments 
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listed  correspond  closely  to  those  entered  in  the  1765  report  {Arch.  Md.  LIX, 
Ixii-lxiii,  146-147).  Arms  and  ammunition  included  muskets,  carbines,  pistols, 
broadswords,  swords,  bayonets,  daggers,  halberds,  cutlasses,  sword-slings,  buff- 
slings,  belts,  holsters,  cartouche  boxes,  gun  flints,  trumpets,  drums,  and  drum- 
sticks. There  were  fourteen  barrels  and  seventy-two  half  barrels  of  gunpowder, 
as  well  as  bar  lead  and  musket  balls  in  the  Powder  House.  The  fifteen  cannon 
on  the  Half  Moon  Battery  were  reported  to  be  in  better  condition  than  in  1765, 
as  were  the  arms  in  the  Council  Chamber,  but  those  in  the  cellar  of  the  Council 
Chamber  would,  unless  removed,  be  ruined  by  rust,  the  present  and  late  armorers 
having  very  much  neglected  them.  The  Powder  House  was  in  such  a  ruinous 
condition  that  unless  soon  repaired,  it  would  fall  down.  The  report  was  signed 
by  Edward  Ford,  the  Clerk  of  the  committee  (pp.  363-365).  Although  the 
name  of  the  armorer  is  not  mentioned  in  the  journal  of  the  Lower  House,  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  "late  armorer"  was  Henry  Walls,  who  had  been  appointed 
in  1748  at  a  salary  of  £35  a  year,  but,  owing  to  the  impasse  resulting  from  the 
failure  of  the  two  houses  to  agree  on  a  Journal  of  Accounts,  had  received  no 
pay  at  all  in  the  1756-1766  period  {Arch.  Md.  LVHI,  Ixix-lxx).  The  testa- 
mentary records  show  that  Henry  Walls  had  died  in  1767,  apparently  insolvent, 
as  Charles  Carroll,  doubtless  as  creditor,  administered  upon  his  estate.  It  is  of 
interest  that  at  the  1668  session  a  petition  to  the  Assembly,  the  nature  of  which 
is  not  disclosed  by  the  record,  was  presented  on  June  7th  by  Elizabeth  Walls,  who 
was  probably  the  late  armorer's  widow.  This  was  referred  by  the  Upper  House 
to  the  Lower  House,  where,  after  a  second  reading,  it  was  rejected  (pp.  290, 
348,  349).  Nor  does  the  record  disclose  who  had  been  appointed  armorer  fol- 
lowing the  death  of  Henry  Walls. 

THE    CRIMINAL    LAWS    AND  CRIME 

In  his  opening  speech  to  the  1768  Assembly  Governor  Sharpe  had  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  a  careful  review  of  the  criminal  laws  in  force  in  Mary- 
land was  required,  as  it  was  often  uncertain  whether  or  not  a  law  was  actually 
in  force,  resulting  in  "A  Tenderness  towards  Convicted  Persons,  they  may  not 
seem  to  deserve."  He  urged  that  "some  Criterion  be  Established  so  plain  and 
explicit  for  determining  what  Criminal  Laws  are  in  force  here,  that  all  Doubts, 
on  this  Head,  may  in  future  be  prevented"  (p.  282).  This  confusion  was  un- 
questionably due  in  part  to  changes  in  Maryland  criminal  statutes  and  in  part 
to  the  fact  that  English  criminal  laws  were  applicable  in  the  Province  unless  they 
had  been  specifically  superseded  by  Maryland  acts,  in  many  cases  a  question  of 
no  little  uncertainty.  There  was  no  action  taken  at  this  session  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Governor  that  the  Assembly  review  the  criminal  law  of  the 
Province.  During  the  session  Sharpe  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Assembly 
two  outbreaks  of  crime. 

On  May  28,  1768,  and  again  on  June  6th,  Governor  Sharpe  sent  messages 
to  both  houses  in  regard  to  recent  outrages  which  had  occurred  on  both  the 
Eastern  and  Western  Shores.  In  his  first  message  he  said  that  the  details  of 
this  "horrid  Piece  of  Villainy"  would  be  found  in  an  advertisement  which  had 
appeared  in  the  Maryland  Gazette  of  which  he  enclosed  a  copy,  together  with

an  offer  of  a  reward  of  £io  by  the  husband  of  one  of  the  victims,  for  the 
apprehension  of  either  of  the  two  vilHans  involved,  who  will  give  evidence 
that  will  convict  the  other,  this  offer  of  a  reward  being  contingent  upon  the 
pleasure  of  the  Governor  to  pardon  the  informer  (pp.  285,  339,  340).  It  appears 
from  the  advertisement  that  the  two  burglars  had  broken  into  the  house  of 
Joseph  Calder  at  Hunting  Ridge  just  east  of  what  is  now  Catonsville,  Baltimore 
County,  when  Calder  was  away  from  home.  The  villians  had  rummaged  below 
and  had  then  entered  the  chamber  upstairs  occupied  by  his  wife  and  a  young 
lady  "whom  they  treated  in  a  Shocking  and  most  barbarous  manner,  first  whet- 
ting their  Knives  before  them,  then  Seizing  them  by  the  throats,  with  many 
Motions  as  if  they  would  Murder  them,  except  they  would  give  their  Money, 
and  kept  them  in  that  Miserable  Condition  for  four  or  five  Hours,  having 
wounded  my  Wife,  in  the  Hand  and  the  Young  Lady  very  terribly  in  the 
Shoulder."  The  Governor  recommended  that  the  Assembly  offer  a  suitable  re- 
ward "which  may  be  Notified  in  my  Proclamation"  as  "not  long  since  an  instance 
of  a  Similar  nature  happened  in  the  same  County",  showing  the  necessity  of 
vigorous  measures  (pp.  385,  386,  339,  340).  The  Lower  House  replied  that 
"impressed  with  the  just  sense  of  the  horrid  crime  mentioned  in  your  ex- 
cellency's message — [we]  have  resolved  that  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars 
be  applied  to  the  apprehension  of  them",  and  asked  that  he  offer  this  reward. 
The  Governor  at  once  issued  his  proclamation  also  offering  a  pardon  to  either 
of  the  offenders  if  he  would  "discover  his  accomplice  (Arch.  Md.  XXXI,  234- 
236).  There  is  a  notice  in  the  Maryland  Gazette  that  indicates  that  the  death 
sentence  was  imposed  on  both  of  them  and  that  neither  had  turned  State's 
evidence. 

The  Assembly,  about  a  week  later,  by  an  identical  message  from  the  Governor 
to  both  houses,  was  informed  that  two  negro  slaves,  Phil  and  Daniel,  under 
arrest  for  breaking  into  the  store  of  Clement  Bailey  of  Nanticoke,  Dorchester 
County,  had,  on  the  way  to  prison,  escaped  from  the  constable,  and  were  still 
at  large,  and  countenanced  by  certain  white  people,  were  threatening  to  burn 
the  house  of  anyone  active  in  apprehending  them.  The  Governor  asked  whether 
it  would  not  be  a  proper  step  to  offer  a  reward  for  apprehending  these  audacious 
rogues  which  he  would  announce  in  a  proclamation  (pp.  295,  354).  To  this  the 
Lower  House  replied  that  offers  of  rewards  for  escaping  negroes  guilty  of 
felonies  would  not  only  entail  large  expense  on  the  public,  but  would  "tend  to 
lessen  the  activity  and  spirit  with  which  they  have  been  generally  pursued  unless 
extraordinary  rewards  are  constantly  offered."  The  house  advised  further  ex- 
ertion of  the  magisterial  power  to  apprehend  criminals  (p.  360). 

CONDITION    OF    THE    PUBLIC    RECORDS 

The  bad  condition  of  the  public  records  of  the  Province  was  reported  to  the 
Assembly  at  the  1766  session  and  again  in  1768.  A  committee  of  twelve  of  the 
Lower  House,  headed  by  Robert  Tyler  of  Prince  George's  County,  was  ap- 
pointed to  inspect  the  papers  and  records  in  the  public  offices  at  the  May,  1766, 
session,  and  handed  in  an  exhaustive  report  upon  the  records  in  the  Land  Office, 
the  Provincial  Secretary's  Office,  and  the  Commissary's  Office.    No  mention 
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is  made  of  the  records  of  the  Governor  and  Council  nor  of  the  records  of  the 
Chancery  Court  which  were  apparently  considered  as  Proprietary  papers  and 
therefore  not  subject  to  Assembly  scrutiny.  It  was  reported  that  in  the  Land 
Office  the  original  land  certificates  were  in  the  greatest  confusion,  that  many 
had  not  been  copied  into  the  record  books,  and  that  the  alphabets  (indices)  were 
incomplete  and  defaced;  the  judgments  of  the  Provincial  Court  since  1765 
had  in  part  not  been  recorded  and  were  badly  indexed.  The  recording  of  the 
session  laws  escaped  criticism.  Severe  criticism  was  directed  at  the  various 
testamentary  records  in  the  Commissary's  Office.  It  was  said  that  many  of  the 
original  wills  and  other  papers  had  not  been  copied  in  the  record  books,  and  that 
many  omissions  and  mistakes  had  been  found  in  the  recording  of  several  which 
had  been  examined;  that  the  alphabets  were  in  poor  condition.  There  was  a 
general  criticism  of  all  the  public  offices  in  that  the  records  "for  a  Considerable 
Time  Past  Appear  to  be  made  up  Generally  by  Persons  who  write  incorrect  and 
unsettled  hands."  With  this  report  were  filed  lengthy  lists  of  the  libers  in  the 
Secretary's  Office  and  in  the  Commissary's  Office.  These  lists  are  still  of  value 
and  interest  to  those  who  work  among  the  old  provincial  records  (p.  18,  33-46). 
On  the  closing  day  of  the  May  session,  the  Lower  House  sent  an  address  to 
the  Governor,  calling  his  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  public  records  and 
requesting  him  to  use  his  influence  with  the  "Gentlemen  who  Enjoy  such 
Public  Offices",  to  secure  from  them  "a  more  exact  Discharge  of  Duty"  (p.  62). 
At  the  1768  session,  a  committee,  again  headed  by  Tyler,  was  appointed  to 
examine  the  public  records  and  made  another  somewhat  less  detailed  report. 
This  examination  disclosed  that  the  records  in  the  Land  Office  from  1745  to 
1768  were  now  in  good  condition  and  had  been  well  transcribed  in  the  record 
books,  but  that  before  1745  they  were  still  in  bad  shape.  In  the  Commissary's 
Office  recent  records  had  been  well  cared  for  but  before  the  year  1764  mistakes 
in  recording  had  not  been  corrected  and  many  of  these  earlier  records  had  not 
been  copied  at  all.  The  committee  also  reported  that  the  records  in  the  Assembly 
Office,  presumably  the  journals  and  the  petitions,  were  also  in  the  greatest  con- 
fusion (pp.  355-357)- 

PUBLIC    PRINTING    AND    THE    GREENS 

Jonas  Green,  the  public  printer,  was  at  the  May,  1766,  session,  by  order  of 
the  Lower  House,  summoned  by  the  sergeant-at-arms  to  appear  at  the  bar  of 
the  house  to  be  examined  as  to  why  he  had  omitted,  contrary  to  the  orders  of 
the  house,  to  insert  in  the  printed  Votes  and  Proceedings  of  the  last  session 
(that  for  November-December,  1765),  the  accounts  of  the  clerks  of  the  Upper 
House  sent  with  the  message  of  the  Upper  House,  dated  December  9,  1765. 
Green  appeared  before  the  bar  of  the  house,  and  was  examind  on  May  14, 
1766,  and  ordered  to  print  these  accounts  in  the  Votes  and  Proceedings  of  the 
May,  1766,  session.  The  house  debated  at  length  whether  he  should  be  ad- 
monished or  censured,  for  his  failure  to  print  these  accounts.  It  at  first  voted 
that  he  should  be  admonished  by  the  Speaker,  and  an  admonition  was  drawn 
up,  but  it  then  voted  that  the  matter  be  referred  for  further  consideration.  As 
there  is  no  later  reference  in  the  journal  to  the  episode  it  seems  certain  that 
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thus  warned,  Green  was  neither  formally  admonished  nor  censured  (p.  23). 
It  is  not  clear  why  Green  failed  to  include  these  accounts  of  the  Upper  House 
clerks  in  the  printed  Votes  and  Proceedings  of  the  Lower  House  for  the 
November-December,  1765,  session.  They  are  to  be  found  entered  in  full  in  the 
manuscript  libers  of  the  journals  of  this  house  and  are  thus  part  of  the  official 
Lower  House  record,  and  have  already  been  printed  in  the  Archives  {Arch. 
Md.  LIX,  1 15-130,  216).  They  did,  however,  appear  in  print  later  in  a  pamphlet 
with  other  material  relating  to  the  dispute  about  the  clerks'  salaries  which  was 
issued  from  the  Green  press  in  September,  1766.  The  title  of  this  rare  pamphlet 
is:  Province  of  Maryland.  Council  Proceedings  from  lOth  of  May,  1/56,  to 
the  1 2th  Nov.  IJ64.  Jonas  Green,  Annapolis,  1766.  It  seems  likely  that  Green 
escaped  censure  by  the  Lower  House  on  the  promise  of  the  publication  of  this 
pamphlet  containing  the  accounts. 

No  act  for  the  publication  of  the  Session  Laws  and  the  Votes  and  Proceedings 
of  the  Lower  House,  and  "for  the  encouragement  of  Jonas  Green",  was  passed 
at  the  May,  1766,  session,  but  Green  was  ordered  by  the  Lower  House,  on  May 
27th,  to  print  the  very  recently  enacted  law  "for  reviving  and  continuing  causes 
and  actions  in  the  High  Court  of  Appeals  and  in  certain  county  courts,  and 
to  distribute  copies  to  the  courts."  It  will  be  recalled  that  during  the  Stamp  Act 
excitement  no  court  sessions  had  been  held,  and  had  not  an  act  of  revival  and 
continuance  been  passed  all  acts  pending  in  the  courts  would  have  legally  expired 
(pp.  64,  83-84).  At  the  November-December,  1766,  Assembly,  the  usual  act 
was  passed  for  printing  the  laws  and  Votes  and  Proceedings  and  "for  the  en- 
couragement of  Jonas  Green"  (pp.  238,  241).  Why  Green  at  this  session  made 
"a  representation"  to  the  Assembly  and  what  was  its  nature,  the  journals  do  not 
disclose.  After  presentation  in  the  Upper  House  on  December  5th  it  was  re- 
ferred to  the  lower  chamber,  which  promptly  rejected  it  (pp.  131,  21 1-2 13). 
One  can  conjecture  whether  this  "representation"  had  any  connection  with  the 
episode  which  occurred  at  the  preceding  session  when  he  was  brought  before  the 
bar  of  the  house  for  not  having  published  certain  accounts,  or  whether  he  wanted 
higher  pay  for  his  work  as  public  printer,  or  whether  he  asked  for  payment  for 
printing  the  Proclamations  of  Governor  Sharpe  announcing  the  repeal  by  Par- 
liament of  the  Stamp  Act,  for  which  the  Lower  House  had  refused  to  pay 
(p.  102).  It  was  probably  the  last.  No  copy  of  these  Proclamations  printed  by 
Green  is  known  to  be  in  existence.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  whether  this 
"representation"  was  presented  in  printed  form,  as  had  been  a  petition  by  him  to 
the  1762  Assembly  asking  increased  pay  {Arch.  Md.  LVIII,  578-579).  Green 
died  April  11,  1767.  His  career  as  "public  printer"  since  1738  had  been  a 
notable  one.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  widow,  Anne  Catharine  Green,  who  con- 
ducted the  business  alone  until  1768,  when  her  son,  William  Green,  became 
associated  with  her. 

The  1768  Assembly  passed  the  usual  act  for  the  publication  of  the  Session 
Laws,  and  the  J^otes  and  Proceedings,  and,  as  it  was  now  styled,  for  the  "en- 
couragement of  Anne  Catharine  Green".  It  was  drawn  up  along  the  same 
lines  as  had  been  those  passed  at  previous  sessions  for  the  encouragement  of  her 
husband.   The  act  concludes,  however,  with  the  statement,  that  following  the 
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death  of  her  husband,  Mrs.  Green  had  continued  to  do  the  Assembly  printing 
without  interruption,  although  no  public  levies  had  been  made  for  her  payment 
since  her  husband's  death  (pp.  455-458).  At  the  close  of  the  1768  session,  just 
before  Governor  Sharpe  abruptly  dissolved  the  Assembly  because  the  Lower 
House  had,  contrary  to  the  orders  of  the  Crown,  taken  notice  of  the  letter  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  Massachusetts  protesting  against  the  imposition 
of  import  duties  on  tea,  glass,  and  other  articles  brought  in  the  colonies,  and 
had  itself  petitioned  the  King  and  passed  resolutions  protesting  against  these 
duties,  the  Lower  House  ordered  that  there  be  printed  in  the  Maryland  Gazette 
the  Governor's  message  in  regard  to  the  Massachusetts  letter  and  the  reply  of 
the  Lower  House  to  it  (p.  418).  The  house  also  ordered  that  its  resolves  relating 
to  bribery  and  treating  at  elections  be  "standing  rules"  of  the  house,  and  be 
printed  in  the  Maryland  Ga::ette  (p.  418).  It  further  ordered  that  the  bill  for 
licensing  ordinary  keepers,  hawkers,  peddlers,  and  petty  chapmen,  be  also  im- 
mediately printed  (p.  418).  As  this  bill  became  a  law  and  was  printed  in  the 
Session  Laws  for  1768  (pp.  473-484),  we  are  left  in  the  dark  as  to  whether  it 
also  first  appeared  as  a  separate  pamphlet.  Certainly  no  copy  is  known  of  such 
a  pamphlet.  Perhaps  the  Lower  House  felt  that  the  Governor  might  veto  the 
bill,  and  sought  in  that  event  to  assure  the  publicity  which  would  result  from 
its  printing. 

;  BALTIMORE    TOWN    MADE    THE    COUNTY    SEAT 

A  battle  royal  raged  in  Baltimore  County  at  the  1768  Assembly  over  the 
removal  of  the  County  Seat  of  Baltimore  County  from  the  dying  town  of  Joppa 
on  the  Gunpowder  to  the  rapidly  growing  Baltimore  Town  on  the  Patapsco.  Not 
only  was  the  harbor  of  Joppa  rapidly  filling  up  with  silt,  but  the  increase  of  the 
population  and  sea  borne  commerce  of  Baltimore  and  its  neighborhood,  as  well 
as  the  agricultural  development  to  the  west  of  the  town  beyond  tidewater,  made 
such  a  change  desirable. 

The  matter  came  up  early  in  the  session  with  the  presentation  of  a  petition 
in  the  Upper  House,  May  30,  1768,  from  sundry  inhabitants  of  Baltimore 
County,  praying  the  removal  of  the  court  house  and  prison  to  Baltimore  Town 
(p.  286),  followed  by  a  similar  petition  on  June  8th,  against  removal  (p.  294). 
Fortunately,  both  these  petitions,  to  be  commented  upon  later,  with  their  very 
numerous  signatures,  have  been  preserved.  It  seems  likely  that  the  petition 
against  removal  was  fathered  by  John  Paca,  whose  son,  William  Paca,  a  member 
of  the  Lower  House,  later  became  a  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
and  governor,  and  whose  plantation  was  near  Joppa  (p.  296).  The  petition  for 
removal  seems  to  have  been  fathered  by  John  Moale,  a  new  member  of  the 
Lower  House  from  Baltimore  County  (p.  352).  Both  petitions  were  referred 
by  the  Upper  House  to  the  lower  chamber.  On  June  6th,  immediately  following 
the  receipt  of  the  petition  for  removal,  a  motion  that  it  be  granted  was  approved 
by  the  Lower  House  by  a  vote  of  42  to  5,  those  voting  against  it  being  Buchanan 
and  Bordlcy  of  Kent,  Beale  of  Prince  George's,  William  Paca  of  Anne  Arundel, 
and  Thomas  Cockey  Deye  of  upper  Baltimore  County.  A  committee  was  ap- 
pointed, headed  by  Thomas  Jenings,  with  Chase,  Johnson,  Ridgely,  Moale  and 
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Adair,  the  last  three  being  Baltimore  County  delegates,  and  ordered  to  bring  in 
a  bill  (pp.  354-355).  This  bill,  brought  in  by  John  Moale  two  days  later  on 
June  8th,  was  entitled,  "An  Act  for  erecting  a  Court  house  and  public  prison 
in  Baltimore  County  in  the  town  of  Baltimore  and  for  making  a  sale  of  the 
old  Court  House  and  Prison"  (p.  361).  This  was  followed  by  its  passage  on 
June  loth  by  vote  of  40  to  4,  Buchanan,  Bordley,  Deye,  and  Beale  still  voting 
in  the  negative,  and  Paca  not  voting  (pp.  368,  389).  On  the  same  day,  June 
8th,  that  the  bill  for  removal  was  brought  into  the  Lower  House,  the  Upper 
House,  at  the  request  of  Benjamin  Rogers  of  Baltimore  on  behalf  of  those 
favoring  Baltimore  Town,  requested  the  house  to  issue  a  summons  through 
Daniel  Chamier,  the  Sheriff  of  Baltimore  County,  to  Colonel  William  Young, 
Corbin  Lee,  William  Aisquith,  and  William  Cox,  to  appear  before  the  Upper 
House  and  to  testify  the  truth  of  what  they  know  of  certain  facts  set  forth 
in  a  petition  against  the  removal  of  the  Court  House  to  Baltimore ;  and  the 
request  was  granted  and  a  hearing  ordered  for  June  i6th  (p.  298).  This  hear- 
ing extended  over  a  two-day  period  in  which  "the  House  proceeded  in  taking 
the  Testimony  of  Evidences  upon  the  Petition  for  and  against  Removal  of 
the  Court  House — and  heard  Council  for  and  against",  and  on  June  17th 
passed  the  bill  which  the  Lower  House  had  already  approved  (pp.  306-308). 
An  incident  of  some  interest  as  bearing  on  legal  ethics  occurred  in  the  Lower 
House  after  the  bill  had  passed  that  body,  and  while  hearings  on  it  were  still 
being  held  in  the  Upper  House.  Thomas  Jenings  (1736-1796)  of  Annapolis, 
a  young  lawyer  of  outstanding  ability  who  later  in  the  same  year  became  At- 
torney General  of  the  Province,  and  who  represented  Frederick  County  in  the 
Lower  House,  was  chairman  of  the  committee  having  the  bill  in  charge.  Al- 
though he  had  voted  for  removal,  he  now  asked  leave  to  attend  the  hearing  in  the 
LTpper  House  as  counsel  for  those  opposing  removal.  This  proposal  seemed  too 
much  for  the  house  to  stomach,  for  it  refused  by  a  vote  of  40  to  2  to  allow  him 
to  do  so,  only  Chase  and  Gresham,  both  of  whom  had  voted  for  removal,  being 
in  favor  of  this  professional  switch  (pp.  387-388).  The  passage  of  this  act  gave 
additional  impetus  to  the  development  of  Baltimore  as  a  great  port  and  as  one 
of  the  leading  cities  of  the  Atlantic  seaboard. 

The  petitions  to  the  Assembly  for  and  against  the  removal  of  the  county 
seat,  Joppa,  to  Baltimore  Town  are  printed  in  the  Appendix  (pp.  520-580). 
The  former  set  forth  many  reasons  urged  for  removal  that  are  not  to  be  found 
in  the  preamble  of  the  act  providing  for  it.  An  exact  count  of  the  signers,  for 
and  against,  is  not  possible  as  some  of  the  petitions  are  defective  and  it  seems 
likely  that  others  are  missing.  A  contemporary  tabulation  shows  2271  signers  in 
favor  of  removal  (pp.  523,  564)  :  and  a  count  shows  901  against.  We  learn  from 
one  of  the  petitions  against  removal  that  there  were  then  8256  taxables  in  Balti- 
more County.  As  "taxables"  embraced  all  males  over  sixteen  years  of  age, 
including  negro  slaves  and  white  indentured  servants  as  well  as  female  slaves 
over  sixteen,  it  seems  certain  that  the  3172  inhabitants  who  signed  petitions 
included  practically  all  of  the  males  of  the  county  twenty-one  years  and  over, 
whose  signatures  would  influence  the  Assembly  in  making  the  decision. 

The  petitions  favoring  removal  were  circulated  as  printed  broadside  sheets :

these  cited  the  reasons  why  removal  was  sought.  Of  these  forty-one  broad- 
sides, thirty- four  were  printed  in  English  alone,  and  seven  were  printed  with  the 
petition  in  English  and  in  German,  the  latter  in  German  type.  It  is  of  interest 
that  all  these  printed  petitions  appear  to  have  come  from  the  press  of  Nicholas 
Hasselbach,  a  Pennsylvania  German,  who  had  in  1765  moved  to  Baltimore  and 
established  the  first  printing  press  in  that  town.  These  printed  petitions  appear 
in  three  forms.  Those  in  English  alone  are  in  two  forms  which  show  only 
trivial  differences;  these  are  nos.  1-28,  35-37,  [39]-[4i]  (pp-  520,  563).  In 
the  petitions  in  both  languages  the  English  precedes  the  German  version ;  these 
are  nos.  29-34,  [38]  (pp.  552-556).  The  interested  reader  will  find  these  early 
examples  of  Baltimore  printing  fully  discussed  in  Lawrence  C.  Wroth's  A 
History  of  Colonial  Printing  in  Maryland,  1922  (pp.  113-114,  232-233).  The 
petitions  for  removal  as  presented  to  the  Assembly  are  preceded  by  an  "Ad- 
vertisement" in  manuscript  which  recites  that  they  have  complied  with  resolves 
of  the  Lower  House  which  require  petitions  for  local  legislation  to  be  adver- 
tised at  least  two  months  before  an  Assembly  meeting :  and  in  further  com- 
pliance with  these  resolves  that  the  notices,  that  such  application  would  be  made, 
had  been  set  up  at  the  door  of  the  court  house  at  Joppa  and  at  the  seven 
churches  and  chapels  of  the  Established  Church  in  Baltimore  County  named  in 
the  "Advertisement". 

The  petition  for  removal  then  goes  on  to  assert  that  in  addition  to  the 
court  house  at  Joppa  being  too  small,  it  being  the  smallest  court  house  in  the 
Province,  it  is  flimsy  and  exposed  to  the  depradations  of  evil-doers;  and  that 
the  jail  is  not  only  insecure,  thus  encouraging  frequent  escapes,  but  has  no 
through  draft,  resulting  in  the  prisoners  suffering  loss  of  health;  that  the  town 
is  on  a  low  promontory  connected  with  the  mainland  by  an  isthmus,  which  when 
flooded  by  high  tides  and  heavy  rains  is  nearly  impassable,  making  the  town  an 
island ;  that  the  town  can  now  be  reached  only  by  very  small  vessels.  It  is 
further  recited  that  there  are  few  houses  in  Joppa,  and  that  those  who  attend 
courts  must  ride  by  night  to  houses  in  the  neighborhood  for  lodgings,  thus 
endangering  their  lives  by  colds,  pleurisies  and  other  disorders.  Baltimore  is 
then  extolled.  The  town  is  declared  to  be  situated  on  a  fine  river,  navigable  by 
large  ships,  and  has  a  rapidly  increasing  population  and  trade ;  there  are  suffi- 
cient inns  to  accommodate  large  numbers  with  ease  and  plenty ;  the  court  house 
and  jail  would  be  by  their  surroundings  better  protected ;  and  people  from  all 
parts  of  the  county  would  find  here  a  good  market  to  sell  their  goods.  While 
Baltimore  is  not  as  central  as  Joppa,  the  experience  of  neighboring  colonies 
shows  that  this  is  not  a  serious  objection.  For  all  these  and  other  good  reasons 
the  petitioners  asked  that  the  court  house  and  jail  be  moved  to  Baltimore  Town. 
A  very  considerable  number  of  those  signing  bore  German  names,  and  were 
either  residents  of  Baltimore  Town  or  of  the  western  part  of  the  county  with  a 
large  German  population.  Many  of  these  names  in  German  script  are  well  nigh 
illegible,  and  several  show  a  transitional  form  between  the  correct  German 
spelling  of  Christian  and  family  names  and  the  euphonic  English  spelling  into 
which  they  were  becoming  transformed. 

The  petitions  against  removal  were  circulated  in  manuscript  and  not  in  printed 
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form.  They  are  nine  in  number.  It  is  denied  that  the  court  house  is  too  small 
and  is  insecure,  and  it  is  intimated  that  any  damages  that  it  may  have  suffered 
in  the  past  have  been  instigated  by  designing  persons  interested  in  removal ; 
that  Joppa  is  centrally  located  and  Baltimore  Town  is  at  the  end  of  the  county; 
that  the  road  complained  of  over  the  isthmus  is  short  and  can  be  readily  re- 
paired; that  the  jail  is  strong,  and  that  a  yard  and  wall  can  be  easily  added; 
that  there  are  sufificient  accommodations  in  the  town  for  the  justices,  and  that 
those  who  resort  to  neighboring  houses  do  so  to  avoid  expense  at  the  inns. 
There  should  be  due  consideration  for  the  interests  of  the  descendants  of  the 
ancient  settlers  in  this  section.  The  center  of  justice  should  be  as  near  as  pos- 
sible to  all,  and  suitors,  witnesses,  and  jurymen  from  the  Bush  River  and 
Gunpowder  River  neighborhoods  should  not  be  required  to  travel  50  miles  to 
court ;  that  it  would  be  better  to  abandon  a  suit  for  a  debt  of  £10  than  to  incur 
the  expense  of  traveling  to  Baltimore.  It  is  asserted  that  the  agitation  for 
removal  comes  largely  from  Baltimore  innkeepers  and  from  those  interested 
in  its  foreign  trade.  The  petition  closes  with  the  statement  that  the  volume  of 
business  in  a  county  now  containing  8256  taxables  cannot  be  carried  on  with 
dispatch  at  one  court  house,  and  that  as  in  a  few  years  a  division  of  the  county 
will  be  unavoidable,  the  removal  of  the  court  house  should  not  take  place 
before  a  division  has  been  made.  It  may  be  added  that  in  1773  Harford  County 
was  cut  off  from  Baltimore  County. 

The  act  under  which  Baltimore  replaced  Joppa  as  the  county  seat,  from  its 
title  obviously  does  not  give  the  principal  reason  for  the  change,  which  was  the 
shift  of  population.  The  preamble  states  that  the  removal  was  advisable  because 
the  Court  House  at  Joppa  was  considerably  too  small  for  transacting  the  public 
business  and  was  out  of  repair,  and  that  the  building  was  "slight  and  insecure 
for  keeping  the  Publick  Records"  ;  the  county  jail  ill  constructed  and  a  continual 
expense  and  so  defective  that  escapes  were  frequent ;  the  small  number  of  houses 
in  the  town  insufficient  to  accommodate  those  attending  court,  thus  causing 
early  adjournments  and  late  meetings  of  the  court.  The  act  created  a  com- 
mission of  seven  Baltimore  County  men,  headed  by  John  Beale  Bordley,  a 
member  of  the  Upper  House  and  Clerk  of  the  Baltimore  County  Court,  and 
associated  with  him  the  three  delegates  from  that  County  who  had  voted  for 
removal,  John  Ridgely,  John  Moale  and  Robert  Adair,  together  with  Robert 
Alexander,  William  Smith  and  Andrew  Buchanan,  prominent  residents  of 
Baltimore  Town  who  were  not  members  of  the  Assembly.  These  commission- 
ers were  to  lay  off  so  much  as  was  required  of  the  street  called  Calvert  at  its 
upper  part  next  to  Jones  Falls,  and  to  acquire  from  the  owners  by  purchase  or 
condemnation  at  a  reasonable  price  not  more  than  one  and  a  half  acres,  and 
to  erect  thereon  a  court  house  and  public  prison  with  a  good  yard.  Subscriptions 
had  already  been  promised  towards  the  purchase  of  the  land  and  erecting  the 
buildings,  and  the  Commission  was  empowered  to  collect  the  subscriptions 
promised.  The  balance  required  was  to  be  raised  by  a  public  levy  not  exceeding 
300,0CX)  pounds  of  tobacco  (£2500).  Until  the  court  house  was  completed, 
court  was  to  be  held  in  the  market  house.  The  Clerk  of  the  Court  was  to 
remove  the  records  to  the  Baltimore  Market  House,  or  to  some  other  place 
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selected  by  the  justices,  before  August  3,  1768,  and  the  Sheriff,  at  any  time, 
was  to  remove  the  prisoners  from  Joppa  to  "any  gaol  he  may  think  fit  in  Balti- 
more Town"  until  the  new  prison  was  finished.  The  commissioners  were  to  sell 
the  Court  House,  jail,  and  land  at  Joppa  to  the  highest  bidder  (pp.  442,  445). 
Joppa  was  soon  to  become  only  a  memory.  The  removal  of  the  records  from 
Joppa  "was  attended  with  some  violence  and  outrage"  (Griffith's  Annals  of 
Baltimore,  1833,  p.  45). 

BALTIMORE    TOWN    NUISANCE 

At  the  November-December,  1766,  session,  an  act  was  passed  providing  for 
an  addition  to  Baltimore  Town  to  be  created  by  the  filling  in  of  the  salt  marsh 
to  the  east  of  the  town,  lying  south  of  Gay  Street  and  extending  to  the  Harbor 
between  Frederick  Street  and  Jones  Falls.  This  matter  had  come  before  the 
May,  1766,  session,  in  the  form  of  a  petition  from  the  inhabitants  of  Baltimore 
Town,  but  consideration  had  been  deferred  until  the  next  Assembly  (pp.  6, 
28,  55,  62).  The  act,  as  passed,  bears  the  entirely  inadequate  title  "An  Act 
to  Remove  a  Nuisance  in  Baltimore  Town  in  Baltimore  County  and  for 
other  purposes  therein  mentioned",  the  addition  to  the  town  being  merely  cov- 
ered by  the  phrase,  "the  other  purposes  therein  mentioned"  of  the  act.  The 
"Nuisance"  to  be  removed  is  here  rather  vividly  described  as  "a  Large  Miery 
Marsh  Adjoining  the  said  Town  [which]  is  by  the  Noxious  Vapours  and  putrid 
Effluvia  arising  therefrom  very  prejudicial  to  the  health  of  its  Inhabitants,  and 
that  the  proprietors  of  the  said  Marsh  have  by  their  perverseness  or  Dilatoriness 
hitherto  refused  or  neglected  to  remove  the  said  Nuisance."  This  marsh  land, 
known  at  this  date  as  Harrison's  Marsh,  was,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the 
act,  owned  by  three  prominent  residents,  Thomas  Harrison,  Alexander  Lawson, 
and  Bryan  Philpot,  although  Harrison  was  the  principal  owner.  Harrison's 
name  has  been  perpetuated  in  the  rather  unsavory  street  still  bearing  his  name, 
bisecting  the  tract  from  north  to  south,  while  the  southern  end,  that  below 
Baltimore  Street,  by  its  present  name,  Marsh  Market  Space,  reveals  its  origin. 
At  frequent  intervals,  when  the  tide  was  high,  or  Jones  Falls  in  flood,  the  marsh 
was  inundated,  nor,  it  may  be  added,  was  it  until  nearly  a  century  and  a  half 
later,  when  the  Fallsway  was  constructed  over  Jones  Falls,  that  occasional 
flooding  of  cellars  in  this  neighborhood  ceased. 

Nine  commissioners  named  in  the  act  were  appointed  under  it  to  see  that 
the  nuisance  was  abated.  The  owners  or  proprietors  of  the  Marsh  were  offered 
the  choice  of  two  alternative  methods  by  which  this  might  be  done,  and  between 
which  they  must  decide  within  thirty  days  of  its  passage.  They  might  either 
themselves  fill  in  the  swamp,  or  have  this  done  under  powers  given  to  the  com- 
missioners to  do  so.  In  either  event,  however,  the  commissioners  were  to  lay 
out  streets,  lanes,  and  alleys,  and  to  see  that  the  reclaimed  land  was  divided  into 
lots  of  not  more  than  one-eighth  acre  each.  On  the  harbor  and  Jones  Falls  sides, 
the  latter  at  this  point  being  a  tidewater  estuary,  the  banks  were  to  be  "wharfed 
in"  with  a  stone  wall  at  least  two  feet  wide  (or  to  the  same  width  by  closely 
placed  hewn  logs),  extending  at  least  two  feet  above  common  flood  tide,  the 
marshy  ground  thus  enclosed  to  be  filled  in  with  stones,  gravel,  sand,  or  dirt, 
to  the  height  of  at  least  two  feet  above  flood  tide.  \Mien  these  various  conditions 
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had  been  carried  out  this  reclaimed  land  was  to  be  a  part  of  Baltimore  Town. 
If  the  owners  elected  to  do  this  reclamation  work  themselves,  they  were  to  give 
bond  to  complete  it  within  two  years.  If,  however,  it  was  turned  over  to  the 
Commissioners  to  be  done  through  them,  these,  after  laying  out  rights  of  way, 
and  advertisement  in  the  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  Gazettes,  were  to  offer 
the  lots  for  sale  at  auction  to  the  highest  bidders,  who  were  to  obligate  them- 
selves to  make  the  required  fills,  and  in  the  case  of  lots  abutting  on  the  water,  to 
build  the  retaining  walls.  The  money  received  from  the  purchasers  after  adjust- 
ments for  expenses,  was  to  be  turned  over  to  the  proprietors.  In  case  of  suits 
involving  title,  a  valuation  of  £20  an  acre  was  to  be  the  basis  for  adjustment 
(pp.  253-258). 

It  developed  that  nearly  two  years  later,  the  then  owner,  Thomas  Harrison, 
had  not  yet  completed  the  reclamation  of  the  marsh,  which  he  had  been  bonded 
to  do,  and  it  would  therefor  appear  that  Harrison  has  acquired  in  the  two  year 
interval  the  interests  of  Lawson  and  Philpot  (the  latter  having  recently  died), 
for  at  the  November-December,  1768,  session,  a  second  act  was  passed,  "To 
give  Thomas  Harrison  further  Time  to  efifect  the  Removal  of  a  Nuisance  in 
Baltimore  Town."  This  act  recited  that  although  Harrison  "did  elect  to  remove 
his  Part  of  the  said  Nuisance  at  his  own  proper  Charge  and  Expense",  the 
removal  "is  so  difficult  a  labour  that  he  cannot  efifect  the  same  within  the  Time 
limited",  and  that  his  petition  praying  for  a  further  two-year  extension  was 
therefore  granted  (p.  461).  But  two  years  later  he  had  not  yet  carried  out  his 
agreement,  for  the  September-November,  1770,  Assembly  still  further  ex- 
tended the  time  two  more  years  (Hanson's  Laws  of  Maryland,  1787:  Acts  of 
1770,  chap.  vii).  In  due  time  Harrison's  Marsh  became  an  integral  part  of 
Baltimore  Town. 

BALTIMORE    COUNTY    CONTESTED    ELECTION 

Although  the  Committee  on  Elections  and  Privileges  had  reported  on  May 
30,  1768,  that  there  were  certain  minor  technical  defects  in  the  election  inden- 
tures of  the  Baltimore  County  delegates  returned  at  the  election  held  in 
November-December,  1767,  the  four  delegates  were  seated  (p.  342).  These 
were  John  Ridgely,  Thomas  Cockey  Deye,  John  Moale,  and  Robert  Adair. 
On  the  following  day,  however,  a  petition  was  presented  by  John  Hammond 
Dorsey  of  Baltimore  County,  an  unsuccessful  candidate  for  reelection,  who 
had  been  elected  a  delegate  from  Baltimore  County  at  a  special  election  held 
in  January,  1767,  to  fill  the  place  of  James  Heath,  who  had  died  {Maryland 
Gazette,  Jan.  22,  1767).  Dorsey  had  never  taken  his  seat,  however,  as  the 
Assembly  to  which  he  had  been  elected  in  January  held  no  meeting  before  it 
was  dissolved.  In  his  petition  of  May  31,  1768,  Dorsey  complained  of  "an 
undue  election  of  M"'  Ridgely,  M''  Moale  and  M""  Adair,  three  of  the  sitting 
members ;  and  also  against  the  sheriff  of  that  County  for  mal-conduct  in  the 
election",  and  a  few  days  later  a  similar  complaint  was  made  against  the 
election  of  Thomas  Cockey  Deye  by  Charles  Ridgely,  Jr.  (apparently  another 
unsuccessful  candidate).  Benjamin  Rogers,  Jonathan  Plowman,  W'illiam  Ais- 
quith,  and  Christopher  Carnan  (pp.  347,  371,  372).  After  considering  the 
Dorsey  petition  the  house  ordered  the  sergeant-at-arms  to  summon  the  sheritT 
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of  Baltimore  County,  Daniel  Chamier,  to  attend  a  hearing  on  the  petition 
(p.  348).  After  this  hearing,  held  before  the  bar  of  the  house,  when  witnesses 
were  heard,  the  house  voted  to  postpone  action  for  three  days  so  that  the  com- 
plaint against  the  election  of  Deye  could  also  be  heard  at  the  same  time  (pp.  370, 
371,  372).  On  June  14th,  after  hearing  various  witnesses,  the  house  voted  that 
none  of  the  four  sitting  members  had  been  duly  elected,  and  all  were  "excused" 
from  further  attendance  by  a  vote  of  21  to  18,  the  house  refusing  to  allow  any 
"recourse"  to  the  complainant  Dorsey  because  he  had  been  as  guilty  as  the  four 
unseated  delegates  in  treating  voters  at  the  election,  this  treating  being  the  reason 
for  unseating  the  four  delegates  (pp.  378,  379).  The  Maryland  Gazette,  in  its 
issue  for  June  i6th,  announced  that  the  election  had  been  declared  void,  and 
added  that  the  Lower  House  had  honorably  acquitted  allegations  against  the 
the  High  Sheriff  (Chamier)  made  by  Dorsey.  Reference  to  the  acquittal  of 
the  High  Sheriff  is  also  to  be  found  in  the  journal  of  the  house  (p.  2>7-)-  The 
Lower  House  then  ordered  the  Speaker  to  issue  his  warrant  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Province  for  writs  of  election  directed  to  the  Sheriff  of  Baltimore  County 
for  the  election  of  four  delegates  in  the  room  of  the  unseated  members  (p.  380). 
It  is  to  be  noted  that  at  the  1769  Assembly,  Chamier,  the  Sheriff,  was  censured 
and  fined  by  the  Lower  House  for  conducting  this  special  election  held  July  5, 
1768,  in  an  irregular  manner,  and  the  four  Baltimore  County  delegates  again 
unseated.  The  house  fixed  the  fees  to  be  charged  against  the  complainants. 
John  Hammond  Dorsey  was  assessed  £61:4:0  for  summons  issued  by  the 
clerk  and  served  by  the  sergeant-at-arms,  as  well  as  the  costs  of  the  forty-one 
witnesses  brought  to  Annapolis ;  and  Charles  Ridgely,  the  other  complainant, 
was  ordered  to  pay  £4:2:0  as  costs  (p.  385).  That  the  Baltimore  County 
electors  did  not  look  upon  treating  at  an  election  as  seriously  as  did  the  Lower 
House,  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  at  the  special  election  held  on  July  5,  1768, 
John  Ridgely,  John  Moale,  and  Robert  Adair,  just  unseated,  were  reelected 
{Maryland  Gazette,  July  14,  1768).  That  Thomas  Cockey  Deye  was  not  re- 
elected, and  George  Risteau  selected  in  his  place,  was  doubtless  due  to  other 
causes  than  alcoholic  bribery  of  electors.  Perhaps  the  struggle  over  the  removal 
of  the  county  seat  from  Joppa  to  Baltimore  Town  which  Deye  opposed  played 
a  part  in  his  defeat.  Robert  Adair  died,  October  22,  of  the  same  year.  The 
Maryland  Gazette  for  July  14,  1768,  after  duly  recording  the  election  of  Messrs. 
Ridgely,  Moale,  Risteau,  and  Adair,  adds,  "We  are  informed  the  above  Gent, 
carefully  avoided  Treating  both  before  and  after  the  Election  to  prevent  the  least 
colour  for  a  second  complaint  on  that  account." 

On  June  15th,  1768,  the  Speaker  informed  the  house  that  he  had  received  a 
petition  "rumored  to  be  from  certain  freeholders  of  Anne  Arundel  County", 
complaining  against  the  late  election  in  that  county,  but  when  the  order  of  the 
house,  dated  June  7th  was  read,  to  the  effect  that  no  new  business  be  received 
after  June  iith,  the  house  refused  to  receive  the  petition  (p.  382).  Whether 
treating  at  election  also  played  a  part  in  the  Anne  Arundel  election  complaint 
is  not  disclosed  by  the  journal. 

On  the  day  that  the  1768  Assembly  adjourned  the  house  adopted  a  series 
of  resolves,  which  were  to  be  standing  rules  of  the  house.    One  defined  the

time  during  sessions  within  wiiicii  such  petitions  must  be  presented ;  this 
was  to  be  not  later  tlian  five  days  from  the  opening  of  a  new  session.  It 
also  resolved  against  treating  at  elections,  as  well  as  against  other  forms  of 
election  bribery.  It  was  also  unanimously  resolved  that  when  any  candidate, 
either  before  an  election,  or  at  the  time  of  an  election,  either  himself  or  on 
his  behalf,  or  at  his  charge  or  with  his  privity  or  consent,  allowed  money, 
meat,  drink,  entertainment,  or  provisions  to  be  given  to  any  elector,  that  his 
election  would  be  declared  void.  It  was  also  resolved,  but  by  a  close  vote  of 
15  to  14,  that  any  person  not  a  candidate,  who  should  be  guilty  of  giving  to 
any  elector  what  is  forbidden  to  a  candidate  to  give,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
bribery  as  well  as  of  a  breach  of  the  privileges  of  this  house,  and  be  punished 
accordingly  (pp.  417-418). 

THE    QUARANTINE    LAW 

An  act  establishing  a  quarantine,  the  first  legislation  of  this  kind  in  the 
Province,  against  overcrowded  vessels  bringing  indentured  servants  and  con- 
victs in  Maryland,  was  passed  at  the  November-December,  1766,  session. 
This  measure,  which  was  entitled  "An  Act  to  Oblige  Infected  Ships  and  other 
Vessels  coming  into  the  Province  to  perform  Quarantine",  was  strenuously 
opposed  by  the  English  contractors  who  held  contracts  with  the  British  Govern- 
ment to  transport  criminals  from  Great  Britain  to  Maryland,  and  by  their 
Maryland  representative  or  factor,  Thomas  Ringgold,  the  Kent  County  mer- 
chant and  prominent  popular  leader  in  the  Lower  House.  A  similar  Quarantine 
act  was  in  existence  in  Virginia.  The  act  provided  that  the  master  of  any  vessel 
bringing  in  more  than  thirty  servants  or  passengers  be  required  to  make  oath 
before  the  Collector  or  Naval  Officer  where  the  vessel  shall  first  enter  "that 
neither  the  Small  Pox,  Gaol  Fever,  Yellow  Fever,  Flux,  or  any  other  such 
Dangerous  Infectious  Discharges,  is  or  hath  been  on  such  Ship  or  Vessel  on  her 
Passage" ;  and  that  if  a  vessel  for  this  reason  was  held  up  for  forty-eight  hours, 
a  full  information  must  be  sent  to  the  Governor  who  would  determine  at  what 
place  and  for  how  long  quarantine  should  be  maintained  before  any  person  on 
board  might  come  ashore ;  and  the  master  was  required  to  disclose  the  number 
of  servants  and  passengers  on  board.  Heavy  penalties  were  imposed  upon 
masters  making  false  returns  and  upon  persons  bringing  and  landing  servants 
before  a  certificate  of  entry  had  been  obtained  (pp.  262-264). 

The  bill,  before  passage,  had  been  the  subject  of  considerable  controversy 
in  the  Lower  House.  After  introduction  it  was  recommitted  for  amendments, 
the  nature  of  which  the  journal  does  not  disclose,  and  was  finally  passed  by  vote 
of  27  to  5  ;  those  opposed  included  Thomas  Ringgold  and  three  other  Eastern 
Shore  members  (pp.  157,  184,  187,  207).  When  it  reached  the  Upper  House 
it  was  amended,  raising  the  number  of  servants  on  board  a  vessel  which  made 
it  subject  to  quarantine  from  twenty  to  thirty  (pp.  127,  157,  184,  197,  207, 
209.  213,  214).  After  the  passage  of  the  law  strenuous,  although  unsuccessful 
efforts,  were  made  by  the  English  contractors  to  have  it  dissented  to  by  the 
Proprietary,  or  failing  this,  annulled  by  the  Crown.  Passed  with  a  three  year 
time  limit  it  was,  however,  continued  in  1769 ;  and  several  times  thereafter. 
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It  appears  from  the  rather  voluminous  correspondence  that  passed  between 
Governor  Sharpe  and  the  Proprietary's  Secretary,  Hugh  Hamersley,  on  the 
subject,  that  John  Stewart,  "Contractor  for  the  Transportation  of  Convicts", 
operating  under  the  firm  name  of  Stewart  &  Campbell,  of  London,  and  also 
the  firm  of  Sedgely  &  Company  of  Bristol,  made  strenuous  efforts  to  have  the 
Proprietary  dissent  to  the  quarantine  law,  and  failing  this,  to  have  the  King  in 
Council  annul  it.  It  is  known  that  most  of  these  felons  sent  to  Maryland 
were  from  Newgate  Prison,  London,  and  from  Bucks  and  other  counties  on 
that  circuit  {Acts  of  the  Privy  Council,  Colonial  Series,  i/66-iy8^;  pp.  115- 
116).  Sharpe,  under  date  of  July  27,  1767,  wrote  to  Hamersley,  that  dis- 
tempers had  at  various  times  been  brought  into  the  Province  in  overcrowded 
ships,  and  that  only  the  preceding  autumn  Mrs.  Blake  of  the  prominent  Queen 
Anne's  County  family  of  that  name,  and  twenty  of  the  Blake  slaves,  had  died 
in  the  space  of  two  months  of  a  distemper,  apparently  jail  fever,  communi- 
cated to  them  by  servants  imported  in  a  "crowded,  infectious  ship."  Sharpe 
took  a  shot  at  his  political  enemy,  Thomas  Ringgold,  who  represented  Stew- 
art &  Campbell,  saying  that  Ringgold  had  sought  in  the  house  to  have  the 
title  of  the  act  changed  in  derision  to  "A  Bill  to  prevent  the  Peopling  of  a 
Young  Country."  Sharpe  declared  that  as  a  matter  of  fact  few  shipmasters 
overcrowded  their  vessels,  but  that  the  Stewart  and  Sedgely  firms  had  not 
enough  vessels  to  carry  comfortably  more  than  half  the  convicts,  which  under 
their  contracts  they  were  at  times  obliged  to  take  when  the  jails  were  emptied, 
and  that  they  were  indifferent  to  the  consequences.  The  Governor  said  that, 
although  the  act  was  in  some  degree  defective  and  severe,  it  could  be  easily 
amended,  and  that  at  the  next  session  he  would  recommend  the  establishment 
of  a  lazaretto.  He  added  that  as  a  matter  of  fact  since  the  passage  of  the 
law  both  contractors  had  already  somewhat  improved  conditions  by  installing 
ventilators  and  ranges  of  ports,  although  in  a  recently  arrived  ship  there 
were  crowded  in  it  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  persons  besides  the  crew 
(pp.  412-413,  419,  421;  Arch.  Md.  XIV,  413).  The  contractors,  however, 
soon  began  to  give  up  the  fight  against  the  measure  when  it  was  evident  it 
would  be  supported  by  the  King  in  Council,  the  Lords  of  Trade  to  whom  it 
had  been  referred,  and  the  London  merchants  (ibid.  432,  435,  436).  Ring- 
gold, however,  continued  his  attack  upon  the  Quarantine  Law  in  the  columns 
of  the  Maryland  Gazette,  but  in  this  newspaper  war  got  the  worst  of  the 
controversy  {Arch.  Md.  XIV,  421).  There  are  many  other  references  in  the 
Sharpe  Correspondence  to  the  Quarantine  Law  (ibid.  411,  412,  419,  421,  470, 

475>  524,  535)- 

At  the  1768  Assembly  the  Quarantine  Law  was  again  brought  forward. 
On  June  16  Sharpe  sent  a  message  to  the  Lower  House,  saying  that  the  con- 
tractors for  the  transportation  of  felons  from  England  to  America  had  made 
grievous  complaint  against  the  Quarantine  Law  as  oppressive,  unreasonable, 
and  cruel,  and  that  he  thought  it  might  in  some  respects  be  amended.  He 
recommended  that  the  house  give  this  consideration.  It  is  known  that  Sharpe 
was  anxious  to  have  a  lazaretto  established.  In  order  that  the  contractors' 
views  as  represented  to  his  Majesty's  ministers  might  be  known,  he  trans- 
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mitted  letters  and  a  memorial  relative  thereto  that  he  received  some  time  ago 
from  England  (p.  384).  The  house  appointed  a  committee  headed  by  Thomas 
Johnson,  with  William  Murdock,  Matthew  Tilghman,  and  Thomas  Ringgold 
as  associates,  to  prepare  an  address  to  the  Governor  in  reply  (p.  389).  In  this 
address,  which  the  house  approved,  it  was  said  that  "we  are  not  surprised  at 
the  grievous  complaints  of  contractors  for  the  transportation  of  felons  against 
the  quarantine  law,  at  their  denial  of  notorious  facts,  or  suppression  of  a 
considerable  circumstance,  the  profitable  price  at  which  they  generally  sell  the 
convicts,  nor  that  they  should,  when  actuated  solely  by  sordid  views,  esteem 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants  light  in  the  scale,  against  a  grain  of  their  profit : 
But  we  are  surprised  at  imaginary  importance  of  these  people,  as  well  as  at 
the  ingratitude  of  their  attempt  to  interest  the  government  at  home,  against  a 
country,  from  which  they  have  extracted  so  much  wealth,  and  at  the  expense 
of  so  many  lives."  The  house  felt  that  the  law  needed  amendments,  a  strength- 
ening not  a  softening,  declaring  that  they  were  "apprehensive  that  the  security 
of  oaths,  alone,  is  not  sufficient — that  cruelty,  so  long,  and  so  fatally  exercised, 
of  distributing  with  impunity,  the  jail-fever  and  other  infectious  disorders. 
In  compassion  also  to  the  infected,  a  place  for  their  reception  is  desirable", 
the  cost  of  which  should  be  met  by  a  contribution  from  the  contractors  from 
the  profits  of  their  trade  (p.  411).  The  reference  to  the  insufficiency  of  "the 
security  of  oaths"  was  a  reference  to  the  law  which  allowed  the  passengers 
to  land  when  the  shipmaster  made  oath  that  there  was  no  sickness  aboard. 
It  will  also  be  seen  that  Thomas  Ringgold,  a  member  of  the  committee  that 
drew  up  the  address,  was  one  of  the  Maryland  agents  of  the  contractors  and 
a  rabid  opponent  of  the  law.  That  he  voted  for  its  adoption  seems  most  un- 
likely. The  law  continued  in  effect  until  several  years  after  the  Revolution. 

THE  POOR,  VAGRANTS,   ALMSHOUSES,  AND  WORKHOUSES 

The  care  of  the  dependent  poor  and  infirm  in  Maryland  prior  to  the  passage 
of  the  1768  law  was  by  placement  in  private  homes.  In  1765,  a  proposal  was 
made  to  the  Assembly  by  residents  of  Baltimore,  Anne  Arundel,  Worcester, 
and  Prince  George's  counties,  seconded  by  the  Upper  House,  that  hospitals, 
workhouses,  and  houses  of  correction  be  erected  in  each  county  for  the  care 
of  the  poor  and  for  the  commitment  of  such  offenders  as  vagrants,  beggars  and 
vagabonds.  This  has  been  discussed  in  a  previous  volume  of  the  Archiz'cs  (LIX, 
xxx-xxxi,  181).  The  reasons  asserted  in  favor  of  this  proposal  were  that  the 
costs  to  the  counties  for  the  care  of  the  poor,  then  very  large,  would  be  lessened 
and  that  minor  offenders  would  be  kept  under  control.  Nothing  about  the 
matter,  however,  was  done  at  the  1765  session.  At  the  November-December, 
1766,  Assembly,  on  the  petition  of  Samuel  Chase,  the  Lower  House,  on  January 
2 1st,  appointed  a  committee  of  fourteen  headed  by  Daniel  Wolstenholme  to 
bring  in  a  bill  for  "the  better  support  of  the  poor  and  for  erecting  workhouses 
in  the  several  counties  in  the  Province"  (p.  181).  The  large  expense  to  a  county 
for  providing  care  for  the  indigent  in  private  homes  is  revealed  by  the  Worcester 
County  tax  levy  for  1 766,  which  is  printed  in  the  Appendix  ( pp.  505-5 13).  This 
shows  that  about  forty  percent  of  that  county's  expenditures  went  for  this 
purpose. 
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Nothing  further  was  heard  of  the  matter  at  this  session,  but  at  the  1768 
Assembly  a  bill  "for  the  relief  of  the  poor  within  the  several  counties  named" 
was  ordered  to  be  prepared,  and  was  brought  into  the  Lower  House  by  a 
committee  which  Chase  headed,  and  was  promptly  passed  by  both  houses 
(PP-  343'  382,  410,  486,  495).  The  preamble  recites  that  the  number  and 
continual  increase  of  the  poor  and  vagrants  in  the  Province  is  exceedingly 
burdensome  and  might  be  greatly  lessened  by  due  regulation  and  employment 
of  them.  The  act  provides  for  the  appointment  in  each  of  the  counties  men- 
tioned, viz.  Anne  Arundel,  Prince  George's,  Worcester,  Frederick  and  Charles, 
of  five  "trustees  for  the  poor",  who  are  named  in  the  act,  with  authority  to 
make  laws  for  regulating  the  poor  and  for  punishing  such  offenders  as  va- 
grants, beggars,  and  vagabonds,  to  purchase  lands  and  erect  thereon  in  each 
of  the  counties  a  building,  part  of  which  was  to  be  used  as  an  almshouse  for 
the  poor  and  part  as  a  workhouse  for  minor  offenders.  An  overseer,  appointed 
by  the  trustees,  was  to  be  placed  in  charge  of  each  county.  Power  to  commit 
offenders  for  not  over  three  months  was  vested  in  any  justice  or  magistrate 
of  the  county ;  those  able  to  work  were  to  be  required  to  do  so :  the  sale  of  liquors 
was  prohibited.  An  interesting  provision  of  the  law  was  that  all  inmates  of  the 
almshouses  or  workhouses  received  for  relief  were  required  to  wear  on  the 
right  sleeve  a  badge  "with  a  large  Roman  P,  together  with  the  first  Letter  of 
the  Name  of  the  County — cut  either  in  Red  or  Blue  Cloth."  Punishment  of 
unruly  inmates  by  whipping  or  by  hard  labor  was  authorized.  Funds  for  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  this  law  were  to  be  raised  by  a  levy  of  15  pounds  of 
tobacco  annually  for  three  years  upon  all  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  these  five 
counties  (pp.  486,  495).  It  may  be  noted  that  at  the  November-December, 
1763,  Assembly  Edward  Tilghman  had  introduced  a  bill,  which  did  not  even 
pass  the  Lower  House,  requiring  county  pensioners  to  wear  badges  {Arch.  Md. 
LVni,  XXXV,  320). 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  law  passed  at  the  November,  1765,  session,  "An 
Act  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  and  encouragement  of  industry",  had  a  mis- 
leading title,  as  it  was  merely  a  measure  to  encourage  the  home  manufacture 
of  linen  by  the  payment  of  county  bounties,  and  was  only  indirectly  beneficial 
to  the  poor.  It  is  only  mentioned  here  because  of  its  misleading  title.  It  is 
fully  discussed  in  the  Introduction  to  another  volume  of  the  Archives  (LIX, 
xxxii),  and  is  referred  to  again  in  the  present  volume  under  "Bounties  on 
Linen"  (pp.  xxxi-xxxii)  and  in  the  Appendix  in  the  Worcester  County  tax 
levy  (p.  512). 

THE  CHARLES  CARROLL-MARY  DARNALL    MARRIAGE  SETTLEMENT 

One  of  the  acts  passed  at  the  1768  session  related  to  the  marriage  settlement 
between  Mary  Darnall  and  Charles  Carroll  of  Carrollton,  which  became  effec- 
tive the  day  before  their  marriage.  The  petition  upon  which  the  act  was  based 
was  presented  to  the  Assembly  May  31,  1768.  and  the  act  rushed  through  to 
passage  on  June  4th.  Their  marriage  took  place  on  the  5th.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  the  law  thus  hurriedly  enacted,  entitled  "An  Act  to  enable  Mary 
Darnall,  an  Infant,  to  enter  into  and  accept  of  a  Marriage  Settlement  and 
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Agreement"  does  not  reveal  the  name  of  the  "person",  as  the  act  calls  him, 
who  was  her  intended  husband. 

The  matter  came  before  the  Assembly  in  the  form  of  a  petition  by  Mary, 
her  father  and  mother,  and  her  uncle,  praying  for  the  passage  of  an  act  legal- 
izing the  proposed  settlement  (pp.  291,  292).  The  preamble  of  the  act  recites 
that  Henry  Darnall,  Jr.,  and  his  wife,  Rachel,  Mary's  parents,  and  her  uncle, 
Robert  Darnall,  have  represented  that  Mary,  "an  Infant  of  the  Age  of  19 
years — [had  had]  an  advantageous  offer  of  Marriage — and  the  sum  of  300 
pounds  Sterling  a  year  is  proposed  to  be  settled  on  the  said  Mary  during  her 
natural  Life  in  lieu  and  in  Bar  of  Dower  and  of  the  Right  she  might  have  to 
any  Part  of  the  Personal  Estate  of  her  intended  Husband  which  Settlement 
the  Petitioners  approve  of  and  are  willing  and  desirous  that  the  same  should 
be  executed."  The  preamble  goes  on  to  say  that  the  intended  Marriage  is 
delayed  because  the  petitioners  are  doubtful  whether  the  acceptance  of  the 
settlement  for  securing  the  jointure  by  her,  an  infant,  without  legislative  author- 
ity can  bar  her  from  the  right  of  dower  and  that  part  of  her  husband's  personal 
estate  she  might  be  entitled  to.  The  act  recites  that  Mary  may,  with  the  con- 
sent of  her  father,  mother,  and  uncle,  accept  a  marriage  settlement  by  which 
she  will  receive  £300  sterling  annually,  secured  by  sufficient  land  during  her  life 
after  the  "Death  of  the  Person  with  whom  she  may  intermarry",  this  barring 
her  from  any  claim  of  dower  or  share  of  the  personal  estate  (pp.  422-423). 

When  the  bill  came  up  in  the  Lower  House  it  was  passed  and  sent  to  the 
Upper  House,  which  also  approved  it,  Daniel  Dulany  dissenting.  He  said  that 
while  he  thought  the  settlement  proposed  was  unusual  and  liberal,  he  was  against 
the  bill  on  legal  grounds  because  it  is  a  "Standing  Rule  of  this  House  not  to 
pass  Acts  in  Consequence  of  private  Petitions,  where  the  remedy  or  purpose 
sought  is  sufficiently  provided  for  by  the  general  existing  Laws."  He  cited 
several  English  statutes  which  he  considered  validated  a  jointure  of  this  kind 
barring  a  wife  from  dower  when  made  by  a  lady  between  nineteen  and  twenty 
years  of  age.  He  feared  that  a  settlement  such  as  this,  hitherto  deemed  valid, 
hereafter  "may  unless  great  Care  be  taken,  be  affected  by  a  particular  Interposi- 
tion of  the  Legislature,  either  on  the  Ground  of  its  being  necessary,  or  Proper" 
(pp.  291-292,293). 

One  cannot  help  speculating  why  Charles  Carroll  of  Carrollton,  the  wealthiest 
man  in  Maryland,  should  wish  to  bar  his  widow  from  her  dower  and  one-third 
interest  in  his  personal  estate,  and  why  the  Assembly  acted  contrary  to  the 
opinion  of  that  outstanding  lawyer,  Daniel  Dulany,  which  was  against  the 
advisability  of  legislative  approval  of  the  marriage  settlement.  Did  the  mem- 
bers feel  that  the  realist,  Charles  Carroll,  might  refuse  to  marry  the  young  lady 
did  he  not  have  his  way?  Certainly  everyone  must  have  known  whom  Mary 
Darnall  was  to  marry,  although  the  prospective  groom's  name  nowhere  appears 
in  the  act,  or  in  the  journal  of  either  house.  That  Carroll  outlived  his  wife 
many  years  and  never  remarried,  is  not  without  interest  in  this  connection. 

FISH    CONSERVATION 

The  first  Maryland  laws  for  the  conservation  of  fish  were  enacted  in  1768. 
Fish  preservation  had  come  up  for  consideration  at  the  November-December, 
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1766,  session,  as  it  had  at  tlie  preceding  1765  x'Kssembly.  Two  bills  affecting 
fish  conservation  had  been  introduced  at  the  1765  session.  One  of  these,  under 
the  title  "An  Act  to  prevent  the  Navigation  of  the  Potomac  River,  Monockasy, 
and  great  Conecocheague  Creeks  being  obstructed",  which  had  its  origin  in  the 
Lower  House  and  sought  to  prevent  the  erection  of  dams  and  fish  weirs,  was 
obviously  a  fish  conservation  measure;  it  was  rejected  in  the  Upper  House 
because  it  was  deemed  a  threat  to  private  interests  in  the  case  of  a  certain  dam 
already  in  operation.  The  other  bill,  with  a  more  revealing  title  was,  "An  Act 
for  the  preservation  of  the  breed  of  fish",  also  came  before  the  1765  session,  but 
action  upon  it  was  referred  to  the  next  Assembly.  These  two  bills  and  an 
Upper  House  bill  before  the  1765  Assembly  to  repeal  the  existing  law  in  regard 
to  the  building  of  water  mills,  which  was  rejected  for  undisclosed  reasons  in 
the  Lower  House  and  was  also  a  fish  conservation  measure,  have  been  fully 
discussed  in  a  previous  volume  of  the  Archives  as  the  first  serious  attempts  to 
protect  fish  made  in  Maryland  (Arch.  Md.  LIX,  xxxiii-xxxiv). 

The  bill  "for  the  preservation  of  the  breed  of  fish",  doubtless  identical  with 
the  1765  bill,  came  up  again  at  the  November-December,  1766.  session.  It 
passed  the  Lower  House  and  was  sent  to  the  upper  chamber  where  numerous 
amendments  were  added.  The  significance  of  several  of  these,  in  the  absence 
of  a  copy  of  the  bill,  is  not  obvious.  One  amendment,  however,  providing 
that  the  fines  collected,  which  under  the  Lower  House  bill  were  to  be  used  to 
"defray  the  public  charge"  of  the  several  counties  concerned,  and  which  was 
changed  by  the  Upper  House"  to  be  used  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  direct", 
was  doubtless  the  principal  cause  of  the  unanimous  rejection  of  the  amended 
bill  by  the  lower  chamber  as  the  Lower  House  on  general  principles  objected  to 
the  upper  chamber  altering  the  money  feature  of  any  bill  (pp.  144,  153,  196, 
121,  124,  199).  A  similar  impasse  between  the  two  houses  as  regards  the 
disposition  of  fines  had  caused  the  rejection  in  the  Lower  House  at  this  session 
of  the  bills  licensing  ordinaries  or  inns,  and  hawkers  and  peddlers,  the  house 
denying  the  right  of  the  upper  chamber  to  amend  a  money  bill  (p.  ciii).  Thus 
the  bill  for  the  preservation  of  the  breed  of  fish  died  at  this  session,  to  be 
passed,  however,  in  1768,  along  the  general  lines  of  the  1766  Lower  House  bill. 

At  the  November-December,  1766,  session,  an  act  passed  without  a  hint 
in  the  title  as  to  its  principal  purpose,  may  be  considered  the  first  fish  conserva- 
tion law  to  have  been  passed  in  Maryland.  This  was  an  act  repealing  the  greater 
part  of  a  former  law  passed  in  1704  "for  the  encouragement  of  the  erection 
of  water  mills",  under  which  the  builder  of  such  mills  enjoyed  sundry  privileges, 
one  of  which  was  to  erect  dams  without  making  provision  for  fish  ways.  Lender 
the  repealed  sections  the  right  to  build  dams  on  rivers  was  abolished.  This  law 
is  discussed  elsewhere  in  this  Introduction  (p.  xxxv).  As  will  be  seen  from 
what  follows,  it  was  unquestionably  primarily  a  fish  conservation  measure. 

It  was  at  the  1768  session  that  the  two  important  laws  for  fish  conservation 
which  had  been  before  previous  Assemblies  were  passed,  apparently  without 
opposition.  These  were :  ( i )  "an  act  for  the  preservation  of  the  breed  of 
Fish  in  the  Susquehannah  and  Patuxent  rivers",  and  (2)  "an  act  to  prevent 
any  obstruction  of  the  navigation  of  the  River  Potomack."  The  preamble  to 
the  first  of  these  acts  for  the  preservation  of  fish  in  the  Susquehanna  and  Pa- 
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tuxent  recites  that  experience  shows  that  large  quantities  of  young  fish  unfit 
for  use  have  for  many  years  been  destroyed  by  weirs,  dams,  pots,  and  other 
devices  erected  in  the  Susquehanna  and  Patuxent  rivers,  whereby  the  great 
quantities  of  fish  formerly  found  in  these  rivers  and  other  rivers  in  the  Prov- 
ince have  been  much  diminished  to  the  great  damage  of  the  public.  The  act 
prohibits  the  erection  of  any  of  the  devices  above  mentioned  by  which  fish  are 
obstructed  from  going  up,  or  coming  down,  these  two  rivers,  or  the  destruction 
of  fish  by  any  device;  violators  to  be  subject  for  each  offense  to  a  fine  of  £20 
current  money.  Seining  between  February  20  and  May  20  in  the  Patuxent 
between  Mount  Calvert  and  the  head  of  the  Patuxent,  except  on  Tuesday, 
Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  of  each  week,  was  also  forbidden.  Weirs 
were  however,  permitted  in  the  tidal  portion  of  the  Susquehanna  and  in  the 
Patuxent  below  Mount  Calvert  (pp.  425-426).  The  second  act,  that  to  prevent 
the  obstruction  of  the  Potomac  River,  recites  that  water  carriage  is  greatly 
obstructed  by  fish  dams  between  the  Great  Falls  of  the  Potomac  (at  George- 
town) and  the  Monocacy  River.  The  erection  of  fish  dams,  and  other  devices 
for  catching  fish,  is  prohibited  between  the  Great  Falls  [Georgetown]  and  Wills 
Creek  [Cumberland]  on  the  Potomac,  and  on  the  Monocacy  between  the  junc- 
tion of  two  Pipe  Creeks ;  violators  to  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  £15  current  money 
(pp.  427-428).  These  laws  were  subsequently  reenacted  several  times. 

THE   LOAN   OFFICE  AND  THE   OLD   ISSUE   OF    BILLS   OF   CREDIT 

It  will  be  recalled  that  at  the  November-December,  1765,  session,  the  As- 
sembly had  abolished  the  Office  for  Emitting  Bills  of  Credit,  or  Paper  Currency 
office,  or,  as  it  was  more  familiarly  known,  the  Loan  Office.  This  Office  had 
been  established  under  the  act  of  1733,  to  issue  £90,000  Bills  of  Credit  or  paper 
money  to  run  until  1764,  to  be  used  for  certain  designated  expenses  of  govern- 
ment, and  to  be  secured  by  various  specified  taxes  and  duties,  the  money  from 
those  taxes  to  be  invested  in  Bank  of  England  stock,  held  as  a  sinking  fund 
in  the  hands  of  Trustees  in  London.  Other  smaller  issues  of  Bills  of  Credit, 
principally  for  military  purposes,  had  been  issued  in  1748,  1754.  and  1756, 
secured  by  additional  taxes,  these  bills  also  to  run  until  1764  and  to  be  likewise 
secured  by  a  sinking  fund  invested  in  Bank  of  England  stock.  When  the  Loan 
Office  was  closed  and  went  out  of  legal  existence  in  April,  1766,  it  was  found 
that  after  all  the  Bills  of  Credit  had  been  taken  vip  and  cancelled,  there  still 
remained  in  the  hands  of  the  London  Trustees  to  the  credit  of  the  Province,  a 
surplus  of  more  than  £25,000  par  value  Bank  of  England  stock  and  having  a 
considerably  higher  market  value,  in  addition  to  smaller  sums  secured  by  mort- 
gages on  land  still  due  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Loan  Office.  These  funds 
were,  of  course,  available  for  use  for  such  purposes  as  the  Assembly  should 
direct.  The  local  Loan  Office  and  its  affairs  are  discussed  in  considerable  detail 
in  a  preceding  volume  of  the  Archives  (LIX,  Ix-lxii). 

At  the  November-December,  1766,  session,  a  joint  committee  of  the  two 
houses,  with  Benedict  Calvert  as  chairman,  was  appointed  to  "inspect"  the 
affairs  of  the  recently  abolished  Office  for  Emitting  Bills  of  Credit,  or  Loan 
Office  as  it  was  called,  as  well  as  the  account  rendered  by  the  London  Trustees. 


c  Introduction. 

These  Trustees,  as  of  May  30,  1766,  reported  that  there  were  in  their  hands 
£26,800  capital  stock  of  the  Bank  of  England,  purchased  by  them  [at  a  pre- 
mium] at  a  cost  of  £33,2,57 '■  12:6  sterling,  and  an  uninvested  balance  of 
£135:2:  10  sterling;  that  all  Bills  of  Exchange  drawn  upon  the  Trustees  in 
London  by  the  Loan  Office  in  Annapolis  had  been  paid  and  charged  in  the 
Trustees  account,  except  £1199:17:7;  and  that  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Loan  Office  had  remitted  to  the  Trustees  Bills  of  Exchange  to  the  amount 
of  £10,929:  19:  loi.  Various  details  of  receipts  and  expenditures  by  the 
London  Trustees  will  also  be  found  in  this  report. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Loan  Office  in  Annapolis,  recently  legislated  out 
of  existence,  were  William  Murdock,  James  Dick  and  Daniel  Wolstenholme. 
The  examination  of  their  accounts  by  the  joint  Assembly  committee  down  to 
April  30,  1766,  showed  by  the  accounts  of  Iron  Chest  No.  i,  that  since  the  last 
examination  there  had  been  receipts  of  £15,867:  14:3  and  expenditures  of 
£15,863:7:9,  leaving  a  balance  of  £4:6:6.  The  office  further  showed  that 
six  persons  were  still  indebted  on  overdue  mortgages  on  real  estate  to  the 
amount  of  £202:  14:  14.  The  committee  further  reported  that  it  had  burned 
various  overdue  Bills  of  Credit,  amounting  to  £144:6:6,  which  had,  since 
April  30,  1766,  been  presented  for  payment;  and  it  also  burned  all  the  counter- 
feit bills  of  credit  on  hand  of  an  unstated  amount.  The  committee  also  re- 
ported that  there  still  remained  unpaid  various  amounts  due  from  sundry 
sheriffs  and  other  officers,  as  shown  in  former  reports  (pp.  11 5-1 18).  Later 
reports  at  this  November-December,  1766,  session,  showed  that  the  holdings 
of  Bank  stock  had  then  reached  £30,000,  doubtless  as  the  result  of  additional 
collections  (p.  215). 

NEW  ISSUE  OF  BILLS  OF  CREDIT 

How  the  compromise  agreement  between  the  two  houses  at  the  November- 
December,  1766,  session,  which  had  referred  the  disputed  question  about  the 
payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Upper  House  to  the  Crown  for  arbi- 
tration, had  paved  the  way  to  the  adoption  of  a  Journal  of  Accounts  and  had 
resulted  in  the  payment  of  the  long  outstanding  public  debt,  is  told  in  detail 
in  a  previous  section  of  the  Introduction  on  the  "Journal  of  Accounts"  (  ). 

This  compromise  resulted  in  the  passage  of  "An  Act  for  the  Payment  of  the 
Public  Claims,  for  Emitting  Bills  of  Credit,  and  other  Purposes."  The  retire- 
ment in  full  in  the  preceding  year  of  the  old  Bills  of  Credit  or  paper  currency 
issued  under  the  acts  of  1733,  1754,  and  1756,  had  resulted  in  a  "great  Scarcity 
of  Specie  at  this  time  .  .  .  [making]  an  Additional  Circulating  Medium  in  this 
Province  Necessary  for  the  Purposes  of  Trade  and  Commerce."  The  preamble 
of  this  act  gave  the  public  debt  of  the  Province  as  5,623,499  pounds  of  tobacco 
(equivalent  to  £21,088:  2:0  sterling),  and  also  £19,841  :  i  :  2  current  money 
(£11,904:  12:8  sterling)  amounting  in  all  to  £32,992:  15:2  sterling.  There 
were  in  the  hands  of  the  London  Trustees  £26,800  Bank  of  England  stock  and 
uninvested  dividends  of  £5,230:  17:2,  amounting  to  £32,030:  17:2  Sterling. 
The  Act  authorized  the  issuance  of  Bills  of  Credit  or  paper  currency  of  various 
denominations  to  run  ten  years,  to  be  issued  in  terms  of  dollars,  to  the  amount 
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of  1/3,733  dollars,  at  the  rate  of  four  shillings  and  sixpence  sterling  to  the 
dollar,  amounting  in  all  to  £39,089  sterling ;  this  issue  to  be  secured  by  the 
£32,030:  17:2  sterling  invested  in  Bank  Stock  in  the  hands  of  the  London 
Trustees.  As  the  Bank  of  England  stock  with  its  prospective  dividends  would 
be  more  than  sufificient  to  take  up  the  Bills  of  Exchange  at  maturity,  no  taxes 
were  dedicated  to  be  added  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  as  in  the  case  of  old  issue  of 
Bills  of  Credit  recently  retired.  These  new  Bills  of  Credit  were  to  be  issued 
to  pay  the  public  debt  in  arrears  and  a  reserve  of  sufficient  amount  to  pay  the 
Clerk  of  the  Upper  House  should  the  Crown  so  decide,  leaving  a  small  balance 
to  be  used  as  the  Assembly  might  direct.  Two  commissioners,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Lord  Proprietary  or  the  Governor,  were  to  supervise  the  printing 
and  issuing  of  the  Bills  of  Credit  in  the  form  of  paper  currency;  the  commis- 
sioners were  to  keep  a  fair  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  to  be  laid 
before  a  joint  committee  of  the  two  houses  to  be  appointed  at  the  next  session, 
the  commissioners  after  reporting  to  be  thereupon  discharged.  The  paper  cur- 
rency was  to  be  deposited  in  one  of  the  Iron  Chests  in  the  Paper  Currency 
Office,  this  Chest  to  have  two  locks  with  different  combinations,  each  Com- 
missioner to  have  a  key,  so  that  neither  might  have  access  except  in  the 
presence  of  the  other.  When  the  Office  or  repository  was  turned  over  to  the 
joint  committee  of  the  two  houses,  the  Governor  was  to  have  the  key  of  the 
Office,  one  of  the  keys  of  the  Iron  Chest  was  to  be  held  by  the  President  of 
the  Upper  House,  the  other  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Lower  House.  The  act 
specifically  provided  that  this  issue  of  Bills  of  Credit  should  not  be  construed 
as  legal  tender  in  discharge  of  any  contract,  unless  so  provided  in  the  contract 
(pp.  264,  275).  The  two  Commissioners  appointed  by  Governor  Sharpe  were 
John  Clapham  and  Robert  Coudon  (Marylmid  Historical  Mag.  XXVI,  193 1, 
355)- 

At  the  1768  session,  a  joint  committee  appointed  by  the  Assembly,  composed 
of  two  members  of  the  Upper  House  and  ten  members  of  the  Lower  House, 
with  Benedict  Calvert  as  chairman,  inspected  the  recently  created  Office  for 
Issuing  Bills  of  Credit  and  the  accounts  of  the  commissioners  appointed  to  pay 
ofif  the  public  claims  and  issue  the  Bills  of  Credit  and,  on  June  22,  1768,  ren- 
dered its  report.  It  found  that  as  of  May  21,  1767,  the  Trustees  in  London 
held  £31,000  stock  of  the  Bank  of  England,  which  had  been  acquired  at  a  cost 
of  £39,179:  17:6  Sterling,  and  £1,235:4:0  Sterling  uninvested.  It  was  also 
reported  that  Bills  of  Credit  to  the  amount  of  145,808  dollars  in  Bills  had  been 
paid  out  to  claimants  up  to  March  5,  1767,  and  that  since  then  additional  sums 
had  been  paid  out  under  orders  of  the  Assembly,  leaving  in  the  office  unissued 
paper  currency  to  the  amount  of  17,466  dollars. 

There  were  considerable  misgivings  as  to  whether  this  issue  of  Bills  of  Credit 
or  paper  currency  was  legal  and  not  contrary  to  a  recent  act  of  Parliament 
prohibiting  the  issue  of  paper  money  by  the  colonies  to  be  used  as  legal 
tender.  Although  the  credit  of  Maryland  among  the  colonies  stood  high  be- 
cause its  previous  issue  of  Bills  of  Credit  had  been  amply  secured  by  Bank  of 
England  stock  held  in  a  sinking  fund  and  paid  off  in  full,  the  paper  money  of 
certain  other  colonies  was  so  unstaple  and  showed  such  great  depreciation,  that 
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Parliament  had  interfered  to  prevent  other  issues.  The  Maryland  authorities 
felt,  however,  that  if  the  payment  of  its  recent  issue  was  secured  by  an  ample 
sinking  fund  held  by  Trustees  in  London  and  a  provision  in  the  act  specifically 
stated  that  it  was  not  to  be  considered  legal  tender  unless  this  was  specifically 
provided  by  contract,  it  would  not  run  afoul  of  the  parliamentary  prohibition. 
The  correspondence  of  Governor  Sharpe  with  the  Proprietary,  Frederick,  Lord 
Baltimore,  and  his  Secretary,  Hugh  Hamersley,  reveals,  however,  that  they 
had  some  misgivings  as  to  its  legality  being  unquestioned  {Arch.  Md.  XIV,  352, 
356,  390,  396,  397,  416).  Events  showed,  however,  that  the  legality  of  the 
issue  was  not  brought  into  question  by  the  British  Government. 

Following  the  passage  of  the  act  for  the  emission  of  these  Bills  of  Credit 
the  houses  sent  a  joint  address  to  Frederick,  Lord  Baltimore,  requesting  him  to 
have  supervision  over  the  Trustees  in  London,  who  had  charge  of  the  Bank  of 
England  stock  held  as  a  sinking  fund  for  their  redemption,  which  the  Pro- 
prietary expressed  much  pleasure  in  doing.  This  has  already  been  discussed 
earlier  in  the  Introduction  (p.  xxxii).  The  death  on  April  27,  1767,  of 
William  Hunt,  a  prominent  London  merchant  and  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
sinking  fund  for  this  and  the  preceding  issue  of  Bills  of  Credit,  was  reported  at 
the  1768  Assembly  by  his  son  Thomas  Hunt,  his  executor  (pp.  290-291).  The 
executor  asked  that  an  act  be  passed  to  authorize  him  to  make  a  payment  of 
£381 :  18:  10,  which  he  said  was  due  to  the  Province  by  his  father,  but  which 
afterwards  turned  out  to  have  been  long  since  paid  (pp.  319,  349,  t,^t„  421 ; 
Arch.  Md.XXXll,  220). 

THE  REGULATION    AND   LICENSING   OF   ORDINARIES   AND   OF    HAWKERS 
AND    PEDDLERS 

A  dispute  about  the  disposition  of  license  fees  from  ordinaries  or  inns,  which 
had  existed  in  Maryland  for  three-quarters  of  century,  came  to  a  head  and 
ended  in  1766.  Following  the  Protestant  Revolution  of  1689  ordinary  license 
fees,  which  before  this  had  been  granted  by  Lord  Baltimore  as  a  perquisite 
to  his  Provincial  Secretary,  had,  following  the  Revolution,  when  Maryland 
had  become  politically  a  Royalist  Province,  been  claimed  both  by  the  people 
and  by  the  Provincial  Secretary,  who  was  then  appointed  by  the  Crown.  Since 
the  restoration  of  the  Province  to  the  Calverts  in  1715,  the  fees  had  been 
insistently  claimed  by  the  Lord  Proprietary  as  under  his  prerogative,  and  even 
more  insistently  demanded  by  the  Lower  House  for  the  public.  The  story  of 
this  struggle  during  recent  years  is  fully  told  in  the  introduction  of  recent 
volumes  of  the  Archives  (LII,  ix-x;  LIV,  liii ;  LVI,  Ixvii-lxviii ;  LVIII, 
Ixvii-lxviii ;  LIX,  xxxvi-xxxvii).  This  controversy  had  in  recent  years  pre- 
vented the  passage  of  legislation  regulating  inns  and  innkeepers. 

At  practically  every  session  of  the  Assembly  bills  were  introduced  in  the 
Lower  House,  and  passed  by  it,  for  the  licensing  and  regulation  of  ordinaries, 
the  license  fees  and  fines  to  go  to  the  public,  and  these  bills  had  been  as  regularly 
rejected  by  the  Upper  House  acting  under  orders  from  the  Proprietary. 

At  the  November-December,  1765,  session,  the  usual  Lower  House  licensing 
bill,  instead  of  being  passed  by  the  house  and  sent  over  to  the  upper  cham- 
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ber  for  rejection,  was  without  action  referred  by  the  lower  chamber  to  the  next 
Assembly  for  consideration.  The  necessity  of  a  law  imposing  regulations  and 
restraints  upon  innkeepers  had  become  so  insistent  that  compelling  circum- 
stances pointed  to  a  settlement  of  this  long  standing  dispute  in  the  near  future. 
At  the  May,  1766,  session,  a  regulatory  bill  was  brought  into  the  Lower  House 
where,  after  debate,  it  was  decided  by  the  close  vote  of  20  to  19  that  the  fees 
and  fines  collected  should  go  to  the  respective  counties  in  which  the  inns  were 
located  and  not  for  such  purposes  as  the  Assembly  might  decide  (pp.  27, 
30,  48) .  A  motion  that  the  bill  be  withdrawn  and  all  the  entries  and  proceedings 
upon  it  be  expunged  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  20  to  19  (pp.  49-50).  When 
the  bill  reached  the  Upper  House  it  was  amended  to  give  the  disposal  of  the 
license  fees  to  the  Assembly,  and  a  few  minor  administrative  changes  were 
made  in  it  (pp.  9,  12-13).  Thus  amended,  the  bill  was  returned  to  the  Lower 
House  where  it  was  promptly  rejected  without  explanation ;  but  Sharpe,  writing 
to  Secretary  Hamersley,  said  that  the  Lower  House,  while  really  favorable  to 
the  amended  bill,  had  rejected  it  because  it  denied  the  right  of  the  Upper  House 
to  make  any  changes  whatever  in  a  money  bill.  Sharpe  also  wrote  that  he 
told  the  members  of  the  Upper  House  that  had  it  passed  the  bill,  acting  under 
orders  from  the  Lord  Proprietary,  he  would  have  been  obliged  to  veto  it,  as  his 
instructions  on  this  point  were  obligatory.  He  wrote  requesting  that  the  Pro- 
prietary instruct  him  what  he  should  do  if  the  bill  were  passed  by  both  houses 
at  the  next  Assembly  (Arch.  Md.  308,  310).  At  the  November-December, 
1766,  session,  a  Lower  House  bill  was  passed  entitled  "An  act  to  remedy  the 
evils  arising  from  the  retailing  of  strong  liquors  in  small  quantities  without 
license".  The  journal  does  not  disclose  its  scope.  After  reaching  the  Upper 
House  it  was  rejected.  The  Lower  House  then  ordered  a  committee  to  draw 
up  a  message  to  the  Upper  House  "to  enforce  its  passage" ;  no  message  was 
apparently  sent  and  nothing  further  is  heard  of  the  matter  (pp.  178-179,  109, 

193)- 

This  change  in  the  attitude  of  the  Upper  House  from  opposition  to  approval 
of  a  bill  to  regulate  ordinaries  and  turn  over  the  license  fees  to  the  public  was 
due  to  events  which  had  transpired  at  meetings  of  the  Governor's  Council 
during  the  last  few  days  of  the  May,  1766,  session.  The  same  men  who  com- 
posed the  Upper  House  had,  sitting  as  the  Council,  on  May  23rd,  26th  and  27th, 
brought  before  them  by  the  Governor  his  "Instructions"  from  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary dated  February  7,  1765,  directing  him  not  to  give  his  assent  to  any 
bill  taking  from  the  Proprietary  the  license  fees  from  ordinaries,  which  he 
declared  were  his  prerogative,  unless  a  suspending  clause  of  at  least  eighteen 
months  was  inserted,  so  that  his  pleasure  as  regards  the  bill  might  be  learned. 
These  instructions  have  been  printed  in  a  previous  volume  of  the  Archives 
(LIX,  pp.  359-360). 

The  Council  referred  these  instructions  to  a  committee  of  its  members,  of 
which  Daniel  Dulany  was  one.  This  committee  promptly  rendered  an  opinion, 
which  was  certainly  written  by  Dulany.  The  report  declared  that  neither  under 
his  charter  nor  by  act  of  Assembly  was  the  Proprietary  vested  with  the  right 
to  regulate  ordinaries  or  to  receive  the  license  fees.  It  declared  that  by  decisions 
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under  the  common  law,  any  person  in  England  was  entitled  to  follow  the  trade 
of  innkeeper,  as  he  was  any  other  trade  or  calling,  without  license  from  the 
Crown;  that  by  various  temporary  regulatory  acts  of  the  Maryland  Assembly, 
the  money  from  licenses  had  been  in  the  past  applied  to  various  uses,  but  that 
in  the  several  intervals  between  the  expiration  of  former  acts  and  the  passage 
of  new  laws  and,  more  specifically,  since  the  expiration  of  the  act  of  1763, 
ordinaries  in  Maryland  had  only  been  subject  to  the  common  law;  that  as  no 
Provincial  act  now  vested  the  right  to  the  fees  in  the  Proprietary,  the  latter 
could  only  claim  them  under  his  charter,  which,  being  silent  as  to  this,  could 
not  be  construed  to  give  him  a  prerogative  that  the  Crown  did  not  possess  under 
the  common  law  in  England.  The  opinion  concluded  by  saying  that  if  the 
Proprietary  is  entitled  to  these  fees  there  must  be  some  legal  remedy  open 
to  him  to  compel  innkeepers  to  obtain  licenses  from  him,  but  that  no  such 
remedy  is  known  to  the  committee  or  has  ever  been  suggested  to  them. 
The  Council  thereupon  unanimously  adopted  the  report  of  the  committee  and 
in  an  address  to  the  Governor,  after  saying  that  it  was  their  opinion  that  as 
the  fees  were  not  of  the  prerogative  of  the  Proprietary,  it  appeared  that 
for  him  to  insist  upon  the  claim  would  only  be  productive  of  various  general 
dissatisfactions.  It  was  ordered  that  the  report  and  addresses  be  recorded  in 
the  Proceedings  of  the  Council  but  not  in  the  Upper  House  journal.  (Arch. 
Md.  XXXIII,  143,  147).  Thus  forever  ended  the  long  standing  dispute  as  to 
where  lay  the  right  to  the  fees  from  ordinaries,  to  be  followed  soon  after  by 
the  passage  of  the  regulatory  bill  and  the  vesting  of  the  license  fees  in  the  public. 

The  bill  regulating  ordinaries  as  passed  levied  a  license  fee  of  £4  annually 
or  inns  and  ordinaries  and  an  equal  amount  on  hawkers,  peddlers,  and  petty 
chapmen.  Rates  for  liquors  and  board  were  under  the  act  to  be  fixed  by 
the  justices  of  the  county  courts.  Licenses  for  coffee  houses,  where  neither 
beds  nor  stabling  was  required,  might  also  be  granted,  one  to  each  of  the 
following  towns — Annapolis,  Chester  Town,  Baltimore  Town,  and  Frederick 
Town.  Every  inn  was  required  to  provide  at  least  six  feather  beds  and  stabling 
for  ten  horses.  No  innkeeper  might  hold  public  office.  There  were  special 
provisions  for  the  sale  of  liquor  at  fairs  and  races.  Servants  and  apprentices 
might  not  be  served  without  the  approval  of  their  masters.  No  innkeeper  might 
"game"  in  his  own  inn.  These  fees  and  fines  were  to  be  paid  respectively  to  the 
treasurers  of  the  Eastern  and  Western  Shores,  to  be  used  as  the  Assembly 
might  direct  (pp.  473-480). 

As  has  been  said,  at  the  1768  Assembly  the  licensing  of  hawkers,  peddlers 
and  petty  chapmen  and  the  disposition  of  the  license  fees  from  them  was  also 
finally  settled.  The  licensing  and  regulation  of  these  peripatetic  merchants 
had  also  been  a  matter  of  dispute  between  the  Lord  Proprietary,  who  claimed 
the  fees  under  his  prerogative,  and  the  Lower  House,  which  claimed  them 
for  the  public.  In  1754  a  bill  licensing  hawkers  and  peddlers  had  been  passed 
by  the  Lower  House,  to  be  rejected  by  the  upper  chamber.  It  was  revived  again 
at  the  1766  sessions,  to  meet  once  more  the  same  fate,  not  on  account  of  the 
provisions  of  the  bill,  but  because  at  recent  sessions  the  Lower  House  had 
denied  the  right  of  the  Upper  House  to  make  any  changes  in  a  money  bill.    At 
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the  May,  1766,  session  the  bill  passed  the  Lower  House  by  a  vote  of  27  to  19, 
several  members  of  the  Proprietary  party  voting  for  it.  This  bill,  which 
dedicated  the  license  fees  to  the  public  schools  of  the  counties,  was  amended 
by  the  Upper  House  so  that  the  disposition  of  the  fees  was  left  to  the  Assembly, 
which  again  caused  its  rejection.  At  the  1768  session  the  licensing  of  hawkers, 
peddlers,  and  petty  chapmen  was  incorporated  in  the  bill,  which  also  regulated 
and  licensed  ordinaries,  the  Dulany  opinion  cited  in  the  previous  paragraph 
obviously  covering  licenses  from  both  sources. 

BENJAMIN   FRANKLIN  IN   MARYLAND  POLITICS 

Attention  was  called  in  the  introduction  to  the  preceding  volume  of  the 
Archives  dealing  with  Assembly  affairs  for  the  years  1 764-1 765  to  a  war  of 
pamphleteers  waged  in  the  year  1764,  in  which  the  Proprietary  government  in 
Maryland  was  violently  attacked,  and  as  ardently  defended,  by  anonymous 
writers.  Two  of  these  controversial  pamphlets  are  reprinted  in  that  volume 
(Arch.  Md.  LIX,  pp.  Ixix-lxxii,  367-457).  The  attacking  pamphlet,  which 
bore  neither  the  name  of  the  author  nor  the  place  of  publication,  was  entitled 
"Remarks  Upon  a  Message  sent  by  the  Upper  to  the  Lower  House  of  Assembly 
of  Maryland — 1762",  by  "A  Friend  of  Maryland",  and  vigorously  reflected 
the  anti-Proprietary  attitude  of  the  Lower  House.  The  defending  anonymous 
pamphlet,  also  by  "A  Friend  of  Maryland",  whose  identity  has  not  been 
established,  was  apparently  printed  in  London ;  it  has  a  very  long  title  which 
may  be  here  abbreviated  as,  "An  Answer  ...  to  the  Remarks  upon  a  Mes- 
sage". There  were  reasons  for  suspecting  that  the  "Remarks"  came  from  the 
press  of  Franklin  and  Hall  of  Philadelphia,  and  that  Benjamin  Franklin  him- 
self might  perhaps  have  had  a  hand  in  its  writing,  but  of  this  there  was  no 
proof.  Since  the  publication  of  Volume  LIX  of  the  Archives,  Lawrence  C. 
Wroth,  an  outstanding  authority  on  colonial  printing,  has  pointed  out  to  the 
editor  that  in  the  original  manuscript  "Franklin  and  Hall  Work  Book,  1759- 
1766",  now  in  the  New  York  Public  Library,  there  is  a  record  of  a  payment 
made  on  July  16,  1764,  of  £17:6:6  to  the  firm  of  Franklin  and  Hall  of 
Philadelphia  by  Thomas  Ringgold  for  printing  500  copies  of  the  pamphlet 
"Remarks  upon  a  Message  sent  by  the  Upper  to  the  Lower  House  of  As- 
sembly". Ringgold,  a  wealthy  merchant  of  Chestertown,  Kent  County,  and 
one  of  the  leaders  of  the  popular  party  in  the  Lower  House,  who  was  a  cor- 
respondent of  Franklin,  may  have  had  a  hand  in  the  preparation  of  the 
"Remarks",  or,  what  is  more  likely,  he  may  merely  have  been  the  intermediary 
who  carried  the  manuscript  to  Philadelphia  to  the  printers  and  later  paid  the 
bill.  That  Franklin's  firm  printed  the  pamphlet  is  thus  established,  but  it  is 
still  a  question  whether  or  not  he  had  a  hand  in  its  writing.  That  he  was  at  the 
time  actively  engaged  in  an  attempt  to  discredit  before  the  Crown  the  Pro- 
prietary government  of  the  Penns  in  Pennsylvania,  would  have  been  an  incen- 
tive to  him  also  to  attack  the  Proprietary  government  of  the  Calverts  in 
Maryland.  That  Franklin  had  on  previous  occasions  acted  as  an  informal  agent 
in  London  for  the  Lower  House  of  Assembly  of  Marj-land  is  of  course  an 
established  fact.    The  interested  reader  will  find  a  full  discussion  of  these 
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pamphlets,  their  political  significance,  their  possible  authorship,  and  their  place 
of  publication,  in  Volume  LIX  of  the  Archives,  and  in  Lawrence  C.  Wroth's 
A  History  of  Printing  in  Colonial  Maryland,  1922  (pp.  220-222). 

APPENDIX 

In  the  Appendix  will  be  found  reproduced  several  contemporary  archival 
manuscripts  of  the  1766-1768  period  hitherto  not  printed,  which  have  a  direct 
bearing  upon  Assembly  affairs.  There  is  also  reproduced  here  an  undated  peti- 
tion, which  recent  investigations  show  can  now  be  dated  1760-1761. 

I.  Petition  from  Sundry  Inhabitants  of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  i/6o-i/'6i.  This 
petition  seeks  legislative  authority  to  impose  an  annual  tax  of  3  pounds  of 
tobacco  upon  each  taxable  inhabitant  of  the  parish  to  hire  an  organist  to  play 
on  the  "very  good  Organ  in  their  Church."  This  petition,  although  undated  can 
be  assigned  to  the  1760-1761  period  by  a  study  of  the  signers,  at  least  one  of 
whom  died  in  the  year  1761,  and  some  of  whom  did  not  arrive  in  Baltimore 
County  until  1760.  There  are  a  number  of  German  names  among  the  signers, 
but  whether  these  were  members  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  or  German  Lutherans 
fond  of  music,  cannot  be  determined  with  certainty.  About  this  period  other 
Maryland  parishes  showed  an  interest  in  organ  music.  Dr.  Gustavus  Brown 
had,  in  1758,  presented  an  organ  to  the  Portobacco  Church,  Charles  County, 
and  the  inhabitants  had  secured  legislation  to  have  imposed  a  tax  of  4  pounds 
of  tobacco  per  poll  upon  the  county  taxables  for  a  salary  for  an  organist  {Arch. 
Md.  LVI,  xxiii,  xxiv;  LVIII,  xxxii,  liii),  but  when  St.  Anne's  Church,  An- 
napolis, sought  authority  in  1763  to  levy  a  tax  of  8  pounds  of  tobacco  to  employ 
Frederick  Victor,  a  foreigner,  as  organist,  the  Lower  House  promptly  rejected 
this  extravagance  {Arch.  Md.  LVIII,  xxv,  xxxii,  li). 

II.  Instructions  from  the  Proprietary  to  Sliarpe.  These  Instructions  can- 
celled a  former  order  not  to  assent  to  the  passage  of  an  act  curtailing  his  right 
to  license  ordinaries;  and  the  Proprietary  now,  under  date  of  August  15, 
1766,  authorized  Sharpe  and  the  Upper  House  to  approve  such  a  bill  in  view 
of  the  opinion  of  the  Council  that  he  had  no  legal  claim  to  the  fees  under 
his  prerogative.  This  permission,  he  said,  was  given  because  it  had  been  repre- 
sented to  him  that  his  claim  to  those  fees  tended  to  obstruct  justice  and 
produce  general  dissatisfaction  and  that  he,  knowing  the  zeal  and  attachment 
of  Sharpe  and  the  Upper  House  to  his  interests,  now  revoked  his  previous 
instructions  and  directed  them  "to  proceed  in  the  matter  as  in  their  discretion 
seemed  fit."  The  Instructions  will  be  found  on  pages  501-502  of  the  Appendix. 
The  controversy  over  the  licenses  from  ordinaries  has  been  discussed  at  length 
in  a  previous  section  (pp.  cii-cv). 

III.  Writs  of  Replevin.  The  repeatedly  rejected  Lower  House  bill  author- 
izing the  issuance  of  writs  of  replevin  out  of  the  county  courts  as  well  as  out 
of  the  provincial  courts  at  Annapolis  again  came  up  and  was  rejected  by  the 
Upper  House  at  the  November-December,  1766,  session.  Its  significance  will 
be  found  explained  on  page  xl.   It  is  printed  on  pages  503-504. 

IV.  Worcester  County  tax  levy  for  I/66.  This  Worcester  County  tax  levy 
was  adopted  by  the  county  court  at  a  meeting  held  December  8,  1766,  at  Snow-

hill  Town.  It  is  reproduced  in  full  in  this  Appendix  not  only  because  a  pre- 
Revolutionary  tax  levy  has  never  hitherto  appeared  in  print,  but  also  because 
it  reveals  much  of  interest  and  shows  in  detailed  form  just  how  the  county 
taxes  were  spent.  The  court  fixed  a  tax  of  31  pounds  of  tobacco  on  the  3833 
taxable  inhabitants,  with  an  expected  yield  of  118,513  pounds  of  tobacco.  The 
lists  show  various  sums  due  to  the  several  county  justices  for  the  year  1766 
based  on  a  per  diem  pay  of  64  pounds  of  tobacco.  These  payments  varied  from 
1240  pounds  to  2240  pounds,  dependent  upon  the  number  of  times  a  justice 
had  served.  The  petit  and  grand  jurymen  each  received  24  pounds  of  tobacco 
a  day;  185  persons  served  as  jurymen  during  the  year  for  periods  varying 
from  I  to  29  days.  The  county  paid  Henry  Johnson,  the  Clerk  of  the  Court, 
2000  pounds  for  various  "public  services",  1761  pounds  for  "criminal  fees", 
and  800  pounds  in  connection  with  tobacco  inspection  fees,  all  these  being  in 
addition  to  what  he  may  have  received  as  court  fees  from  private  suitors.  The 
sheriff,  Esme  Baily,  received  8489  pounds  of  tobacco  for  collecting  various 
taxes  as  well  as  sundry  other  payments  "for  criminal  fees".  George  Hayward, 
his  Lordship's  Prosecutor  received  320  pounds  of  tobacco.  Interesting  entries 
are  payments  of  from  200  to  1400  pounds  of  tobacco  to  seven  Worcester 
county  constables  of  various  hundreds  "for  suppressing  tumultuous  meetings 
of  negroes,  etc.  ..."  the  year  past  in  their  respect  hundreds.  This  outbreak 
could  not  have  been  very  severe  as  no  mention  of  it  has  been  found  elsewhere 
in  the  Maryland  records  of  this  period.  Payments  were  made  to  various  justices 
for  testing  the  weights  and  scales  at  the  sundry  tobacco  warehouses.  Jonas 
Green  was  paid  2881  pounds  of  tobacco  as  the  county's  share  for  printing  the 
session  laws  and  Votes  and  Proceedings  of  the  Assembly.  There  is  a  pay- 
ment of  117  pounds  of  tobacco  to  Levin  Townsend  as  "cryer"  of  the  court 
at  the  August,  1766,  Assizes,  the  recently  created  itinerant  court.  Payment 
of  1500  pounds  was  made  for  keeping  the  ferry  over  the  Nanticoke  River.  Per- 
haps the  most  revealing  items  of  county  expenses  were  those  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  poor  and  sick  of  the  county.  It  will  be  noted  that  one  of  the 
reasons  given  for  the  erection  of  county  almshouses  and  workhouses  was  the 
great  cost  to  the  county  for  the  care  of  the  poor  and  the  sick  in  private  homes, 
which  resulted  in  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1768,  for  the  erection  of  alms  and 
work  houses  in  Worcester  and  certain  other  counties  (Arch.  Md.  LIX,  xxx- 
xxxi).  An  examination  of  this  Worcester  County  levy  shows  that  in  the  year 
1766  over  50,000  pounds  of  tobacco,  or  about  40%  of  the  total  tax  of  118,513 
levied,  was  spent  for  this  purpose.  Various  individuals  were  paid  amounts  aver- 
aging perhaps  as  much  as  1000  pounds  of  tobacco  annually  for  the  care  in  their 
homes  of  dependants  often  referred  to  as  "poor  objects",  such  as  the  aged, 
invalids,  the  blind,  epileptics,  lunatics,  idiot  children,  and  dependent  children. 
There  are  a  few  payments  for  the  burial  of  county  dependents.  In  one  instance 
a  daughter  was  paid  by  the  county  1200  pounds  of  tobacco  for  maintaining  "her 
poor  helpless  parents  the  year  past."  In  one  instance  the  county  benefitted  to  the 
extent  of  400  pounds  of  tobacco  from  the  sale  of  a  bastard  child  (p.  513). 
Worcester  County  paid  out  8000  pounds  of  tobacco  for  bounties  upon  linen 
made  in  the  county  under  the  terms  of  the  act  "for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  and 
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the  encouragement  of  industry"  (pp.  xxxii,  512).  There  were  also  bounties 
paid  for  bear  scalps,  and  a  wolf's  scalp.  There  are  numerous  other  items  in  the 
levy  shedding  light  upon  the  every-day  life  of  the  people,  which  are  too  numer- 
ous to  mention. 

V.  Coventry  Parish,  Worcester  County.  As  has  been  previously  noted  under 
the  section  on  churches  and  clergy,  Coventry  Parish,  Worcester  County, 
had  for  years  to  endure  the  notorious  Reverend  Nehemiah  Whitaker  as  its 
Rector  (pp.  Ixx,  Ixxii).  Upon  his  death  in  1766,  the  parish  sought  to  have  a 
say  in  the  appointment  of  Whitaker's  successor,  but  as  this  was  of  the  pre- 
rogative of  the  Lord  Proprietary,  they  were  unsuccessful  in  doing  so.  In  the 
Appendix  will  be  found  a  petition  from  the  inhabitants  of  Coventry  Parish, 
requesting  the  appointment  of  the  Reverend  Dr.  Thomas  Bradley  Chandler 
as  their  rector  (pp.  513-517). 

VI.  Letter  to  the  House  of  Representatives  of  Massachusetts.  The  letter 
from  the  Lower  House,  dated  June  24,  1768,  signed  by  the  Speaker  and  directed 
to  the  House  of  Representatives  of  Massachusetts,  protesting  against  the 
Townshend  Acts  imposing  duties  on  tea,  glass,  paper,  and  painter's  colors 
brought  into  the  colonies,  will  be  found  printed  in  the  Appendix  (pp.  518-519). 
It  does  not  appear  in  the  journal  of  the  Lower  House  but  is  reprinted  in  the 
Appendix  from  the  issue  of  the  Annapolis  Gazette  for  July  28,  1768.  This 
letter  will  be  found  fully  discussed  in  a  previous  section  of  the  Introduction 
(pp.  lix-lxiii). 

VII.  Removal  of  the  Baltimore  Coiinty  Court  House  from  Joppa  to  Balti- 
more Tozvn.  The  1768  Assembly  passed  an  act  removing  the  county  seat 
from  Joppa  on  Gunpowder  River  to  Baltimore,  after  petitions  signed  by  2271 
inhabitants  favoring  removal  and  901  opposing  it  had  been  presented,  and 
hearings  before  both  houses  of  the  Assembly  had  been  held.  These  several 
petitions  are  printed  in  the  Appendix  (pp.  520-580).  The  large  number  of 
German  names  among  the  signers  in  Baltimore  Town  and  the  western  parts 
of  the  county  are  to  be  noted.  A  very  large  proportion  of  those  wishing  to 
keep  the  court  house  at  Joppa  were  residents  of  what  is  now  Harford  County. 
These  lists  of  signers  seem  to  represent  practically  all  the  adult  free  male  white 
population  of  the  county,  and  is  a  virtual  county  census  for  the  year  1768. 
This  interesting  episode  in  the  pre-Revolutionary  history  of  Baltimore  has  been 
narrated  in  some  detail  earlier  in  this  Introduction  (pp.  Ixxxv-xc).

Prisoners  for  Debt  in  the  Custody  of  the  Sheriffs  of  the  respective 

Counties  aforesaid  for  a  Considerable  Time  past  and  Still  continue 
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in  like  deplorable  Circumstances  not  being  Able  to  redeem  their  Liber  H.  S. 
Bodies  with  all  the  Estate  or  Interests  they  have  in  the  World  ^°- ' 
Which  they  would  readily  surrender  up,  and  part  with  to  their 
several  and  respective  Creditors  if  they  would  accept  of  the  same 
and  Grant  the  said  Petitioners  there  Liberty  which  seems  to  un- 
likely for  them  to  Obtain  that  unless  relieved  by  a  particular  Act 
to  be  past  in  their  Favour  which  by  their  said  Petitions  they  have 
humbly  prayed  they  must  inevitably  continue  prisoners  for  life,  and 
as  the  allegations  of  the  said  Petitioners  appear  to  this  General  As- 
sembly to  be  true  and  that  their  lying  in  Goal  can  be  of  no  Advantage 
to  their  Creditors  it  is  humbly  prayed  that  the  said  Petitioners  may 
be  relieved  According  to  their  Prayer  and  that  it  may  be  enacted 

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Right  honourable  the  Lord  Proprietary 
by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his  Lordships  Governor  and 
the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  Assembly  and  the  Authority  of  the   [Prisoners 
same  that  in  case  the  said  Prisoners  shall  deliver  up  and  surrender  *°  ^  '^- 
or  Cause  to  be  delivered  up  and  Surrendered  to  the  Sheriffs  of  delivering 
the  respective  Counties  aforesaid  in  the  presence  of  two  Justices  "P^*'^'' 
of  peace  of  the  Counties  aforesaid  whom  the  said   Sheriffs   are  Oath] 
hereby  required  to  Summon  at  the  request  of  the  said  Prisoners  at 
some  Convenient  Time  after  the  receipt  of  this  Act  not  exceeding 
five  days  all  their  real  and   Personal   Estate  either   in  possession 
Reversion  remainder  or  in  Trust  or  in  or  unto  Which  they  have 
any   Claim   or    Interest   whatsoever   and   likewise   before   the   day 
before   mentioned   convey   Assign   Transfer   and   make  over   unto 
the  Sheriffs  respectively  for  the  use  of  the  said  Creditors  all  such 
their  Estate  Interest  or  Claim  as  aforesaid  after  such  manner  as 
by  the  said  Sheriffs  and  by  the  Major  part  of  such  Creditors  or 
such  of  them  as  Shall  think  fit  to  direct  therein  or  their  Council 
learned  in  the  Law  Shall  reasonably  devise  or  require  at  the  Costs 
and  Charges  of  the   Persons  who   Shall  claim  benefit  thereof  so 
that   the   said    Prisoners   be   not   burthened   with   any   Warranties 
thereby  Other  than  against  them  selves  or  those  Claiming  by  from 
or  under  them  and  that  the  said  Prisoners  at  the  time  of  such  their 
Surrender  and  Transferring  their  Estate  as  aforesaid  Shall  take 
their  Solemn  Oaths   (or  z\ffirmation  if  Quakers)   before  the  said

Estate  both  real  and  personal  of  my  own  in  Possession  or  that  I  p.  S97 
have  any  Title  to  in  the  World  and  that  I  have  not  any  Estate, 
Goods  or  Effects  of  any  kind  Whatsoever  left  either  in  Posession 
Reversion  or  remainder  (the  necessary  wearing  Apparel  of  myself 
Wife  and  Children  and  working  Tools  excepted)  and  that  I  have 
not  directly  or  indirectly  sold  leased  or  otherwise  Conveyed  dis- 
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posed  of  or  Intrusted  all  or  any  part  of  my  Estate  thereby  to  de- 
fraud my  Creditors  or  to  secure  the  same  to  receive  or  expect  any 
profit  or  advantage  thereof  So  help  me  God."  It  Shall  and  may  be 
Lawfull  for  the  Sheriffs  of  the  Counties  aforesaid  after  the  end 
of  the  said  five  days  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  discharge  the 
said  Prisoners  and  Suffer  them  to  go  at  Large 

And  be  it  further  Enacted  That  if  the  said  Prisoners  or  any 
of  them  Shall  be  arrested  or  Imprisoned  or  any  Process  sued  out 
on  any  Judgment  or  Decree  Obtained  against  any  of  them  for  any 
Debt  Damages  or  Costs  contracted  owing  or  growing  due  before 
the  End  of  this  Session  of  Assembly  the  Court  out  of  Which  such 
Process  Issued  Shall  and  may  discharge  such  Prisoner  on  motion 
and  if  the  said  Prisoners  or  any  of  them  Shall  be  arrested  or  Im- 
prisoned on  any  Process  for  the  recovery  of  any  Debt  Damages 
or  Costs  contracted  owing  or  growing  due  before  the  end  of  this 
Session  of  Assembly  the  Court  or  Justice  before  whom  Such 
process  Shall  be  returned,  Shall  and  may  discharge  the  party  Ar- 
rested out  of  Custody  on  his  or  her  common  Appearance  being

and  Chatties  of  the  said  Prisoners  or  any  of  them  (except  as  before 
excepted)  for  the  Satisfaction  of  his  her  or  their  Debts  in  such 
sort  manner  and  Form  as  He  She  or  they  might  have  done  if  the 
said  Prisoners  or  any  of  them  had  not  been  taken  in  execution 
or  discharged  by  Virtue  of  this  Act. 
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And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  That  if  any  Liber  H.S.

duty  in  pursuance  of  this  Act  he  or  they  may  plead  the  general 
issue  and  give  this  Act  and  the  Special  Matter  in  evidence  and  if 
the  Plaintiff  be  non-Suit  or  discontinue  his  Action  or  Verdict  pass 
against  Such  Plaintiff  or  Judgment  upon  Demurrer  the  Defendant 
Shall  have  and  recover  Double  Costs. 

Provided  also  that  nothing  in  this  Act  Shall  extend  or  be  Con-   [Proviso,  as 
strued  to  extend  to  bar  any  Creditor  or  Creditors  of  the  before  *°  escape] 
mentioned  Prisoners   from  having  and  maintaining  an  Action  of 
escape  against  any  Sheriff  who  hath  permitted  any  escape  before 
the  making  this  Act.

And  be  it   further  Enacted  That  after  Public  Notice  given  by   [Notice  to 
Advertizements  sett  up  at  the  Court  house  Door  of  the  County  ^^  given  of 
Thirty  days  at  the  Least  of  the  sale  of  any  of  the  said  Prisoners   the  Prisoners 
Lands  and  five  days  at  the  Least  of  the  Sale  of  any  of  the  said  Estates,  &c]

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  if  any  of  the 
Persons  intended  to  be  relieved  by  this  Act  are  and  Shall  be  of 
Sufficient  ability  of  Body  to  Labour  such  Person  or  Persons  not 
having  a  Wife  or  Family  Shall  be  and  are  hereby  Obliged  to  Serve

The  above  Statutes  were  transmitted  to  the  Governor  by  his 
Grace  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  one  of  his  Majestys  Principal  Secre- 
taries of  State,  and  the  Lords  of  Trade  and  Plantations,  not  only 
with  the  View  that  his  Excellency,  but  also,  that  the  People,  over 
whom  he  presided,  might  be  informed  of  them,  and  it  was  therefore 
thought  Advisable  to  issue  Proclamations,  as  the  best  and  most 
effectual  Means  of  a  general  and  regular  Notification 

Of  our  own  Local  Acts,  it  has  been  the  usage  to  give  notice  by 
Proclamation,  and  no  Instance  has  occurred  to  us  of  a  refusal  to 
make  an  Allowance  for  the  Seals  to  such  Proclamations,  wherefore 
since  this  has  been  the  Practice  in  respect  of  our  own  Acts,  the 
Propriety  of  Notifying  Acts  of  the  British  Legislature,  expressly 
relative  to  the  Colonies,  in  the  same  manner,  seems  to  us  to  be 
obvious,  the  Notice  in  the  former  being  at  least  presumable  as  in

We  observe,  with  great  Concern,  and  no  less  Surprise,  that  you 
have  taken  Offence  at  our  Message  attending  the  Return  of  the  Bill 
for  the  Payment  of  the  Public  Claims  for  Emitting  Bills  of  Credit 
and  for  other  purposes  therein  mentioned 

We  framed  it  with  all  the  Caution  we  could  use  to  avoid  every 
probable  Occasion  of  a  Disagreement,  which  might  disappoint  the 
General  Expectation  that  the  Public  Claims  would  be  Satisfied,  and 
some  Relief  be  applied,  by  an  Emission  of  Bills  of  Credit,  to  the 
general  Distress  of  the  Province,  arising  from  the  extreme  Scarcity 
of  Money ;  but  unfortunately  the  Measure  We  took,  under  a  very  dif- 
ferent Conception,  you  Consider  as  an  Attack  upon  /as  you  are 
pleased  to  call  it/  an  inherent  undoubted  and  fundamental  Right 
Claimed  by  your  House 

In  the  Year  1732,  when  the  design  of  a  Paper  Emission  was  first 
Conceived,  The  Lower  House  sent  to  the  Upper  House  the  following 
Message  Viz..'  "This  House  being  of  Opinion  that  a  Paper  Currency 
would  Contribute  to  retrieve  the  Trade  of  this  Province,  and  to 
remove  many  of  the  Difficulties  under  which  the  People  Labour, 
hath  agreed  that  a  Bill  shall  be  brought  in  for  that  Purpose,  but  as 
it  is  a  matter  of  great  Weight  and  Importance  to  the  Country,  we 
Conceive  that  it  is  best,  in  order  to  preserve  a  good  Correspondence 
in  every  Step  to  be  taken  in  an  affair  of  such  great  Consequence, 
and  for  the  Dispatch  of  the  Public  Business,  to  desire  a  Conferrence 
with  such  Members  of  your  House  as  your  Honours  shall  think  fit  to

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Head  of  a  Paper  Bill  to  Emit  a  Paper  Currency"   In  Consequence  of  u.  H.J. 
this  Message,  a  Conferrence  took  place,  and  after  the  Conferrees  k"^"^  ^°'  3*^ 
had  reported  their  Proceedings  to  their  respective  Houses,  there  was 
an   Intercourse   between   them   on   the   subject,   by   Messages   and 
Amendments. 

In  March  1733  when  the  Bill,  for  Emitting  and  making  Current 
£90,000  Current  Money  of  Maryland  in  Bills  of  Credit,  was  Read 
in  the  Upper  House,  the  following  Message  was  sent  to  the  Lower 
"There  are  so  many  Amendments  which  occur  to  this  House,  neces- 
sary to  be  made  to  the  Bills  for  Emitting  Bills  of  Credit,  and  the 
Bill  being  of  great  Consequence  to  the  Province  We  think  the 
Amendments  may  be  soonest  and  best  made  at  a  Conferrence  between 
the  two  Houses 

The  Conference  proposed  by  the  Upper  House  was  immediately 
agreed  to  by  the  Lower,  and  the  Bill  was  amended  not  only  in  making 
the  amount  of  the  Bills  of  Credit  £90,000  instead  of  £72,000  the  p.  361 
sum  inserted  in  the  Bill,  but  in  various  other  matters 

By  this  Bill  so  framed,  the  Surplus  Money  was  directed  to  be 
applied  and  disposed  of  in  such  manner  and  form  as  the  Assembly 
of  this  Province  shou'd  direct  and  appoint;  The  Legislators  who 
passed  this  Act,  we  presume,  were  Authorized  to  direct  by  whom 
the  Application  of  the  surplus  should  be  made,  and  that  their  Inten- 
tion or  will  in  this  Respect  ought  to  Govern,  now,  the  Concurrence 
of  both  Houses,  in  framing  the  Law,  and  the  indisputable  Import 
of  the  Expression  "Assembly"  plainly  evince,  that  they  did  not 
intend  to  Lodge  in  the  Lower  House,  only,  an  exclusive  Right  to 
apply  the  Surplus,  and  we  presume  to  think,  that  a  Power  can't,  with 
Propriety,  be  solely  Claimed  by  those  in  whom  the  Power  was  not 
intended  to  be  exclusively  Conferred.

determined  Application  of  the  surplus  was  an  essential  Ingredient. 

All  the  Creditors  in  the  Journal  of  Accounts  and  in  the  List  of 
Debts,  as  well  as  the  Claims  of  the  late  and  present  Clerk  of  the 
Council  provisionally  both  Houses  have  agreed  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  surplus  Money,  the  Application  therefore  has  been  settled 
Upon  the  foundation  of  the  Surplus  Money  it  was  agreed,  too,  upon 
the  Conferrence,  that  Bills  of  Credit  should  be  Emitted  upon  such 
Terms  as  might  secure  their  Credit,  and  be  clear  of  all  Repugnance 
to  any  Statute  This  Design  of  an  Emission  was  generally  Communi-

Our  Honours  obliged  us  to  point  out  our  Objec- 
tions, which  a  general  Negative  could  not  have  disclosed,  and  might 
therefore  have  exposed  us  to  the  Censure  of  having  receded  from 
what  we  had  engaged  to  perform,  and  we  had  no  Conception  that

You  have  thought  fit  by  a  long  Recital,  unnecessary  to  any  of 
the  purposes  of  the  proposed  Law,  to  introduce  an  Account  of  our 
Conduct  in  the  Bill  which  does  not  contain  a  just  Representation  of 
it,  and  to  direct  an  Officer,  who  is  not  supported  by  a  Salary,  but  by 
the  fees  that  arise  from  particular  services  to  do  a  Duty  without  any 
Recompense,  are  those  parts  of  the  Privilege  you  Claim  to  which  we 
are  not  to  object  ? 

The  Allowance  to  the  Commissioners  is  so  small  that  there  is  great

William  Murdock,  Escp  brings  in,  and  delivers  to  M.''  Speaker, 
the  following  Report,  Viz.' 

By  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Honourable  House,  to  enquire  p.  444 
and  report  to  the  House  by  what  Law  or  Custom  the  Lord  Proprie- 
tary of  this  Province  receives  the  Fines,  Forfeitures,  and  Amercia- 
ments arising  in  the  Courts  of  Justice;  and  also  the  Twelve  Pence 
per  Hogshead  on  all  Tobaccoes  exported  out  of  this  Province; 
the  Annual  Amount  of  such  ffines,  fforfeitures.  Amerciaments,  and 
Twelve  Pence  per  Hogshead,  for  the  last  seven  Years,  to  what  Uses 
and  Purposes  the  same  have  been  applied ;  with  their  Opinion  as  to 
the  Justice  of  such  Receipt  and  Application ;  and  that  the  said  Com- 
mittee have  Power  to  send  for  Persons,  Papers,  and  Things,  neces- 
sary to  perfect  such  Enquiry  and  Report 

Your  Committee,  in  Pursuance  of  the  Directions  of  the  Hon- 
ourable House,  do  find,  that  King  Charles  the  First,  by  Charter, 
dated  in  the  S.""  Year  of  his  Reign,  Annoque  Domini  1633,  amongst 
other  Things,  Granted  to  Csecilius  Calvert,  first  Lord  Proprietary 
of  the  Province  of  Maryland,  "All  and  singular  such,  and  as  ample 
Rights,  Jurisdictions,  Privileges,  Prerogatives,  Royalties,  Liberties, 
Immunities  and  Royal  Rights,  and  Temporal  Franchises,  whatsoever, 
as  well  by  Sea  as  by  Land,  within  the  Regions,  Islands,  Islets,  and 
Limits  aforesaid,  to  be  had,  exercised,  used,  and  enjoyed,  as  any 
Bishop  of  Durham,  within  the  Bishoprick  or  County  Palatine  of 
Durham,  in  our  Kingdom  of  England,  ever  heretofore  hath,  had, 
held,  used,  or  enjoyed,  or  of  Right  could  or  ought  to  have,  hold,  use, 
or  enjoy."  Under  this  Charter  the  Lord  Proprietary  in  the  Infancy 
of  this  Province,  took  the  Fines  and  Forfeitures,  arising  at  the 
Common  Law,  as  Supreme  Magistrate ;  and,  having  in  his  Hands 
all  the  executive  Powers  of  Government,  his  Successors  have  con- 
tinued, in  like  Manner,  to  receive  them,  either  by  themselves  or  their 
Governors  here,  down  to  the  Present  Time,  without  any  Interruption 
that  we  know  of,  but  only  during  that  Period  in  which  the  Govern- 
ment was  in  the  Hands  of  the  Crown,  when  the  Fines  and  Forfeitures 
were  received  by  Officers  under  the  Crown,  and  not  collected  by  the 
Agent  of  Lord  Baltimore  as  Part  of  his  private  Fortune  and  Estate, 
the  fforfeitures  appropriated  by  particular  Acts  of  Assembly  to  the 
Support  of  Government,  and  given  to  the  Lord  Proprietary  from 
Time  to  Time  for  that  Purpose,  have  likewise  been  received  in  Virtue 
of  those  Acts :  To  what  Uses  the  said  Fines  and  Forfeitures  arising 
at  the  Common  Law,  or  under  particular  Acts  of  Assembly,  have 
for  some  Years  past  been  applied,  your  Committee  are  not  informed, 
but  have  Reason  to  think  they  have  been  disposed  of  at  the  Pleasure 
of  the  Lord  Proprietary  for  the  Time  being,  and  not  appropriated 
to  any  public  Use  whatever. 
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L.H.J.  Your  Committee  observe,  that  after  the  Government  came  into 
Lib*'' No.  52  j]^g  Hands  of  the  Lord  Proprietary,  in  the  Year  1716,  it  was  thought 
necessary  to  pass  an  Act  for  transferring  the  Payment  of  all  such 
Fines  and  Forfeitures,  as  should  thereafter  arise  and  happen,  upon 
the  Breath  of  any  the  Penal  Laws  of  this  Province,  to  the  Right 
Honourable  the  Lord  Proprietary;  by  which  Act,  amongst  other 
Things,  it  was  enacted,  that  "Where,  by  any  of  the  Laws  of  this 
Province,  any  Fines,  Penalties,  or  Forfeitures,  are  made  payable  to, 
or  recoverable  by,  the  King's  Majesty,  or  in  his  Name,  to  any  the 
Uses  in  the  same  Laws  expressed,  all  such  Fines,  Forfeitures,  or 
Penalties,  shall  henceforward  be  payable  to  the  Right  Honourable 
the  Lord  Proprietary  of  this  Province,  his  Heirs  and  Successors,  and 
be  recoverable  by  him  or  them,  or  in  his  or  their  Name,  to  the  same 
Uses  as  by  those  Laws  are  expressed :"  From  whence  your  Com- 
mittee infer,  that  the  Lord  Proprietary  was  not,  at  that  Time,  looked 
upon  as  Successor  to  the  Crown  in  the  Government  of  this  Province, 
so  as  to  intitle  him  to  recover  Fines  and  Forfeitures  limited  to  his 
Majesty,  his  Heirs  and  Successors,  without  the  Aid  of  a  particular 
Act  of  Assembly.  By  the  Act  of  Assembly  made  in  the  Year  1722, 
Amerciaments  are  imposed  on  the  Suitors  both  in  the  Provincial 
and  County  Courts ;  for  their  false  Clamour  in  the  County  Courts, 
p.  445  They  are  levied  by  the  Justices,  Annually,  for  the  Use  of  the 
Counties ;  those  arising  in  the  Provincial  Court,  are  to  be  applied  as 
the  Governor  and  Council  shall  direct :  and  have  been  received,  by 
the  Officers  of  the  Lord  Proprietary  from  time  to  time,  as  they  be- 
came due,  and  at  some  times  have  been  given  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council;  but,  how  disposed  of  at  present,  your  Committee  do  not 
know. 

Your  Committee  beg  Leave  to  observe,  that  in  the  Year  1745,  an 
Address  was  presented  to  the  Governor,  by  the  then  Lower  House, 
desiring  an  Account  to  be  laid  before  them  of  all  Fines,  Forfeitures, 
and  Amerciaments,  that  had  arisen  and  been  paid ;  and  how  and  to 
what  Uses  applied,  in  Support  of  this  Government,  from  the  Year 
171 5,  to  that  Time:  And  in  the  Course  of  Messages  and  Addresses 
on  that  Subject,  the  Lower  House  do  plainly  assent.  That  Fines  and 
Forfeitures  by  the  Common  Law,  and  by  Act  of  Assembly,  levied 
on  the  People,  are  taken  by  his  Lordship,  or  his  Officers,  under  the 
Authority  lodged  in  him  as  Governor,  and  having  the  executive 
Power  of  the  Laws  of  this  Province ;  and,  as  such,  that  he,  or  his 
Officers  for  him,  were  authorized  to  receive  and  take  those  several 
Articles  in  Trust,  and  for  the  Benefit  only  of  that  People  among 
whom  they  were  levied ;  and,  that  altho'  his  Lordship,  as  Governor, 
or  those  he  should  think  fit  to  depute  for  that  Purpose,  had  the 
Disposal  of  those  several  Articles ;  yet,  'twas  contended,  that  Power 
in  it's  Nature  was  but  restrained,  and  that  he  was  not  at  Liberty  to 
put  them  into  his  own  Pocket,  nor  to  dispose  of  them,  otherwise 
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than  for  the  Ease  and  Welfare  of  that  People  for  whose  Benefit  and  {'•.^•L 
Protection  that  Trust  was  raised :  To  which  Thomas  Bladen,  Es(5  Nqv.  is 
at  that  Time  Governor,  was  pleased,  amongst  other  Things,  to  an- 
swer, "That,  as  to  the  Common  Law  Fines,  the  Proprietary  of  this 
Province  has  the  same  Right  to  them  as  the  King  to  the  Common 
Law  Fines,  &c.^  in  the  Courts  of  Westminster  Hall,  and  Lords  of 
Manors,  and  other  Seigniories  to  those  arising  in  their  Courts, 
Manors,  and  Seigniories :  Those  Fines,  &.*  were  always  reckoned 
as  much  a  Part  of  the  King's  Revenue,  unaccountable  to  Parliament, 
as  his  Demesnes,  and  the  Fines,  &*  due  to  the  several  Lords,  re- 
ceived by  them  as  part  of  their  Estates,  by  the  same  Right  as  their 
Rents,  and  with  which  their  Tenants  have  nothing  to  do ;  such 
Fines,  &^  due  to  the  King  are  amongst  his  Casual  Revenue  next  to 
his  Firmas  Majores  &  Minores,  and  stiled  in  the  Law  Debita  At- 
terminata,  and  so  called  because  Terms  or  Times  of  Payment  were 
assigned  by  his  Writ,  and  these  Payments  were  on  large  Fines  and 
Amerciaments  affered  Secundum  Qualitatem  delecti  &  Quantitatem 
contenimenti.  I  mentioned  so  much  of  this  Part  of  the  Law,  that 
those  Gentlemen  in  your  House  who  make  the  Law  their  Study, 
may  consult  their  Books,  which  will  certainly  inform  them  of  the 
Truth  of  what  I  now  say,  by  which  Means  they  may  satisfy  them- 
selves and  you,  that  what  is  urged  by  your  Address  of  the  Common 
Law  Fines,  &c.^  being  recorded  by  the  Proprietary  in  Trust,  for  and 
to  the  Use  of  the  People,  has  no  Foundation  in  Law  or  Reason ; 
but,  that  the  King  has  an  absolute,  uncontroulable  Title  to  this 
Branch  of  his  Casual  Revenue,  the  Proprietary  of  this  Province 
to  the  Common  Law,  &.*  or  any  other  unappropriated  Fines  here, 
and  Lords  of  Manors  in  England  to  those  in  their  Courts,  and  in 
their  Manors,  and  may  dispose  of  them  with  as  much  Liberty,  as 
any  Person  in  the  World  can  his  own  private  Fortune,  and  Estate, 
nor  can  your  Supposition,  of  the  Proprietary  being  divested  of  the 
Government,  alter  the  Case,  for  it  be  no  otherwise  than  if  the  Lord 
of  a  Manor,  or  Possessor  of  an  Estate,  should  alienate,  or  be 
deprived  of  that  Estate,  the  Rents,  Privileges,  and  Emoluments  of 
that  Manor  and  Estate,  would  be  vester  in  the  next  Possessor ;  but, 
surely,  that  Change  would  not  give  a  Right  in  those  Rents,  Privi- 
leges, or  Emoluments,  to  any  other  Person  than  to  such  Possessor ; 
for,  altho'  the  King  is  intitled  to  the  Common  Law  Fines  Ratione 
Coronas,  the  Proprietor  Ratione  Domini,  the  Lords  of  Manors 
Ratione  Manerii,  and  private  Persons  to  their  Rents  by  Reason  of 
their  Estates,  yet  none  of  those  Considerations  make  them  ac- 
countable, either  to  Parliament,  People,  Tenants,  or  any  other 
Person,  for  what  they  so  receive  for  those  Fines  accruing  by 
Breaches  of  the  King's  Peace,  and  Violation  of  his  Laws,  where 
they  are  not  particularly  appropriated  by  positive  Laws,  must,  in 
the  Nature  of  them,  belong  solely  to  his  Majesty,  who  is  reckoned 
in  the  Eye  of  the  Law,  to  be  solely  injured  by  such  Transgression."

L.  H.  J.  Your  Committee,  having  enquired  into  the  Nature,  original  Insti- 
No  i^  tution,  and  Establishment  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Crown,  as  well 
p.  446  arising  from  the  Demesne  Lands,  as  what  is  here  called  the  Casual 
Revenue,  are  of  Opinion,  That,  from  the  Principles  of  the  English 
Constitution,  they  were  vested  in  the  Royal  Person,  to  support  his 
Dignity,  and  maintain  his  Power,  as  an  affluent  Supply  for  the 
ordinary  Expenses  of  his  Government,  and  were  provided  for  the 
Support  of  public  Authority,  in  a  Manner  the  least  burthensome  to 
Individuals,  and  considered  as  a  Portion  which  each  Subject  con- 
tributed of  his  Property  to  secure  the  Remainder;  and,  for  those 
Ends  and  Purposes,  those  Rights  and  Revenues  were  annexed  to 
the  Supreme  Power,  by  the  Laws  &  Customs  of  the  State ;  and, 
your  Committee  are  the  more  confirmed  in  this  Opinion,  by  finding 
that  in  former  Times  the  Kings  of  England  did  constantly  and 
uniformly  defray  the  Expenses  of,  and  support  the  Honour  and 
Dignity  of  the  Crown,  and  every  Branch  of  the  Civil  Government, 
such  as  the  Payment  of  their  Officers  of  State,  their  Judges  and 
other  Matters  respecting  the  Executive  Powers  of  Government,  out 
of  those  Revenues,  without  calling  on  the  People  to  raise  Monies 
on  themselves  for  those  Purposes.  In  latter  Times,  when  by  im- 
provident Grants,  &c^  to  private  Persons,  they  were  so  impaired  as 
not  to  remain  sufficient  to  support  the  Honour  and  Dignity  of  the 
Crown,  and  the  Expenses  of  the  Civil  Government,  and  that  De- 
mands were  made  on  the  People  for  a  further  Supply ;  the  Parlia- 
ment took  Care  that  an  Account  should  be  rendered  of  all  those 
Crown  Revenues  that  were  left,  the  Demesne  Lands  not  excepted, 
and  when  they  substituted  other  Funds,  by  Taxes  on  the  People 
to  make  up  that  Deficiency,  and  to  establish  a  suflicient  Annual  Sum, 
together  with  those  Revenues  still  left,  to  support  the  Honour  and 
Dignity  of  the  Crown,  and  the  Expenses  of  the  Civil  Government. 
They  at  the  same  Time  took  Care  to  provide,  that  for  the  future  it 
should  not  be  in  the  Power  of  the  Kings  and  Queens  of  the  Realm, 
to  grant  away  any  of  those  Revenues  annexed  to  the  Crown  by 
the  Constitution  for  any  Time  longer  than  their  own  Lives,  nor 
Lease  or  let  the  Crown  Lands  longer  than  a  certain  Number  of 
Years,  and  reserving  Rents,  by  which  Means  and  by  Escheats  and 
Forfeitures  that  might  hereafter  happen,  and  by  the  Determination 
of  many  particular  Estates,  whereon  many  Reversions  and  Re- 
mainders in  the  Crown  did  depend,  the  Revenues  of  the  Crown 
might  again  be  increased,  and  consequently  the  Burthen  on  the 
Estates  of  the  Subject  might  be  eased  and  lessened  in  all  future 
Provisions  to  be  made  for  the  Expences  of  the  Civil  Government, 
and  by  that  Means  the  Crown  would  come  to  the  next  Successor 
without  any  of  those  Revenues  then  left,  being  further  impaired, 
and  with  all  future  casual  Additions.  This,  together  with  the  Re- 
citals in  the  several  Revenue  Bills,  and  those  for  taking  and  stating 
the  public  Accounts,   does   clearly  in  the  Opinion  of  your   Com- 
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mittee,  evince,  that  those  Revenues  were  deemed,  in  the  Sense  of  f-^-J-, 
both  King  and  Parhanient,  of  a  pubHc  Nature,  and  for  the  public  Nov.  15 
Use,  and  accordingly,  we  find,  have  been  enquired  into  and  accounted 
for  under  the  Acts  of  Parliament  last  mentioned,  and  more  par- 
ticularly as  to  Fines  and  Forfeitures,  they  are  looked  upon,  as  Part 
of  the  Profits  arising  from  the  King's  Courts  of  Justice,  and  are 
said  to  go  to  the  King,  for  the  Trouble  and  Charge  he  is  at  in  hold- 
ing Courts  &  bringing  Offenders  to  Justice.  This  being  the  Case 
with  respect  to  the  Crown  Revenues,  your  Committee  are  of  Opinion, 
that  the  Lords  Proprietary  of  this  Province,  cannot  claim  greater 
Advantages,  Prerogatives,  and  Immunities,  than  belong  to  the 
Kings  of  Great  Britain,  nor  ought  they  to  expect  the  People  here 
to  support  the  Civil  Government  in  every  Branch  thereof,  whilst 
they  dispose  at  their  Will  and  Pleasure,  of  all  the  Revenues  appro- 
priated by  the  Constitution  of  the  Mother  Country  to  public  Use. 
And,  altho'  our  Ancestors  did,  very  improvidently,  in  the  Infancy 
of  the  Country,  when  these  Incomes  and  Revenues  of  the  Lord 
Proprietary,  arising  from  the  Courts  of  Justice,  and  otherwise,  were 
inconsiderable,  make  a  perpetual  Provision  for  many  of  those  Ex-  ^'^'^ 
penses,  yet  when  the  People  are  called  upon  for  a  further  Supply, 
towards  the  Support  of  any  of  the  Officers  of  his  Lordship's  Gov- 
ernment, not  provided  for  by  perpetual  Laws,  your  Committee  are 
of  Opinion,  that  in  such  Case  the  People  have  a  Right  inherent  in 
the  Constitution  to  call  on  his  Lordship,  or  his  Governor,  to  render 
an  Account  of  the  Monies  arising  from  those  Revenues,  and  to 
have  the  same  applied  in  Case  of  their  Burthens,  unless  it  should 
appear  that  those  Monies  have  been  already  applied  to  public  Uses, 
and  that  his  Lordship  has  not  the  same  absolute,  uncontroulable 
Right  to  them,  as  to  any  Part  of  his  private  Estate,  as  has  been 
alledged.  And  your  Committee  are  also  of  Opinion,  That  tho'  the 
Act  of  Assembly  does  direct,  that  the  Provincial  Amerciaments  shall 
be  applied  as  the  Governor  and  Council  shall  direct,  yet,  the  Legis- 
lature did  intend,  to  such  public  Use  as  they  should  direct,  and  never 
meant  to  give  them  a  private  Property  therein ;  and  under  that 
Idea  we  doubt  they  have  heretofore  directed  them  to  be  paid  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  towards  his  Support  as  an  Officer  of  the 
Government.  And  your  Committee  are  clearly  of  Opinion,  That 
whenever  new  Taxes  are  demanded  to  defray  the  Expenses  of  Gov- 
ernment, it  becomes  the  Duty  of  the  Representatives  of  the  People, 
to  have  an  Account  rendered  of  all  Provincial  Amerciaments,  as 
well  as  of  all  Fines  and  Forfeitures  at  the  Common  Law,  and  of 
all  Forfeitures  received  in  Virtue  of  any  Laws  of  this  Province 
limiting  the  same  to  the  Lord  Proprietary,  for  the  Support  of  Gov- 
ernment, that  their  Constituents  may  see  that  all  those  Monies  are 
rightly  applied  for  the  Use  declared,  and  the  Province  in  General 
thereby  eased  in  the  Taxes  laid  on  them,  or  attempted  to  be  laid  on 
thern,  for  supporting  the  Expenses  of  Government 
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L.  H.  J.  And  your  Committee  have  the  Satisfaction  of  seeing  their  Senti- 
^'''^'^n'°'  ^c  ments  on  the  Subject  strongly  confirmed  by  the  Proceedings  of  the 
several  Branches  of  the  Legislature  in  the  Year  171 5  and  17 16,  all 
agreeing  in  the  Application  of  Fines,  Forfeitures,  and  Amerciaments, 
to  public  Uses,  as  may  appear  by  Extracts  taken  from  our  own 
Journals,  and  annext  to  this  Report.  And  your  Committee  do  find 
by  the  Estimates  laid  before  them,  in  Consequence  of  an  Address 
to  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  that  the  Twelve  pence  per  Hogs- 
head Duty  on  Tobacco,  for  seven  Years,  from  the  29."'  Day  of 
September,  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty  nine,  to  the  29.""  Day  of 
September,  seventeen  hundred  and  sixty  five,  both  inclusive,  amounts 
in  the  whole,  to  the  Sum  of  Nine  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty 
three  Pounds  one  Shilling  and  four  Pence  half  Penny  Sterling;  and 
that  the  Fines  and  Forfeitures,  received  from  Michaelmas  seventeen

Your  Com- 
mittee have  therefore  thought  proper  to  bring  in  this  seperate  Report, 
chiefiy  relative  to  the  ffines,  fiforfeitures,  and  Amerciaments,  hoping 
that  the  Length,  Importance,  and  Difficulty  of  the  Work,  will  excuse 
them,  at  present,  with  Regard  to  the  twelve  Pence  per  Hogshead

That  the  present  Bill  goes  in  this  upon  the  same  Principle  of  the 
old  Paper  Money  Law,  from  whence  Experience  affords  no  In- 
stance of  Inconvenience,  that  of  making  the  Presence  of  all  the 
Commissioners  necessary  at  every  Opening  of  the  Iron  Chest,  that 
all  may  be  answerable  for  any  Mal-Conduct,  and  the  greater  the 
Number  of  Commissioners,  the  more  probable  it  is  there  would  be 
a  total   Stop  to  the   Business,    from   Sickness,   or  the  like,   unless 
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Part  of  the  Number  might  act,  and  if  any  Thing  was  acted  amiss,   L.H.J, 
the   Public  sent  on  the  vain   Enquiry  of,   who  did  it?    That  the   Liber  No.  52 
Service  in  recording  Bonds  and  Orders,  and  in  the  safe  Custody  of 
them,  might  well  have  been  paid  for  by  the  Commissioners  out  of 
their  Salary.

In  Answer  to  your  Excellency's  Message,  with  the  Copy  of  the 
Letter  you  received  from  the  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade  and 
Plantations,  we  can  only  say,  what  is  very  generally  known,  that 
nothing  has  been  set  up  in  this  Province,  which  deserves  the  Name 
of  a  Manufactory.  It  is  true,  that  several  Families  make  some  of  their 
coarse  Cloathing,  within  themselves,  but  in  so  few  Instances  as  not 
to  deserve  Notice ;  and  that  without  any  Encouragements  from  the 
Public,  or  even  private  Subscriptions,  except  the  small  Bounty  lately 
paid  by  the  County  Courts  on  a  few  Pieces  of  Linen.  Your  Excel- 
lency may  well  report,  from  your  own  Sight  and  Knowledge,  that  the 
Inhabitants  of  this  Province,  from  the  first  to  the  lowest  Rank,  are 
generally  cloathed  in  British  Manufactures.  It  is  evident,  we  cannot 
import  more  of  the  British  Manufactures  than  the  Produce  of  our 
own  Exports,  with  an  Advantage  to  our  Mother  Country.

County 

Whereas  it  is  found  by  Experience  that  the  Provision  made  by  the 
Laws  now  in  being  is  inadequate  to  the  purposes  of  amending  and 
maintaining  the  public  Roads  in  Baltimore  County 

Be  it  therefore  Enacted  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his  Lordships  Gov- 
ernor and  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  Assembly  and  the

No.  26  An  Act  for  the  payment  of  the  Publick  Claims  for  emitting  Bills 
of  Credit  and  for  Other  Purposes  therein  mentioned 
[Preamble]  Whereas  it  appears  by  the  Journal  of  Accounts  and  List  of  Debts 
Assented  to  this  present  Session  by  both  houses  of  Assembly  that 
there  are  now  due  from  the  Public  of  this  Province  to  the  Several 
Creditors  thereof  the  Quantity  of  Five  Million  six  hundred  and 
twenty  three  thousand  four  hundred  Ninety  nine  pounds  and  three 
fourth  parts  of  a  pound  of  nominal  Tobacco  payable  in  Money  equal 
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in  Value  to  the  rate  of  seven  shillings  and  six  pence  sterling  per   Liber  H.S. 
hundred  pounds  of  Tobacco  and  the  sum  of   Nineteen  thousand   '  "■ ' 
Eight  hundred  and  forty  pounds  one  shilling  and  two  pence  farthing 
Nominal  Money  of  the  True  and  real  value  according  to  the  Course 
of  Exchange  between  this  Province  and  London  of  Eleven  Thousand 
nine  hundred  and  four  pounds  and  nine  pence  Sterling 

And  Whereas  the  public  of  this  Province  now  hath  twenty  six 
thousand  and  eight  hundred  pounds  Capital  Stock  of  the  Bank  of 
England  as  appears  by  the  Last  Account  rendered  by  the  Trustees 
for  this  Province  residing  in  London  dated  the  Thirtieth  day  of 
May  Last  and  also  the  sum  of  Five  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty 
pounds  Seventeen  shillings  and  two  pence  Sterling  not  invested  Sub- 
ject to  the  disposition  of  the  General  Assembly  and  the  great  Scarcity  p.  659 
of  Specie  at  this  time  makes  an  Additional  Circulating  Medium  in

to  the  Clerk  of  His  Lordships  Council  of  State  was  not  inserted 
therein  and  a  Conference  between  the  Two  houses  being  thought 
the  most  probable  Mean  to  bring  about  so  desirable  an  end  as 
restoring  publick  Credit  and  paying  off  the  Just  Claims  against 
the  Public  was  proposed  and  agreed  to

already  Allowances  on  the  Journal  and  List  of  Debts  receive  their 
Allowances  in  Bills  of  Credit.  That  a  sum  to  the  Amount  of  the 
Claims  of  the  late  and  present  Clerk  of  the  Council  be  put  into  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurers  and  be  by  them  placed  out  at  Interest 
p.  664  and  the  principal  and  Interest  be  paid  to  the  Late  and  present  Clerk 
of  the  Council  or  their  Representatives  in  case  the  King  in  Council 
shall  so  order,  otherwise  such  Principal  and  Interest  to  be  and 
remain  the  property  of  the  Publick  and  that  the  said  sum  of  Fifteen 
hundred  pounds  in  Bills  of  Credit  be  paid  to  the  Order  of  the  Lower 
House  of  Assembly  and  invested  in  Bills  of  Exchange  to  Enable 
the  Lower  House  of  Assembly  for  the  time  being  to  employ  and 
retain  an  Agent  in  London 

And  Whereas  the  Conferrees  of  the  Upper  House  did  inform 
the  Conferrees  of  the  Lower  House  that  they  were  Instructed  by 
their  House  to  answer  to  the  proposal  made  them  by  the  Conferrees 
of  the  Lower  House  that  the  Lower  House  having  represented 
that  their  Sentiments  were  directly  opposite  to  the  Opinion  They 
the  Upper  House  had  on  mature  Consideration  formed  upon  the 
Subject  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Councils  Claim  of  a  Salary  or  Com- 
pensation for  his  services  but  that  they  were  extremely  desirous  a 
fair  and  Equitable  Expedient  for  terminating  the  Subsisting  Dififer- 
ence  might  take  place  but  that  the  proposition  made  by  them  in 
pursuance  of  the  Instructions  of  their  house  appeared  to  them  to  be 
unequal  and  inconsistent  with  their  indubitable  Rights  and  there- 
fore they  had  resolved  not  to  Accept  thereof  but  that  they  had  on 
their  parts  further  to  propose,  That  an  appeal  be  made  by  the 
Two  houses  to  his  Majesty  in  Council  on  the  Subject  of  their 
Disagreement  That  such  sum  of  publick  Money  be  paid  to  the  order 
of  the  President  of  the  Upper  House  as  might  be  sufficient  to 
defray  the  expence  which  might  Attend  the  prosecution  of  the 
Appeal  on  their  part  and  an  equal  sum  of  public  money  be  paid  to 
the  order  of  the  Speaker  of  the  Lower  house  of  Assembly  for  the 
like  purpose  of  defraying  the  charge  of  the  appeal  on  their  part 
and  moreover  as  an  alternative  in  case  the  Lower  House  should 
not  agree  to  the  above  Application  of  the  Public  Money  That  the 
Appeal  on  each  side  be  made  and  prosecuted  without  the  Allotment 
or  Application  of  any  Public  Money  for  that  purpose  and  that  in 
case  the  Lower  house  should  agree  to  an  Appeal  upon  the  terms 
either  of  the  former  or  latter  proposition  That  such  persons  as 
have  Allowances  in  the  Journal  of  y\ccounts  and  in  the  List  of 
Debts  should  receive  their  respective  Allowances  as  soon  as  might 
be  and  that  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  Claims  of  the  late 
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and  present  Clerk  of  the  Council  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  one  Liber  H.  S. 
of  the  Treasurers  and  placed  by  him  on  good  Security  at  Interest   ^^- '

Together  with  Sir  William's  Letters,  I  shall  communicate  to  you 
a  Petition  that  hath  been  presented  to  me  by  several  of  those  Indians, 
also  the  fullest  information  I  have  been  able  to  get,  concerning 
their  Number  and  the  Lands  they  Occupy,  or  Claim  so  that  You 
may  be  better  able  to  Judge  what  Compensation  it  will  be  reasonable 
to  give  for  their  Rights,  should  You  think  fit  to  repeal  the  Laws, 
by  which  they  are  at  present  restrained  from  Selling  the  Lands 
they  Possess 

As  the  Person,  who  is  Authorized  by  Sir  William  Johnson,  as 
well  as  by  the  Indians,  to  Act  for  them  on  this  Occasion  will  wait 
here  for  the  Result  of  your  Deliberations,  I  must  recommend  this 
Business  in  the  first  place  to  your  Consideration 
Gentlemen 

The  frequent  Disputes  and  great  Confusion  occasioned  in  this 
Province  by  the  Loss  of  Boundaries,  and  the  Variation  of  the  Com- 
pass, are  Matters  well  worthy  your  Notice,  some  remedy  for  so  great 
an  Evil  is  indisputably  wanting,  but  it  might,  perhaps,  be  difficult  to 
point  out  One  adequate  and  unexceptionable,  That  a  just  and  equit- 
able Regard  may  be  shewn  to  the  Rights  of  all  concerned  the  utmost 
Caution  and  Foresight,  as  well  as  the  Strictest  Impartiality,  are 
requisite. 

The  Defects  of  our  present  Road  Laws  are  obvious,  and  striking. 
You  must  be  sensible  what  great  Advantages  would  arise  to  the 
Community,  from  the  Public  Roads  being  made  more  direct,  and 
kept  constantly  in  Good  Repair,  I  hope  therefore  You  will  take  this 
Matter  likewise  into  Consideration 

I  must  also  observe  to  You,  Gentlemen,  that  an  accurate  Review 
of  the  Criminal  Laws,  made  or  introduced  here,  seems  to  be  highly 
expedient,  when  it  becomes  a  Question  whether  a  Law  is  in  force  or 
not.  A  Tenderness  towards  Convicted  Persons,  they  may  not  seem 
to  deserve.  Usually  takes  place,  and,  by  that  Circumstance,  En- 
couragement is  probably  given  to  the  Commission  of  Crimes.  Let 
therefore  some  Criterion  be  Established  so  plain  and  explicit  for 
determining  what  Criminal  Laws  are  in  force  here,  that  all  Doubts, 
on  this  Head,  may  in  future  be  prevented.

Since  the  last  session  of  assembly,  I  have  received  letters  from 
Sir  William  Johnson  his  Majestys  superintendant  of  Indian  afifairs 
in  this  district  of  North  America  relative  to  a  representation  which 
had  been  made  to  him  on  behalf  of  the  Maryland  Indians,  some  of 
whom  are,  it  seems  desirous  to  remove  to  Otsiningo,  and  to  be 
incorporated  with  the  six  nations,  if  they  may  be  permitted  to  dis- 
pose of  the  lands  which  by  the  legislature  of  this  province  were 
p.  489  heretofore  appropriated  to  the  use  of  those  peoples  ancestors 

Together  with  Sir  Williams  letters  I  shall  communicate  to  you  a 
petition  that  hath  been  presented  to  me  by  several  of  those  Indians, 
also  the  fullest  information  I  have  been  able  to  get  concerning  their 
number  and  the  lands  they  occupy  or  claim,  so  that  you  maybe  the 
better  able  to  judge  what  compensation  it  will  be  reasonable  to  give 
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them  for  their  rights,  should  you  think  fit  to  repeal  the  laws  by  which   l.  H.  J. 
they  are  at  present  restrained  from  selling  the  lands  they  possess  m^"^"'  ^* 

As  the  person  who  is  authorized  by  Sir  William  Johnson  as  well 
as  by  the  indians  to  act  for  them  on  this  occasion,  will  wait  here 
for  the  result  of  your  deliberations  I  must  recommend  this  business, 
in  the  first  place  to  your  consideration 
Gentlemen 

The  frequent  disputes  and  great  confusion  occasioned  in  this 
province  by  the  loss  of  boundaries  and  the  variation  of  the  compass 
are  matters  well  worthy  your  notice :  Some  remedy  for  so  great 
an  evil  is  indisputably  wanting;  but  it  might  perhaps  be  difficult  to 
point  out  one  adequate  and  unexceptionable :  That  a  just  and  equi- 
table regard  may  be  shewn  to  the  rights  of  all  concerned,  the  utmost 
caution  and  foresight  as  well  as  the  strictest  impartiality,  are  requisite 

The  defects  of  our  present  road  laws,  are  obvious  and  striking: 
You  must  be  sensible  what  great  advantages  would  arise  to  the 
community,  from  the  public  roads  being  made  more  direct  and  kept 
constantly  in  good  repair ;  I  hope  therefore  you  will  take  this  matter 
likewise  into  consideration 

I  must  also  observe  to  you,  gentlemen,  that  an  accurate  review 
of  the  criminal  laws  made  or  introduced  here,  seems  to  be  highly 
expedient :  When  it  becomes  a  question  whether  a  law  is  in  force,  or 
not,  a  tenderness  toward  convicted  persons,  they  may  not  seem  to 
deserve  usually  takes  place  and,  by  that  circumstance,  encourage- 
ment is  probably  given,  to  the  commission  of  crimes.  Let  therefore 
some  criterion  be  established,  so  plain  and  explicit,  for  determining 
what  criminal  laws  are  in  force  here,  that  all  doubts,  on  this  head, 
may  in  future  be  prevented 
Gentlemen  of  both  houses 

The  proofs  I  have  on  all  occasions  endeavoured  to  give  of  my 
desire  to  promote  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  people  over 
whom  I  have  the  honor  to  preside,  make  it,  I  hope,  unnecessary 
for  me,  now,  to  assure  you,  that  you  will  always  find  me  ready  to 
concur  with  you  in  every  proper  measure  you  can  propose  for  the 
public  good

The  following  resolves  viz.* 

Resolved  by  the  house.  That  the  members  who  shall  be  appointed 
as  members  of  the  committee  of  aggrievances,  have  likewise  the 
character  of  a  committee  for  courts  of  justice ;  and  that  that 
character,  and  the  duty  of  such  committee  be  annexed  to  the  said 
committee  of  aggrievances  as  a  standing  part  of  their  duty :  And 
that  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  said  committee  of  courts  of  justice,  that

according  to  the  laws,  statutes,  ordinances  and  reasonable  customs 
of  England  and  of  this  province,  or  to  such  other  words  as  have 
relation  thereto ;  and  that  they  shall  immediately  make  report  to  the 
house  of  any  alteration  that  shall  at  any  time  happen  in  such  com- 
mission, and  likewise  to  have  regard,  as  near  as  may  be,  to  observe 
wherein  they  differ  from  the  forms  of  the  several  sorts  of  com- 
missions to  the  judges,  and  justices  in  England ;  and  also  to  enquire 
and  report  whether  it  appears  that  the  several  magistrates  in  this 
province  have  been  duly  qualified,  agreeable  to  law 

Resolved  also,  That  this  province  is  not  under  the  circumstances 
of  a  conquered  country;  that  if  it  were,  the  present  christian  in- 
habitants thereof,  would  be  in  the  circumstances,  not  of  the  con- 
quered, but  of  the  conqueror,  it  being  a  colony  of  the  english  nation 
encouraged  by  the  crown  to  transplant  themselves  hither,  for  the 
sake  of  improving  and  enlarging  its  dominions;  which  by  the  bless- 
ing of  God  upon  their  endeavours,  at  their  own  expence  and  labour, 
has  been  in  a  great  measure  obtained :  And  'tis  unanimously  re- 
solved, that  whosoever  shall  advance  that  his  majestys  subjects  by 
such  their  endeavours  and  success  have  forfeited  any  part  of  their 
english  liberties,  are  not  well  wishers  to  the  country  and  mistake 
its  happy  constitution 
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Resolved  also,  that  if  there  be  any  pretence  of  conquest,  it  can  be  L.H.J, 
only  supposed  against  the  native  indian  infidels ;  which  supposition  ^^^^°'  ^* 
cannot  be  admitted,  because  the  christian  inhabitants  purchased  great 
part  of  the  land  they  at  first  took  up,  from  the  indians,  as  well  as 
from  the  lord  proprietary,  and  have  ever  since  continued  in  an 
amicable  course  of  trade  with  them ;  except  some  partial  outrages 
and  skirmishes,  which  never  amounted  to  a  general  war,  much  less 
to  a  general  conquest,  the  indians  yet  enjoying  their  rights  and 
privileges  of  treaties  and  trade  with  the  english,  of  whom  we  yet 
frequently  purchase  the  rights  of  such  land  as  we  take  up,  as  well 
as  of  the  lord  proprietary 

Resolved  further,  that  this  province  hath  always  hitherto  had  the 
common  law,  and  such  general  statutes  of  England  as  are  securitative  p.  492 
of  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  subject,  and  such  acts  of  assembly 
as  were  made  in  the  province  to  suit  its  particular  constitution,  as 
the  rule  and  standard  of  its  government  and  judicature,  such  statutes 
and  acts  of  assembly  being  subject  to  the  like  rules  of  common  law, 
or  equitable  construction,  as  are  used  by  the  judges  in  construing 
statutes  in  England ;  which  happy  rules  have  by  his  majesty  and  his 
royal  ancestors,  and  also  by  his  lordship  and  his  noble  ancestors,  or 
some  of  them,  been  hitherto  approved,  by  having  the  commissions  of 
judicature  to  include  directions  of  that  nature  to  the  several  judicial 
magistrates,  unless  those  words  have  at  any  time  been  casually  or 
carelessly  omitted  by  the  officers  in  this  province,  that  drew  such 
commissions 

Resolved,  that  the  levying  and  taking  the  sum  of  twelve  pence 
sterling  per  hogshead,  by  the  right  honorable  the  lord  proprietary 
of  this  province,  on  all  tobacco  exported  out  of  the  same,  under 
pretence  and  colour  of  the  act  of  1704,  is  not  warranted  by  law 

Resolved  nemine  contradicente,  that  if  the  above  act  of  1704 
had  been  in  force  from  the  restoration  of  the  government  by  the 
crown,  to  the  right  honorable  the  lord  proprietary,  to  this  time ;  yet 
the  sum  of  three  pence  sterling,  part  of  the  said  twelve  pence  sterling, 
agreeable  to  the  plain  construction  of  the  above  mentioned  act  of 
1704,  and  her  late  majesty  queen  Ann's  instructions  to  her  governor 
here,  when  the  said  act  was  in  force  ought  to  be  applied  towards 
purchasing  of  arms,  and  ammunition  for  the  defence  of  this  prov- 
ince :  Were  read,  and  unanimously  approved  of.  His  excellency's

By  the  committee  appointed  to  state  the  facts  relating  to  indian 
affairs,  and  make  report  thereof  to  the  house 

May  2f^  1768. 

Your  committee  in  obedience  to  the  order  of  the  honorable  house 
do  humbly  report,  that  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  assembly  made  in  the 
year  1704,  entituled,  an  act  for  ascertaining  the  bounds  of  a  certain 
tract  of  land,  to  the  use  of  the  Nanticoke  Indians,  so  long  as  they 
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L.H.J,  should  occupy  and  live  upon  the  same;  a  tract  of  land  Ij'ing  in  Dor- 
Liber  No.  52  Chester  County,  on  the  north  side  of  Nanticoke  River  was  laid  out 
^ "  and  described  by  certain  boundaries  in  the  said  act  mentioned,  for 
the  use  of  the  Nanticoke  indians  under  the  proviso  contained  in  the 
said  act;  and  by  another  act  made  in  the  year  1723,  entituled  an 
act  for  quieting  the  possessions  of  the  indian  inhabitants  on  Nanti- 
coke and  Choptank  Rivers  the  said  land  is  confirmed  to  the  said 
indians,  and  their  descendants  for  and  during  such  a  space  of  time 
as  they  or  any  of  them  shall  think  fit  to  use,  and  shall  not  wholly 
and  totally  desert  and  quit  claim  to  the  same :  And  by  another  act 
of  assembly  made  in  the  year  171 1  entituled  an  act  to  impower  com- 
missioners to  appoint  and  cause  to  be  laid  out  three  thousand  acres 
of  land,  on  Broad  Creek  in  Somerset  County  for  the  use  of  the 
Nanticoke  indians,  so  long  as  they  shall  occupy  the  same ;  a  tract 
of  land  was  directed  to  be  surveyed  and  laid  out  for  the  use  of  the 
said  indians  so  long  as  they  should  occupy  the  same,  as  by  the  said 
several  acts  will  more  at  large  appear.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  last 
recited  act,  two  thousand  five  hundred  acres  of  land,  lying  on  Broad 
Creek  in  Somerset  County,  and  five  hundred  acres  lying  on  the  south 
side  of  the  said  Broad  Creek,  were  actually  laid  out  and  surveyed 
for  the  said  indians ;  and  were,  by  a  jury  summoned  for  that  purpose, 
valued  as  follows :  To  wit,  the  two  thousand  five  hundred  acres  at 
fifty  thousand  pounds  of  tobacco,  and  the  five  hundred  acres  at  ten 
thousand  pounds  of  tobacco,  as  by  a  certificate  of  the  said  survey 
and  valuation,  made  in  pursuance  of  the  said  act,  and  returned  into 
the  secretarys  ofifice  and  there  recorded  in  liber  T.  P.  folios  no,  iii, 
112  more  fully  appears.  That  by  the  journal  of  accounts  of  the 
assembly  in  October  sessions  in  the  year  1712,  and  by  the  journal 
of  the  committee  appointed  in  that  session  for  laying  the  public  levy, 
it  appears  that  the  said  several  sums  of  fifty  thousand,  and  ten 
thousand  pounds  of  tobacco  were  allowed  and  assessed  to  and  for 
the  owners  and  proprietors  of  the  said  three  thousand  acres  of  land, 
and  the  further  sum  of  eight  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty 
pounds  of  tobacco,  for  improvements  made  on  part  of  the  said  land, 
and  for  expences  in  surveying  and  valuing  the  said  land  &C.''  was 
also  levied  and  assessed.  That  it  appears  to  your  committee  from 
the  papers  mentioned  in  his  excellencys  speech,  which  have  been  laid 
before  your  honorable  house,  that  the  heirs  of  col.°  John  Rider,  late 
of  Dorchester  County  deceased,  do  claim  the  quantity  of  one  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  sixty  four  acres  of  land  within  the  bound- 
aries of  the  said  tract  laid  out  by  virtue  of  the  law  made  in  1704  as 
being  surveyed  and  granted  before  the  making  of  that  act ;  and 
which  ought,  as  they  alledge,  to  revert  to  them  whenever  the  said 
indians  shall  desert  or  leave  the  said  lands,  bj'  virtue  of  the  proviso 
in  the  said  act  contained ;  for  which  quantity  of  one  thousand  six 
hundred  and  sixty  four  acres  of  land,  it  does  not  appear  to  your 
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committee  that  any  compensation  was  ever  made  to  the  said  colonel   L.H.J. 
Rider,  or  any  other  person  May's?  °  ^' 

That  it  appears  from  the  said  papers,  that  George  Kirkman  and 
the  heirs  of  colonel  William  Ennals,  do  also  claim  lands  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  said  tract  laid  out  by  the  act  of  1704,  but  that 
these  lands  were  surveyed  and  granted  since  the  making  of  that  act. 
It  does  not  appear  to  your  committee,  on  the  best  enquiry  they  are  at 
present  able  to  make,  that  there  are  any  Indian  claimants  of  the 
land  appropriated  by  the  act  of  1704,  or  by  the  act  of  171 1,  other 
than  those  who  have  subscribed  the  petition  laid  before  your  honor- 
able house ;  and  from  the  best  information  your  committee  can 
obtain,  there  are  now  only  one  Indian  woman,  and  two  Indian  boys 
settled  on  the  land  mentioned  in  the  act  of  1704,  and  none  on  the 
land  laid  out  under  the  act  of  171 1  tho'  they  still  claim  the  last 
mentioned  land  which  now  lies  within  the  three  lower  counties  of 
Delaware  by  the  late  running  of  the  provincial  lines 

Your  committee  beg  leave  further  to  report,  that  it  does  not 
appear  to  them  that  any  of  the  Maryland  indians  except  the  petition-  p.  496 
ers,  are  desirous  of  removing  out  of  this  province ;  but  on  the 
contrary,  that  the  Choptank  indians  chuse  to  continue  amongst  us 
and  enjoy  the  benifit  of  the  public  provision  for  them.  All  which 
is  humbly  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  your  honorable  house.

May  it  please  your  excellency 

We  have  taken  that  part  of  your  excellencys  speech,  with  the 
several  papers  which  have  been  laid  before  us,  relative  to  the  Mary- 
land Indians,  into  our  consideration ;  and  from  thence,  and  on  the 
best  enquiry  we  have  been  able  to  make,  we  cannot  discover  that  any 
of  them,  except  those  who  have  petitioned,  are  desirous  of  removing 
from  this  province.  We  find  that  by  an  act  of  assembly  made  in  the 
year  1704,  reciting  that  it  was  just  the  Indians  should  have  a  con- 
venient dwelling  place,  a  tract  of  land  on  Nanticoke  River,  was 
appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  Nanticoke  Indians,  their  heirs  and 
successors,  for  ever  ;  under  a  proviso,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  that  had  formerly  taken  up  and  obtained  any  grants 
from  the  lord  Baltimore,  for  any  tracts  or  parcels  of  land  within  the 
boundaries  thereof,  upon  Indians  deserting  or  leaving  the  said  land, 
to  enter,  occupy  and  enjoy  the  same :  That  by  another  act  passed 
in  the  year  171 1,  three  thousand  acres  of  land  on  Broad  Creek,  on 
Nanticoke  River  were  directed  to  be  laid  out  by  commissioners, 
valued  by  a  jury,  and  paid  for  by  the  public ;  and,  that  when  the  same 
should  be  laid  out,  and  paid  for  by  the  public  as  aforesaid,  the  same 
should  be  to  the  use  of  the  Nanticoke  indians  so  long  as  they  should 
occupy  the  same,  and  afterwards  should  be  disposed  of  as  the  general 
assembly  of  this  province  should  direct.  That  the  commissioners 
appointed  by  the  last  mentioned  act,  caused  the  three  thousand  acres 
of  land  to  be  laid  out  and  valued,  and  returned  a  certificate  of  their 
proceedings  into  the  provincial  court  office  where  it  now  remains  of 
record,  by  which  it  appears  the  land  belonged  to  several  owners  and 
proprietors  and  was  valued  in  the  whole  to  sixty  thousand  pounds 
of  tobacco,  which  together  with  eight  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty  pounds  of  tobacco  for  improvements  made  on  part  of  the 
land,  and  expences  attending  the  surveying  and  valuing  thereof  was, 
as  appears  by  the  assembly  proceedings  in  the  year  171 2,  allowed 
by  and  assessed  on  the  public.   By  the  papers  laid  before  us,  it  appears 
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the  reversion  in  1664  acres  part  of  the  land  described  in  the  said  L.H.J, 
act  of  1704  is  claimed  by  the  heirs  of  colonel  Rider  under  grants  \;^^^2 
made  many  years  before  that  act ;  but  it  does  not  appear  in  any 
manner,  that  he,  or  any  other  person  hath  ever  received  any  satis- 
faction therefor;  and  that  the  reversion  in  some  other  parts  of  the  p. 497 
Nanticoke  tract,  is  claimed  under  grants  to  colonel  William  Ennals, 
made  since  the  year  1704.  We  conceive  it  to  be  clear,  from  the  pur- 
view of  the  said  recited  acts,  and  of  one  other  act  of  assembly  made 
in  the  year  1723  for  quieting  the  possessions  of  the  Indians  inhabiting 
on  Nanticoke  and  Choptank  Rivers,  that  the  intention  of  the  legisla- 
ture was  nothing  more  than  to  provide  for  and  secure  to  those  people 
a  dwelling  place  and  the  means  of  a  comfortable  subsistence  so  long 
as  they  should  incline  to  remain  among  us ;  and  therefore,  to  permit 
such  of  them  as  are  now  left,  who  appear  to  be  very  few  to  sell 
the  lands,  would  be  directly  contrary  to  the  intention  of  those  laws; 
and  we  are  also  of  opinion,  that  it  cannot  be  for  the  interest  of  the 
Indians  themselves,  to  be  permitted  to  do  so,  nor  would  be  consistent 
with  the  justice  and  to  the  public  and  individuals.

Your  committee  have  examined  into  the  state  and  condition  of 
the  Land  office,  and  find  that  the  records,  from  the  year  1745,  to  the 
books  now  in  use,  are  marked  "examined" ;  and  by  comparing  some 
of  them  with  the  original  papers  they  appear  to  have  been  carefully 
done.  But  we  find,  that  the  records  of  the  certificates,  preceding  that 
date,  are  not  marked,  nor  do  we  believe  they  ever  were  examined ; 
for,  comparing  these  with  many  of  the  originals,  very  few  agree. 
Some  books  in  this  office,  require  to  be  new  bound ;  and  the  records, 
in  general  want  covers  to  save  their  binding.  The  general  alphabets, 
and  original  certificates,  before  the  year  1745,  remain  in  the  same  bad 
state  as  was  reported  to  your  honorable  house  in  May  session  1766. 
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Your  committee  have  likewise  examined  the  state  of  the  com- 
missarys  office,  and  find,  that  the  records  from  the  year  1764,  to  the 
books  now  in  use,  are  marked  "examined" ;  and  by  comparing  them 
with  the  originals,  they  appear  very  correct.  But  we  find,  there  are 
very  few  of  the  Records  of  wills  &c.^  preceding  that  date,  marked 
"examined,"  and  that  such  as  are,  appear  to  have  been  done  by  very 
careless  hands ;  for,  in  comparing  them  with  the  originals,  we  find 
very  material  errors ;  and  are  informed  by  M."'  Valette,  the  present 
register,  that  in  the  course  of  his  business  in  the  said  office,  he  has 
observed  those  records  are  generally  incorrect ;  so  much  so,  that  in 
making  copies  he  is  frequently  obliged  to  have  recourse  to  the 
original  papers.  We  find  a  bundle,  containing  thirty  five  accounts 
exhibited  in  1759  and  1760  not  yet  recorded.  The  general  alphabet 
for  wills,  in  this  office,  remains  in  the  same  state  as  was  reported 
in  the  year  1766;  and  the  alphabets  in  general,  belonging  to  the 
several  books,  which  are  not  entered  in  the  general  alphabet,  are 
much  in  pieces  and  defaced ;  and  many  books,  which  contain  wills, 
have  leaves  entirely  loose,  and  some  of  them  much  defaced.  That 
there  are  several  books  containing  wills,  which  require  binding.  The 
original  papers  in  this  office  appear  to  be  well  taken  care  of 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  state  of  the  secretarys 
office  and  find  that  the  land  records  and  the  several  acts  of  assembly 
are  recorded  and  examined  to  the  present  time,  and  that  the  judg- 
ments are  entered  up  to  the  year  1764  inclusive,  except  a  small  part 
of  October  term  1755,  and  October  Term  1756;  and  that  there  is  no 
alphabet  to  liber  G.  S.  N.°  i  which  contains  judgments 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  state  of  the  assembly 
office,  and  find  that  the  books  and  papers  lie  in  the  greatest  con- 
fusion. The  proceedings  are  all  entered  up  to  the  end  of  May  session 
1766,  but  appear  to  have  been  recorded  by  persons  who  wrote  bad 
and  incorrect  hands ;  and  your  committee  beg  leave  to  annex  a  list 
of  books  in  the  said  offices  added  since  the  last  report.  All  which  is

By  the  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  Messieurs  Prigg  and 
Calder,  concerning  the  variation  of  the  compass,  and  report  to  the 
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L.H.J,  house  their  opinions  of  the  proper  measures  to  be  taken  to  remedy 
Liber  No.^  52  ^j^^  ^.^jj^  ^j-ising  therefrom. 

Your  committee  having  conferred  with  M.*"  Prigg  and  M.''  Calder, 
upon  the  subject  of  the  variation  of  the  compass,  and  how  the 
evils  arising  therefrom  may  be  best  remedied,  are  informed  by  those 
gentlemen,  that  there  is  a  west  variation,  of  about  two  and  an  half 
or  three  degrees ;  that  this  variation  is  now,  and  has  been  decreasing 
ever  since  the  first  settlement  of  this  province ;  but  that  the  experi- 
ments and  observations  they  have  hitherto  made,  do  not  sufficiently 
authorize  them  to  say  at  what  rate  it  decreases.  To  adjust  this,  and 
to  know  whether  the  decrease  be  regular,  at  different  periods  of 
time,  they  are  of  opinion  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  many 
experiments  and  observations,  as  well  upon  ancient,  as  upon  late 
surveys ;  and  that,  when  by  this,  or  any  other  means,  the  variation 
of  the  variation  (as  it  may  be  termed)  or  the  rate  in  which  the 
variation  decreases,  can  be  pretty  nearly  settled,  it  may  then  be 
proper,  in  order  to  prevent  the  evil  complained  of,  to  have  a  good 
theodolite  provided  by  each  county,  that  a  true  meridian  line  be 
taken  and  fixed  in  some  convenient  place,  as  near  the  court  house 
in  each  county  as  may  be,  by  setting  up  three  pillars  of  durable  stone, 
at  convenient  distances,  in  the  plain  of  such  meridian;  and  that  some 
person  be  appointed,  to  try  the  said  instrument,  by  such  meridian 
line,  and  note  down  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  among 
the  records  of  each  county,  the  variation  of  the  said  instrument  from 
such  line,  which  variation  so  found  shall  be  the  standard  of  variation 
for  each  County  respectively;  and  thereafter  such  instrument  to  be 
tried  annually  and  whatever  it  shall  be  found  to  vary,  from  such  first 
trial,  to  be  also  noted  down,  in  the  same  book,  and  be  allowed  in  every 
course  to  be  run  by  such  instrument,  until  the  next  trial,  and  a  certifi- 

'  cate  thereof  given  by  the  person  appointed  to  try  such  instrument, 

to  the  surveyor  of  each  County,  respectively,  and  so  from  year  to 
year.  Some  such  method  as  this,  your  committee  are  of  opinion, 
might  be  effectual  to  prevent  the  evils  arising  from  the  variation 
hereafter ;  and  it  appears  also  to  your  committee  to  be  very  neces- 
sary that  something  should  be  done  to  regulate  former  surveys ; 
but,  as  this  would  occasion  a  considerable  change  in  the  situation

Richard  Pearis  Your  Committee  observe  to  the 
Honourable  House,  that  the  petitioner  commanded  a  Company,  in 
the  pay  of  this  province,  during  the  late  War.  That  it  appears  to 
your  Committee,  from  the  information  of  Captain  Ware,  that  the 
petitioner  advanced  very  Considerable  Sums  of  Money  for  the  sup- 
port of  his  Company,  during  the  Time  the  Troops  served,  after  the 
Money  granted  by  this  province,  was  expended.

Your  Majesty's  most  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  representa- 
tives of  the  freemen  of  your  province  of  Maryland,  happy  in  their 
allegiance  to  the  best  of  Kings,  and  warm  in  affection  and  attach- 
ment to  your  sacred  person  and  government,  with  all  humility  beg 
leave  to  approach  the  throne  and  supplicate  your  Majesty,  ever 
graciously  inclined  to  hear  the  just  complaints  of  your  most  remote 
subjects. 

Your  Majesty's  people  of  this  province,  conceive  it  a  fixed,  and 
unalterable  principle  in  the  nature  of  things,  and  a  part  of  the  very 
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idea  of  property;  that  whatever  a  man  hath  honestly  acquired  can-  L.H.J, 
not  be  taken  from  him  without  his  consent :  This  immutable  prin-  ju^/ji  °  ^^ 
ciple  they  humbly  apprehend,  is  happily  ingrafted  as  a  fundamental 
into  the  english  constitution,  as  is  fully  declared  by  Magna  Charta 
and  by  the  petition,  and  bill  of  rights:  Hence  it  is  that  your  Maj- 
esty's most  distant  subjects  are  justly  entitled  to  all  the  rights 
liberties,  privileges,  and  immunities  of  your  subjects  born  within 
the  kingdom  of  England.  Under  this  idea,  your  Majesty's  royal 
predecessor  King  Charles  the  first,  by  his  charter  of  this  province 
did  grant  as  follows  "We  will  also,  and  of  our  more  abundant  grace, 
for  us  our  heirs,  and  successors  do  firmly  charge,  constitute,  ordain, 
and  command  that  the  said  province  be  our  allegiance ;  and  that  all 
and  singular  the  subjects  and  liege-men  of  us,  our  heirs,  and  suc- 
cessors transplanted  or  hereafter  to  be  transplanted  into  the  province 
aforesaid,  and  the  children  of  them,  and  of  others  their  descendants, 
whether  already  born  there,  or  hereafter  to  be  born,  be  and  shall 
be  natives  and  liege-men  of  us  our  heirs  and  successors  of  our 
kingdom  of  England  and  Ireland ;  and  in  all  things  shall  be  held 
treated,  reputed,  and  esteemed  as  the  faithful  liege-men  of  us,  and 
our  heirs  and  successors,  born  within  our  kingdom  of  England: 
also  lands,  tenements,  revenues,  services,  and  other  hereditaments 
whatsoever  within  our  kingdom  of  England,  and  other  our  domin- 
ions, to  inherit  or  otherwise  purchase,  receive,  take,  have,  hold, 
buy  and  possess,  and  the  same  to  use  and  enjoy,  and  the  same  to 
give,  sell,  alien,  and  bequeath :  and  likewise  all  privileges,  franchises, 
and  liberties  of  this  our  kingdom  of  England,  freely,  quietly,  and 
peaceably  to  have  and  possess,  and  the  same  may  use  and  enjoy  in 
the  same  manner  as  our  liege-men  born,  or  to  be  born  within  our 
said  kingdom  of  England,  without  impediment,  molestation,  vexa- 
tion, impeachment,  or  grievance  of  us  or  any  of  our  heirs  or  suc- 
cessors ;  any  statute,  act,  ordinance,  or  provision  to  the  contrary 
thereof  notwithstanding.  And  further  we  will,  and  do  by  these 
presents  for  us  our  heirs  and  successors  covenant  and  grant  to  and 
with  the  aforesaid  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
that  we,  our  heirs  and  successors,  at  no  time  hereafter  will  impose 
or  make,  or  cause  to  be  imposed,  any  impositions,  customs  or  other 
taxations,  quotas,  or  contributions  whatsoever  in  or  upon  the  resi- 
dents or  inhabitants  of  the  province  aforesaid  for  their  goods,  lands 
or  tenements  within  the  same  province,  or  upon  any  tenements,  lands, 
goods  or  chattels,  within  the  province  aforesaid,  or  in  or  upon  any 
goods  or  merchandizes  within  the  province  aforesaid  or  within  the 
ports  or  harbours  of  the  said  province  to  be  laden  or  unladen.

Our  ancestors  firmly  relying  on  the  royal  promise,  and  upon  these 
plain  and  express  declarations  of  their  inherent,  natural,  and  con- 
stitutional rights,  at  the  hazard  of  their  lives  and  fortunes,  trans- 
ported themselves  and  families  to  this  country,  then  scarcely  known, 
and  inhabited  only  by  savages :  The  prospect  of  a  full  and  peaceable 
enjoyment  of  their  liberties  and  properties,  softened  their  toils,  and 
strength'ned  them  to  overcome  innumerable  difficulties.  Heaven 
prospered  their  endeavors  and  has  given  to  your  Majesty  a  con- 
siderable increase  of  faithful  subjects,  improved  the  trade,  and  added 
riches  to  the  mother  country.  Thus  happy  in  the  enjoyment  of  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  natural  born  subjects,  have  they,  and  their 
posterity  lived  and  been  treated  as  freemen ;  and  thus  hath  the  great 
fundamental  principle  of  the  constitution,  that  no  man  shall  be 
taxed  but  with  his  own  consent,  given  by  himself  or  by  his  repre- 
sentative been  ever  extended,  and  preserved  inviolate  in  this  remote 
part  of  your  Majesty's  dominions,  until  questioned  lately  by  your 
parliament 

It  is  therefore  with  the  deepest  sorrow,  may  it  please  your  most 
excellent  Majesty,  that  we  now  approach  the  throne  on  behalf  of 
your  faithful  subjects  of  this  province,  with  all  humility  to  represent 
to  your  Majesty  that  by  several  statutes  lately  enacted  in  the  parlia- 
ment of  Great  Britain  by  which  sundry  rates  and  duties  are  to  be 
raised  and  collected  within  your  Majesty's  colonies  in  America  for 
the  sole  and  express  purpose  of  raising  a  revenue,  this  great  funda- 
mental principle  of  the  constitution,  is,  in  our  apprehension,  infringed. 
The  people  of  this  province,  royal  sire,  are  not  in  any  manner,  nor 
can  they  ever  possibly  be  effectually  represented  in  the  british  parlia- 
ment; while  therefore  your  Majesty's  commons  of  Great  Britain 
continue  to  give  and  grant  the  property  of  the  people  in  America, 
your  faithful  subjects  of  this,  and  every  other  colony  must  be  de- 
prived of  that  most  invaluable  privilege,  the  power  of  granting  their 
own  money;  and  of  every  opportunity  of  manifesting  by  chearful 
aids,  their  attachment  to  their  King,  and  zeal  for  his  service,  they 
must  be  cut  off  from  all  intercourse  with  their  sovereign,  and  expect

termined  his  parishioners,  universally,  not  to  hear  him ;  and  that  the  ^^^^22  °  ^^ 
growth  of  popery  and  superstition,  are,  as  may  be  expected,  at- 
tendant consequences  of  such  remiss  and  immoral  conduct,  but  this 
information  having  been  given  so  late,  your  committee  could  not 
make  a  full  enquiry  and  examination  into  the  matter ;  but  humbly 
conceive  it  highly  proper  and  necessary,  that  there  should  be  strict

In  answer  to  your  message  of  the  sixteenth,  we  are  not  surprised 
at  the  grievous  complaints  of  contractors  for  the  transportation  of 
felons,  against  the  quarantine  law,  at  their  denial  of  notorious  facts, 
or  suppression  of  a  considerable  circumstance,  the  profitable  price 
at  which  they  generally  sell  the  convicts,  nor  that  they  should,  when 
actuated  solely  by  sordid  views,  esteem  the  health  of  the  inhabitants 
light  in  the  scale,  against  a  grain  of  their  profit :  But  we  are  surprised 
at  imaginary  importance  of  these  people,  as  well  as  at  the  ingratitude 
of  their  attempt  to  interest  the  government  at  home,  against  a  country, 
from  which  they  have  extracted  so  much  wealth,  and  at  the  expence 
of  so  many  lives. 

We  think  the  quarantine  law  wants  amendment ;  and  are  appre- 
hensive, that  the  security  of  oaths,  alone,  is  not  sufficient  to  eflfect 
the  salutary  purpose  of  preventing  a  continuance  of  that  cruelty,  so 
long,  and  so  fatally  exercised,  of  distributing,  with  impunity,  the 
jail-fever,  and  other  infectious  disorders.

May  it  please  your  excellency, 

In  answer  to  your  excellency's  message  of  the  20.""  we  must 
observe,  that,  if  the  letter  from  the  Speaker  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  addressed  to,  and 
communicated  by  our  Speaker,  to  this  house,  be  the  same  with  the 
letter,  a  copy  of  which  you  are  pleased  to  intimate,  hath  been  com- 
municated to  the  Kings  ministers ;  it  is  very  alarming,  to  find,  that 
at  a  time  when  the  people  of  America  think  themselves  aggrieved 
by  the  late  acts  of  parliament,  imposing  taxes  on  them,  for  the 
sole  and  express  purpose  of  raising  a  revenue,  and  in  the  most  dutiful 
manner  are  seeking  redress  from  the  throne,  any  endeavors  to  unite 
in  laying  before  their  Sovereign,  what  is  apprehended  to  be  their  just 
complaint,  should  be  looked  upon  "as  a  measure  of  most  dangerous 
and  factious  tendency,  calculated  to  inflame  the  minds  of  his  Maj- 
esty's good  subjects  in  the  colonies,  to  promote  an  unwarrantable 
combination,  excite  and  encourage  an  open  opposition  to,  and  denial 
of,  the  authority  of  parliament,  and  to  subvert  the  true  principles 
of  the  constitution ;"  we  cannot  but  view  this,  as  an  attempt,  in  some 
of  his  Majesty's  ministers,  to  suppress  all  communication  of  senti- 
ments between  the  colonies,  and  to  prevent  the  united  supplications 
of  America,  from  reaching  the  royal  ear.  We  hope,  the  conduct  of 
this  house,  will  ever  evince  their  reverence  and  respect  for  the  laws, 
and  faithful  attachment  to  the  constitution ;  but  we  cannot  be  brought 
to  resent  an  exertion  of  the  most  undoubted  constitutional  right  of 
petitioning  the  throne,  or  any  endeavors  to  procure,  and  preserve, 
an  union  of  the  colonies,  as  an  unjustifiable  attempt,  to  revive  those 
distractions,  which,  it  is  said,  have  operated  so  fatally  to  the  prejudice 
of  both  the  colonies  and  the  mother  country.  We  have  the  warmest, 
and  most  affectionate  attachment  to  our  most  gracious  Sovereign, 
and  shall  ever  pay  the  readiest  and  most  respectful  regard  to  the 
just  and  constitutional  power  of  the  british  parliament ;  but  we  shall 
not  be  intimidated,  by  a  few  sounding  expressions,  from  doing  what

And  further  our  pleasure  is,  and  by  these  presents  for  us,  our 
heirs,  and  successors  we  do  covenant  and  grant  to  and  with  the  said

withstand  the  same  ;  but  that  they  be  at  all  times,  aiding  and  assisting, 
as  is  fitting  unto  the  said  now  Lord  Baltimore,  and  his  heirs,  and  to 
the  inhabitants  and  merchants  of  Maryland  aforesaid,  their  servants, 
ministers,  factors,  and  assigns,  in  full  use  and  fruition  of  the  benefit 
of  this  our  charter.

Whereas  the  greatest  Part  of  the  Tribe  of  the  Nanticoke  Indians  [Preamble] 
have  some  years  ago  left  and  deserted  the  I^^nds  in  this  Province 
Appropriated  by  former  Acts  of  Assembly  for  their  Use  so  long 
as  they  should  Occupy  the  same  and  the  few  that  Remain  have  by 
their  Petition  to  this  General  Assembly  prayed  that  they  might 
have  liberty  to  dispose  of  their  Right  to  the  said  Lands  or  that  some 
Compensation  should  be  made  them  for  quitting  Claim  thereto  as 
they  are  desirous  of  totally  leaving  this  Province  and  going  to  live 
with  their  Brethren  who  have  incorporated  themselves  with  the  Six 
Nations  and  that  they  have  given  a  Power  of  Attorney  to  a  certain 
Amos  Ogden  to  dispose  of  the  said  Lands  for  them  and  to  execute  a 
Release  and  Acquittance  therefor  which  power  appears  to  be  Con- 
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Liber  H.  S.   firmed  and  Approved  by  Sir  William  Johnson  his  Majesty's  Super- 
No.  I   intendent  of  Indian  Affairs  for  the  Northern  Department 

And  Whereas  Robert  Darnall  and  Sarah  his  Wife  Henry  Steele 
and  Anne  his  Wife  and  John  Henry  and  Dorothy  his  Wife  (which 
said  Sarah,  Anne  and  Dorothy  are  the  Coheiresses  of  Collonel  John 
Rider  deceased)  have  by  their  Petition  set  forth  to  this  General 
Assembly  That  one  Tract  of  Land  called  The  Reserve  Originally 
on  the  fifteenth  Day  of  May  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty  five 
granted  to  a  certain  John  Anderton  for  eight  hundred  Acres  another 
Tract  called  Handsell  on  the  thirteenth  Day  of  July  in  the  same  Year 
p.  680  granted  to  a  certain  Thomas  Taylor  for  seven  hundred  Acres  and  one 
other  Tract  called  Bartholomews  Close  on  the  tenth  Day  of  Novem- 
ber one  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety  five  granted  to  a  certain 
Thomas  Hicks  for  one  hundred  and  sixty  four  Acres  lie  within  the 
Boundaries  of  a  large  Tract  of  Land  laid  out  for  the  said  Indians 
by  Virtue  of  an  Act  of  Assembly  made  in  the  Year  of  Our  Lord 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  four  entituled  an  Act  for  Ascer- 
taining the  Bounds  of  a  certain  Tract  of  Land  to  the  use  of  the 
Nanticoke  Indians  so  long  as  they  shall  Occupy  and  live  on  the  same 
and  that  the  said  three  small  Tracts  of  Land  became  by  Purchase 
and  Devise  the  Right  of  the  said  Collonel  John  Rider  and  the  Rever- 
sion thereof  is  now  in  the  said  Petitioners  and  prayed  as  the  said 
Lands  had  been  heretofore  taken  from  their  Ancestors  for  the 
Publick  Account  that  the  Publick  Money  might  be  now  Applied  to 
Purchase  a  Release  of  the  Indian's  Claim  to  the  same  for  their  Use 
which  this  General  Assembly  have  thought  reasonable  to  grant. 

And  Whereas  the  said  Amos  Ogden  hath  in  behalf  of  the  said 
Indians  Offered  to  take  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  sixty  six  Dollars 
and  two  thirds  of  a  Dollar  for  a  release  of  Right  and  full  Acquittal 
of  Claim  of  the  said  Nanticoke  Indians  as  well  to  the  aforesaid  three 
Tracts  of  Land  as  to  three  thousand  Acres  lying  on  Broad  Creek 
in  Somerset  County  by  an  Act  made  in  the  Year  of  Our  Lord  seven- 
teen hundred  and  eleven  entituled  An  Act  to  impower  Commissioners 
to  Appoint  and  Cause  to  be  laid  out  three  thousand  Acres  of  Land 
on  Broad  Creek  in  Somerset  County  for  the  use  of  the  Nanticoke 
Indians  so  long  as  they  shall  Occupy  the  same  which  said  three 
thousand  Acres  having  been  paid  for  by  the  Publick  when  the  said 
Indians  should  Cease  to  Occupy  is  by  the  said  last  recited  Act  to  be 
disposed  of  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  direct  and  Appoint.

Whereas  the  Necessity  Number  and  continual  Increase  of  the 
Poor  within  this  Province  is  very  great  and  exceedingly  burthen- 
some  which  might  be  greatly  lessened  by  a  due  Regulation  and 
Employment  of  them

Whereas  it  appears  to  this  General  assembly  that  the  Issuing  Writs  Records 
of  Replevin  in  the  Counties  where  the  Cause  of  Action  doth  arise, 
is  agreeable  to  the  Practice  of  Our  Mother  Country;  and  the  want 
of  such  a  Practice  here  is  of  great  Inconvenience  to  the  good  People 
of  this  Province,  especially  of  the  more  remote  Parts  and  more  Par- 
ticularly of  the  Eastern  shore,  who  many  Times  in  the  winter  Season 
cannot  Possibly  cross  the  Bay  in  Order  to  obtain  such  Writts  Out

I  had  the  Honour  to  receive  your  Favour  of  the  i  ith  of  February 
last,  and  on  a  Meeting  of  our  Assembly,  I  communicated  it  to  our 
House,  and  I  am  desired  to  assure  you,  they  acknowledge  themselves 
obliged,  by  a  candid  and  free  Communication  of  Sentiments  of  a 
Sister  Colony,  on  a  Point  so  interesting  to  the  whole ;  and  that  their 
Opinion  of  the  Consequences  to  the  Colonies,  of  the  Operation  of 
the  several  Acts  of  Parliament  you  allude  to,  coincide  exactly  with 
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yours,  and  that  they  are  persuaded  of  the  Necessity  of  harmonizing 
as  much  as  possible,  in  proper  Measures  for  Redress. 

This  House,  upon  considering  the  Acts  of  ParHament,  prepared 
an  humble,  dutiful  and  loyal  Petition  to  his  Majesty,  setting  forth. 
That  it  is  a  fixed  and  unalterable  Principle,  in  the  Nature  of  Things, 
and  a  Part  of  the  very  Idea  of  Property,  that  whatever  a  Man  hath 
honestly  acquired,  cannot  be  taken  from  him,  without  his  Consent ; 
that  this  immutable  Principle  is  ingrafted,  as  a  fundamental,  into  the 
English  Constitution,  and  is  declared,  by  Magna  Charta,  and  the 
Petition  and  Bill  of  Rights,  and  from  thence  every  British  Subject, 
the  most  distant,  is  justly  intitled  to  all  the  Rights  of  English- 
men ;  that  this  Right  is  further  declared  and  confirmed  by  our  Char- 
ter ;  under  the  Confidence  whereof  our  Forefathers  encountered  every 
Difficulty,  to  settle  this  Colony,  which,  under  Providence,  has  en- 
creased  his  Majesty's  Subjects,  extended  the  Trade,  and  added  to  the 
Wealth  of  the  Mother-Country ;  That  we  have  always  been  permitted 
to  enjoy  this  Right,  until  lately;  that  we  are  not,  nor  can  we  ever  be 
efifectually  represented  in  the  British  Parliament ;  and  that  these 
Statutes  do,  in  our  Apprehension,  infringe  the  great  fundamental 
Principle,  that  no  Man  can  be  taxed,  but  with  his  own  Consent,  given 
by  himself  or  his  Representative.  This,  Sir,  is  the  Substance  of  our 
Petition,  and  I  am  ordered  to  transmit  it  to  Charles  Garth,  Esq ; 
special  Agent  for  our  House  of  Delegates,  to  be  presented,  and  we 
shall  request  him  to  co-operate  with  yours,  and  the  other  Colony 
Agents,  in  endeavouring  to  procure  us  Relief,  and  hope  with  you,  his 
Majesty's  great  Goodness  of  Heart  will  incline  him  to  receive  the 
dutiful  Supplications  of  his  remote  Subjects  with  Favour  and 
Attention. 

Just  before  the  Close  of  our  Session,  we  received  a  Message  from 
our  Governor,  a  Copy  of  which  you  have  herewith ;  and  also  a  Copy 
of  the  Address  by  our  House,  in  Answer  thereto,  which  will  fully 
convey  to  you  their  Sentiments  on  the  Subject.

have  escaped  to  the  Loss  and  Vexation  of  the  Sheriffs  and  Suitors, 
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and  not  a  little  to  the  Discredit  of  the  County ;  and  there  being  no 
Yard  or  back-Window  to  the  said  Prison,  or  Draft  of  Air  through 
the  same,  such  Prisoners  as  do  not  escape,  sufifer  additional  Misery 
from  the  Loss  of  their  Health. 

These  Considerations  alone,  your  Petitioners  humbly  hope  may 
justify  their  present  application  for  a  new  Court-House  and  Prison. 
But,  your  Petitioners  further  shew,  unto  your  Excellency  and  Hon- 
ours That  the  said  Town  of  Joppa  is  on  a  low  Peninsula,  the  Isthmus 
into  which  is  so  miry,  as  to  be  often  nearly  impassable,  especially 
after  high  Tides,  or  heavy  Rains,  which  overflowing  the  Isthmus, 
reduce  the  Situation  of  the  Town  to  an  Island :  From  whence  and 
from  the  Want  of  navigable  Water  up  to  the  said  Town,  and  for 
many  Miles  below  it,  other  than  for  Shallops  and  smaller  Vessels ; 
and  also  from  the  Length  of  Time  the  said  Town  has  been  laid  out, 
and  its  little  Improvement,  or  Increase  of  Inhabitants,  Your  Peti- 
tioners cannot  flatter  themselves  with  the  most  distant  Hopes  of  any 
favourable  Alteration  therein  and  from  the  Scarcity  of  Houses  and 
necessary  Accommodation  in  the  said  Town  of  Joppa,  the  People, 
who  attend  the  Courts,  are  for  the  most  Part  obliged  to  ride  by 
Night  to  their  Houses  or  Country  Neighbours  for  Lodging,  in  all 
Weathers,  whereby  they  are  often  exposed  to  the  Danger  of  Catch- 
ing Colds,  Pleurisies,  and  other  Disorders ;  early  Adjournments  and 
late  Meetings  of  the  Courts  are  unavoidable,  and  the  Public  Busi- 
ness, greatly  retarded 

That  the  Town  of  Baltimore  is  free  from  the  Inconveniences  to 
which  Joppa  is  subject ;  there  being  therein  Houses  sufficient  to 
accommodate,  with  Ease  and  in  Plenty,  much  greater  Numbers  of 
People  than  are  used  to  attend  our  Courts ;  and  from  the  Number 
of  its  Inhabitants,  a  Court-House  and  Prison  would  be  better  se- 
cured against  the  Attempts  aforesaid:  That  the  said  Town  of  Balti- 
more is  situate  on  a  fine  River,  navigable  for  large  Ships,  and 
within  a  few  Years  past  has  greatly  encreased  in  Trade,  and  is 
daily  increasing  therein  and  in  Buildings,  Inhabitants,  Merchants, 
Mechanics,  and  others ;  insomuch  that  the  dealings  of  the  Planters, 
Farmers,  and  other  Country  People  of  the  County  are  carried  on 
there,  as  at  a  regular  and  certain  Market,  where  our  Provisions, 
and  every  Thing  we  make,  may  at  all  Times  find  a  ready  Price, 
and  to  which  the  major  Part  of  the  People  of  the  County  al- 
ready resort  and  trade,  and  others  are  daily  more  and  more  resort- 
ing thither  from  all  Parts  of  our  County;  not  only  to  sell  their  Plan- 
tation-Produce, but  for  the  doing  of  most  Sorts  of  Business;  so  that 
whoever  might  be  obliged  to  attend  the  Courts,  would  at  the  same 
Time  be  in  the  Way  of  negotiating  their  common  Concerns ;  their 
Attendance  on  the  Public  Service  would  be  rendered  easy  and  light, 
and  regularly  and  chear fully  given,  and  none  of  the  said  Incon- 
veniences attending  the  present  County-Duty  would  be  felt :    And 
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that  although  the  Town  of  Bahimore  should  be  found  not  so  central 
as  Joppa,  it  cannot,  as  we  humbly  apprehend  be  an  essential  objection 
of  Inconveniency,  especially  as  we  have  the  Example  and  Experience 
of  our  neighbouring  Colonies,  and  of  most  of  the  Countries  in  the 
World  to  assure  us  of  how  little  Weight  such  an  Objection  has 
always  been  held,  when  opposed  to  even  much  less  Advantages  than 

are  above  enumerated.  Your  petitioners  therefore  humbly 

pray  Your  Excellency  and  Honours,  will  be  pleased  to  take  the 
premises  into  consideration  and  pass  a  Law  for  Disposing  of  the 
Ground  and  Materials  of  the  present  Court-House  and  Prison  of 
this  County,  and  for  the  Purchasing  Ground,  and  Building  a  Court- 
House  and  Prison,  for  the  said  County,  in  the  Town  of  Baltimore 
aforesaid,  for  the  Courts  for  the  said  County  to  be  held  in  the  said 
Court-House,  and  that  the  same  be  directed  to  be  made  staunch  and 
convenient,  and  well  constructed  against  the  Danger  of  Fire,  as  to 
Your  Excellency  and  Honors  shall  seem  meet. 
And  Your  Petitioners  will  ever  pray,  &c. 

[At  the  end  of  this  printed  petition  form  are  the  follonnng  tabula- 
tions in  a  contemporary  hand,  showing  the  number  of  signers  to  each 
of  the  several  thirty  seven  consecutively  numbered  petitions  favoring 
removal.  These  are  tied  together  ufith  contemporary  red  tape  in  one 
roll.  The  tabulation  gives  the  number  of  signers  as  2094,  but  a  re-tally 
of  the  somewhat  mutilated  sheets  reduces  those  that  can  be  now 
counted  to  20j6.  These  are  printed  on  pages  ^24-^6^.  This  roll 
is  followed  by  four  other  printed  petitions  favoring  removal,  forming 
a  separate  series,  which  show  a  contemporary  tabulation  of  IJI  addi- 
tional names.  These  are  printed  on  pages  56^-565.  Only  118  sig- 
natures can  now  be  counted  on  these  four  defective  sheets.  These 
two  contemporary  tabulations  show  a  total  of  22JI  favoring  removal. 
Of  these  only  2212  signatures  can  now  be  counted.^

To  His  Excellency  Horatio  Sharpe,  Esquire,  Governor  and  Com- 
mander in  Chief  in  and  over  the  Province  of  Maryland,  and,  To 
the  Honorable  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  Assembly  of  the 
said  Province : 
The  Petition  of  the  Subscribers,  Inhabitants  of  Baltimore  County, 
humbly  sheweth. 

That  the  present  Court-House  for  Baltimore  County,  situate  in 
Joppa,  is  considerably  too  small  for  transacting  therein  the  Business 
of  the  County  with  Convenience,  being  the  smallest  in  the  Province : 
That  the  same  is  greatly  out  of  Repair,  and  the  Offices  thereof  so 
confined,  as  not  to  admit  of  sufficient  Regularity  in  ranging  the 
Papers ;  and  the  whole  Building  is  flight,  and  insecure  for  the  Pur- 
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pose  of  Keeping  the  Public  Records,  whereon  the  Estates  of  many 
of  his  Majesty's  Subjects  of  this  County,  and  elsewhere,  depend; 
which  are  thereby,  and  from  its  lonesome  Situation,  exposed  to  the 
open  Attempts  of  malicious  ill-designing  or  wanton  People  being 
executed  without  Alarm. 

That  the  said  Town  of  Joppa  is  on  a  low  Peninsula,  the  Isthmus 
into  which  is  so  miry,  as  to  be  often  nearly  impassable,  especially 
after  high  Tides,  or  heavy  Rains,  which  overflowing  the  Isthmus, 
reduce  the  Situation  of  the  Town  to  an  Island:  From  whence  and 
from  the  Want  of  navigable  Water  up  to  the  said  Town,  and  for 
many  Miles  below  it,  other  than  for  Shallops  and  smaller  Vessels ; 
and  also  from  the  Length  the  said  Town  has  been  laid  out,  and  its 
little  Improvement,  or  Increase  of  Inhabitants,  Your  Petitioners 
cannot  flatter  themselves  with  the  most  distant  Hopes  of  any  favour- 
able Alteration  therein. 

That  the  County-Goal,  from  its  original  ill  Construction,  has  been 
a  continual  Expence  to  the  County,  and  although  large  Quantities 
of  the  Public  Tobacco  have  been  frequently  levied  and  expended 
thereon,  hath  always  proved  defective  and  insufficient  to  restrain 
the  Attempts  of  Criminals  and  other  Prisoners ;  great  Numbers  of 
whom  have  escaped  to  the  Loss  and  Vexation  of  the  Sheriffs  and 
Suitors,  and  not  a  little  to  the  Discredit  of  the  County ;  and  there 
being  no  Yard  or  Windows  to  the  said  Prison,  other  than  Windows 
in  the  Front,  and  no  Draft  or  Air  through  the  same,  such  Prisoners 
as  do  not  escape,  suffer  additional  Misery  from  the  Loss  of  their 
Health. 

These  Considerations,  may  it  please  Your  Excellency  and  Hon- 
ors, your  Petitioners  humbly  hope,  may  justify  their  present  Ap- 
plication for  a  new  Court-House  and  Prison.  But  when  it  is  added. 
That  from  the  Scarcity  of  Houses  and  necessary  Accommodation 
in  the  said  Town  of  Joppa,  the  People,  who  attend  the  Courts,  are 
for  the  most  Part  obliged  to  ride  by  Night  to  their  Houses  or 
Country  Neighbours  for  Lodging,  in  all  Weathers,  whereby  they 
are  often  exposed  to  the  Danger  of  Catching  violent  Colds,  Pleuri- 
sies, and  other  Disorders :  early  Adjournments  and  late  Meetings 
of  the  Courts  are  unavoidable,  and  the  Public  Business  Greatly  re- 
tarded :  And  when  it  is  also  considered,  that  the  Town  of  Balti- 
more is  free  from  the  Inconveniences  to  which  Joppa  is  subject: 
that  there  are  therein  Houses  sufficient  to  accommodate,  with  Ease 
and  in  Plenty,  much  greater  Numbers  of  People  than  are  used  to 
attend  our  Courts;  and  from  the  Number  of  Inhabitants  residing 
therein,  a  Court-House  and  prison  would  be  better  secured  against  the 
Attempts  aforesaid:  That  the  said  Town  is  situate  on  a  fine  River, 
navigable  for  large  Ships,  and  within  a  few  Years  past  has  greatly 
encreased  in  Trade,  and  is  daily  increasing  therein  and  in  Buildings, 
Inhabitants,  Merchants,  Mechanics  and  others ;  insomuch  that  the 
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greatest  Part  of  the  Trade  and  mercantile  Business  of  the  Planters, 
Farmers,  and  other  Country  People  of  the  County  is  transacted 
there,  as  a  regular  and  certain  Market,  where  our  Provisions,  and 
every  Thing  we  make,  may  at  all  Times  find  a  ready  Price,  and  to 
which  the  major  Part  of  the  People  of  the  County  already  resort 
and  trade,  and  others  are  daily  more  and  more  resorting  from  all 
Parts  of  our  County;  not  only  to  sell  their  Plantation-Produce,  but 
for  the  doing  of  most  Sorts  of  Business ;  so  that  whoever  might  be 
obliged  to  attend  the  Courts,  would  at  the  same  Time  be  in  the  Way 
of  negotiating  their  common  Concerns ;  their  Attendance  on  the 
Public  Service  would  be  rendered  easy  and  light,  and  regularly  and 
chearfully  given,  and  none  of  the  said  Inconveniences  attending  the 
present  County-Duty  would  be  felt :  And  that  although  the  Town 
of  Baltimore  should  be  found  not  so  central  as  Joppa,  we  humbly 
apprehend  it  cannot  be  an  essential  Objection  of  Inconveniency, 
especially  as  we  have  the  Example  and  Experience  of  our  neigh- 
bouring Colonies  and  of  most  of  the  Countries  in  the  World  to 
assure  us  of  how  little  Weight  such  an  Objection  has  always  been 
held,  when  opposed  to  even  much  less  Advantages  than  are  above 
enumerated. 

When  these  Considerations,  may  it  please  Your  Excellency  and 
Honors,  are  weighed,  we  humbly  hope,  and  we  also  pray  Your 
Excellency  and  Honors  will  be  pleasead  to  pass  a  Law  for  Dis- 
posing of  the  Ground  and  Materials  of  the  present  Court-House 
and  Prison  of  this  County,  and  for  the  Purchasing  Ground,  and 
Building  a  Court-House  and  Prison,  for  the  said  County,  in  the 
Town  of  Baltimore  aforesaid,  for  the  Courts  for  the  said  County 
to  be  held  in  the  said  Court-House,  and  that  the  same  be  made 
staunch  and  convenient,  and  well  constructed  against  the  Danger 
of  Fire,  as  to  Your  Excellency  and  Honors  shall  seem  meet.

Convenient,  enough  for  the  purpose  of  Transacting  the  Public 
Business. 

That  the  said  buildings  being  at  present  out  of  repair  arises  from 
the  Interested  Views  of  a  part  of  the  Inhabitants  of  said  County  in 
or  near  Baltemore  Town  who  by  violence  at  a  late  and  former  Elec- 
tions have  Torn  damaged  and  Defaced  the  same,  with  a  design  of 
Destroying  the  same,  and  thereby  paving  a  Way  for  a  removall  to 
Baltimore  Town 

That  the  said  Court  House  is  sorrounded  on  every  Side  with 
Houses  in  said  Town  and  is  nearly  in  the  Center  thereof  and  that 
any  Malicious  attempt  to  destroy  the  same  will  stand  as  fair  a  Chance 
of  being  Discovered  timely  enough  to  prevent  the  same  as  that  of 
any  other  Court  House  in  the  Province. 

That  the  Road  leading  over  the  Isthmus  to  said  Town  not  being 
bad  above  one  hundred  yards  in  length  may  be  made  and  kept  good 
at  a  very  Trifling  Expence. 

That  the  Goal  is  built  with  Stone  and  may  be  made  as  strong  as 
any  other  stone  House  and  that  the  E.xpence  of  inclosing  a  yard  for 
the  Convenience  of  Prisoners  enjoying  the  Benefit  of  free  Air  & 
Exercise  and  thereby  preventing  Sickness  among  them  will  be  at- 
tended with  no  more  Expence  at  Joppa  than  at  Baltemore  Town  or 
Else  where 
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That  the  Town  of  Joppa  is  well  supplyed  with  Public  Houses 
and  Accomodations  for  all  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  that  Such 
Persons  as  depart  from  said  Town  at  unseasonable  Times  and  expose 
themselves  to  the  Inclemency  of  the  Weather  cheifly  chuse  to  do  so 
to  avoid  the  Expence  arising  from  Lodging  at  Taverns  by  being 
entertain'd  Gratis  at  some  Neighbouring  House  so  that  the  Business 
of  said  Court  need  not  be  retarded  or  late  Meetings  and  early  Ad- 
journments or  Sickness  need  not  arise  from  that  Cause, 

That  the  most  Valueable  part  of  the  Lands  are  on  the  North 
East  side  of  the  great  Falls  of  Gunpowder  and  the  most  Antient 
settlements  made  there  and  that  some  sort  of  difference  ought  to  be 
Paid  to  the  Descendants  of  the  first  settlers  of  said  County  and  the 
Court  House  and  Records  (towards  building  the  Former  of  which 
they  contributed  the  largest  Proportion  and  the  Latter  of  which  they 
are  more  deeply  Interested  in  than  a  part  later  settled)  Ought  not  to 
be  removed  in  Justice  at  a  Distance  to  remote  for  them  with  any 
Convenience  to  resort  to  the  same. 

That  your  Petitioners  Humbly  Apprehend  that  the  design  of 
Instituting  Courts  of  Justice  is  that  every  Man  Injured  may  have  a 
speedy  Redress  for  the  Wrong  sustained  at  as  little  Expence  and 
delay  and  with  as  much  Convenience  as  Possible  that  their  Situation 
should  be  the  most  Convenient  for  Jurymen  Witnesses  Suitors  and 
others  having  Business  there  to  resort  to  it  and  be  accomodated  w."' 
Necessaries  that  none  but  Persons  blinded  by  there  Interest  would 
endeavour  a  Removall  of  the  Court  House  to  promote  the  Foreign 
Trade  of  Baltemore  Town  to  the  Prejudice  of  a  great  Number  of 
the  most  Antient  and  first  settled  Inhabitants  who  must  be  dragged 
there  from  distant  Habitations  for  the  sole  purpose  of  leaving  some 
of  their  Cash  at  Taverns  &c^  to  promote  the  Trade  of  said  Place 
which  in  your  Petitioners  Humble  opinions  had  better  be  Levied  on 
them  by  way  of  Tax  to  support  the  Trade  of  said  Town. 

That  great  Part  of  the  Inhabitants  from  Bush  River  Gunpowder 
Neck  and  the  Pennsylvania  Line  live  from  Thirty  to  Fifty  Miles 
distants  from  said  Town  and  cannot  return  Home  till  the  Expira- 
tion of  said  Courts  and  that  in  any  Controversiall  Suit  for  £10  or 
under  Creditors  had  better  resign  all  Pretentions  to  the  Debt  than 
Prosecute  them  at  such  an  Expence  as  would  be  Exclusive  of  Loss  of 
Time  Thirty  shillings  as  least  p  Term  for  bare  Necessaries. 

That  many  of  the  Jurors  Suitors  &c^  would  be  put  to  great  Ex- 
pence  at  Baltemore  Town  at  Taverns  whereas  they  are  now  near 
Joppa  accomodated  without  any  Expence  at  private  Houses 

That  many  reputable  Inhabitants  from  a  Scarcity  of  Cash  pre- 
vailing among  them  and  being  Obliged  to  attend  Courts  at  Baltemore 
Town  and  also  unknown  there  may  be  put  to  great  Distress  on  the 
Account  of  not  being  Trusted  for  Necessaries  that  this  must  be 
unavoidably  the  Case  with  poor  Debtors. 
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That  many  of  the  reputable  Inhabitants  of  said  County  will  not 
be  able  to  procure  Special  Bale  at  such  a  remote  Corner  of  the  County 
unless  they  bring  their  Friends  and  Acquaintances  Forty  or  Fifty 
miles  and  pay  their  Expences  going  and  Coming  and  those  who 
cannot  so  Procure  them  at  an  Immense  Expence  must  be  Committed 
to  a  Loathsome  Goal. 

That  Joppa  is  more  Central  than  Baltemore  Town  the  latter  being 
situated  at  one  End  of  the  County. 

That  your  Petitioners  Humbly  conceive  that  the  Suitors  being 
engaged  at  such  Times  in  persuit  of  their  Private  Affairs  would  often 
retard  the  Public  Business  and  that  Examples  alledged  from  a  Court 
House  encreasing  the  Trade  of  a  Town  if  true  if  they  proved  any 
thing  would  amount  to  this  That  In  conveniences  and  Grievances  of 
the  highest  Nature  must  be  submitted  to,  to  aggrandize  and  enrich 
a  Place  almost  on  the  Verge  of  the  County  at  the  Expence  and  to 
the  Impoverishment  of  all  the  Rest  of  it, 

That  your  Petitioners  Humbly  conceive  that  Court  Houses  built 
at  remote  Corners  of  Counties  tho  in  Towns  have  in  every  Govern- 
ment in  America  been  Loudly  complained  of  by  the  People  aggrieved 
as  being  built  for  private  Purposes  or  when  Counties  were  small 
rather  than  for  Public  convenience  and  are  so  far  from  increasing 
the  Foreign  Trade  of  such  Places  in  some  Neighbouring  Govern- 
ments that  others  not  having  the  same  Advantages  near  them  have 
equalled  if  not  exceeded  them  in  Trade  and  Size. 

That  your  Petitioners  Humbly  conceive  that  the  true  Reason  why 
Business  is  not  carried  on  with  that  Dispatch  at  Joppa  as  it  ought 
to  be  arises  from  the  Multiplicity  of  it  and  that  as  the  County  now 
contains  8,256  Taxables  it  must  Increase  in  Business  so  as  it  will  be 
Impossible  in  a  few  Years  to  transact  it  at  one  Court  House  and 
thereby  a  Failure  of  Justice  ensue  that  a  Division  of  said  County 
must  be  then  unavoidably  and  your  Petitioners  therefore  Humbly 
pray  that  no  removall  of  said  Court  House  may  be  enacted  to  take 
place  antecedant  to  a  Division  of  said  County  but  that  it  may  remain 
in  its  present  Situation  and  that  your  Excellency  and  Honours  will 
appoint  a  Time  when  your  Petitioners  may  be  heard  on  said  Petition 
by  their  Council. 

And  your  Petitioners  as  in  Duty  Bound  will  ever  Pray.
